VERY few words are necessary in introducing the second 
volume of the Register of Manchester Free 
CrRAMMAR ScHOOL. I havc to exprcss my thanks to all 
who have kindly assisted me in providing the requisite 
materials for annotating so many names. To none are my 
thanks so justly due as they are to the President and Vice- 
President of the Chetham Society, for the very interesting 
biographical notices which bear their initials. Although the 
period contained in this volume is much less than that con- 
tained in the first volume, the notes are more numerous, and 
in some instances more complete. It is hoped that many 
inaccuracies will not be found, and that due allowance will 
be made for such as may be discovered. 

The volume ends with the death of Mr. Charles Lawson, 
the high-master of the school for forty-three years, and an 
examination of its pages will amply prove that his scholars 
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did credit to his conscientious labours as a master and a 
friend. Nothing can show more clearly than this School 
Register does that the highest posts of distinction are 
attainable by men of humble ori^n, equally with those 
possessed of greater advantages by birth, if early years of 
careful study are followed by a life of industry guided by 
high principle. The words of Horace hold true for ever.

Rectique cultus pectora roborat. 

This second volume contains also some additional notes to 
names appearing in the preceding volume. Any still further 
additions to either of the volumes, which it may be in the 
power of any readers to contribute, will be very acceptable. 
There must, unquestionably, be many names passed over 
among the scholars recorded during the thirty years con- 
tained in this volume, which ought to receive permanent 
illustration. 

It is intended, in a third volume, to print the Register 
of Admissions during the period of my late father's high- 
mastership: — t.e., from May 1807 to October 1837. This 
announcement will, I trust, be kindly regarded as carrying 
with it an earnest request that all who are interested in the 
school, either as former scholars, or as the relatives of those 
who were there educated, will send me such information as 
may be of use in tracing the subsequent career of my &ther s 
many pupils. And there is no time to be lost. Each year 
which sees the removal of one or more from that little band 
of his early pupils which can still bear living witness to his 
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ability as a scholar, his courtesy as a gentleman, and his 
kindness as a friend, increases also the difficulty of gathering 
such details of their after life as shall be at once complete, 
accurate, and interesting.

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ON the 36th January 1776 articlas of agreement for rebuilding 
the school were eigiied by sir Thomas Egerton of Heaton, 
bart., Edward Greavea of Culeheth, esq., and Kobert Ea4- 
cliiie of FozdentoD, eeq., on. behalf of tbemaelveB aud the 
other feoffees of the school, and by Thomas Townley of Manchester, 
bricklayer, Thomaa Townley of Mancheater, carpenter, and John 
Kothwell of Bolton, timber merchant. It was agreed to take down 
the old school, which is described as " uot only incommodious in many 
respects, but inmifGcient to contain conveniently the great number of 
boye who resort thereto for education,'' and " to erect two commodious 
school rooms and other buildings for the greater convenience of the 
publick," The work was to be completed before the 30th August in 
the same year, and the sum agreed to be paid for it was seven hun- 
dred and eighty-nine pounds, the contractors being at liberty to uae 
any of the materiala of the old school for the purpose of the new 
building. The new achool was to be built upon the site of the then 
existing school, or " as near the same db conveniently may be," and 
according to the plans annesed to the agreement : the lower room, 
intended for the lower school, fo be forty-two feet long, twenty-four 
fe«t four inches wide, and fifteen feet high, and the walla at least twenty- 
four inches in thickness ; the upper room, intended for the higher or 
upper school, to be ninety feet long, tweuty-five feet wide, and twenty- 
seven feet high, the walls from the foundation to the ground floor 
being twenty-four inches thick, and from the ground floor to the roof 
eighteen incnes. The ceiling of the lower school waa to be eighteen 
inches from the floor of the upper school, and a plaister floor to be laid 
between the two " to stop the sound." The seats and desks were to 
be of strong oak, " and after the manner of the present desks.'' A 
brick wall waa also to be built, seven feet high, " from the coroer of 
Mr. Chetham's hospital to the river Irk ;" " the fence wall at the bot- 
tom of the yard running parallel with the Irk " was to be made suf- 
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ficiently strong'to support the additional weight of earth which would 

be laid.agajist it by raising and levelling the lower school yard;. the

and U, strong fence wall built, according to the plan ; and " a new brick 

^jill, of the same height with the old one," was to be erected towards

/.*•* The original agreement was found among my father's papers at his 

decease, and forwarded by me to the steward of the school. The plans, 

accompanying the same, were torn and imperfect. 

The ola school was, doubtless, the building erected by bishop Hugh 
Oldham, "at his grete coste and chargies, joining to the college of 
Manchester, in the weste ptie, and the water called Irke, of the north 
ptie, and the way goyng from the said college into a streete gaJled 
Milne-gate, in the southe ptie, and a stone chymney of Greorge xraf- 
ford, of the este ptie, for a free scole." (See the Schedule or Statutes 
of the School, Wnatton's History, p. 22.) At the upper end of this 
school was a statue of the founder, mentioned by HoUinworth as 
having been in his time newly repaired and adorned, which during the 
great rebellion was wantonly destroyed by those who hated bishops 
and murdered their king. 

I have never met with any description of the original building, but 
it seems not improbable that the present lower school was the room 
where the scholai^ had been taught for upwards of two centuries ; for, 
although in the contract for rebuilding the school it is specified that 
two new rooms should be built, and the size of each is given, there 
is nothing to show that the old school may not have been of the same 
proportions and exactly within the same walls as the present lower 
school. In favour of this opinion it may be noticed that — 

1 . The walls of the lower school and the outbuildings appertaining 
to it are of stone — which agrees with the description given in 
Mr. Chesshire's Song (see vol. i. p. 175), "There stood an old 
building of stone " — and evidently of a date prior to the rest of 
the school. 

2. Some portions which remain of the wainscoating are of paneled 
oak, -whereas that of the upper school was of deal. 

3. The five desks and the three fire-places, which were until recently 

in the lower school room, correspond with the original constitu- 
tion of the school, viz. : 
Two classes for the master. 
Two classes for the usher. 
One ABC class. 
The last named class was appointed in the foundation deed to be 
taught for a month in turn by one of the higher scholars ; but in course 
of time a third master is saia to have been appointed. The two assis- 
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Unt mMtere were not, I conclude, created till after the new school waa 
built, when the number of sfholara rendered it necessary that there 
should be additional teachers. The highest number of adais: ' 
the school is found between the years 1770 and 1786. 

If the preceding opinion is correct, there was probably a lane (into 
which the school opened) running between the hospital and the achool 
buildingB, at right angles to the Irk. There is still a right of way, I 
believe, for the occupiers of the hospital through the lower school yard 
up the steps which lead to the school gates. 1 well remember the door 
in the wall of the hospital buildings wnich opened to the lower yard. 

In Whatton's Sittory of the School {p. 44) a house at Famnam, in 
Eases, near Bishop Stortford, part of the school estate, and probably 

fiven to the school by Mr. Robert Clough,* is said to have been sold 
y the feofieet for two hundred and ten pounds about the year 1776, 
"m <*der to discharge a debt incurred in building the present school." 
The seats and desks on which many a name had been carved and filed, 
and which were placed against the wall and round the room, after the 
fashion of the first school room, are gone. Modem improvements have 
found their way into the old grammar schools as into other schools, and 
parallel desks bring all the scholars at once under the eyes of their 
masters. 

May the school send forth an good scliolars in years to c 
did during the years contained in this volume !

C*harles Wicksted EtheUtone, bom on the 24th March 1767 (the eldest son of the 
Ber, Charles Etbehitone, who was B.A. of Exeter college, Oxford, 1753, and AJL 
of Queen's college, Cambridge, 1758), went from the school to Trinity ooDege, 
Cambridge, where he graduated A.B. 1790 and A.M. 1793. He became the 
perpetual curate of S. Mark, Chcetham Hill, in 1794, the building of which was 
eommenced by his father and completed by himself. In 1801 he was presented 
to the rectory of Worthenbury in Flintshire, and elected a fellow of the Colle- 
giate church of Manchester on the 17th August 1804. He was also a magistrate 
oi the county of Jjancsster, taking an active part when Manchester was threat- 
ened with political disturbances in 18 19, and reading the riot act at the Peterloo 
meeting on the i6th August in that year. At the anniversary meetings of the 
old scholars be was generally present, and acted as steward in 1804, his col- 
league being James Wilde, esq. 

He was a witty and clever man, and came before the public as an author. He 
published A Pindaric Ode to the Oemus of Great Britain^ 4to, 1803; The 
Suieidef and other Poenu, 8vo, 1804; An Address delivered in the Exchange 
Rooms, Manchester, to a General Meeting for the purpose of taking into con- 
sideration the expediencg 0/ founding Schools on the plan of the Rev. Dr. Bell, 
4to, 1 8 12; and The Unity of the Church inculcated, 18 14, a pamphlet which gave 
rise to a long controverfiy with a Methodist named Hare, whose letters to the 
Rev. C. W. Ethelstone were ably answered by an anonymous writer, Mr. Ethel- 
stone retiring from the controversy. He was also the author of A Patrioiie 
Appeal to the good sense of all Parties, hy an anti-Jacohin, which brought him 
into notice with Mr, GifTard, the editor of the Quarterly Review. 

He died on the 14th September 1830, aged 63, and is buried at S. Mark*s, Cheet- 
ham Hill, having married, first, Mary, daughter and heiress of John Threlfall, 
esq., banker, of Chorley, Lancashire (by whom he had one son, the Bev. Charles 
Wicksted Ethelstone of Wicksted hall, rector of Uplyme, Devonshire), and 
secondly, Hannah, the youngest daughter of John Edwards, esq., of Eelsterton, 
Flintshire, a magistrate and deputy-lieutenant, who survived her husband many 
years, dying on the 24th December 1847, and by whom he had three sons, all of 
whom were educated at the school. There are monuments to Mr. Ethelstone 
and his second wife in the church at Cheetham Hill. 

The father of this scholar, who is described on his son's monument at Cheetham 
Hill as "of Hadley, and Wicksted hall, Cheshire," was son of Simon and Eleanor 
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ElhelMoDe, and bom on tli<> lit Julj i?]!, Bud ilii?d On the 3nl Its; 1795, 
Hs rammed Mnrgsret, dsugliter of QeolTrej and Margaret Hart of Salford, who 
cwidMl aft<9r her hnsbnad's dcstli id Bjram street, nud died on the 6th April 
1803, H tho age of 77. A monnnient to Iheii momorj maj be Boeu in 8. Mork'i 
church.

The WiclMt«d hall e«ta(o cania int« poireMJon of the femilj through Kleanor 
Wiekit«d (wife of Simon Etheletone, esq.), the hoiresi of that anoient family. 
When ths Snt Manchetler Direclorg vaa published, ia 1771, he residsd in 
Deaoagate, and vaa the incumbent of 8. Paal'a cburclk, which he rebuilt about 
the jear I7^^> B°'9 >l>o ^^^ founder of B. Mark's clinpel. Cheetham Hill, whioh 
«*■ «>mplel«d by his son, the first inoumbeni, and it now liold br his grandson, 
the Rer, Hart Ethelstone MA. (for wiiom see E^itttTy anno iSii) who bai 
latelj eolai^od the chancel and in other reepects greatlj improved the edifice. 

BcTcral children of Mr. William Etbvlatanc. merchant (>t1io in 1771 reiided (t 
Hunt's Bank) with himself and wife are buried nl Iha Collegiate chureli. (Sea 
Bitlerg ^ Hate/utter Foundationi, vol, ji. p. 140.) He waa great-ancle of this 
•obolar. and the first of the family who settled in Manchester. He left an only 
daughter, who married an officer iu the tirmj named Daw«on. 

[Many of the good sayings of the Bpt. C. W. Ethelstone are still remembered bj 
those who hoTe surrired him, hut it would be uufnir to attempt lo reproduce 
■ny specimena of his wit in eonrersalion, as witlioul the peculiar lone and gea- 
tnra, or, as lord Pembroke mid of Johnson, the fioic-wo« way in which they 
were deliTvred, they would lose a great part of ihoir spirit and rffect. He waa 
like (dl the Elbelslones whom I have ever seen, tiull and of lorfic proportions, 
and apoke delibcmtely and with much pomp of manner. Ilnd lie liicd in 
London be would bare bid fair (o linve token decided rank as one of the conior- 
aational wita of hie day. C]

place, at UsDcbestDr, rcaided the printere of the two newapapcra before men- 
tioned t the one a miniiterial paper called the Mancittter Mercury, printed bj 
Harrop ; the other, one of a diiTurent description, the llanehetter Herald, printed 
hj Falkner ajid Birch, now drirea to America. Theae were each of them book- 
•ellor'a and atntionor's ahop*. where people reiorled for nowa in much the eanio 
maoner as ia the oiii>tom in London. In the formcir abop, and in the newapnper 
there published, the friends of freedom were the subjeot of constant abuic, under 
the DBual appellations of Jooobius, Levellers, tc. ; while in the latter shop, in the 
Maitcialer Herald, more libend Bontimenta prefailod." 

Id 1791 popular feeling was oU for church and king, and on the erening of the 
I ith December the shop and houae of Meesrs. Falkner and Birch were attaeksd 
■nd injured. These " nrortb]' but unfortunate men," as Mr. T. Walker deacribcs 
tbem, prudentlj departed to America early in the following jeor, the gorcrnment 
hanng prepared indictmenta agaioat each of tbem as promolera of rcTOlulionarj 
■nd democrmtiesl prineiples. 

At there ii no Matthew Folkucr in the Ufandutter and Saiford Directory of 
1797, it seems highly probable that this scholar ia the person referred to. [Thii 
ii on instance how mere identity of name may mislead. About (hia lime (1770- 
ie) there appear to hare been three Matthew Falkners in buainess IQ UaDchester: 
Hatthew Falkner the timber nierclmnt, of Alport lane, and aflcrwurds of Brsae- 
note street, whose son waa the scholar admitted ; Matthew Falkner, check and 
«ilfc mannlBCtiDer, High street ; and Matthew Fnllcuer. bookseller and atatiouer, 
■t the Ctosb, and then of 6, Market place, who was the co-publisher, with Mr. 
Birch, of the Mancheiter Herald, and who, after B long expatriation in eonse- 
quenceofhis political prineiplea, died at Burnley on the 8th March 1E14, in the 
g6tb year of his oge. Whether the three Matthews were rchited to each other 
does not appear. C]

Isge. On the pnwentaticn of tbc college he wai inducted, on the iind Januaij 
iSoi, to the reotorj' of S. Marj Stratford, Bow, Middlesex, where he died on 
the I7tb Novembar iKaT, aged 41 jean.

Theae brotbefs, the fourth and fifth tons of Colonel Samael Bagdiawe of Ford 
hall, in the coimty of Derby, ILP.. and bis wife Catharine^ dao^ter of air John 
Caldwefl of Castle GaldwelL in the coontr of Fermanagh, bart^ were scholars of 
Bepion sehool from 177 1 to 1775, and then remored to 3£anebester. It is 
certain thai the elder brother was at the school, fctr in some old acooonts, which 
happen to bare been praaerred, there is an entry of ''a carriage and four and a 
pair of saddle horses for their journey to Manchester school in 1776," and another 
entry of the payment of ** Mr. Darbey's bills for Mr. John and Mr. William Bag- 
shawe to the 26th Jane 1776 ;*' from which it appears that they were boarders 
in the boose cK the second master. 

John Bagsbawe of the Oaks, Wormhill hall, and Castleton, in the coonty of Derby, 
and of Cotes hall, in the coonty ct York, the foorth bat second soniTing son, was 
bom on the i6th May 1758, and baptized at Chinley, in the coonty of Derby, on 
tbe f ith Jone following. He was admitted at Lincoln's inn on the 25th October 
1781, and called to the bar in the £a8ter term of 1792, baring in the preceding 
Norember socoeeded to the estates of his ooosin, John Bagsbawe, esq., of the 
Oaks, &c. He was a deputy-lieotenant of the coonty of Derby, and died on* 
married at Staines, in the coonty of Middlesex, on the 2tst Augost 1801, and 
was there boried on the a9th of the same month.

I howerer, in some degree, 
comfort myself, that out of foor attempts I haye failed only once, and that one 
of the compositions was had in soch high estinulion, that the dean paid me a 
particolar compliment, and a copy of it was desired by some of my aquaintance." 
He was ordained deacon by the bishop of Lichfield on the aist June 1789, and 
on the following day licensed to the curacy of Norton, in the county of Derby. 
On the 19th December 1790 he was admitted by the same bishop to the order of 
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printhood) «nd on the net wm lifenecd to the perpetual curaoj of Chapd- 
ra-le-Frith, and to that of Wormhill on (he jst Msn^h of the year following. 
The fornipr he reiignecl befors tlio etpirstion of two jeara, bat the latter ha held 
for H period of more Elian half a century, reatgning it in ti^j in ruTour of cho 
Kev. A, A. Bagihawe, the present ineambenl. He was also for eome years riear 
of Buplnninjler-witli-Scwatom, and Ticar of Garthorpe, in the county of Lei- 
ceater, liaring been presented to the former bj the ituko of DeTOnshire, irhosa 
chaplain he was, ■» well aa that of (he dowager lady Saltoun ; bat be resigned 
theM preferments vrhen lie came to reside nl Banner Crosa, in tbo county of 
York, aoon after the death of his brother-in-law, liBUCenant-general Murray of 
Banner Cross, and Pitaauree, in the county of Perth, wboac only slater and 
heireas, Anne, he married on the nth Norember 179S. On the loth April iSiS 
he lueoeeded to the Ford hall estate on the dentil of the widow of his elder 
brother, Samuel, who died at Ford hall, s.p. William Bagahawe died 
Croas on the I ith November 1847, his wife hating predooeaaod him on the 5th 
Karembcr 1S44. They arc buried in the family vault al Chapcl-on-le- Frith, in 
which church there is a mnral monunicnt to their memoriee and to thiit of their 
only son, William, nho died on the 9th NoTember iSiS, at the early age of 16.

John Oldham was instituted to the bcneCces named above in 1791. and died on 
the 31st January li^i, aged 79 years, highly respected both ns a clergyman and 
as a magistrate. He is spoken of still bj his older pariBbioners in terms of 
attachment, for, though blunt even to roughness in his pmnner, he was regarded 
as Tery Just. In the CkeitBi/brd Chronicle, of the jth Febrimry 1S41, the follow- 
ing testimony to his character and usefulness accompanied the announcement of 
his deal h; 

"This cicellent and highly-talented clergyman Icrminaled his earthly career 
on the 31st ultimo, agod 79 years, having been Ilie incumbent of the abora 
parish about half a oeutury. The deceased hud, for nearly thirty years prior to 
the reign of his late m^esty king William, acted as a justice of the peace for Ibis 
county in ■ manner lugLty creditable to himself and useful to the community. 
He was generally in attendanco at the quarter sessions, and his opinions were 
highly appreciated by bts brother magistrates, but more especially in Iiis immo- 
diate neigh bonrbooil, where the deceased acted as chDirman of the Ongar bonoh 
many yeara,-nnd was indefatigable in tbe performance of his magisterial dntiet. 
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It b well koowD that tho dcwBseJ rendpred great auiatance to «ir Qeorge Cliot- 
wynd. b*rt,, the edilor of t)ii' twenlj-third editioD ot Dr. Burn's Jmtke qftie 
PtoBt ; and the learued edilor, iii bis prefacti, complimented the deceased in Ibe 
IbUowiug terma: 'Aui] lo that letj active, enlightened end aaMirut4> moj^ietrata 
foi the coontj of Essei, the Rev. John Oldham, he ia under Iho deepest obli(j«- 
lii>n« for his Bnperinteudence of the whole work, us wi'U in MS, as in iti progrea* 
throDgli the press.' The deceased waa for timnj jesra prerious to bis death 
prereated bj indisposition from prribmiiiig the pubho duties of his sacred offloe, 
and seldom quitted his house during the winter ; but in the hours of relaxation 
from bis official and domestic duties, aod piuttcatiirl; during his retirement &om 
active life, his Tsluahle library nas a. source of grutiOoatioD to his iutelligent and 
enquiring mind. 

'" He naa a scholar, and ■ ripe and good one.' The remembrance of bis 
Tirtues and usefulness will be long cherished bj all who had opportunities of 
appreciating tliero." 
Hit tomb waa huilt by himself, nt the cnat end of the churclijard at Stondoo 
Ilfaasey, and consists of a large vault corercd bj stonework of oblong shape, on 
the aides of which are these ssTeral inscriptions :

[See Antuutt Btsiittr, iBa4,pp.i]j, 
i>9. Jjo) Oa thii ocCTuion a highly complinientarj address was proaented to 
lieutenant CharlpB Fickford b; Che principal inhabitBiita of the ialand, 

Liflutenant Charles PickTord was forlbwith promoted to the rank of Captain, and 
in the month of Hnjr fotlowing the committee of " Llojds " Toted to him ■ ailtvr 
Tase, with an appropriate inicription, " •» a testimony of their senee of the dis- 
(inguiahed talonia with which bs nego<nat«d the capturo of the island of Qoree, 
a* reoorded in the Londom Qatitle of the iSIh da; of April laat." A gold-hilted 
■word wai giren to him on the occasion, but his Bon, the Rer. F, Pickford, MA., 
pgdor of Hagn^rtbinghan, in the conQl; of Lineola, and B.D. (to whom I am 
indebted for aomc of the preceding partiralnrs), coiinot recollect by whom it wa« 
pteaonted.

This branch of 
the Radoliffes was seated at Leigh from the time of queen Elixabeth, and its head 
and representative appeared at Dugdale*s Visitation of Lancashire in 1664. 

John Raddiffe of Wigan, MJ)., fourth son of Alexander 
Radcliffe of Leigh, was father of John Raddiffe, esq. (bom 169a), aergeant-at- 
law and recorder of Liyerpool, who bj his wife Catherine, daughter of Mr. James 
Houstonne of Londonderry, in Ireland, had issae : i, Alexander, who married 
Elizabeth, daughter of the Rer. William Hajward, MJL, of Warrington, rioar 
of Garstang ; a, James, of Ormskirk, attomey-at-law, mentioned aboTe ; 3, Hous- 
tonne, afterwards archdeacon of Canterbury (See Sekool BegiHer^ toL i. p. 61) ;

John Radcliffe was bom in 1764, and losing his parents in early life was placed 
by his uncle (not his father, Gent, Mag. July 1850, p. 100), Dr. Houstonne 
Raddiffe, with Mr. Lawson of Manchester, in the year 1777. He distinguished 
himself at the school by his stadious habits and profidency in classical literature. 
His Greek odes, Latin yerses, and jurenile poetical prolusions, many of which 
are in my possession, indicate respectable scholarship as well as refined taste, and 
an exact appreciation of the niceties of style. He matriculated at Brasenose, 
not without the reputation of being one of Lawson^s ** most promising scholars." 
He graduated B.A. 14th January 1785, M.A. loth October 1787, and baring 
obtained a fellowship at Brasenose remained there for a short time as a tutor. 
He was ordained to the curacy of Bix, near Henley-on-Thames, and in 1787 was 
elected librarian of theChetham libraiy, Manchester, which office he resigned in the 
year 179a. He was presented by his college, in 1807, to the rectoiy of S. Anne, 
Limehouse, Middlesex, where he resided some time, and he contributed 100/. only 
a few hours before his death to the restoration of the church which had been 
acddentally destroyed by fire. Li 1 807 his uncle, the archdeacon, gare him the 
Ticarage of Dodington (to which he remoTed in 18 10), and in 181 1 the rectory 
of Teynbam, near Canterbury, and here he lired during the remainder of his 
unTaried life, discharging his easy clerical duties, and sedulously keeping up his 
early classical tastes and studies to the end of his life. He died at Dodington, 
on the 31st May 1850, aged 85. He married Anne, daughter and coheiress of

He was retiring in his habits, unambitious, 
and calm and dignified in hia cannnerB. Uumblo-miDded, and diffident of his own 
acquirements, be iraa quick sighted in di^eoTering, and generous ia appreciating, 
the merite of otbers. He possessed a believing, devout and praotica] mind, and 
was sound and judicious !□ hts theological views, which were of the old bigb- 
chorcb tvpe. Hia retentive mcisorj was richly stored with ciiusical knowledge, 
biblical literature and VBrioui information, and when amongst intimate and well- 
eboMn friends be pourud forth in hii own aimple and eloquent mouncr the result 
of careful and eiteoaire reading in a atieam which flowed quietl; onward, but 
which WIS felt to be deep, full and clear. In September 17^5, Ur. RadcMe Mat 
a poem of 150 lines to the Grammar Bchool from Oifonl, which was probably 
(poken bj one of the icholars, being on eulogium of professor Thomas Warlon, 
who had just been appointed to the office of poet laureate, at the express desire 
, of the Icing. The poem openB with some lines which ma; bo omitted ; af(«T 
whii^ ooours a reference to Mason : 

where's bis harp, at whose strong bidding dread 

Flinlimmon's vastncss bon'd hie star-crown'd head?

John Romney, the only son of George Romney, the painter, was of S. John's 
college, Cambridge, and placed eleventh among the senior optimes in the exami- 
nation for the A.B. degree in 1782, and was subsequently elected fellow. He 
graduated A.M. iu 1785, and B.D. in 1792. Amongst his intimate friends at the 
uniyersity are mentioned James Wood, D.D., afterwards master of S. John's col- 
lego, and dean of Ely, and Henry Ainslie, M.D., of Pembroke college, the senior 
wranglers of 1781 and 1782. He was instituted to 'the rectoiy of Southery, in 
Norfolk, on the 26th April 1788, but there is no record of his erer having resided 
there, the registers being always signed by curates to the year 1799, after which 
date there appears the signature of another rector. He seems to hare resided 
for some time at Cambridge, for he was appointed, by S. John's college, chaplain 
of Homingsea, in that county, on the 29th September 1798, and held the same 
to the 14th March 1799. 

About the beginning of the present century he built Whitestock hall, near Newton 
in Cartmel, in North Lancashire, where be resided till his death, having married 
at Colton, on the 21st NoTcmber 1806, Miss Jane Kennel, of Kendal, by whom 
he had three daughters and two sons : of whom Mary, the eldest, married ini83o 
J. J. RawUnson, esq., of Graythwaite on Windermere, who was third wrangler 
in 1 82 1, a barrister on the northern circuit, and for some years assistant tithe 
commissioner; George, died unmarried on the 13th August 1865 ; Elizabeth is 
unmarried; Jane married Thomas Brooks, esq., of Stockpark, near Newby 
Bridge, who died on the 30th October 1866 ; and John, the present owner of 
Whitestock hall, is the futher of ten children.

Nicholson, in his Annalt of Kendal, 
iSji, pp. 149-50, fUluilra to the three Nemoiri of thia distjnguisbed artist, nnd 
S&7B ; " None of the«o piiblicationn, nor nil of Ihem, were bowafer conaiderud 
pctfecrtl; latiifu^torj ; and it was reacrred fur Allan Cuningham to vinoow 
away the ehatt from them, and to delinmte witli a master band an e)BCt por- 
traiture of tbe man and the artiet.^' 

John Eomney's Lffe of Ml Fixthtr it, as maj be supposed from the tnJente of the 
author, a highlj-intereating biogmpbj ; and appended to it. are some partieulan 
of Peter Romoi'y, the painttr's brother, an artist of gouins and mueh promise, 
nbo died at tbe early age of 34, from tho effecte of an inegulai Ufp, the miserBble 
conwquence of raried disappointments. 

Peter Bomuey resided for a time ia Manchester, and among his most intimate 
friends therrare mentioned the Rot. Dr. Assheton, fellow of the Collegiate cburch, 
and Dr.Peroiial. Wliilst there he fell in lore with a jouiig ladj, named Shnttls- 
worth, and bcwalla hia bopaleag paieion in some statiEaa, beginning with a desorip' 
tion of what once was, but now will bo sought for in Tain : 
" Beneath the deep nnd gloomy ahado 
or Slranfftioagi v/oodif park.''' 
Afterwarda be paid hie addreaacs to another Manchester ladj, named Brierlej, 
and a mutual attachment spning up, but she was soon snitobed from him by a 
rapid consumption; and he quitted Manchester in an unhappy, depressed state of 
mtnd, wandering from one town to another, bis last residence being Stockport, 
where be was going on well and prospering when a short illness remored him in 
May 1777. 

Qeorge Romncy was the rival of sir Joshua Reynolds in popularity, and a feeling 
of jealousy between them ia aaid to luiio preveiiled the former being admitted an 
associate of the Royal ncademy. He ivtj early in life [whilst apprenticed to a 
carpenter) garc indications of lu9 talents in drawing. Caricatures of aingular 
characters among his neighbours on barn doors, as well as wild landscapes, were 
his leisare amusements ; and he decomted tbe back of a violin of his own making 
with carnog. There ia to this day in S. John's colkgo, Cambridge, alarge wooden 
panel in one of the students' rooms, on which are delineated with mucb spirit and 
effect, apparently with a poker, the witches of Macbeth} and in another set of 
rooms a similar panel ornamented with another design. Tradition declares tbe 
artist to be Romney, the painter. It waa probably the handiwork of Peter Bom- 
ne7, who lived at Cambridge for lomc little time. 

In the supplement to the QejUltmat/t Magaiine foe lEoi there is a notioe of 
Oeorge Romney's death with a brief sketch of his early career, and the following 
enriaos anecdote respecting his painting of tbe death of general Wolfe, tbe first 
wbieh brought him into much notice before he went to London (his flret journey 
to London was made on bomoback, and in company with the father of the late 
^^^^^Holme of Manchester) : " Tliii picture was nmuggled by his friends into an 
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nhibEtioii, but tbe oommitboo decreed it onl; the necond priia on aeeooat of i\a 
omuBioD of boott on the generBl't legs; and the picture wiu uumedUtelj told 
for a large lum," lie wu a man of great induatrf, aDd i« laid lo haTa Sild af 
the interrola between sittings and leisure hours with niakiog fancj aketdin tsti 
biatorical deliaeations, mcrrlj indicated on tbe cbdtbh and not touched igiin. 
Manj of these sketches in outline were presented b; his ion to the FitiwiUiam 
muaeum at Cambridge, wfaere thej maj be loea collected in a rolume. Hit iod 
also gare to the Koj-al inatitiitioa at Liverpool sodib doien of the cartooni dnitD 
bj bis fsther, which arc now hanging there. 

John Bomnej died on the Sib February 1S31, aged 74. years, and his wife, at lli> 
ago of 75. on the 13th Uarch lEGi. There la a monument to them in tbe chnrdi- 
yard of Ruiland, near Nexton-in-Cartmel, and on it is reeorded that io lum 
" were happily united the paBsession of elegant BfcompUshinonta and the pn«ic« 
of every Christian grace.^'

Belmont, which is near Ipntones. in 
the moorlands of North Staffordshire, is surrounded by woods. " Mr. SneydV 
plantations here are Tary eitensiTe ; and it is remarked, that had erery gsntteman, 
who has lauded property in the moorlands, imprOTed their estate in the way he 
his dona, there would be little oocasiou to complain of the ' nakedness of the 
land ' in so large a portion of the couuty. ■ ■ The eiample of Or. Sneyd and 
others is not without its effect ; and many parts of these moorlands begin to 
assume an ap]Waranoe of comfort and osefulnesa." (p. 1014.) " B 
taste in planting, for which he was presented by the Society of Arts with three 
gold medals, and by his knowledge in agriculture, he changed these barren heathy 
oommona to one of the most beautiful summer retreats in this part of England." 
(p, 1 t^T-) Not only did he thus improve and ornament bis estate, but he also 
eiriliied the people. The neighbourhood is said, before he came to reside thers, 
to haTB been nearly in a wild state, but by his eiertioiis, as an active 
■I ma^stratfi for forty years, he in fact tamed the inhabitants. 
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John Soerd was tlirice murisd. Bf hiti first niTe, Penelope, eldmt dsngliMr of 
ThoiiiBs KTonefalej, eaq., of Loiky part, in tha couoty of 8tJifl(ird, lie bad len 
children, of whoni thia Bobolar wb» the eldest ; but none by his two other witw, 
the inat of vbom was Mary, daugbter of Joseph Adoy, attorney and town deA 
of Liohlleld. <See Reguter, toI. i. p. ^o, note to Wiliinni AJej.) He died it 
BelmoDt hall, snd i« buried at Ipslones cbureb, where there is a monnment os 
the south aide with thia inicription ; 

"Id a vuult near this place ore interred the renulna of John Sneyd, late of 
Belmont, esq., who died on the 8tb NoTrmber iSag, eetolia 76, lamented by all 
who knew him. He w»s tbo only surriTing issao of William and Susanna 
SiwTd, of Bisbton, in this county. Uif eldest aon, William 9neyd, erected this 
marble in conformity with tbo dii^ctions of bis last will and lostamcnt." 

There i» also a frightfiil appendage to this monument, put up at a later period, in 
the shape of a genealogical table, commencing with the grandfather of thia 
Bcbolar, each name being inaaribed On a piece of cl^ins about six inehea in 
diameter, and rather conTei, like the glass of a watch. The surface of the larger 
tablet, in which they arc inserted, is black, and tbe material is some kind o€ 
plaster or cement : the linea connecting these pieces of china sppcur to Lave beea 
pink originally, but are now somewhat discoloured. We may hope that tbe 
belter taste, which baa boon so happily reyived in all things appertaining to the 
decoration of eburcbea and the commomoratiDn of the dead (in this instance of 
tbe liiing also), will for the future prevBBt tbe introduction of sucb bideoui and 
inappropriate memorial! within the house of God. 

William Sneyd. the scbalar here entered, bom on the 5th September 1767, waa a 
lieutenant in the elghly'elghtb regiment of fool, but retired on half-pay in 17S3, 
and was on tlie bair-pay list to the time of his death, being one of the oldeat 
officers in the British army when he died in 18 ji. He was for many yean a 
deputy -lioQ tenant and in tbe couimission of the peace for Staffordshire, and for 
some time colonel of the Stone and Sandon loluntocrs. lie married, in 179!!, 
Mary, daughter and heires,'! of Simon Dcbank, esq,, of the Ashes ; and on tbe 
death of her father he built the house at Asbcombe park, the reaidencF of tha 
eldest EurriTing aon, the Rer. John Sneyd, M.A., J. P., who, with three of hii 
brothers, graduated at Brasenoso college, Oiford. 

William Sneyd ia buried at Ipatoncs. On the south wall of the ohorob, near the 

liunily pew, ia a momuueot bearing an inscription as followa :

Streynsham, son of the Rev. Robert Master, D.D., Croaton, Lane. 

[Strejiuhani Master was the eldest eon of the Rot. Robert Maater, D.D., rector of 
Croaton, "ho vaa tho Mcoad BoEof Logh Moster, esq., M.P., of Codaor castle, 
DerbjTBbire, and of New hull, Lancnsliire. and grandBoaof sirStreynsIiam Master, 
int., governor of Madras, and founder of the first English church in India. He 
was bom at Croston on the loCh Jane 1766, and edneatod by Mr. Laitson of 
Manchester. Whilst M ihe Orammor school he appears to have cultiyated a 
Ustc tar P0M17, although he dors iiot occur amongst the priie verse nritcrs, and 
it is probablj to him that we are indebted for WtUon's favourite " Lancashire 
Bouquet," (Wilaoa'a Mitetll. pp. 61-64) nhich received a plcBsiag addttiea from 
T£x. Master's jQTBnile pen. He matriculated at Balliol college, Oxford, and gra- 
duated B.A. 5th March 17BB, and M.A. list October ^^•)l. being ordained 
deacon 17S9 and priest 1790, both by Dr, W. Cleaver, biahop of Cheeter, serving 
luDeessivulj the curacies of Bocconsul, Ruffiird, and Croaton. Ub ancceeded hia 
bther as rector of the last-named parish id ■79K, and lield it to the time 
of his death. He married at Rolleston, in tho county of StoSbrd, OD the 
itth August 1790, Eliubeth. second daughter of sir John Parker Mosley, of 
Ancoata, in Ihe county of Lancaster, and of Bollcaton, bort., and by her, who 
died iu May 1S53, oiler a married Ufe of 63 year?, he had isaue eleven children. 

IDaiing Ur, Master's incumbency judicious and important chaiigea were effected by 
him in his large parish, which originally comprised on area of more than 30,000 
acres, being above onctbird of the whole hundred of Lryland. Under tho 
authority of a private act of parliament the parish was subdivided, new parishes 
eonititated, schools erected, and large provision made for the religious instruction 
of the people. It may be named that the advoiveon of Ibis important parish 
passed to the Master family with the heiress of tho Rev, William Piltington, 
LL.D, the rector, in the early part of the last century, who had obtained it from 
the Bev. Dr, Lsyfield, son of Dr. Edward IjiySeld, archdeacon of Essex, the 
nephew in half blood of archbishop Laud. (Gastrell's yoliUa Ctitrieiuii, vol. ii. 
port iii. p. 3i7.) 
T^ subject of tbis notice died on the 19th January 1864. in liis 9Sth year, 
after on incumbency of 66 jet^ra, and carrying with him t« the grare the 
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respect and affection of all who knew him. The parish church in which he 
BO long ministered is now undergoing a thorough restoration as a lasting memo- 
rial of suryiying affection for its yenerable and justly venerated rector. Notwith- 
standing his very advanced age Mr. Master eujojed all his £a.culties both of mind 
and body, with singular freshness, to the close of his peaceful and tranquil life. 

On one occasion he took part in the services of Croston church in conjunction with 
his son, archdeacon Master, and his grandson, the Rev. G-. S. Master, now rector 
of West Dean, Wiltshire, being an unusual instance of three generations of the 
same family ofBciatiug together. 

The archdeacon of Manchester was his father's successor in the rectory of Crostoo, 
and having been during twenty-nine years the active, judicious, and beloved 
incumbent of Burnley, is now, probably, the most useful and deservedly vene- 
rated archdeacon in the province of York. E."]

Brother to CbarlesWickstadEthelstoDa. (^ee EesUler, p. 4.) He derired his names 
aieh»rd Aa^telon from hi« maternnl greal-Hiicle, the Har. Eiobard Awhelon, 
M.A., felloir of the CoUegialo aburcb, ManclieBter. He adopted tbe prafcBsion 
ofa military life, bolding a commiseion in tlie fortj-Gret regiiusDt of foot, and 
tcrring in tlie Peninsular war, but not rising bighcr tban tbo rank of lieutenant. 
He died on the 14th August 1817 (haxing preriouslj retired from tbe urnij) from 
the effects of a wonnd received in a duel with m^or Kelly, tlic cause of which 
■mi a diipute about tbe loss of some clothes belonging to the latter, which had 
been mtruated lo liEulenant Elhelstone. For reason! so trifling as this would 
1111U17 a man, less than Rtij jean ogo, not hesilato to deprive another of hii life, 
foUowing the world's fake notions of honour ! 

Hii name is found in (lie recorda of the anniversary fcstiTals between the years 
1790 and 1799. He is said to baro been a very handaomfl man, and an accom- 
plished singer and musician.

Being the solo issua 
of the second marriage, and bora June 1766, when both his parents were no 
longer young, he bad tbe advantage of much careful (joining by three sisters in 
half-blood, closely connected with the Byrom family, their mother having been 
Uary, yonngcst daughter of Joseph Byrom, of Byrom, esq, (she married Mr. 
Houghton at the Collegiate church nth August 1733), and tister-to-law of Dr. 
Byioro. the great Manchester poet. Amongst various members of this talented 
family, young Houghton was recognised almost as a son, and seems to have 
coltivated from boyhood tbeir elegant tastei, and emulated tbeir rcQned pursuits. 
A member of the family, still surviving, remembers him as a gentle, ddicate. and 
precocious yontb, giving early proof of latent genius, and, like Milton, musing 
in boyhood on the composition of an epic. He was trained at homo by his 
ioeompUshed father (see .^HHcleifer ScAool Stgisler, Tol. i. p. iij), who was 
an intimalo personal friend of Mr, Lawson and Mr. Thyer, and one of the 
feofleei of tbe Orammar school as well as of Chetham's hospital. He waa abo 
the editor of the first edition of Byrom's Potmi. At the age of twelve young 
Houghton was ploovxl with Mr. Lawson, who soon ohsarred " the glorious/*Mr 
of talent" in bis pupil, and the consequent " IJiint for knonlcdge." lie is said 
to Imre been a favourite scliplar of Lawson, and yet from one of bis juvenile 
familiar Epistolary Imitations of Martial (lib. iv. ep. 14) a somewhat different 
inference might have been deduced. Writing from Baguley ball in 17S4 to hii 
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Bchool-finend Hindlej, then at Oxford, he rhymes playfully but with a daah of 

melancholy :

Well now, ensconscd by chcerfnl fire, 
I seize the quill and string the lyre ; 
Dear Mother, Sisters, all below. 
And nought to hinder fancy's flow. 
Far from old LawtoiCt carJcing woyt, 
But ah ! too near the fiend-disease, 
That slowly saps, with lingering mine, 
The cherub health's empurpl'd shrine, 
But whither do these murm*rings tend ?

To wish you health and joy in rhyme. 
Haying been trained from his earliest years in the literature of Greece and Borne, 
he seems to have had a fair acquaintance with all the great names and writings 
of both. Nor was he a sluggish scholar, but bad a keen relish for exact classical 
literature. Like his schoolfellows, J. Haddon Hindley, C. Panton Myddleton, 
and Streynsham Master, he composed prize yerses which secured him distinction 
on the annual day, although they do not appear to haye been his best efibrts on 
the slopes of Parnassus. A yolumc of his MS. poems is in my possession, and if 
these youthful productions do not possess great power or display a yiyid im- 
agination, they are at least harmonious in metre, and the smooth cadences fall 
pleasantly on the ear. They do not, however, approach the real poetry of hit 
obvious model. Dr. B>Tom. About 1786 he was entered as a commoner at Trinity 
college, Cambridge, where his father and Dr. Byrom had been educated, and his 
short but successful undergraduate's career led to the opinion that he would ob- 
tain high university honours. His friends were, however, destined to disappoint- 
ment. The insidious disease which assailed Kirk White and other young and 
similarly giiled students brought Mr. Houghton to an early grove, and he died, 
generally lamented, at Cambridge, in the year 1787, at the age of 21, his mother 
having died on the 15th of August in the preceding year, and his father, sur- 
viving until 5th September 1794, was buried at Bowdon, a^t. 82. Amongst John 
Houghton's other accomplishments was a taste for botany. He wrote a long 
poem on the subject, and also honoured the memory of Linnsus by a pleasing 
poetical monody. Amongst the longeat of his poems is one, consisting of two 
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himdied lines, "On the birth of the Primrose,** which seems to ha^e been 
greatly admired by his contemporaries, Mr. John Haddon Hindley addressing a 
sonnet to him on its appearance, and Mr. C. Fanton Myddleton pronouncing 
it " the most refined of all poetical efiusions.** The poem begins with an apos- 
trophe to the admirers of the Bard of Avon : 

To ye, whose souls with Shakspeare*s lore lmpress*d. 

Glow at a tale in &Sry witchcraft dress'd, 

Who, as ye wander, thoughtful, down the glade, 

Whilst sober ey'ning gathers shade on shade ; 

Enraptur*d mark with fancy's brilliant eye 

The elfin pageant pass amusire by ; 

Who view alone, by vulgar eye unseen. 

Their silver sandals and their mantles green, 

As, tripping round the oak, with many a glance, 

They eye their partners in the mystic dance. 

To whom alone, beneath the ev'ning skies, 

The circle on the turf starts no surprise, 

The Song I raise, and O ye fa§ry choir, 

Whose little bosoms swell with tuneful fire, 

Unfold your plumes, and trembling on the wing. 

Wake the coy shell, and point the sweetest string. 

Where Dovedale stem, exults in massive pride, 

And checks the torrent thundering down her side.

He was elected on the 12th Maj 1792 one of the minor canons of Bristol cathedral, 
but resigned on the 24th June 1795) when presented to the rectoiy of Cowley, 
in th0 county of Gloucester, ''in consequence of his new preferment being 
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beyond tlie statutable distance from BriBtol." I have failed in mj endeaTOun 
to trace him any further than the year 1795. In the next year a new rector 
was inducted. There is no record of his death in the register at Cowley.

[On the annual day in 1775 "a Pindaric Ode " on the American war, written by 
Mr. Bancroft, was spoken by one of the brothers Cresswell ; probably by Samuel, 
an elder brother of this scholar. (See Register , vol. i. p. 147.) It consists of 
eight verses of sixteen lines each. The beauties of nature around Vesuvius are 
felicitously described in the opening of the poem, and then follows a touching 
narrative of the eruption of the fiery tides of the crater and of the consequent 
desolation and misery : 

'Tis thus when faction rides with uncheck*d rein, 
Dire ruin strides o'er ev'iy cheerful plain, 
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And yiews with haggard looks of joy 
Where wrecks of towns and temples lie ; 
In ev'ry muse's thoughtful shade 
The warrior wayes the reeking blade ; 
From ev*ry bower and silent grove, 
The sacred haunts of peace and love, 
Minerva leads her exil'd band. 
To bless some distant, happier land, 
Far hence from passion's lawless sway.

Discord has rear'd from hell her snaky head ; 
Behold with brandish' d torch and batter' d shield, 
The fiend with triumph stalks along th' ensanguin'd field. 
Htfing deplored the horrors of the civil war, the shame of Albion, and the '' smiles 
of proud Ghdlia," the poet apostrophises '* the Queen of the Isles," recounting 
the laws, arts, commerce, and fame of Britain, as superior to those of ancient 
Tyre, and extending over half the globe, enriching and blessing her colonief. 
Tyre sent her ships and commerce to surrounding nations : 
They bloom'd — they rose to pow'r, and pious zeal 
Now join'd their labours for the parent's weal ; 
Whate*er they won of martial spoils, 
Whate'er they reap'd from peaceful toils, 
Down at her feet the choice was laid : 
Such tribute filial rev'rence paid. 
Alas ! shall fiercer passions move 
Britannia's sons, not duteous love ? 
Those whom she nurs'd with fost'ring care 
Shall they such base returns prepare ? 
What frenzy rous'd this fatal fire ? 
What envious demon fann'd the flame ? 
Unnatural sons this rage inspire. 
Who now of wrongs of freedom much declaim : 
Dear injur'd name ! which fools and knaves profane.

This scholar was admitted a sizar of Trinity college, Cambridge, on the 7th July 
1783, from Sheffield school. He must therefore haye changed his school beforo 
proceeding to the uniyersity. He graduated A.B. 1788, and A.M. 1791. HaTing 
taken holy orders, he officiated for a time as curate of the small yillage of Thuras- 
coe, near Doncaster, and is said to haye died at Hulme, Manchester. Kone of 
the family are now to be found at Chapel Town. [He was officiating minister of 
Lydgate in Saddleworth in 1790 during the non-residence of the Bey. Thomas

In 1785 William Bnitt uppcan to hare been at the bend of the school, nud on the 
ijth Dmxonber, whpo tome eieccises woro rend bj the senior BchoUrs iii t^ 
pneencc of tbeit rclatiTea and friends and tbo ^lito'of the town and neighbour- 
hood of Uancheater, he led off with a n-cll-vritleD Latin dedunation, on this 
■ufajcct — " Quo pint honorit eil literu, to majora literarUM tludia." AA«r 
Mmboting the position eo often maintained, thiit ancient times nere far Buperior 
to modom, and enumerating the poela of odh bro, fbe bialoriana of another, 
and the philoaopher» of a third, he proceeds : "Absurd^ agunt qui contendnnt 
hiUDRiiain geiiut perpetuib ia p<ju(i mere, et renim ease ex omni parte quod 
cecinit Po«ta, ',^taB parentuni pejor avis tiilit iioo nequiores, moi daturoa pro- 
gmicm Titioiiorem.' Quod enim de moribus Poetn diiit, illi de lileria etiam 
obtinete affirmant. Hoe natem ti ita te haberut, undo Fopius nosier P undo

The original description of the father b M.D. This is erased, and surgeon written 
over. 

August s. James, son of the late Rev. James Pedder, Church Town, Lane. 

James, the eldest of the three children of the Rev. James Pedder, A.M., vicar of 
Garstang, and his wife Jane, daughter of John Bowes, esq., Lancaster, was bom 
on the 21st October and baptised on the 13th November 1765. {Parish Hegigter.) 
He died on the 3rd September 1783, at the early age of 17, and whilst an under- 
graduate at Qucen*s college, Oxford. He was intended for holy orders, and his 
father, who died in May 1772, left to him the patronage of the Ticarage of Gkr- 
stang, the next nomination to which benefice was made by his guardians on his 
father's death. To this preferment his only brother, John, A.M. of Trinity 
college, Cambridge, succeeded in 1794, and held the same for forty years, dying 
on the 6th May 1835. John Pedder was the father of thirteen children, three 
of whom have in succession held this same benefice : James, who was vicar for 
twenty years ; John, for three ; and Wilson, the present vicar and the youngest 
son, appointed in 1859, and late vice-principal of Wells Theological college, 
under whose care the fine old parish church is now undergoing complete resto- 
ration. 

3 Daniel^ son of the late Matthew Rothery, esq., Norfolk, Virginia. 

The family of Rothery came (as is supposed) originally from South Wales. In the 
old records of the county of Glamorgan, the name is found as connected with the 
parish of Llantrissant, and as that of the lord who kept the fords of the river on 
the borders of England and Wales, and as owner of one of the largest castles, 
the ruins of which cover now some seventeen acres of ground. One of the 
Botherys is said to have been bishop of Llandalf circa 936. In the border wars 
the fiamily was broken up, and the principal members, it is thought, went to 
Yorkshire, and perhaps founded Rotherham. One of them may, at a later date, 
have gone over to America, and been the ancestor of the scholar here men- 
tioned, who would not unnaturally be sent over to England for his education, 
and to Manchester for his school. 

John Bothery, bom in 173.5, left Eotherham (with his brother Joseph) Tcry early 
in life, and came to London. His son, William Bothery, esq., barnster-at-law, 
was adviser to the government of that day on matters connected with the 
southern slave trade ; and his grandson, Henry Cadogan Bothery, esq., A.M., of 
S. John*B college, Cambridge, and seventeenth wrangler 0^1840, is now registrar 
of the court of admiralty. Another branch of (probably) the same £&mily is 
represented by Charles William Bothexy, esq., of Littlethorpe villa, near Bipon. 
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William, son of George Heron, esq., Daresbnry, Cheshire. Scpt!^' 1. 

Brother to Oeorge Heron (see Begitter^ vol. i. p. 84), and to Peter Kyffin Heron 

(p. 107). 
He graduated B.A. of Brasenose college, Oxford, on the 14th January 1790, and 

was nominated to a Hnlmian exhibition on the i6th of the same month. In 

1797 he was presented to the yicarage of Middlewich, Cheshirei where he died, 

and was buried on the 23rd October 18 10. 

Charles Robert, son of Gteorge Ggrdon, esq., Rochester, Kent.. ». 

John, son of Alexander Radcliffe, esq., Wigan, Lane. not. 15. 

[John, son of Alexander Badcliffo, esq., recorder of Wigan, an able lawyer, who 
was much in the confidence of the Claytons of Adlington and other whig fimulies 
in the corporation, by his wife Elizabeth, daughter of the Ber. William Hay- 
ward, M.A, of Warrington, vicar of Giirstang, was bom about the year 1766. 
He was nephew of Dr. Houstonne Radcliffe, archdeacon of Canterbury. (For 
whom see Beguter, toI. i. p. 61.) Nothing seems to be known of his subsequent 
history. As there were two scholars at the school of this name, it is not certain 
by which of them the following elegant sonnet was Latinized. (See Percy's Mel.

Joseph, son of William Allen, esq., Manchester, Lane. January 14. 

"Bor the fiither of this scholar, who was the younger of the two sunriying sons of 
Joteph Allen, of Manchester, and his wife Alice, daughter of John Bidings, of 
Riding's court, Manchester, and to whom his father left all his property, being 
di^leased at the marriage of his eldest son, James, see Register^ vol. i. pp. 25, 
235; and for a description of the handsome house, where he lived in grand style, 
in Quay street, see Harland's Collectanea, toI. ii. pp. 206, 207. 
JoMph Alkn [b^tised at S. Anne's church, Manchester, on the 6th December 
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1770, being the only son of William Allen, banker, who married hiB wife EUen, 
daughter of fiobert Lireeey, gent., at the Collegiate chnrch, on the 12th Janoaij 
1768 — JB.] went from the school to Trinity college, Cambridge, as a fellow- 
commoner, and nothing can be recorded more highly to his credit than the 
readiness with which, on hearing of his £ither*s rererse of fortune, he exchanged 
the academical drees of a fellow-commoner for the commoner^s gown, and began 
to study hard, determined to make his own fortune in the world. The result 
was, that he gained at the examination for the A.B. degree the Tery honourable 
distinction of being placed serenth among the wranglers of 1793. He shortly 
after sat for a fellowship at Trinity college, and was elected, although the third 
wrangler in the same year was one of his competitors and fiuled. He proceeded 
to the degree of A.M. in 1795. He was for some time employed in the tuition 
of the college, and it was his good fortime to be selected as priyate tutor to lord 
Althorpe, who afterwards held office as chancellor of the exchequer from 1830 to 
1834. By earl Spencer, his pupil's father, he was presented in 1808 to the vicar- 
age of Battersea in Surrey, and probably to the same influence was indebted for 
a prebendal stall in Westminster two years preriously. In 1829 he received from 
the dean and chapter of that church the vicarage of S. Bride's in Fleet street, 
when he resigned Battersea and took his D.D. degree. Five years later he was 
nominated by the whig government of that day, through the influence of his 
quondam pupil, to the see of Bristol, and consecrated on the 27th December ; 
and in 1836, in which year the English church was so wickedly robbed of one of 
her bishopricks by the union of the sees of Gloucester and Bristol, he was trans- 
lated to Ely, " to the care of which he devoted himself with unremitted zeal and 
vigilance. His intercourse with his clergy was marked by that frankness and 
candour which were distinguishing features in his character. He was a zealous 
and munificent supporter of any weU-devised scheme for improving the religious 
and social condition of the community, particularly for extending to the humbler 
classes the benefits of a sound education on church principles. He was not a 
man of showy talents, or remarkably ambitious of literary distinction, nor did he 
place himself in the front ranks of any party, either in church or state ; but he 
was never backward in the performance of the duties of his station, whenever 
the progress of legislature in matters ecclesiastical called for his active inter- 
ference." (Oenileman*9 Magazine, 1845.) 
The preceding is, probably, a very £ur estimate of his episcopal career. As bishops 
went five-and-twenty years ago, and as the head over a diocese of manageable 
size, be was not below the mark. Bishops then were not quite so amenable to 
public opinion as they have been since, and when they travelled in their own 
carriages and four across the dioceses of which they had charge they were not 
expected to be so nearly ubiquitous as has been the case since England was 
traversed by railways. A comparatively active man during the earlier part of 
the present century would be reckoned somewhat deficient in his work now-a- 
days. With his clergy he was not unpopular. There was an amount of hoH- 
hommie about him which caused him to be liked ; and his rosy smiling oounte- 
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« cODbMted &Toiir»blj, so far as ouCward appearanoo went, with the stonier 
look and more decided diguilj' of ona who aat with him 00 the baiho bench in 
the honae of lords for mvij jesni, succeaaivclj bLsliop of Chester sod London, 
and had al»o been tutor in the eame noble liimilj, and whose nnme will long be 
conncotcd with tho great work ot church eiteusion, wbiob he Boalouslj and »ue- 
resgfnllj promoted. In figure Dr, Allen wua inclined to be corpnlect. On the 
wall of llio old school there ia an cngraTed portnit of him, a, rerf good like- , 

lie married in I S — Miss Aablej, of Frodsham, in Cheshire («hose cideai brotbor, 
Daniel Ashley, esq., married the bishop's only sister Ellen), and be left at Ms 
deceiue tbn-c sons and one daughter. His eldest «oii. Ororge, a barriator, was, 
under the old regime, niaBtcr of Dulwich college. Hb second bod, William, went 
out to India, and i», I beliere, still liTiDg. The jouugesl. Robert, died at Darm- 
■lodt on the I itU llnrcb 1E46, nt the earl; age of 18. His daaghter lived after 
the bishop's decease at Ba^rswal^r, where she died oa the 15th December iSGo, 
hftring left joof. for tbe restoration fond of Elj c&thodral, which is now being 
expended in a new stooa pulpit. 

Dr- Allen was buried in tbe cittbedral, his graie boiug at the baek of tho reredoe. 
and ooTered with a Large slab of toiBclatcd or Mosaic marble of ver; elubonti? 
cbanetei, dcaigncd bj Mr. G, G. Scotl, and ciecutcd in Paris. In the south aisle 
of the choir there is a statue of the bisbop in a sitting posture, of hfe siie, and a 
penonal likeness, of which tbe artist was 3. Temoatb, from a design bj Blore. 
bearing tbe following inacription :

And jet one prodnetion 
of his pen waa followed bj results widelj different from those which authors 
genorallj bare lo rest contented with. On bis appointment to the see of Ely ho 
had some dispute nith tbu cccleslasticnl commissioners, which resnllcd in tbe 
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prablieation of the correspondenee brt we e a bnnself snd the cotnmmifmfTB, in the 
shape of « small psmpUet, which nihfleqoentlj had the effect of altcrmg, or was 
at anj nte IbOowed bj an aheration oC the income fixed for the tee on the 
bbhop'f fide and in his faronr. He afterwards told the anecdote, that, on hb 
appearsnee in the house of lords, when the matter had been settled, kfd Lynd- 
hnrst went up to him, and said cnrtlj : '' Wdl, bishop of Etj, joa are the first 
man I erer knew to get £1,500 a-jear bj writing a pam^det." 

In his last illness he was attended ministeriallT bj one of the dergj of Ely, a 
quondam popil of mj father, the Eer. Sol<mion Smith, A.M. (for whom see 
MegisUr^ anno 1820), formerly fellow of S. John's college, Cambridge, incmn- 
bent of S. Mary's, and minor canon of the cathedral, who says in a letter which 
I hare recently reoeired, ** My estimate of him as a bishop and his general cha- 
racter in that capadty, I cannot prerail npon myself to gire : people would say 
that I had looked at him through my rose-coloured spectadea. The &ct is, he 
was a parishioner of mine^ and, baring been an old parish dergyman himwrifi he 
was naturally rery kind in his manner towards me under all drcumstancee, and 
in all sorts of ways affecting private life : besides this, I happened to be on his 

side of the question as to worldly politics He summoned me to his 

bedside as the officiating clergyman of his parish (though one of his chaplains 
was the canon in residence at the time) when he was seized with his last iIlneBS, 
and I attended daily at the palace twice and sometimes thrioe during his ill- 
ness, which lasted some four or fire weeks (so near as I can recollect), to read 
prayers for him ; his only daughter always being present during the serrioe, and 
joining in our dcrotions.** 

To the same correspondent and friend I owe the following anecdote : " In the eariy 
part of his episcopate, he asked me something about the sexton of the parish as 
to his connection with the ringing of the great bell of the church at nine o'clock 
in the crening, and again at halfyxut three in the morning (Sundays excepted) ; 
which old custom of ringing the horsekeepers up and others to go and look after 
their catUc, was, I fimcy, somewhat inconrenient to the good man, or to his 
delicate wife, as I knew it to be to some folk in the parish, who would hare been 
glad to be rid of the custom for their morning sleep's sake. I told the bishop 
that the sexton was one of the worthiest men in the whole parish, ' beginning (as 
I said rather off-hand) with your lordship and going down to the humblest of the 
poor — not one of us worthier : the little man has made scores upon scores of 
pairs of shoes (ho was a cobbler) after leaying his bell ringing and before other 
folk are up ; and though his pay is only something like a farthing a time, I do 
believe it will break his heart if you attempt to disturb him in his custom of 
ringing the bell at that time, according to the old habit of his father and him- 
self, eren though they have to lantern it for themselyes through all the incle- 
mencies of the winter season.' Shortly after this I heard from my sexton- 
colleague in the ministry that, from some cause, the bishop had sent for him, and 
given him a soTereign. Indeed, I knew manj fine traits of nature and character 
in the bishop." 
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XaatJj, in thia notice of Dr. Joseph AUen it must not be omitted, that he owed big 
biiliopricl, in one seniie, to a furiuor wortlij, but pccentrir, alumnus of Maa- 
cbcster (obool, Joihita Brookei (see Styiater, toI. i. p. 109). Julius Imd been 
his prirste tutor in clBaaicij, and from Joshua'a assistance tbe futiiro bisbop 
derired conaidiTsblc odrantngi'. WboQ Allen snt for the fellonahip ut Trinitj 
rollege, his clnssical knowledge told Btroni;]; io bi* fuToiir j and for timt kiion'- 
luIgB he used to Bsj that he held himself iodebCcd in a great measuie Co Joshua. 
JonliuD made him work : and he afterwards declared himself, " If it had not been 
far Josbnn Brookes I niionld norer bBTO been a foUon of Trinity." And it is a 
TOTf fair deduction from that confi-saion, that^ if he had not been a feUon of 
Trinitj, be would not have been engaged lui tutor iu the family of earl Spenwr : 
ud had Uo been nilboat the patronage of that iailacntiol peer, be would pro- 
babl; never hare attained to the episcopal beocb. 

TXn. Allen eurrived her husband to the 1 jth March tUS. She and her daaghter 
BK buried in the same touIl with the bishop.

14- Patrick John Mac, son of Patrick Mc.Moreland, painter, Man- 
chester, Lane. 

The name of Mr. Patrick MacMorland appears among the honorary members of 
the Manchester Literary and Philosophical society firom its oommenoement in 
1785 to 18 1 3. He is described as miniature painter, and resided in Falbier 
street in 1797. He died at Everton, near Liverpool, on the 26th Januaiy 1841, 
in his 1 00th year. [The portrait of Mrs. Elizabeth Baffald, prefixed to the 
eighth edition of her cookery book, published in 1782, is by him. C] 

18. John, son of Jeremiah Ainsworth, accomptant, Manchester, Lane. 

Jeremiah Ainsworth, here described as accomptant, appears in the first Maneketter 
Directory y published in 1772, as " Teacher of Mathematics, Long Millgate," and, 
in a subsequent entry in this Register, as " Schoolmaster." (See anno 1796.) 

[Jeremiah Ainsworth, the father of this scholar, was one of the most eminent 
mathematicians of his time, and indeed may be styled one of the founders of 
the Lancashire school of geometry. He was prematurely cut off^ on the 13th 
November 1784, at the age of 41. Had he lived longer he would, in all proba- 
bility, have acquired a great name in science. An account of him will be found 
in Mr. T.T. Wilkinson's paper on the "Lancashire Geometers and their writings" 
in the transactions of the Manchester Literaxy and Philoeophical society, voL xL, 
second series. 

His eldest surviving son, John, the scholar, was bom at Bostheme, in Cheshire, on 
the 4th April 177 1, and died at Tenby on the 8th September 1849.

The pedigree of the ancient family of Lawton, of Lawton, the patrons of the rectory 
of Church Lawton for three centuries past, may be seen in Ormerod*s Cheshire 
(yol. iiL p. 11), with a description and yicw of Lawton hall, a handsome and 
spacious brick building. 

These two brothers were the eldest and second sons of John Lawton, esq., and his 
wife Anne, daughter and coheiress of Charles Crewe, esq., some time M.P. for 
Cheshire. William succeeded to the family estates on the death of his father on 
the 25th March 1804, and dying s.p. was succeeded by his next brother, Charles 
Bourne, who was twice married, but died issueless in i860. He deriycd his 
name Bourne from his maternal grandmother, the only daughter of Mr. John 
Bourne, one of the principal proprietors in the parish of Wolstanton, in the 
county of Stafford, and the last male reprcsentatiye of a family long seated in the 
township of Chell, in that parish, and whose estates passed to his two grand- 
children, the elder of whom married John C. Glynn, esq., and the younger 
Charles Crewe, esq. (See Ward's History of Stoke^pon'Trent, 1843, p. 127-8, 
and 130.) 

For B third brother, John, see Register^ anno 178 1. 

Iliomas, son of Peter Gaskell, farmer. New Mills, Derbyshire. March i. 

This scholar took holy orders, though he did not graduate at the uniyersity. In 1797 
he appears in the Manchester and Salford Directory as " the English Master in 
the Free Granmiar School." He held curacies in the neighbourhood, and among 
them that of Stretford about 18 17. He was appointed in 1826 to the incum- 
bency of Newton Heath, which he held until his death in 1834, 8.p. [He

of Humphrey Oldfield, gent., who had married Elizabeth, daughter of John 
Wagstafife, of Manchester, and of his wife Silence, daughter of the Rct. Charles 
Beswicko, M.A., rector of Radcliffe. Humphrey Oldfield and his brother, the 
Bey. Robert Oldfield, M. A., were the grandsons of Humphrey Oldfield, of Sal- 
ford, woollen draper, by his wife, Elizabeth Booth, sister of Humphrey Booth, of 
Salford, the younger, who by will devised an estate in Salford, in 1672, for "the 
repairs of the chapel " there, built by his grandfather, Humphrey Booth, in the 
year 1633. {Lane. M88., voL xxxyii. p. 548.) 22.] He was buried at the Col- 
legiate church. 
His name appears as haying been present at almost every anniversary festival firom 
1793 to 1822; and in 1821 he was one of the stewards, being colleague to the 
Rev. Lamplugh Hird, M.A.

About the commencement of the sixteenth century, one branch settled in Pres- 
ton, Thomas Tipping being mayor of Preston guild in 34 Henry VIII. His 
second son, Richard, removed to Manchester, and gave to his mansion there the 
name of Tipping Gb,tes. The name occurs frequently in the court leet records, 
and members of the family, connected by intermarriage with the old Manchester 
famihes of Mosley, Diggles, Byrom, Clowes and Bancroft, took their part among 
their townsmen in serving the office of boroughreeve or constable during the 
seventeenth and eighteenth centuries. One of the feoffees of the school ap- 
pointed in 1628 was " Mr. Tipping." 

The &thcr of this scholar was a feoffee of Chetbam's hospital, and married, on 
the 4th February 1768, Anne, daughter of Robert Gkrtside, esq., of Prestwich, 
and ultimately heiress of her brother in half-blood, John Gtartsido, esq., of 
Crumpsall hall (sec Register ^ vol. i. p. 85), and left at his decease, on the 6th 
January 1800, three daughters, of whom the eldest, Anne, married in 1805, John 
Douglas, esq., of the Old hall, Pendleton, and afterwards of G-ym castle, Flint- 
shire (for whom sec Register ^ anno 1780) ; and the youngest, Mary, married John 
Hardman, esq., of Manchester, for whose son, Joseph Tipping Hardman, see

John Lupton the second son (his elder brother died an infSuit), bom on the 24th 
June 1764, was admitted from the school as a sizar to Trinity college, Cambridge, 
at the age of 17, on the 25th October 1781^ and matriculated on the 17th De- 
cember in the year following. He graduated A.B. 1786, and A.M. 1789. 

In 1807 he was presented to the rectory of S. Thomas at Cliffo, near Lewes, in 6iit> 
sex, and with this he held also the curacy of the neighbouring parish of Ringmer, 
and the chaplaincy to the artillery barracks. He resigned the former on his ap- 
pointment to the rectory of Ovingdcan near Brighton, in 1841, but continued to 
reside at Kingmcr until his death. 
' He was buried at the church of S. Thomas at Cliffe, and there is a tablet to his 
memory on the north wall recording his death, on the 1 2th February 1 844, in 
his 8oth year, and that of his wife Philadelphia [Dayies] who died at the age of 
77, on the 20th November 1839. His preferments brought him but a scanty in- 
come, until he succeeded in his old age to the benefice in Sussex, and he is re- 
membered as a man of kind, gentle spirit, and of sincere piety. He had two 
children, Frances, bom on the 24th August 1791, who married a nayal officer, 
Mr. J. B. Veal, and died on the 27th October 1855 s.p.; and William John, bom 
at Bingmcr, in August 1798, "who after a severe and protracted illnesa borne 
with exemplary patience calmly resigned his breath on the 15th May 1822, in 
the 24th year of his age.*' (See monumental inscription in Bingmer churchyard.) 

His father, who was bom on the 16th November 1732, and died on the 3rd 
February 1782, was A.M. of S. John's college, Cambridge, usher of Leeds Gram- 
mar school, between the years 1753 ^^^ '7^3> ^^^ [? subsequently] incumbent of 
Headingley.

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lo-Moor, in LincoLashire ; but at the latter place there is no record whaterer to 
he found, saye a tradition that in those irregular days he nerer even went 
through the form of reading himself in ! As he had been presented bj th« 
bishop of Lincoln, the tradition seems to require confirmation. It is certain that 
he did not reside. I am told that he also held the Ticarage of Wharram-le-street 
and the perpetual curacy of Birdsall, being a first-class pluralist, 
from 1827 to 1831 he was curate to the present vicar of North Grimstone, where 
he was buried on the 21st September 1831, at the age of 63. He was twice 
married. His first wife was Miss Ann Cooke, of Manchester, with whom he 
had a considerable fortune, but who died s.p. By his second wife, a Scotch 
lady, of Brechin, in the county of Forfar, he had three sons (of whom two died 
in infancy, and the eldest, James, was admitted to Manchester ^hool in 181 1) 
and fire daughters (all of whom married, but without issue, and are dead, except 
Anne, the fourth, widow of the Bey. John Deane Freeman). Mr. Oreen is 
spoken of as being a great farourite among his acquaintance, and of some 
mechanical skill, and was buried by archdeacon Todd, tlie excellent rector of 
Settrington, in the presence of numerous friends. 

an, son of Brian Hodgson, gent., Derbyshire. August^si. 

this entry, "gent.'* has been erased, and "innkeeper" written. Mr. Brian Hodg- 
son, senior, kept the Old Hall hotel at Buxton for some years, was proprietor of 
the baths, and had considerable property there. He is spoken of as being a good 
specimen of the old Engl'ish yeomen, and, from liis influence, looked up to as a 
little squire. The names of several children of Brian Hodgson and Ellen his 
wife are entered in the register of baptisms at Buxton, and among them appears 
** Brian, baptized 15 th March 1767." The father left Buxton before the year 
181 1, and went to reside at Crakemarsh, near CTttoxeter, which he had pur- 
chased (subsequently the residence of the late sir T. Cotton Shephard, hart.), and 
Wis also the owner of property at Swinscoe, near Ashbumc. He afterwards 
removed to Uttoxeter, where he died at the age of 86, on the 3rd November 
1827, and was buried at Ashbumc. 

is son, the scholar here named, became a partner in the first bank opened in Mac- 
desfield (that of Hawkins, Mills, and company, in 1787), and also in a copper 
mining company. The bank seems to have failed, but paid twenty shillings in 
the pound. Whilst at Macclesfield he married, on the i6th May 1796, at the 
Collegiate church, Catharine, daughter of Mr. William Houghton, merchant, of 
Manchester. (See Begitter^ P- 5i-) He subsequently received from the duke of 
Wellington the appointment of superintendent of the Martello towers on the 
Essex coast, and when that ofiice was abolished about the year 1820, the duke 
gave him the barrack-mastership of the troops at Canterbury, which post he 
held till 1850, when he resigned it, and went to live with his children in 
Holland, and died there on the 31st January 1858. 

-^rian Hodgson was the father of seven children, three sons and four daughters, 
and their histories are somewhat remarkable. 

Sis ddest son, Brian Houghton, bom on the ist February 1800, went to India at 
VOL.

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the age of 1 8 in the senrice of the East India company, and was for many years 
British minister at the court of XepaL He retired firom the serrioe in 1844, re- 
maining in India in a prifate capacity till 1858, where he married in 1853 Anne, 
daughter of general Henry A. Scott, of the royal artillery, hy Anne, daughter of 
Bohert Alexander, esq., brother to James, fifth earl of Caledon. Mr. Hodgson, 
who has no issue, resides at the Bangers, Dursley, in Gloucestershire, is a mem- 
ber of the Legion of honour, and of the Institute, of France, and of 8e?eral 
scientific societies (British and foreign), and, among others, of the Manchester 
Natural History society. His second 8on, William Edward John, bom on the 
17 th December 1805, had a commission in the horse artillery of the Bengal army, 
and died at Mhow on the 12th June 1838. His third son, Edward Legh, was 
also in the service of the East India company, and died at Meerut, unmarried, in 
July 1835. 

Of the daughters, the eldest, Catharine, bom on the 6th August 1798, married the 
second son of the Bcy. Dr. Browne, of Aberdeen, and died in Canada. Tbe 
second, Ellen, bom on the 6th July 1802, married in 1826 baron Nahuys de 
Burgst, a general in the Dutch serrice, and uncle to count Schemmilpennink, 
and has issue. The third, Martha, bom on the 2i8t January 18 10, married in 
1839 baron Nahuys of Amhem, in Holland, a member of the first chamber, and a 
judge of tbe supreme court, of Guilderlaud, a son by a former marriage of the 
general Nahuys, who married her sister Ellen. The fourth, Anne Martha, bom 
on the 4th April 1808, died yery young. 

This scholar was first-cousin to the following distinguished members of the Hodgson 
family, sons of an elder branch: viz. admiral Brian Hodgson (for whom see 
OentlemafCt Magazine^ 1855); general Henry Hodgson, of the Indian aeryioe; 
and Robert Hodgson, D.D., dean of Chester, and afterwards of Carlisle, rector 
of S. George's, Hanoyer square, London, and author of the Life of Dr, BeUhf 
Parieus, succesbiyely bishop of Chester and London, who was related to the 
Hodgson family. 

Scpt^^ 7. William, son of William lUingworth, tradesman, Nottingham. 

William Hlingworth (whose eldest brother was Cayley lUingworth, D.D., arch- 
deacon of Stow, prebendary of Lincoln, rector of Scampton and Epworth) was 
bom in 1764, and became an attorney of the Eing^s bench and lired in the 
Temple, London. His name first occurs in the law list in 1789. About the 
year 1805 he was appointed deputy-keeper of the records of the Tower, an 
office which ho is said to haye receiyed on account of his unriyalled fiumliarity 
with ancient law, and to haye resigned, being aggrieyed at not receiring the 
superior appointment on the death of his chief. He is described as a first-rate 
reader of old and difficult manuscripts, as a yery cleyer and industrious man, 
but of peculiar and uncertain temper. He receiyed his first appointment in the 
Becord office through the late Mr. Lysons, and resigned it in 18 19. He then 
set up as record agent and translator of old Latin records on his own aocoont 
In May 1831 he published a yery seyere criticism on the system and proceedings 
of the Becord office. He was examined by the second committee of the House 
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of commons respecting tbo record commissioners in 1836, and in his evidence 
states that he had been a solicitor for nearly fifty years. Before his death he 
became blind, and fell into poverty. A subscription wa^ made for him at the 
Law institution office in Chancery lane. He was fellow of the society of anti- 
quaries, and died sometime between April 1844 and 1845, his name appearing in 
the law list of the former year for the last time. The following is an extract 
from the Museum catalogue, describing hb works :

He publbhed also about the year 181 1 an interesting Account of the Parish of 
ScamptoHf in Lincolnshire^ of which hb brother, the archdeacon, was rector. 

Hb lather died at Nottingham in 1782.

He was a mcrcliant, resided at Headinglej, uear Leeds, and was twice married. 
By Ilia first wife he had scTcral sods ; the third of whom, Cliarles, is the present 
representAtive of the family, and served as major of the forty-fifth foot in the 
CaffVe war of 1846-47, and is now colonel on half-pay. Martin Hind married 
secondly, in 1 8 15, Sophia, daughter of Dr. Gaylcy Ulingworth, archdeacon of Stow. 

Dr. Hind, who hccame yicar of Bochdale in 1778, and held also the Ticange of 
Skipton in CraTen, died on the i6th Fehruary 1790, at an advanced age, his 
widow BuryiYing to the 29th April 1796, when she died at Henley-on-Thames. 
In 1754 ho was presented by Christ church, Oxford, to the vicarage of Shering, 
near Harlow ; and a brief notice of him, which appears in the OemtUmam^s 
Magaxine for 1790, records that he had also been rector of S. Anne's, Soho^ 
"firom whence he was driven by the intrigues of his curate with the parishioners."

He married on the nth March 1794 Henrietta, 
daughter of the rev. sir Thomas Broughton, bart., of Broughton, in the ooonty 
of Stafford, and of Doddington, in the county of Chester, by whom he had a 
large family.

John Douglas, wha WHS one of the "original" members of the Manchester Assem- 
bly rooms, and Bteward of Ihe echool anniversary in iSii as coUeague to John 
Williania, esq. (afterwards one of tbe justices of the Queen's bench), married on 
the 4th Mareh 1805 the eldest daughter of Joseph Tipping, of Ardwick, esq. 1 
and reeidad for some years at Pendleton o!d ball ; and afterwards at Gym castle, 
near Holywell, in Flintshire, which be porcbascd, converting the then oiiating 
s dutcllated monxian. The Ouidf Book, of KoHh Wales apeak 
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of its spaoioiiB and well-fumisbed picture gallery as well worthy the attention of 
oonnoiseetirs. He also established a bank at Holywell ; and became in 182 1 high 
sheriff of the county. 

He died on the sist October 1839, at the age of 69, and was buried in a Tault of 
the parish church at Llanasa, near Holywell, leaving one son and sereral 
daughters. His son, John HnrgrcaTc Douglas, died on the nth March 1841, 
aged 32, and was buried at Cheltenham. One daughter married the late colonel 
Morgan, of Golden grove, in the parish of Llanasa; and another the Rer. 
Robert Trimmer, M.A., now rector of Holy Trinity and S. Mary's, Guildford. 

Xlis father, the head of the firm of William Douglas and Co., cotton spinners and 
merchants, served the office of constable of Manchester in 1780. 

Joseph, son of James Bennet, timber merchant, Manchester, Lane. January 17. 

This scholar succeeded his father as timber merchant, and died unmarried. His 
father migrated to Manchester, about a century ago, from Derbyshire, where his 
ancestors had been located for many generations ; one of them, a magistrate, 
having acquired some notoriety, I am told, by giving the name of quaker to 
George Fox, when brought before him. The same business of timber merchant, 
first established by the father of this scholar, has been carried on by members of 
the &mi]y uninterruptedly to the present day (the eldest representative of the 
fiunily being James Marsland Bennett, esq., mayor of Manchester 1863-65), a 
rather unusual occurrence in a place like Manchester, where many families have 
become millionaires, and quickly escaped from the smoky northern metropolis of 
trade, or have been unfortunate, and are not. "Our family,** writes Mr. Thomas 
Randle Bennett, M.A. and barrister of the Temple (for whom see School Begister, 
anno 1835), " has never been very poor, and never risen above trade. The only 
way I can accoimt for it is, that they have always been good churchmen and good 
tones!"

This scholar (who had an elder brother, John, who died in infancy) was bom 01^- 
the 19th December 177 1, in Cannon-street, Manchester ; and his'father's descrip^ 
tion of '* mariner*' is curious. I knew Mr. Thomas Rhodes when I was curate 
of Handsworth, near Birmingham, in 1 840-44, and he told me that he was edu- 
cated at the school. His father (the son, I belieye, of a physician at Wakefield) 
was in the serrice of the EaBt India company, though I do not know in what 
capacity, and had been abroad from the time when his son was foor or fire yean 
old; and probably the only description which the boy could ^Te, when 'asked 
what his father was, when his own name was being registered, would be that he 
was " on the seas," which the registrar converted into " mariner." His &tlier^s 
death, which occurred during the war with Hyder Ali, was occasioned by exoessiTe 
fatigue, ending in an attack of fever at fort S. George, Madras, on the 5th 
April 1784. 

The son, to emancipate himself from the slavery of ^fag^ had to fight many a battle 
with his schoolfellows, and, happily victorious, gained for himself distinction as 
the '* Tom Rodney " of the school. He spoke of bis schoolfellows, John Dean, 
John Sharpe and Thomas L.Fairfax, as being, with himself, the first four boys of 
the class. lie settled at Handsworth about the end of the last oentuzy, and 
married in 1805 Elizabeth, only surviving child of Mr. John Hodges, partner 
with Mr. Matthew Boulton, of the then famous Soho manu&ctoiy at Hands- 
worth, and by her he had six children, all of whom, excepting his eldest son 
John, died in his lifetime. I knew two of his sons, who had considerable talent 
in painting. He himself died on the 12th October 1852, aged 81. His eldest 
son died at Weston-supcr-mare on the 24th November 1 854, and left one only 
surviving daughter. He, with his father, mother and brothers, are buried at 
Handsworth.

This scholar I suppose to be a partner in the firm of " John, Thomas and Jonathan

The families of White and Norman were connected with Winster, near Matlock, 
at least from the beginning of the eighteenth century, and the house where the 
father of these scholars lired, which is near to the church and the residence of 
the present vicar, is still called by the people " 'squire White's." 

C3eorge White, of Winster, gent., married Sarah, daughter of George Mower, of 
Woodseates, in the county of Derby, esq., and, dying in June 1795, left four sons, 
these scholars being the eldest and the second. George Norman White became 
a fuigeon, and hved at Mininglow, near Winster. He died unmarried. William 
Mower White went abroad, and died s.p. A third brother and heir, Thomas 
White, of Winster, gent., married and left three children, the eldest son being 
an officer in one of the hussar regiments.

^omas Foumess, son of the Rev. Henry Wilson, A.M., rector of Slaidbum and 
vicar of Otley, and his wife, Anne, daughter and heiress of Thomas Foiuness, 
esq., of Otley, was bom on the 22nd July and baptised on the 23rd August 1769. 
From Manchester school he went to Trinity college, Cambridge, and graduated 
AB. in 1793. He married on the ist March 18 13 Eleanor, daughter of sir 
Robert Eden, bart., of Windlestone house, Durham, by whom he had several 
children; his second son, Morton Eden Wilson, entering the school in 1830.

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On leaying the uniTersity he took holy orders, and was for some time curate o'€ 
Weston, near Otley, and, like some of the country clergy of that day, by no 
means averse to the sports of the field. He afterwards resided at Burley hall , 
near Otley; was perpetual curate of Silsden and Whitechapel, in the Wesfc. 
riding of Yorkshire ; and a magistrate. He died at Gilligate, near Doncaster, 
on the 17th October 1837, aged 68. 
The following anecdotes taken from a printed lecture, delivered in 1857 to the 
members of the Otley Mechanics' institute, by their Ticar, the Ber. J. Hart, 
B.A., giye no unfair picture of at least one side of clerical life, during the earlier 
part of the present century ; and, if the administration of clerical justice therein 
recorded be not strictly according to modem custom, it was a pleasant way oF 
ending the dispute, that is, supposing the parties concerned adopted the advioo 
given: 

** Where Grove house now stands, parson Wilson once trotted out in his dark- 
grey hunting coat : he was our vicar's son, himself the curate of Weston. -The 
kennel was in the field on the other side of the road. The late Peter Cheadle 
was his huntsman, and from him I have heard many a story of that day. Peter 
rode behind his master, who dined one day with *squire Lee, of Burley house : 
our vicar, Mr. Bailey, was among the company. They passed Mr. Bailey, who 
was jogging home at night. * Hark forward ! hark forward ! push on, my old 
boy ! ' cried Mr. Wilson, accompanying his words with a slashing cut across our 
vicar*s back. They went to law ; the case came on at Bingley. The chairman was 
[the Kev.] Dr. Hartley ; he passed sentence on Mr. Wilson thus : *Bieverend sir, the 
bench is grieved you have done assault and battery on the person of the reverend 
James Bailey, M.A., vicar of Otley ; and he has used language in hb rage unbe- 
fitting his years and station : the sentence is, in which the bench agree and have 
consented to participate — that on the breaking up of the court both retire to my 
house, then and there shake hands, sit side by side, and do th^ very best con- 
jointly to a crop of beef and Yorkshire pudding, drinking the health of his 
majesty George III., whose crown and dignity has been insulted, in a glass of 
humble port.' " 

"The hares of that day were not up to a certain hiding-place, whence no 
hunting clergyman ever yet could start them. * The hares are fools,* said a drab 
Quaker to his sporting reverence ; ' Were I a hare, thee sho'dst never find mo.* 
*Ah! neighbour Broadbrim, where is it? I know every place from the Winn 
cover to the sandpit.' * I would hide in thy study, friend Tallyho ! and lie in 
form beside thy big Bible.'*' (Wharfedcde : Us Topography, Antiquities and 
Scenery^ Sfc, ^'c. By the Rev. J. Hart, B.A., vicar, pp. 60-62.) 
The third son of this scholar, colonel Thomas Foumess Wilson, C.B., was in the 
room at Lucknow with sir Henry Lawrence, and reading a despatch to him, 
when the shell came in at the window which caused the death of that able, 
brave and good man. Colonel Wilson is the author of the Siege of Lucknow, 
by a Staff Officer^ and is now quartered at Lucknow. 
Ther« is in Otley church a monument to the Rev. Henry Wilson and Iiis wife (and 
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alio to her Tither and moDjer), recording hia deatli on the t4.<'i Doocmbar 1711, 
1^48, and har dentil on Ihe ijrd Febnuirj rSo^.agodTi, and listing Ihsl it 
■M erert^ bv their MCoud son, Mnttbev WiltOD, eeq., of EsbUin faall, near Qal- 
grafe, " in obedience 10 tbe K-ishes of a justlj-betovEd and iBDientrd motber."

castle, Dublin, Ireland. 

These are the three eldest sons of Richard Talbot^ esq. (the representatiye of a 
family possessed of the castle and lordship of Malahide from the reign of Henry 
II., and springing from Richard de Talbot, the common ancestor of the lords of 
Malahide and the earls of Shrewsbury), and his wife, Margaret, eldest daughter 
of James O'Reilly, of Balllnlough, in the coimty of Westmeath, of the Milesian 
princely house of Breffney, which lady was created by letters patent, on the a6th 
May 1 83 1, baroness Talbot of Malahide, and lady Malahide of Malahide, in the 
county of Dublin ; in remainder to the heirs male of her body by her husband, 
Richard Talbot. He died on the 24th October 1788, and lady Talbot on the 
27 th September 1834, when the first-named of these scholars, Richard Wogan 
Talbot, succeeded to the title. 

Richard Wogan Talbot married in November 1789 Catharine, daughter and heiress 
of John Malpas, esq., of Rochestown, in the county of Dublin, and had by her 
one son, who died unmarried in 1828, and one daughter, who married in 1809 
lieutcuaDt-general sir W. C. Eustace, C.B., K.C.H. His lordship married 
secondly, Margaret, daughter of Andrew Sayers, esq., but s-p. 

Mr. Talbot liad a company in the line about 1786, and was aide-de-camp to the 
luarqiu'ss of Buckingham when lord-lieutenant of Ireland. He was elected M.P. 
for the county of Dublin in 1789, but unseated on petition. He served with 
(hu duktf of York in 1794-96 in Holland and Flanders, and was taken prisoner, 
but t)Xt«hanged after a short imprisonment in France. 

Ill I Ho.) Mr. Talbot was appointed captain -conmiandant of the Malahide volun- 
(i>t«i*«, auil bocanie colonel in 1807. He was then elected M.P. for the county of 
Dublin, rtitihoien in 18 12, and continued to represent the same in the Commons* 
hiuuu iif parliament till the dissolution of 1830, when he retired. Having suc- 
imuduil tti the title in 1834 ho was shortly afterwards nominated a privy coun- 
»g||ur tor Ireland, and by patent dated on the 8th May 1839 was summoned to 
lUii Hiiiimt of lords by the title of baron Fumival, of Malahide. He was also 
liuri»»IU*ry lortl-adiniral of Malahide and the seas adjoining. He died on the 5th 
No\*»i»lH»r 1II49, aged 83, when the English barony of Furnival became extinct, 
«iul lu« ww« »uiHHH»diMl in the Irish peerage by his next brother. 

^Mvur« UHh^I. tho third baron, was originally bred to the bar, but left it for diplo- 
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macy. He accompanied lord Malmesbury as attachS in his mission to France in 
1797. Afterwards he was envoy to the Swiss republic; secretary of embassy 
to lord Whitworth on his mission to France after the peace of Amiens ; and 
charge d'affaires in Sweden. He retired from the service in 1805, and spent 
the remainder of his life in domestic and literary pursuits. He married in 1 804 
Anne Sarah, second daughter and coheiress of Samuel Rodbard, esq., of Ever- 
creech house, in the county of Somerset, and had issue seven sons and five 
daughters. His eldest son, James, is the present peer, and was called to the 
House of lords in 1856 as lord Talbot de Malahide in the British peerage. The 
third baron died at Evercreech house, in Somerset, on the 20th December 1850, 
having borne the title little more than a year. A very pleasing portrait of this 
nobleman, and said to be an excellent likeness, which was kindly given to me by 
the present peer, may be seen on the wall of the old Grammar school. 

John Talbot, the third son, entered the royal navy in March 1784 as midshipman 
in the '* Boreas" frigate, captain Horatio Nelson, with whom he served in the 
West Indies till towards the close of 1787. He was appointed lieutenant of the 
"Triton" in 1790, and afterwards to the "Astraea," captain Henry Faulet. In 
the latter he displayed such good service on the night of the loth April 1795, at 
the capture in the channel of the French frigate '' La Gloire," that he was imme- 
diately promoted to the command of the " Hcl^ne *' sloop, and in the following 
year to the " Eurjdice." Whilst in command of the last-named ship, and other 
ships subsequently, captain Talbot made prizes of several French vessels. On 
leaving the " Leandcr " his brother officers presented him with a gold sword as a 
token of their regard and esteem. In the "Victorious," which he joined in 1809, 
captain Talbot was at first stationed under lord CoUingwood ofi* Toulon. He 
was next engaged in protecting the Isle of Sicily when threatened with invasion 
by Joachim Murat. On the 21st February 18 12, when off Venice, he had a des- 
perate engagement with the French ship '*Rivoli," 84 guns, and, after some 
hours' hard fighting, he captured it. In this action he received a contusion from 
a splinter, which nearly deprived him of sight. On his return to England he was 
presented by the admiralty with a gold medal in commemoration of his victory. 
In November 181 2 he sailed with a convoy to the West Indies. In 18 14 he was 
sent to defend the whale fishery in Davis's straits, when his ship was so much 
injured, by striking on a small rock, that he was obliged to return to England ; 
and from that time he was not afloat. In the June preceding he was appointed 
a colonel of marines. He was nominated K.C.B. in 18 15, rear-admiral 1819, 
vice-admiral 1830, and a full admiral 1841. He was created G.C.B. in 1842, and 
in 1 847 was awarded a good-service pension, and well deserved it. 

Sir John Talbot married in 18 15 the honourable Juliana Arundell, third daughter 
of the ninth lord Arundell, of Wardour, who died on the 9th December 1843, 
leaving liim two sons and five daughters. He died at his seat, Rhode hill, near 
Lyme Regis, Dorsetshire, on the 7th July 1851. A lithographed portrait of sir 
John Talbot, given to me by his son, Reginald F. G. Talbot, esq., now of Rhode 
hill, may be seen in the old Grammar school. 
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April i8. John, son of William Bissell, clergyman, Waverton, Cheshire. 

John Bissell was admitted commoner of Brascnose college, Oxford, on the ;iot =^^ 
March 1787, and nominated to one of Hulme's exhibitions on the 23rd Decemb^==*f 
1790, having taken his B.A. degree on the nth October preceding. He gradi 
ated M.A. on the 15th January 18 16, and B.D. on the 4th July in the same yc 
In 1792 he was appointed to the head mastership of Kington G-rammar schooC^ ^i 
Herefordshire, vice William Wballey, M.A. (for whom see Meffiiter, vol. i. p. 42] 
and held the oiBce until 1827, when ho resigned, and was succeeded by s grand 
son of Mr.Whalley, who retired in 1835 to join the followers of Irving. By tbi 
earl of Oxford he was presented to the vicarage of Leintwardine, in the f>am« 
county, which he held nearly forty years (being non-resident), and to the pei 
petual curacy of Titley, where he died on the 6th November 1838, aged 7 1, hai 
been also a magistrate of the county, and for some years chairman of the qnart4 
sessions at Kington. 

In Titley church a monument bears the following inscription: "Let this monument 
erected to the memory of the Kev. John Bissell, B.D., vicar of Leintwardine, ii 
this county, and 38 years curate of this parish, record the worth of this estimabl 
man, of whom it may be said that it was the general aim and endeaTour in tJic 
discharge of his public and private duties ' to do justly, and to love mercy, and' 
at the same time * to walk humbly with his GK)D.* " On the same monument ii 
inscribed the death of his wife, Margaret, on the 9th March 1839, aged 74. 
names are also on the tomb in the churchyard marking.the place of burial, vrit 
these quotations from Holy Scripture : " When the ear heard me, then it bU 
me, and when the eye saw me, it gave witness to me" — "I have fought 
fight ; I have finished my course ; I have kept the faith." 

William Bissell, his father, was B.A. of the same college in 17 ; 1 . He was ii 
to the vicarage of Pennington on the 2nd February 1767, and to the incambenc 
of Waverton, in Cheshire, in 1774, and was buried at the latter place on the 24tZ h 
December 1786, holding both benefices to the time of his death. He is said t 

have been of unsound mind before his death, which is corrobor^ed by the ioi 1- 

lowing curious entries in the churchwardens* account books for 1783; — the iteid >i 

being charged, of course, to the church rate ! 

'* Paid to Chas. Dean for looking after Mr. Bissell on the Sabbath day 010 

" Spent about Mr. Bissell at Chester, six days 023 

" Spent when the parish met about Mr. Bissell 046. *' 

The date of his last signature in the register of burials is "June a, 1783," v^^^ 
in that of baptisms "June 15, 1783." 

18. James^ son of Edward Roberts, late merchant, Liverpool, Lane. 
June 16. West, son of West Wheldale, draper, Boston, Lincolnshire. 

West Wheldale (the eldest son of Mr. West Wheldale, meroer and draper, acm^ 
alderman of Boston, and his wife, Ann) took part in the Speeches at the sebo-^'^ 
in December 1785, and was elected to a demyship at Magdalen college^ Oxford, 
having also the benefit of a school exhibition firom 1786 to 1789, and gndntttft/ 
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B.A. on the nth October 1790. He was soon after elected to a fellowship at 
Brasenose, and took his degree of M.A. on the 12th October^ 179a as a member 
of that college. For some years he was employed in the tuition of the college. 
One of his letters to Mr. Lawson (undated, but probably written in 1804) haa 
been preserved, and is worthy of insertion, because it contains interesting allu- 
sions to some other Manchester scholars : 

" Dear Sir, — I am afraid you have long expected this letter, containing, as 
usual, some compositions for your Christmas speeches. The delay haa been 
occasioned by a desire, on my part, that it should come to your bands with its 
asoal contents. Sorry, however, I am to say, that I have been disappointed of 
obtaining a copy of the last year's prize verses. The author, I believe, is con- 
scious that they arc not very excellent, and for that reason resista all applications 
for copies. The declamation, which I have just now received after having waited 
for it some time, is from the pen of your quondam scholar, Hewitt,* who com- 
posed it at my request. In room of the prize verses, I have transcribed a college 
exerciae, by lord Ebrington, who was Dean's pupil when he was in the univer- 
sity ; this may, perhaps, without much difficulty, be adapted to your purpose. 

** My young pupils, Dunkerly* and £urrows,* are going on very well. They 
were examined for their scholarships last week, and acquitted themselves to the 
satisfaction of the seniority ; more particularly Dunkerly, who has so far recom- 
mended himself to the principal, that I have great hopes his lordship will give 
him the' place of Bible clerk, when it becomes vacant, if he continues to conduct 
himself with propriety. 

'* We had an election of a fellow last Friday, which I mention because I know 
it will give you pleasure to be informed that two of your pupils, Pa^e* and 
Porter* did great credit to themselves. King was their opponent and was 
elected, it being the last time he could offer himself a candidate. 

" I understand that Mr. Stone,t a fellow of our society, intenda to offer himself 
a candidate for the office of librarian in the room of Mr. Hindley^ at the college. 
As a brother-fellow I am naturally anxious for his success, and therefore I take 
the liberty of recommending him to your notice, believing at the same time that 
he is well qualified for the office which he solicits. The price of Xowell's Cate- 
ehitmSf about which you enquire, was 19s. When you are in want of more I will 
send them to you on receiving your commands. 

** I am, dear sir, your obliged and humble servant, W. Wiikidai^." 

West Wheldale was presented by Brasenose college to the rectory of Christ church,

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Spital Fields, London, in 1 804, and, judging from the following inscription on a 
monument in that church, waa an efficient parish priest, and beloved bj those 
among whom he ministered : 

** Sacred to the memory of the Rer. West Wheldale, M.A., 24 years rector of 
this parish, ob: 25 November 1828, setat: 61, whose piety and learning were 
exemplified in the duties connected with his official situation ; and whose peace- 
able and amiable deportment endeared him to the charge committed to his trust. 

" Mark the perfect man, and behold the upright ; for the end of that man is 
peace. Ps. xxxvii. 37. 

" This tablet was erected at the expence of the parishioners as a tribute of 
respect and esteem to departed worth ; the memory of whom will be long 
cherished, and cease only to exist with expiring Ufe." 
He held also the vicarage of Frampton, near Boston, from 1804 to 1811, when he 
resigned it, being non-resident. His portrait, engraved by Ward (proof), hangs 
on the wall of the old Grammar school. 
The death of his father is noticed in the OeniJematCs Magazine (1788), at Boston, 
on the ist 3Iarch, as **an affectionate husband, kind father, and sincerely 
respected, learing a wife and eleven children." A brass, of comparatively recent 
erection, has been placed in Boston church, on which are inscribed the names of 
the father and mother, and of the seven sons and four daughters, with the date 
of the year when each died. The last survivor died in 1866, and the name exists 
no longer in Boston. 

June' 16. John Joseph, son of Dimmock Lister, esq., of Burwell park, Lin- 
colnshire. 

This scholar graduated at Brasenose college, Oxford, B.A. 7th February 1793, being 
a younger son of Matthew Dimmock Lister, esq., M.A., of Burwell park, near 
Louth, and his wife, Lydia, only daughter and heiress of Joseph Bancroft^ esq. 
He was at the time of his death vicar of Farlesthorpe, residing in the neighbour- 
ing town of Alford, where he died on the 23rd July 1837, in his 68th year, and 
was buried. There is a monument to him in the churchyard. In the Gentle- 
man^a Magazine (1837), where his death is recorded, ho is described as vicar of 
Burwell and rector of Cranoe, in Leicestershire; at the latter place he never 
resided, but held the benefice about twenty-eight years. His son, the Rev. 
Joseph Martin Lister, B.A., succeeded him at Burwell. In a record of the 
marriage of his eldest daughter, Lydia, on the 7th Februaiy 1828, to H. Wilson, 
esq., solicitor, he is described as rector of Cranoe and Caunton. 

[An ode "On Memory," written in 1783 by Mr. J. Haddon Hindley, was recited 
by " J. J. Lister."

His 
lume appears aa publiaher to the IVoiuarfioiu of tie Lanauhin Antiquarian 
SoeiH^, Manobester 1S29, 410, of vhicih onl; one number appeared; and like- 
wiae to the original prospertua of the Siilory of the MaaeheHer Foviufatioiu 
(arterniinlB taken up by Dr. Hibbert-Ware), and vhich in preSied lo his cata- 
luguB for 1816, He wai. audoublcdlj, the ablest bibliographer that Manehoatec 
ha« produc^ed. and his knonledge of prints was quite as etten^JTC ae hia kuon- 
Inlge of books. He was an artist himself, and I posaess soma vcr; eleier Etch- 
ings eiacated b;' him. I bave a portrait of him. an eicellcnt Lkeueas, painted 
b; W;att, and from which the E-mail etching b; the same artist, wbich is now 
scarce, was taken. Hit aunotated copies of Longman's B^liotheca Anglo- 
Pociiea, aS Dihdin's Libraiy Companion, of Bromlej's Calalogie, of Baker's 
Biographia Dramalica, and other works, are now in roy possession. One of 
hij sons, Mr. John Ford, was also a boakseUcr, and published catalogue* of the 
same description, though of smaller eiteut than his father's, and becoming after- 
wards an auctioneer was employed in the aale of the extensive library of the 
Be*. Moses Bondall in 1E34. Ho did not long surriTO tbat sale. Another son 
of Mr. William Ford, of the same name, is now liting in Manche«ter, and pursues 
the employment of cataloguing libraries for sale, which his hereditarj Uatea, 
knowledge and long experience have qualiSed him for in an eminent degree. C] 
nil name occurs in the records of the aoniversary festivals aa preaent in the jtmn 
iSii and 1814.

Edmund Outram, the third wa, whose father's death is recorded in the Ginllmian't 
Magmiitr of 1 8 1 o, at Alfreton, at the age of 77, "a gentleman long known for his 
judgment and eiperieuceai! a commissioner CoreDcloeing and altering wastelands, 
and an arbitrator in dirifiions of landed property," was nominated to a school ex> 
hibitioD in 1784, and soon after admitted to S. John's college, Cambridge. In 
17 88 he paased the examination for the degree of A.B., and attained to the high 
distinction of the second wrangler's place, and was adjudged worthy of the jonior

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matlipm&tiisl price. Me was tlipn elcctnl a fcUaic of the college, and emplojpd 
in tbe toitioD of it> students. He grarjualed A.M. in 179I1 and B.D. in 179S, 
when plertod public orator of tlie nniTi'raitr, an offiee which he held for ten 
jcara, taking bis doctor'B degree in [ SoG. When the foondation atone of Down- 
ing eoUi'ge wiu laid on th(> iSlh Muj iSo?, the semion for the oecaaion wac 
preached in S. Mary'*, before tlie uniTcrpilv, bj Dr. Outram. In 1809 he w«j 
appointed by the earl of Corowallis, then bishop of Lichfield and Corentrj' (to 
whose eon he had been tutor at Cambridge), to the archdeaconry of his tuiliTa 
county, Derbj, and to a prebendol staU in tbe cathedral, and later in the aamB Tear 
to the office of trvasuror, wliich carried with it (he prebend of Sallow, ofSbhIl';. 
Bj tlie master and fellows of S. John's he had been previously prcMuted to the 
rectory of Wootton River*, in Wilts, a benefice of which the patronage wai atter- 
nately in the hands of Ibat college and of Rrasenoaa oollege, Oxford, and vhcn 
in iKio Dr. Outram became rector of 9. Ftiilip's ehtireli, Birmingham, a heneGcv 
of muoh value, and to which the prsbond and treoanrership were atineied. Bnue- 
noie coUcge commenced an action against him in the court of commoD picas, as 
baring ni>ce»sarily vacated Wootton Bivors by the acceptance of the rector; of 
B. Philip's, Binningbam. Il was argued for Dr. Outram. that the Utter chun;h 
was by act of parliament perpetually appropriate lo the prebend, and therefore 
eioepted from the etuictmont against pluralitieB in 1 1 Henry VIII. But Mans- 
Gold, C.J„ decided that the prebend was anneied to the rectory, not the rectory 
to tbe prebend, and therefore that Dr. Onlram had vocnted Wootton Eivers by 
accepting 9, Fhihp's, Birmingham. He was suecoeiled in 18 r 3 in the former 
pariah by Dr. Thomas Stone, who had some time previously been Chetham's 
librarian at Manchester. 

In addition to the preferments aheady mentioned. Dr. Outram was also master of 
S. John's boapital, LichSeld, held three bundrod yean before by (bishop) Hugh 
Oldham, founder of Mancheeter school. 

He divided his residence between Birmingham and LicbGold, and added to Ilia 
clerical functions tbat of a magistrate at tbe former place, whore he is still nrntcni- 
bcred, and wni most highly nipecled. Hin residence there waa at n time when 
party apirit ran high, and by his conciliatory temper and anfailing lundnen, 
though ever ready lo defend the Church and ber doctrines against opponents, he 
did miiah to hi?al the religious animosity which existed. Both ns a scholar and 
a divine he held a high place among bis contemporaries, and for lib private 
virtuoi was nnivemally esteemed. His funeral was attended by mote than two 
thouannd persona, including the magistrates, and teachers of the various dissenting 
congregations in that town. "Whilst he consittenHy held what appeared lo him 
lo be good," snya a notice of him in the Birmingbani paper at the time of his 
death, "so unifomilj did he respect tbe rights, and so amicably conciliate the 
feelings, of others, tlmt men of every party, pohtical and religious, venerated, 
esteemed and loved hini." He was one of the first promoters of the deaf and 
dumb asylum in Birmingham, which baa since developed into a 
widely' spread nscfidncM, 
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He died, suddenly, whilst speaking to one of the pensioners at 8. John's hospital, 
Lichfield, on the 23rd Fehruary 1821, haying married Beatrix Postlethwaite, 
who died at Birmingham, and was buried at S. Philip's, and to whom he placed 
a monument in that church, with the following inscription : 

*' In the aisle at the foot of this Pilaster are interred the remains of Beatrix, 
wife of Edmund Outram, D.D., Rector of this Church, eldest daughter of the lata 
Richard Postlethwaite, Esq., of Lancaster, and neice of Thomas Postlethwaite, 
D.D., late Master of Trinity College, Cambridge. She was bom Feb. XXYI. 
MDCCLXXT., and, after a lingering and painful illness, died Aug. Yi. kdcccx., 
beloyed and revered for her cheerfulness and tenderness as a wife and a mother, 
her sincerity and constancy as a friend, and her ikith and resignation as a 
Christian. 

A tender plant, borne from the fost'ring gales 
That breathe from Cam's fair margin, droop'd and died ; 
But time will be, sweet plant ! a gale diyine 
Shall thee rerire : and thou, in yemal bloom * 

By the pure streams of peace shalt erer live,

Dr. Outram left two sons, Thomas Powis, A.M. of S. John's college, Cambridge, 
sixth junior optime in 1825, and Edmund Henry, A.B. of the same college 1828. 
The death of the latter, '*late curate of West AUington, Lincolnshire," is re- 
corded in the Oentleman*s Magaziney at Redmile rectory, in Leicestershire, of 
which hia brother was rector, on the 17th June 1832, at the age of 25. 
The elder son, Thomas Powis Outram, married on the 31st July 1827 Anne, 
daughter of Samuel Hodgkinson, esq., of Kilton, near Worksop, and dying at 
Redmile rectory on the 17 th May 1853, at the age of 51, left three sons and two 
daughters. His eldest son, Edmund, A.M. of Emmanuel college, Cambridge, ia 
now inspector of schools in Cape Breton ; and his second son, 6^rge S. Outram, 
A3., is rector of the parishes of All Saints and S. Julian, Norwich. 
Dr. Outram was buried in the same grave with his wife, and on the north side of 
the south-east pillar of the nave in S. Philipfs church he is thus commemorated z.

Dr. Outram published in 1809 an octayo yolnme, entitled Sermons and SstraeU^ 
and printed at the Cambridge imiyersitj press. There are two sermons only : 
one, preached at the primary yisitation of Dr. John Fisher, bishop of Salisbury, 
" On the increase of Separatists ; or the preyalence of extremes in religious doc- 
trines :" the other, before referred to, preached at the laying of the foundation 
stone of Downing college. The remainder of the yolume is made up of extract* 
from the writings of Arminian and Oalyinistio Methodists, showing how oppo- 
site their teaching was to the doctrines of the English Church ; and illustratiye 
of the arguments put forth in his yisitation sermon. 
[Edmund Outram, in 1782, obtained at the school the Latin prize for a poem, 
headed '* Catus, quantumyis Busticus *' :

William, who married Jane, daughter of A. Newman, esq., died on the 2^^^^ 
NoTember 18 17, at Sulhamstead abbey, near Reading, leaving one only 
Mortimer George Thoyts (now of Sulhamstead abbey, esq., J.P. and D.L., 
high sheriff of Berks in 1839), and four daughters, all of whom are married, ^^^ 
yoimgost, Jane, being the wife of the present and second baron Wynford. 

John Thoyts, the scholar here entered, born in 1772, after graduating at Oxfor<d 
entered the royal horse guards blue, his commission as oomet dating i8^^» 
lieutenant 1803, captain 1805, major and brevet lieutenant^olonel on the i8tl^ 
June 1 8 15, the day of the battle of Waterloo. On the morning of that da^y 
captain Thoyts was taken prisoner and brought before the emperor Napoleon, who 
questioned him as to the strength of his regiment. The captain professed igno* 
ranoe. '* Then," said the emperor, " I am better informed than you are. I know 
the strength of every regiment in your army. I have my information from Lon- 
don." At one period of the day, when the British cavalry appeared very cloee 00 
the flank of the enemy, captain Thoyts attempted to escape, and was slightly 
wounded with a bayonet by the French soldiers who had charge of him. After 
the peace he became lieutenant-colonel. 

In March 1835 he was admitted of the council of his company in the city of London, 
and in 1837 was elected master. He held office for several years as a director o£ 
the European Assurance company, and of the General Steam Navigation company. 
He died at his house in Weymouth street, on the 15th May 1849, aged 77. By 
his will, made five years previous, he named his nephew, Mortimer George Tboyta, 
sole legatee and executor. J. R. SJ]

John Bacon Sawrey Morritt was the eldest son of John Sawrey Morritt, esq. (who 
was high sheriff of Yorkshire in 1778, and died at Bokeby park, near Gret» 
bridge, on the 3rd August 179 1, aged 53, and whose widow, Anne, died on th^ 
6th April 1809, aged 62), who purchased from the executors of sir Thomas Bobin^ 
son, bart., the estate of Bokeby rendered famous by sir Walter Scott's poem of 
that name, and held from the time of the conquest by the fiimily of Rokeby" 
until the great Civil war, when it passed into the hands of the family of Bobin- 
son. In Lockhart*s lAfe of Scott (vol. iii. p. 372) there is a letter from thi» 
scholar to Scott, dated 28th December 181 1, giving (at Scott's request) an ao* 
count of the families which had possessed Bokeby. 

His son, the scholar here entered, was a member of S. John's college, Cambridge, 
where he graduated A.B. 1794, and A.M. 1798. He travelled for some time vm-

I* 179S Mr. Jacob Brjant had startled the literary world bj bis Ditierlatiim eo*- 
etruing lAt War of IVoi/, the object of which was to proTO that no such eipcdi- 
tioD erer was made, and that no eit; of that name existed in Phrygia. It ei- 
citad a great eommotion. and Troj seemed in a fair waj of undergoing a aecond 
•iege. He wm most ablj answered bj Mr. Morritt. who had, in bi» Eastern 
tnTels, Tisited the scenes so fiunous in Qrecian history, in hts Tlmiicaliiin of 
Momer, and of the anrient parit and iitloriauM irAo Jiarf recorded tie tiege and 
..^Ul of Trog, 4to. York 179S, a work eihibiting Tsrj eitenaire acquaintance 
^th BDcient clauicol authors, written in a fair and calm spirit, so unlike many 
of the cODtroTBraial publications of that day. and illustrated with some well ox- 
aonted aqua tinta cngraTingv from drawings laketi ou the spot. John Whitaier, 
the historisQ (for whom ace Rpgitter, vol. i. pp. iS-14.), rerJewed Bryant's first 
Mtterlation in the BriiuA Crilie, toI. ii. pp. SJJ and 591, and in ■ lubsequont 
ToL (xii. p. 6j]),Mr. Morritt's work is reTien-ed, and described as " common sanse 
employed against a moss of erudition, and 11 collection of eridenoe from the moat 
•pproTcd authors, placed in opposition to three names quoted at second hand, to 
three writers in proprii person^, to an epigram, and ID Mr. Bryant himself, the 
only author who eter supposed that the scene of the rtiad was tn Egypt." This 
reriew was afterwards printed separately. Bryant, like Achilles of old, "impiger, 
iracandus, ineiorabilia, acer," replied, and then Hr. Morritt published in iSoo, 
4to, Additional Bemarlu On the Topography of Trog, im antatr lo Mr. Brgant't 
larl Pabliealioiu. 
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He was also the author of MtteeUaneou* TVanslatums and Imitatumt of the Hfi^of 
Qreeh Poets, 8yo, published in 1802 ; and in Lockhart's lAfe of Scott (toI. ul 
p. 245) mention is made of a poem by Morritt, called "The Cane of Troj> 
published in a new edition of the Border MinstreUy. 

The acquaintance of Morritt with sir Walter Scott commenced in 1808, Soottb^i^S 
then in his thirty-eighth year, and was kept up by correspondence and fieqa^'^^ 
visits made by Scott to Bokeby, and to Morritt*8 London residence, at 24, Po<^ 
land place. In Lockhart's Life of Scott are many passages of interest showx^ 
the intimate friendship which existed between them. In Scott's Diary oi 3^^ 
May 1828, he says, "We left Ferry Bridge at seven, and reached this place ^ 
past three. A mile from the house we met Morritt looking out for us. I b^ 
great pleasure in finding myself at Bokeby, and recollecting a hundred passa^^ 
of past time. Morritt looks well, and easy in his mind, which I am delighted ^ 
see. He is now one of my oldest, and I believe one of my most sincere friends > 
a man unequalled in sound good sense, high literary cultivation, and the kinde*^ 
and sweetest temper that ever graced a human bosom." In January of tli^ 
following year Morritt was at Abbotsford, and saw the proof-sheets of Amme <if 
Geiereteitit and was ** highly delighted with those vivid and piotoreaqae page^ 
being familiar with the scenery of Switzerland.'* (Lockhart's Zdfe of Scoti* 
vol. ix. p. 279.) 

Rokehtf was published in January 181 1. Of the 40002. which Scott paid for the 
original farm of Abbotsford, half was procured by the Ballantynes and advanced 
on the security of the poem then in course of composition. " In spite of all it* 
merits as a poem, its immediate success," says Lockbart, "was greatly inferior to 
that of the Lady of the Lake (its immediate predecessor), nor has it ever nn00 
been so much a favourite with the public at large as any other of his poetical 
romances.** (See vol. iv. p. 57.) The poem encountered much sarcasm. la 
Jokeb^y a poem, in tix cantos, by an Amateur of Fashion, 18 13, Scott's stylo 
was cleverly travestied. 

Of Morritt, as a classical scholar, Scott has recorded : " Many of my friends, and 
particularly Mr. Morritt, had frequently tried to drive classical antiquities, a0 
they were called, into my head, but they always found my skull too thick." 
Again, in his IHary, 22nd April 1828 : "Lockhart and I dined with Bouthey 
where we met a large party, the orator of which was that extraordinary maia 
Coleridge. After eating a hearty dinner, during which he spoke not a word, h0 
began a most learned harangue on the Samothracian mysteries, which he regarded- 
as affording the germ of all tales about fairies, past, present and to come. H9 
then diverged to Homer, whose Iliad he considered as a collection of poems by 
different authors during a century. Morritt, a zealous worshipper of the old 
bard, was incensed at a system which would have turned him into a polytheist, 
gave battle with keenness, and was joined by Southey. Mr. Coleridge behaved 
with the utmost complaisance and temper, but relaxed not from his exertions- 
I was never so bethumped with words. Morritt's impatience must have cost hiocft 
an extra sixpennyworth of snuff." 
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Morritt was one of the few in the secret of the authorship of the Waverley Novelt; 
and was the first person to whom Scott wrote to announce the offer to him of a 
baronetcy at the personal wish of George IV. More than once Morritt pressed 
pecuniary assistance on Scott in his embarrassments. On the occasion of his but 
risit to Rokeby in 1831, Scott, "finding he had left the ring which he usually 
wore behind him at one of the inns on the road, wrote to his friend to make 
enquiries after it, as it had been dug out of the ruins of Hermitage castle, and 
probably belonged of yore to one of the ' dark knights of Liddesdale' ; and, if 
recorered, to keep it until he should come back 'to reclaim it, but in the mean- 
while to wear it for his sake. The ring, which is a broad belt of sUyer, with an 
angel holding the heart of Douglas, was found, and is now (1839) worn by Mr. 
Morritt.*' (Lockhart's Life of Scott, toI. x. p. 108.) 
Mr. Morritt deliyerod an able speech at a meeting at York, in December 1830, on 
the subject of the removal of the screen of York minster, then exciting much 
interest, and to which proposal he was decidedly opposed. (See Oeniletnan*i 
Magazine 1831, pp. 33-40) 
He died on the 12th July 1843, aged 73, and, with his wife, is buried at Rokeby. 
There is in Willis's rooms, London, a large ^portrait of this scholar, in oils, the 

property of the Dilettanti society. 
[J. B. Sawrey Morritt was descended, through his paternal grandmother, from the 
old family of the Sawreys of Flumpton hall, in Fumess, in North Lancashire. 
(Gbstrell*s Noiitia CestriensU, toI. ii. part iii. p. 537.) The poet Mason was an 
intimate friend of the elder Mr. Morritt, and seems to haye bequeathed to him 
the original miniature of Milton by Cooper which Mason had received from sir 
Joshua Beynolds (Lockhart's Life of Scott, vol. ix. p. 4), and the following 
"Irregular ode, addressed to Mr. Mason,'* was the production of the younger 
Morritt whilst at Manchester schooL Mr. Lawson has indorsed upon the poem, 
"Sawrey Morritt's first attempt, thirteen years of age," and the date 1784. 
This poetical effusion is written in a sprawling school-boy*s hand, and has been 
as carefully preserved as Pope's ode on Solitude, written at the same ago, or as 
Johnson's ode on a dead duck, written at the age of three : 
" Lead the dance ; the golden lyre 
Tune with thy celestial fire. 
Great Athenian bard divine 
Crown thy brows with laurel, twine 
And strike the trembling wire. 
My gen'rous muse disdains the fawning throng. 
Nor stoops to soothing arts with canting lays. 
Independent flows the song.

Lane. 

These scholars (whose father resided in Water street and afterwards at Highfield, 
at first a merchant and then a banker) were elder brothers of James Parke, 
who was bom in 1782 ; a fellow of Trinity college, Cambridge, where he gained 
the filth place among the wranglers of 1803, and was the chancellor*s senior 
medallist; afterwards one of the barons of the exchequer and a priyy coimcillor; 
and in 1856 raised to the British peerage by the title of baron Wensleydale, 
of Ampthill park, Bedfordshire, where he is now (1867) living. 

Tbomas Parke, the eldest son, became a banker in Liverpool and a partner in the 
firm of William Gregson, Sons, Parkes and Morland, afterwards known as 
Gregsons, Parkes and Clay. He served the office of boilifi* in the old corporation 
of Liverpool, and was lieutenant-colonel of the royal Liverpool vohmteers, a 
distinguished regiment in the great volunteer movement of 1803. About 1805 
he retired firom the bank and left Liverpool, living during the latter part of his 
life at a villa near Tours, in France, where he died about 182 r. He had married 
Bridget, daughter of John Colquitt, esq., of a highly respectable family in Liver- 
pool, who survived him and died at Cheltenham, s.p., in 1861. 
^ohn Parke became a merchant in Manchester, and is described in the Manchester 
and Salford Direct or tf of 1797 as Africa-check manufacturer, residing in King 
street, with a warehouse in Chancery lane, and attended the anniversary meet- 
ings in 1787, 1794 and 1797. He was unfortunate in business, and about 1805 
was appointed his majesty's consul in Iceland, and resided there till his nomina- 
tion to a similar office in the Roman states, generally residing at Ancona. After 
many years he returned to 'England with a pension, and lived some time at 
Stretton, near Brewood, in StalTordshLre (the seat of general Monckton, who 
married his niece), and died there unmarried on the 20th November 1845, in his 
77th year. . In the churchyard at Stretton there is an altar tomb covering his 
remains and those of "his sister, Anne Smythe, only surviving daughter of 
Thomas Parke, esq., Highficld, near Liverpool, and widow of John Croome 
Smythe, esq., Hilton, near Bridgenorth, who died at Stretton hall, on the 4th 
November 1852, in the 82nd year of her ago." 

^^liilst consul in Iceland Mr. John Parke is said to have been a benefactor to the 
inhabitants, by teaching them the art of flj-fishing. Though during the summer 
months fish swarm in the rivers, the inhabitants in the winter were often almost 
starving, because the lava thrown out by the volcano rendered the bottom of the 
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riyera so rough that thej could not be dragged by nets, and the fish could only 
bo taken in traps. By his instruction the inhabitants were enabled to take 9^^ 
cure during the summer more than sufficient for the winter consumption. 
Though no musician himself, he was a great collector of violins, which were bus^ 
round his sitting room ; one, a Cremona, he sold to a musical-instrument dealer 
in London for two hundred guineas. Cremona became famous for its Tiolin^ 
made out of the wood saved from the ruins of the cathedral when desfcroyed ^ 
fire, which proved excellent for the purpose.

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▼ately printed by the Rev. Frederick Forde, M.A., rector of S. Peter's, Chester, 
eldest surnTing son of this scholar), with a brief description of Abbeyfield, an 
estate which was first purchased bj Ellen, widow of William Forde, of Forde 
green, the great-great*grand&ther of this scholar, and augmented by yarious 
BUCcessiTe purchases. The house, deriving its name from a field adjacent once 
abbey land, was almost wholly rebuilt by this scholar, and was afterwards his 
residence to the close of a long, useful and respected life. 
John Forde, the only son and heir of Mr. Charles Forde, - bom on the a 3rd 
February 1768, took part in the public speeches of the school in the year 1785. 
He recited eight stanzas of Latin sapphics, on the text '* Simplex munditiis," 
beginning 

" Quisquis insani rabiem.Leonis 

Et parum grat» fugiens tumultus 

Urbis, hanc forsan petis hospitalem 

Dionis umbram. 

En ! tibi lasso domus hie ; soporem

These were followed by a translation of the same in fiye stanzas. Li the oopy 
of the speeches in that year, which has been preserved by the family, the transla- 
tion is expressly stated to be the production of John Forde. The Tersee run 
easily, and indicate some poetical taste : 

" You, that in summer's sultry heat 
Forsake the noisy city*s din 
And seek a friendly cool retreat. 
Your weary footsteps here turn in ; 
This silver stream, that slowly murmuring flows, 
And these green vines invito to calm repose. 

Simplicity in rural pride 

Hero decks her honoured household gods ; 
Here, worldling, lay thy pomp aside 
And enter these much -blessed abodes ;

It win be remembered that John Forde was anthor of the second additional stanza 
to the Terses entitled " The Lancashire Bouquet," which is giren in Wilson's 
Mueellamiegj pp. 61-70 (Chetham Society's publications), and originated with 
the senior scholars of Manchester school in 1784, [although the beautiful poem 
was written by the Bct. Thomas Wilson, of Clitheroe. £.] 

On the aSth May 1786 he was admitted to Balliol college, Oxford, where he passed 
in due course the requisite examination for the B.A. degree, but, stnnge to say, 
nerer proceeded to take any degree. From this time his name is msinly eon* 
nected with the Tolunteer morement which distinguished the dote of the last 
and the beginning of the present century ; and probably no gentleman can be 
remembered, connected with the town and neighbourhood of Manchester, who 
made greater personal exertions and sacrifices on the side of law and order and 
for the defence of the country than colonel John Forde. 

The following interesting summary of the part which he took in re mUIitaii has been 
furnished to me by my friend, the Rev. Frederick Forde : 

In 1796 John Forde held a oonmussion as captain in the royal Qieshiie 
militia. 

In 1798 he was prindpally instrumental in raising, under the immediate 
expectation of a French iuTasion, the Manchester and SaUbrd li^t horse volun- 
teers, of which he was colond ; and on the 25th October the regimeat assembled 
opposite the house of Mr. Thomas Johnson, in High street, and receiTed their 
colours from the hands of Mrs. Foide. (Se« Reilly*s Hisimy of MmmekeiAer^ 
p. 28a, 1865.) Some idea mi^ be formed of the seal which he exhibited on this 
ocosMon, when it is mentioned that he rode serend times, weekfy, from Abbey- 
field to Manchester and back again the same day. after passing some hours in 
drilling his men; tbus accomplishing sixty miiee of road-work in addition to 
arduous field duticsfi. The goTtmment^ alaruM^l at the widety-epraad diaaffiMiion 
in the county of Lancaster, applied to cokmel Forde to take the office of high 
sheritr, but this he was obli^ to dcdine on account of lus onerous military 
dut)<>s. The rv^ient was disbande^i ia iSoi, and the ci.4ours weiv deposited at 
ClaiemonU The U^«n of Manchester, in the asme year, to mark its high sense 
pf his patrk^ism, sinwk olT a splendid gv>)d nM>dal with the foJlowiog inscription : 
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J o( gntitndt! (ram Lis fellow -towne men for epirited and patriotic 
terricni" the obveree aide bturiDg the head of Oeorge HI. encireled with ■ 
■Math of heart* sad handa pUred atterBatolj. Hia regiment also prcaentfil him 
with a mmptaoua mMsiTO golden goblet capable of holding sii bottles of winu, 
and be&riDg an iuacription siprcsBire alike of pmousl attBohuient aud patrioti<f 
(ml: "To John Ford, e«q., I'-oolond commandaiit, thia cup, Sllod from the 
heart, U present«d bj the Boyal Manobester and Salford light bono Tolimtaera, 
tn tpftimon; of the hi^h venae whieh the; entertain of his attentioa to the beat 
iDtereata of the corps, and to the principle* on irhich it woa inooq>DTat«d." 

Aboot llie some time colonel Forde, in conjunction with other gentlcmeD ot 
the Kiwa and neighbourhood of MuDcheBtpr, aubscribed each looo/. to raise a bod; 
of norinefl j and the corps was despnlched to homl quartpra free of all cJinrge. 

In tSoj colonel Forde and the late Randle Wilbrabam, «tq., of Rode hall, 
Cheahire, raiaod the Sundbacb and Bode ralnnteera. Thia corps wiu commanded 
by eolonel Forde, and waa embodied ao long aa their Berricea were reqnrred. On 
thia legimrat he expended same Ibouianda of pounds. 

In iSii colonel Forde was one of the principal promot^ra in organizing the 
. aecond ragiment of Cbeahire jcomanr; cavaby, aud gave towards ita formation 
toool. Tvo of his Bona held commiiiaiona as olUcera in the Ssndbach troop. 
The laat ten jeara of England's biatorj have not been dofioient in military ardonr, 
but it Diaj be queeljoned whother man; iustjmcea can bo found among bar 
country gentlemen or wealthy merohantp, ahowing e<joal devotion of tinie and 
thotight and money to the defence of their countiy in her hour of tbreatened 

ColuDcl Forde woa one of the feoQees of the achool and of Chctham'a hospital, and 
one of the preaidents of the Manchester Pitt club. At the anniTeranry rooetinga 
of the old scholars ho was a &equtnt attendant between the yeara i^SS and iSo6, 
and in 1799 served the office of steward with colonel John Drinkwater aa hia 
oolkaigne. Ha died at AbbeyCcld on the 14th April 1839, in the 7 ind year of 
his a^, ODD of the oldest magistratea and a duputy-iicntenant of the county, 
lianng some years previously declined a high distinction from Che handa of hia 
•OTercign, which b»d been offered l« liim in grateful recognition of hia valuable 

He had marrried on the jrd October 1796 at Slaindrop, in the county of Dnrhain, 
Eliubeth, eldest daughter of Francis Ingram, esq., of Wakefield, in the conn^ 
of York (who died on the iind July 1843, ,,aDd waa buried at S. Bridget'*, 
Chester), by whom he had wren sons and four daughters.

It will be gathered from the preceding verses that, in personal appearance, colonel 
Forde was tall, graceful and dignified, with a face expressive in a high degree of 
intelligence, benevolence and courage. 

homas^ son of Thomas Ince, attorney, Wirksworth, Derbyshire. Augim * 

This scholar and his brother Rickards (for whom sec Register ^ anno 1784) were the 
only sons of Thomas Ince, of Wirksworth, and bis first wife, Mary, daughter of 
BeDJamin Sickards, grocer, of Nottingham (married on the i6th July 1767), who 
died on the 26th December 1769, very soon after the birth of her younger son. 

^ITieir father (whose ancestors for some generations back lived at Mansfield, in the 
county of Nottingham, stone masons) was bom about the year 1742, and articled 
in June 1762 to Mr. John Egginton, of Nottingham, attorney. He was under 
sheriff of Derbyshire in 177 1 and 177S, and steward of the copyhold courts of 
the two manors of Alderwasley*with-Ashleyhay and Heage, in that county ; and 
on the death of Mr. Egginton became clerk and treasurer of one district of the 
Nottingham and Newhavcn turnpike road. He was an eminent mineral lawyer, 
well-skiiled in the mineral laws and customs of Derbyshire, and employed either 
as attorney or advocate in most of the mineral causes arising in his locality. He 
was also reckoned a tolerable poet, and some of bis poetical efforts are preserved 
in his family. Dying on the 29th June 1795, at about 54 years of age, ho was 
buried at Wirksworth church. By Ws second wife (whom he married on the 
I2tb March 177 1), Elizabeth, daughter and heiress of Thomas Jackson, of Ches- 
terfield, he had five daughters and one son. 

lomas Ince, his eldest son, bom at Chesterfield on the 2nd May 1768, and there 
baptised, was articled to his father in 1784, and six years later went into the 
office of Messrs. Einderley and Long, of Gray's inn, London, solicitors, in which 
firm he was for several years a partner. Subsequently he resided at Bristol, and 
died at Manchester, where he had lived about three months only, on the 21st 
May 1825, and was buried at S. Luke's, Chorlton. Some years before his death 
the widow of his former partner, Mr. Kinderley, bequeathed to him a legacy of 
1000/. as a mark of her esteem. Like his father, he is said to have been a man 
of some poetical ability. He left three sous, the youngest of whom, Henry Ince, 
head master of the Bercsford G-rammar school, Walworth, and author of several 
elementary historical books, died unmarried in 1841.

He married on the lath August 1799 Theophania, daughter of Edward Chaloner, 
esq., of Guisborough, and, dying on the ist July 1840, aged 70, left three daugh- 
ters and one son, Thomas Fairfax, esq., now of Steeton and Newton Kyme, J. P. 
and D.L. There is a plain tablet to his memory in Newton Kyme church. 

He was shortly afterwards removed from Manchester to Uppingham aohooL 

II. Lamplugh, son of Henry Wickham, esq., Cothingley, Yorkshire. 

He was the younger son of Henry Wickham, esq., who died at Cothingley on the 
8th October 1804 (claiming descent from William of Wykeham), and who had 
been lieutenant-colonel in the foot guards, and afterwards for many years partner 
in the banking house of Messrs. Wickham, Field and Co., of Leeds, and a magis- 
trate of the West riding (by Elizabeth his wife, dau^ter and heiress of the Ber. 
William Lamplugh, M.A., of Cothingley, and vicar of Dewsbury), and nephew 
to the right honourable William Wickham, M.P., who was for some time in office 
as one of the lords of the treasury and as secretary for Ireland during the whig 
administration from 1798 to 1807, and who receiTed the honorary degree of 
D.C.L. at Oxford on the 3rd July 18 10, and died at Brighton on the 22nd Oc- 
tober 1841, aged 79. 

Lamplugh Wickham went to Christ church, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. on 
the 9th March 1791 and M.A. on the 22nd October 1793. He married Sarah 
Elizabeth, eldest daughter of Richard Hird, esq., of Bawdon, and changed bis 
paternal surname for that of Hird. He was for some time Tioar of Keyingham, 
and until his death was ricar of PauU, both in the county of York, and both 
then in the patronage of the archbishop. He was also a prebendary of Yoark, 
and died there on the 3rd December 1842, aged 74, being buried at the chnrch 
of S. Olare, Marygate. After his death his two surriring sons resumed the name 
of Wickham. 

Lamplugh Hird attended the anniTcrsary meetings of 1789 and 1820, and was 
steward for the next year. 

His eldest son is Henry Wickham Wickham, esq., M^. for Bradford. For his son, 
Lamplugh, see Register , anno 1820.

The Bromborough family 
ia now the oldest branch in Cheshire, and is roprwented by a grandaon of this 
•cbolar, Saluebury Kynaslon Mainwaring, of Oateley park, near Ellesmere ; but 
tbe Mainwarings of Whilmore, in Ihe eounty of Stafford, are the oldest branch 
ot tbe family. In the Ticissitudes of families few can be shown more remarkable 
than what hare bappoued in this branch of the Mainwarings. The scholar hero 
entered waa a younger son of a large family, and married upon very amaH 
means. Hit eldest eon died possessed of the rery Trtluable estates in Shrupahiro 

I and Cheshire, which centered in him, besides a considerable fortune jrith hia 

wife; and bis grandson, therefore, ranks among the Tery wealthy. 
In Ormerod'a CkttKire it is recorded that the Hsinwaring family endowed the 
monatl«ry of S, Werburgh in the time of Bicbard T. ; and It ii

I b«ndi of an ancestor of thia scholar in the reign of CTharlcs I. 

David, son of David Latouche, esq., Dublin, Ireland. 

The great-grandfather of this scholar, Daxid Digues de la Toueho (the fourth i 
of a noble Protestant family possessed of considerable estalcjt between Blois i 
Orlean* and in other parts of France), fled to Holland, where a branch of 
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fiunily had been for some time established, at the rerocation of the edict of 
Nantes, and aftemrards embarked with the prince of Orange, and lerred as an 
officer in a regiment of French refugees at the battle of the Boyne^ on the lit 
July 1690. At the conclusion of the war he, with others of his ooontrymen, 
settled in Dublin, and established a bank known ever since for its opnlenoe and 
high character, and carried on by his descendants to the present day. From him 
have sprung the various opulent branches of the Latouche family who hare inter* 
married with some of the noblest families of Ireland. 
* The grandfather of this scholar, Darid Digues la Touche, esq., succeeded bis fikther 
in the bank, and accimiulated what would even now be considered enormous 
wealth, accustomed as we have become to the realization through trade of almost 
fabulous riches within a limited space of time in the cen t ury which bat passed 
since his day. In the record of his death, in the Oenlleman** Magtudme for 
^l^St i^ is stated that he left "an estate to his eldest son of £12,000 a year; to 
his second son, of £7,000 a year ; to his third son, of £5,000 a year; besides an 
equal division of the banking business, which har been computed for sererti 
years past to be between £20,000 and £30,000 annually/' 
The father of this scholar, here described as David Latouche, esq., married in 1762 
Elizabeth, daughter of Dr. Gkorge Marlay, bishop of Dromore. She was first- 
cousin to the great Irish statesman. Henry Grattan, and became the mother of 
six sons, of whom this scholar was the eldest, and five daughters, all of whom 
were married to men of rank and fortune, the eldest having married, when only 
17, the earl of Lanesborough. He was for many years member for hia own 
borough of Newcastle, and other places, in the Irish parliament, and wbs made a 
privy councillor. An engraved portrait of him by Fittler, formerly the property 
of my father (a private plate), may be seen in the school. He died at Dublin in 
June 1805. 
His eldest son, this scholar, of Marlay, in the county of Dublin, became colonel of 
the Carlo w militia, and represented that county for many years in parliaments 
He married on the 24th December 17S9 Lady Cecilia Leeson, elder daughter of 
the first earl of Miltown, by whom he had twelve children. He died in 18 — ^ 
having sold Marlay to his brother, John David, whose eldest son, David Charles 
Latouche, esq., D.L. and J.P., and high sheriff of the county of Wicklow in 
1830, and of the county of the city of Dublin in 1843, is now the owner of that 
estate. 

UpL^ \\. Charles, son of Sir Charles Burton, bart., Dublin, Ireland. 

This scholar, descended from a family settled in Ireland from the beginning of the 
seventeenth century, connected with the ancient corporation of the city of Dublin, 
and sometimes representing the city in parliament, was the only son of the second 
baronet by his wife, Catharine, third daughter of the second baron Desart in the 
Irish peerage. He succeeded his father as third baronet on the death of tbe 
latter in 181 2, having married in 1807 Susanna, daughter of Joshua Paul Mere- 
dith, esq., and died in 184a. Pollacton, in the county of Carlow, is the rendence 
of the familv.

Henry Pearson, after serving the cnracr of Tinsley, near Rotheram, a previously 
neglected parish, where he established schools and did much good, became in 
1810 vicar of Norton, in Derbyshire, of which he was then patron, and where he 
lived thirty-three years.

Ou leaving (he infirmary the trustees, in approbation 
of his conduct and sorvices, presented him with k plain gold medal, with this 
inioription ; " Sequetur nmnla pubcs." lie practised as a surgeon in Mancliester 
far some yean, and was a very frequent attendant at the annual meetings of the 
VOU II.

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old scholars. He pablislied (in 8to, 1796) ObtervaUons on Pregnancy and ike 
dieecues incident to that period. He subsequently took the degree of M.D. at 
the college of physicians, London, retiring from practice in Manchester in 18 12. 
Ho died at Torquay in 1 843, s.p. 
For his father, who served the office of churchwarden of Manchester from 1769 to 
177 1, see Regietery vol. i. p. 57. 

i»muMry 11 Thoiuas^ son of Joshua Lingard^ tradesman^ Manchester^ Lane. 

The father was partner in a firm of the name as a merchant and manufacturer. 
The son became agent to the Mersey and Irwell Navigation company (Old Quay 
company), which office he held for nearly thirty years. He married Miss 
Atherton, of Preston, by whom he had five sons and two daughters, dying in 
Manchester in the 70th year of his age. His eldest son was the late Ber. Joshua 
Lingard, M.A., the first and highly-respected incumbent of S. G-eorge's chuidi, 
Hulme, Manchester, who was educated at Macclesfield school under Dr. Davies. 
He was a man of genial disposition, and possessed of much ready vrit, and, what 
is more worthy of record, a hard-working parish priest, and one of the earliest 
to see the necessity of bringing back the services of the church to a stricter con- 
formity with the church's laws. Joshua Lingard died in 1842, aged 44 years. 
[The namp of Joshua Lingard calls old times back to memory. I remember him 
a very young man, then a frequent writer in Aston's Exchange Herald^ the 
Manchester Iris, and other local papers, fired with "the strong contagion" 
of authorship and apparently destined to accomplish a literary career. Well do 
I recollect his showing me a tragedy of his composition, in his own peculiarly 
neat autograph, for he was neat in everything, written after the standard types 
of the day, never acted nor printed, but which that cynical critic, William Oif- 
ford, had condescended to peruse and correct. Entering afterwards into orders, 
though he took at all times great interest in the controversies of that period, 
reUgious and political, and became distinguished as a supporter of higli church 
views, I am not aware that he published anything of length or importance. He 
was not even one of the thirty-nine divines who each furnished a single sermoxr 
to be collected into a fragrant theological bouquet by the Kevs. Gteorge Dugard 
and Alexander Watson in 1 840. This however is not surprising, if what I have 
heard be correct — that he never failed, after preaching a sermon, to commit it 
to the flames immediately on his retiim home, 

" Scripta tardipedi Deo daturus 
Infelicibus ustulanda lignis." 
Joshua Lingard b now principally remembered by his surviving contemporaries 
as one whose lively and playful wit rendered him a most agreeable companion, 
and as the life and spirit of that truly respectable society the Manchester Clerical 
book club, which is still continued, I am happy to record, with undiminished 
vigour. C] 
After the death of Joshua Lingard a small manual of devotion, which he had pre- 
pared, was published by Messrs. Simms and Dinham, Bfanchester, 1843, ^^^

of Cloghana, in tho eountj of Majo. He camnumded a compan; of the Sjth 
rFgimeDt in the Walcheren eipedition iu 1 S09, and is said (o hare distinguished 
himself in a " forlorn hope." He suSbred so aevercl; from the Walcheren fercr 
that ho was obliged (o Icbtb the armj ; and rotiiing to Lutwjche hall, near 
Wenloek, in the eaiuitj of Salop, whieh he Inherited trom hla father (who died 
OD the 5th June 1806, aged 6B), he deyoted bioiBclf to agricultural purauita and 
field sporla, and was for a time " on tho turf," the owner of a large racing stud. 

^t the general election in iSii ho oontested the borough of SlalTord, on the tor; 
iolereet, against the great Sheriilan, and was euccet^ful; but tbia borough haa 
long enjoyed the unenTiiiblo cotoriety of being open to other infloences than 
those of party politics. On a aubseqaent occasion he unsuooeufully contested 
the borough of Bridgnorth ; and aoroe yeara later (in 1B16) was again rotDmcd 
lor Bldflbrd. defeating Mr. (afterwards Sir) John Campbell, who became her 
ttuyesly's attorney -general, and stibsequently (as h>rd Campbell) lord ehief- 
juitice of England and lord high-chanecllor. As member for this borough, ha 
exerted himself iu the House of eommoas on its behalf. The burgessea of Staf- 
ford baTS long been mainly engaged iu tho leather trade, both as curnen and as 
shoeroaken. The tai on leather, Snt iinpoaed in 1709 at lid. per lb., had been 
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railed to ^d, per lb. in the last session of the parliament dissolTed in 1812 bj ^^ 
majority of only eight, the numbers being 86 for and 78 against. On the i8tl^a> 
May 1 8 1 3 Mr. Benson obtained leave to bring in a bill to repeal the additional- 
duty, the numbers being 104 on each side, and the speaker voting with the ayes ^ 
but on the motion for a second reading the bill was lost by 120 to 125. Thre^* 
years afterwards Mr. Benson supported both by speech and vote lord Altboip'v 
motion to repeal the leather tax; but the goyemment, as an amendment, carried^ 
a committee of enquiry. Two years later Mr. Benson again, by speech and Yote^ 
supported lord Althorp, when he obtained leaTC, by a minority of ten, to bring- 
in the bill (the numbers being 94 for and 84 against), but this bill was lost on 
the second reading by 130 to 136. The tax was in 1822 reduced to its original 
rate, and in 1830 repealed in toto. An intimate friend of Canning, he gave 
that distinguished statesman his best support in the elections for Liyerpool, and 
during that brief ministry of which Canning was the head. In 1829 Mr. Benson 
spoke at some length in the House of commons in favour of the Roman Catbolio 
relief bill. After the passing of the reform bill he retired into prirate life, and 
died at Lutwyche hall on the 23rd October 1845. He and his wife are buried at 
8. James's church, Toxteth park, Liverpool, in the same vault in which his &tlier 
is buried. He was present at the anniversary festival of 181 3, and in the follow- 
ing year was the senior steward. 

He left two sons, of whom the elder, Moses George Benson, esq., J.P. and D.L., 
now lives at Lutwyche hall ; and the younger, the Rev. Ralph Lewin Benaon, 
M.A., rector of East hope, near Wenlock, died in 1849. 

There is the following notice of this scholar and his fitther in an amnmng little 
book, full of anecdotes, entitled Literpool a Jetc fftan Wnee, hff am old Siager^ 
1S53 (}>. 37) [vis. the Rev. James Aspinall, MJL., rector of Althorpe, in the 
countv of Lincoln, and fomieriy incumbent of S. Luke's church, LiverpooL J!2.] : 
" A little higher up than colonel Bolton^s, but on the same side of Duke street, 
sloo<l the noble palace-man«ion of Moees Benson, one of the mierchant princes of 
the old time«k with its gardens and pleasure grounds, bounded on one side by 
ConiwalUs street, and on the other by Kent street, and extending bai^wards to 
S« James's street.

He took holy orders, being ordained to the 
curacy of Fewston, near Otiey, and after holding several curacies, suocessively, in 
the county of York, retired to Studley, near Bipon, in the year 18x8, where he 
died unmarried, in 182 1, at the age of 56, leaving behind him the character of an 
able and good clergyman. 

July 5 Charles Wolfe, son of the Rev. Anthony Fountain Eyre, Bambro', 

Yorkshire. 

The father of this scholar, (of an ancient family long connected with the counties 
of Nottingham and York) was A.M. of S. Catharine hall, Cambridge, 1773, and 
married, for his first wife, Susanna, youngest daughter of the Bev. Dr. Kenrick 
Frescott, master of that hall, and died on the 14th February 1794, aged 48, it 
Barmbrough, near Doncaster, of which parish he had been curate twenty-three 
years. He was buried at Doncaster, being at his death canon residentiary of 
York, vicar of Pocklington and Kildwick Percy. 

His only son by his first wife, the scholar here entered, bom on the 5th January, 
and baptised on the 14th February 1772, was admitted to the same hall, and 
graduated A.B. 1794, and A.M. 1799. He was instituted to the vicarage of 
Pocklington, in the county of York, on the 27th March 1796, of which parish his 
father had been vicar from 1776 to 1794, their patron being Dr. Fountain, dean 
of York, a near relative. He held also the rectory of Hooton Boberts, near 
Doncaster, to which he was presented by earl Fitzwilliam, for the long period of 
sixty-three years, where he died on the 6th August i860, in the 89th year of his 
age, and where he is buried.

If the psgun inicription ia accurate, and in commendation comes short of the 

Imth, Samuel Thorpe waa a youth of whom his aluia mater may bo proud. 
Hia aldeat brother, John Thomas Tliarpe, who succeeded to their father's bulinew, 
waa for many jears eoDDccted with the Loudou corpo-ration. Heserrcd the oOice 
of shcrifi' of tondon and Middlesex in ■S15, waa elecied oldermati of the ward of 
AldRstain 1817, and lord mayor iu iSio. In 1S1B. he was elected one of the 
represeatatiTee of the city of Laadoii in parliament, after a evtcu days' poll, de- 
feating sir William Curtis, barf., hut he lost his seut at the general election of 
iSio, when the toriea succeeded in gaining three of the four seats. 
PUj waa high some ttfly years ago, and the alderman is, probably, far from being 
the only man said to have snt at cards from Satnrdaj night to Monday morning '■

TlieGuher ofthbscholiirwn^theyoungf^t brotberofLlovd, first lord Eenyon, chief 
Jiuticc of England, and married Mary, daughter and heircas of Edward Lloyd, esq., 
of Penyllan, connty of Denbigh, and left &ic eons and two datighten, of whom 
this scholar, Edward Lloyd Eonyoa, was the eldest, and bom in 1771. 

Upon succeoding to bis matemnJ estate of Penyllan, ha assumed the surname of 
Lloyd. He was a gentleman eommoner of Christ church, Oxford. Ho married 
Almabella, eldest daughter end coheiress of the Rev. Philip Fulestou, D.D., (for 
tb« ancient family of Pulevton mc Burke's Baronelagt) by Anoabella. his wife, 
eldest daughter and OFentually heiress of Bichard 'Williams, esq., of Fenbedw, 
member of parliament for the Flint boroughs, youngest brother of sir Watkin 
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Williams Wynn, bart. Mr. Lloyd, on his wife's succeeding to the estates 9^ 
h6r maternal uncle, Watkin Williams, esq., lord-lieutenant of Merionethshire 
and Denbighshire, member of parliament successively for Montgomeryshire an& 
the Flint boroughs, assumed the name of Williams. He died without issue, and. 
his wife, who was bom on the 5th April 1777, was remarried to major-general 
Molyneux, K.H. and C.B., who also took the name of Williams. She died in 
April 1862, and general Molyneux Williams is still liying. 

October 4- Peter and Thomas^ SODS ofBichard Cou plan d, gciit^ Oroiskirk^ Laoc. 

The family of Coupland appears to have been connect^ with Ormsldrk from the 
earlier part of the eighteenth century. A slab in the chancel of the parish church 
bears the name of Peter Coupland, who died on the 7 th January 1767, aged 66. 
This would, probably, be the grandfather of these scholars. An altar tomb on 
the north side of the yestry, bears the names of their father and mother, of whom 
the former died on the 4th May 1791, aged 59, and the latter on the i6th June 
1777, aged 41. 

Of the two brothers, Peter, baptised on the i6th August 1772, was elected on the 
1 6th December 1790, a scholar of Christ's college, Cambridge, where he graduated 
A.B. 1795, and A.M. 1798. He did not take holy orders till 18x3, when he wis 
ordained to the curacy of Northenden, in Cheshire, and died at Manchester in 
1 8 15. His fourth son, Thomas Jackson Coupland, was admitted to the school 
in the year last mentioned. 

Thomas Coupland was a member of Trinity haU, Cambridge, graduating LL.6. in 
1797. He was originally intended for the medical profession, but preferred 
taking holy orders. He died at Lisbon in 1 809, haying gone abroad on account 
of his health. 

A sister of these scholars married the late well-remembered physician, for so many 
years resident in Manchester, Samuel Argent Bardslcy, M.D. 

October 7. Thomas Brooke, son of Thomas Hardy, farmer, Chelford, Cheshire.

ON the 2nd of October in this year (1782) the first annlTersary 
dinner of the old scholars was held. The records of these meet- 
ings have been regularly kept in a book which has been carefullj 
preserved, and has now become one of much interest; each schohir 
mserting his name on the occasion of his being present. 

From an entry at the beginning of this book, it appears that a meeting 
of gentlemen educated at the school was called on the 24th September 
in the year preceding, sir Thomas Egerton, bart., being in the chair, and 
thirty-two gentlemen present, when the following resolutions were 
agreed upon : 
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" That there be an anuual meeting of such gentlemen as have been 
scholars of the free school, on some day near the feast of S. 
Michael, of which previous notice shall be given by the stewards 
of the meeting in the Manchester, Liverpool, and Chester papers 
one month beifore the said meeting. 
" That there be two stewards elected annually. 
" That there be an holiday for the whole day for the schoolboys on 

the anniversary. 
" That such members as may attend insert their names in this book. 
" That the masters sit on the right hand of each steward. 
" That sir Thomas Egerton and Mr. Egerton of Tatton, be stewards 
for the year ensuing." 
At the first meetmg sixty-two gentlemen assembled, when it was 
ordered that there be three collar toasts : 
" Success to the meeting. 
" Success to the school. 

" Success to the town and trade of Manchester." 
At the next meeting, when fifty -nine old scholars were present, the 
following were added: 
" Church and king. 
" Masters and scholars. 
" The immortal memory of Hugh Oldham." 
In 1784, the stewards bemg Thomas Stanley, esq., member of parlia- 
ment for the county, and Mr. Thomas Battersbee (then upwards of 80 
years of age), the guests again numbered fifty-nine ; and it was ordered 
that no person shall hereafter be appointed steward who has not at any 
time attended the meeting ; and that Richard Pepper Arden, esq., his 
majesty's late solicitor-general, be appointed recorder of the meeting. 

In 1785, the stewards were R. P. Arden, esq., his majesty's attorney- 
general, and chief-justice of the county palatine of Chester, and Samuel 
Clowes, esq., of Broughton hall. On this occasion there was a larger 
attendance of former scholars than in any other year, sixty-seven 
gentlemen being assembled, attracted by the rising fame of their former 
schoolfellow. On this occasion it was resolved : 

'*That there be elected annually a lady patroness to the meeting:" 
and Miss Egerton of Heaton, was nominated to that office for the 
ensuing year. Henceforward no meeting was held unsanctioned by 
the name and approval of some belle selected from one of the leading 
families of Manchester or the neighbourhood. 

In subsequent years we find other toasts added, marking some of the 
favourite pursuits of the country gentlemen, as " Archery " and " Fox 
hunting," or called forth by the political events of the day. Thus in 
1793, " The duke of York, and success to the British arms," and during 
the war time these were for many years standing toasts, " The wooden 
walls of England," and " Confusion to her enemies," with three times

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three cheers firom patriotic throats. In the years 1802-^, "Prosperity^ 
to the school meeting in London" was drank, and from no similar record 
again appearing, it may be conjectured that the London meeting wa» 
probably discontinued on the death of Mr. Lawson in 1807. 

Li 182 1, a time of great political agitation, when Peterloo was fresh 
in the memory, the old scholars took a decided part on the side of law 
and order, for they added to the list of toasts, then twenty-six in number, 
the three following: "The magistrates of Manchester;" "The Cheshire 
legion;" and " The Manchester and Salford yeomanry cavalry." 

With these exceptions, the same toasts are recorded 'for many jean, 
seldom less than twenty-five, and conviWality seems to have cnlnunated 
in* the year 1843, under the presidency of the Eev. G. B. Sandford, 
M.A., and Thomas Seddon Scholes, esq., when thirty-five gentlemen 
drank thirty -five toasts ! 

During the years which passed between 1782 and 1790, the average 
attendance at the meetings exceeded fifty: but afterwards, as death 
began to thin the ranks of ]Mr. Lawson's earlier pupils, the number 
of scholars present gradually decreased, and in the year 1807 only eleven 
attended. The feeling of attachment to the scdooI and its masters 
must have been strong indeed, which could bring men down from Lon- 
don and other distant places, not once merely, but year after year, 
thankful for a rapid journey of eight miles an hour in some well- 
appointed stage-coach, to spend a few pleasant hours amid old familiar 
faces, and to recall schoolboy days. 

*' O qui compleius I et gaudia quanta fuenrnt ! 
Nil ego contulerim jucundo sanus amico !" 

It is interesting to notice how often the same names follow each 
other in succession, with little change of position at the festive board, 
as they are signed in the pages of the anniversary dinner book. 

During the high mastership of Dr. Smith and his sucoessors, these 
meetings were well attended by their former pupils ; some few of Mr. 
LawBon's scholars continuing to appear from time to time, drawn thither 
frequently by the interest imparted to some special anniversary, when 
a schoolfellow of thirty or forty years ago happened to be in office as 
one of the stewards. After ilr. Grermon's retirement in 1859, the 
attendance fell off"; and since the year i364, from one cause op other, 
no anniversary has been held, and it now seems doubtful whether there 
wiD be any revival of these festive meetings.

Thomas Falooner, the odIj child of William Falconer, esq., M.D., F.S.S^ who 
died at Bath, on the 31st August 1824, in his Sist year, and his wife, Hienrietta, 
daughter of Thomas Edmunds, esq., of Worshorough hall, Yorkshire, was bom 
on the 24th December 177 1, in Duke street, in the parish of S. Jamea^ Bath, 
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and receJTHl tho middle porlioa of bit earl; classical educatiou at Manclieater 
wbool, undpr the rtuv of Mr. Lawgon, of whoae kindnesa Bod atlenlion ho eier 
cipresiwd hJB jrati-ful remcmbraii™. He hid preyiomlj been, u > little hoj, at 
Bath gramnuu' ■cbool, and, ahvi pBsstng Eome jean at Manchester, viut remoi-ed 
to thi' King's school, Cheijl«r, of which the Set, Tbomoa Bancrolt waa then 
master, (for whom lee Segitter, tol. i. pp. ioj-6), and where hia aucle, Thoniaa 
Faloooer, esq., barrUter-nt-lan, and auaotator of tbe Oilbrd edition of Slrabo, 
then resided. Of his uncle, who died at Cbesler on the 4tb September 1791, 
a^ed j6, and waa buried a(. 8. John's church, it it recorded in a monumeatal 
ioaertptiou on [be Mutb aisle of tho cbunecl : 

"Tir fuit literarum elogantiii et morum comitate egregift omatua, 
Meniorii prwditus y'vt credibili, et industriS 
QuK nee lubori ncc agritudiui diutenic BUDCubiiit. 
Maxima lutem laiu est 
Quod boBwolentiA, Yil» inlegritate. et crg» Doum pietate 
Nemini fuit impar." 
Wbrn a little pnat the aiiteeentb jear of hit age, Thomas Falconer waa elected, 
on the I Bill January 17S8, a icholar of Corpus Chriiti coUcgi', Oiford, where 
he graduated B.A. on the 1 jtb Naremher 1791, and IiI.A, on the iind Jtuiuar; 
(795, succreding to a fello*Bhip on the 7th Novi^mber 1794. The following 
eatimate of liis cbar»ct<?T and rfeurai of his sobseqiient eoreer is eitracled 
from some \erj interesting notices of members of tbia distltiguishcd fimilj, 
dnwn Dp by the second son of this scholar, Tbomaa Falconer, eaq,, a judge of 
the eoonty courts, of which a few copies only were prirately printed : " As a 
child he iras remarkable for his studious and attentive habits, for his great kind- 
ness and humanity, for great chei-rfulneia of temper, and for bia alrict and nu- 
deriating n-gard for truth — eieollenciBs which he retained and exhibited to the 
loat mamvDt of his hfd. In 1797 he publisbed a trtknelation, with many excellent 
BOtn, of the Piriplm of Banao, After taking hia M.A. degree be visited Edin- 
burgh, and remuned there for two sc'ssions, during that time very regobtrly 
attending many of the medical claeses. He had already taken holy orders. At 
Edinbnrgh he became known to many of the most distinguished prosbylerian 
diTiDes ; and, though never hesitating to cxprcsa hii preference to that form of 
church government » ith which be was conceeted. was treated by them with 
grekl favour and attention, Mr. Dakell, the professor of Greek, wna struck 
with his great acquirements as a scholar, and honourably mentioned liim in one 
of the works he waa engaged in preparing for the press and afterwards published. 
On his return to England, ho occupied himself in editing the Oiford edition of 
Straho, the notes of which had been prepared for the presa by hi« uncle, Mr. 
Thomu Falconer. This work he finished after overcoming many obstncle^. It 
large folio vohunes, and his shore in it has always been spoken of 
with general approval. On some occiuions be was chosen ae one of the select 
1 in the nnirenity of Oxford, and published the aermona he delifered. 
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In 1810 he filled the most honourable office that the unirersitj can bestow 
upon a diyine, viz., that of Bampton lecturer ; and his appointment was com* 
municated to him by the president of Corpus Christi college, ' as haring been 
made with an unanimity that he should nerer forget.' In compliance with the 
regulations attached to this office his lectures were published. They were soch 
as were worthy to be heard by a learned audience, and investigated sereral ques- 
tions of extreme importance in relation to the evidences of Christianity. He 
afterwards published several minor works, among whic^ the most remarkable 
was, A Defence of JSusebius^ BUhop of Ccesarea^ from a charge of mutilating 
certain copies of the Scriptures that he had been directed to prepare. In 1S23, 
yielding to a desire to practice medicine, which he had long studied, and the 
knowledge of which he had assiduously cultivated under the experience and 
direction of his learned father, he took the degrees of B. and D.M. on the 6th 
July 1822. He soon afterwards commenced to prepare for the press a transit* 
tion of Strabo, which he finished, and was engaged to print it at the time of his 
decease. The only parish duty he performed was during the short time he held 
the office of curate of S. James's church, Bath. He never received any ecclesi- 
astical preferment. Dr. Fisher, bishop of Salisbury, offered to him the vicarage 
of West Anstey, in Dorsetshire, which he declined to accept. Upon all oocasioni 
he was very willing to assist, and did frequently assist, in the performanoe of 
divine service, though he preached but seldom. His writings were those of a 
gentleman and scholar — correct, precise, and forcible. No man Uved who had a 
stronger sense of justice, or who felt more indignant at the violation of truth or 
morality. On such occasions alone, when justice or morality were attacked, was 
the gentleness of his character disturbed. He remembered no injuries, and was 
forgiving and kind. By his family he was deeply and affectionately beloved, and 
by his friends he was esteemed and admired. His great learning and extensive 
acquirements made his company at all times acceptable. He was no bigot, and 
being liimself tolerant and kind, he neither relished nor sanctioned fiinaticism or 
controversial disputes, believing that changes of opinion could only be effected by 
persuasion, and in a quiet reflecting privacy. Towards the ministers of all sects 
he bore himself in a charitable and Christian-like spirit, fecliug that he and they 
were labourers in the same vineyard, and that He alone Who shall come to 
judge all can make a just judgment. He was, said the editor of the Bath and 
Cheltenham Gazette, unremitting in imparting gratuitous medical advice to 
afflicted persons, and his private bounties were as unostentatious as thej were 
liberal." 

He married Frances, heiress of Robert Raitt, esq., lieutenant*oolonel, and formerly 
major of the 2nd or queen's regiment of foot, who died at Bath on the 14th July 
1 84 1, aged 70, by whom he had six sons and five daughters. He and his 
wife, with four of their children are buried at Weston, where also rest the bodiss 
of his father and mother, and where there is a tombstone, with inscription, to 
their memories. 

Dr. Thomas Falconer was at college and through life a friend of my father, and 
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■ant hia eldest aon, William, noir rector of Busbej, near Watford, HoriB, (for 
whbm •(« £effitler. anno iSij), to be cduoalod at tho Bchool, rosiding under 
my fatber'a roof. Hia second aon, ThomHs Fidcoaer, esq,, of LiDfoln's inn, bar- 
riBtrr-st-law. was, in 1S50, one of tlic orbitratora to determine the bounduy 
botweoQ the provboes of Canada ond Ha iv Brunawlok ] gaicttod in 1851 aolooial 
aecrfltiU7 of Weatem Australia, and appointed at the eod of the aame jear judge 
of the county courts of the oouutiee Glamorgan and Brecknoek. Hia jouugeat 
ami aloUG baa udopted the mi'dical profeaaioo. Bundle WUbrabnm Falconer, piq., 
JI.D., fellow or Ihv Roys! ixiUege of phyiii'iBns, phj«ieiau to the Bath general 
hoapital, and also to the united lioapital at Bath, a magiatratc and tirico mayor 
of that city. Dr. Tboiniu Fakviticr's eldest daughter marrit<d John Arthur 
Boebock, ca<j., Q.C., nod for manr years past M.P. for Shollield. 

Xike his fether, Dr. Thomas Falconer was a colnmiaoiu writer, his publications, in 
number tirenty -three, b«iDg chictly of a cloasicsl and theolo^csl character, whilst 
those which issued from hia father's pen arc. with aome few eiceptiona, oa medi- 
Ml BubjeiJla, and amount to no Inw than forty-fiye.

In the Manchester and Salford Directory of 1797, the firm of BorroDs and Famng- 
ton occurs, merchants and manufacturers, in Market street lane ; and the ofBoe 
of boroughreeye was twice held bj members of the Borron family in prerioos 
years. The father of this scholar was one of the churchwardens of Manchester 
in 1769; and his uncle, who was a clergyman but without oiire, resided in War 
rington. 

John Arthur Borron, the scholar here entered, was twice married ; and during the 
life of his first wife, Mary, daughter of Archibald GMdes, esq., of Leith, who 
died at Liverpool on the 25th April 1834, he resided at Woolden hall, near War* 
rington, and was extensively engaged as a manufacturer of glass bottles in War- 
rington, occupying at the same time a leading position among the gentlemen of 
the town and neighbourhood, as colonel of the Warrington local militia, and an 
active magistrate. He was also an early cultivator of Chat moss. His business 
speculations were, I believe, not successful. When past middle age, he married, 
secondly. Miss Elizabeth Willesford de Windt Mills, daughter of William 
Maynard Mills, esq., and sister to the wife of his son Arthur (for whom see 
Register f anno 1823) ; when they all emigrated to the United States. After 
continuing there many years, Mr. Borron returned with his wife to England, 
and died at Shrewsbury in July, 1849. After his death, his .widow and her 
only daughter went back to America, where his son Arthur is still living. 

Mr. Borron, who filled the chair as steward of the anniversary dinner in 1826, with 
Mr. J. C. Harter as his colleague, is remembered as an amateur artist, and as an 
accomplished man whose judgment was much deferred to in matters of taste, 
with a figure and presence which fitted him for any situation. 

In the Oentleman^s Magazine of 1 804, it is recorded, that the gold medal of the 
society of Arts, Manufactures and Conmierce was awarded to J. Borron, esq., of 
Warrington, for planting 600,000 osiers.

In the Manchester and Salford DireHortf of 1797, we find Joseph Ablett (of the 
firm of Abletto and Jesse), residing in Piccadillj, and Joseph Ablett, jnnr., at 27, 
Mosley street. In 1803, Joseph Ablett, senr., was one of the chnrchwardens of 
Manchester. 

This scholar sabseqnently porchased and resided at Llanbedr hall, near Bothin, and 
was a magistrate of the county of Denbigh, serving the office of high sheriff in 
1809. He married Anne, eldest daughter of Mr. William Burj, of Swinton. 
His grandmother was widow of Josiah Fairfax Jesse, gent., Manchester, and the 
Llanbedr hall estate was afterwards owned bj John Jesse, esq., F.B.S., high sheriff 
of the county in i S56, and who died September 1 863. In 1 826 Mr. Joseph Ablett 
contested the representation of the Denbigh district in parliament, on the whig 
interest, with Mr. F. R. West, of Butbin castle, when a double return was made ; 
273 rotes being recorded for each candidate. The seat was assigned to Mr. West. 

He printed, in 1837, in post 8to, for private circulation, lAterary Honrt^ by vari- 
ous firiends, to which is prefixed his portrait, a rough sketch in profile. He was 
nominated one of the stewards for the annirersary meeting of the old scholars 
in 1827, but was not present, his place being supplied by the Ber. H. C. Bout- 
flower, A.M. 

There is a monument in Llanbedr church, bearing this inscription ; " At the north* 
east end in the old churchyard lie entombed the remains of Joseph Ablett, esq., 
of Llanbedr hall, Dyffryn Clwyd, a pious and just man, of coltirated manners 
and refined taste, and great benerolence. He went about doing good, offering 
consolation to the weary, and reliering the sufferings of his fellow men. To 
want and misery his purse was always open, and he erer strore to keep secret hia 
acts of mercy. He died 9 Jany. 1 848, aged 75 years. Ann, his wife, died 23 
March 1 854, aged 80." He died s.p. 

He gave a large portion of land as a site for the North Wales asylum at Denbigh ; 
and the alms-houses, which he built at Butbin for the use of poor people in the 
neighbourhood, testify to the truthfulness of the preceding inscription, and will 
be an enduring memorial of his worth, when the monumental record has been 
long effaced by time.

Henry Case, brother to George Case (see toI. i. pp. 88-232), and to Thomas Gkse 
(see p. 103 ante), graduated BA. of Brasenose college, Oxford, 5th June 1795. 

During the greater part of his life he resided at Shenstone moss, near Lichfield, where 
he died on the loth October 1824. He was twice married, his first wife being a 
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Miss Corbett. By his second wife, who was a coheiress, Elixa, daughter of Ban- 
die Ford, esq., and sister to the wife of the hite William Hulton, esq., of Hulton 
park, he had four sons, of whom two died young, and fire daughters, a remark- 
ably handsome family. His eldest son, Thomas, married abroad. The younger, 
Charles, is an officer in the East Indian service. Of the daughters, the eldest, 
Eliza Maria, married major Wyndham of the Scotch Greys, now lieutenant- 
colonel, and holding an appointment in the Tower of London. Sophy, the 
second, married George Beauchamp Cole, esq., grandson of the twelfth carl of 
Derby. The youngest daughter, Arabella Louisa, became countess of Charleville, 
and died in 1857, and her son, a minor, is the present peer. The third daughter 
died abroad unmarried, and the fourth, Emily, is living unmarried. His widow, 
Eliza, died at Leamington on the 26th September 1866, aged 78, and was buried 

at Shenstone.

This scholar, born 5th October 177 1, the only son of Daniel Vawdrey, esq., by his 
first wife, Mary, daughter of William Seaman, esq., of Middlewich, was articled, 
on leaving school, to Mr. William Fox, solicitor, of Manchester (for whom see 
Register, vol. i. pp. 89, 90), but succeeding to an independent fortune on the 
death of his father and maternal grandfather, did not complete his articles. 

He married on the 7th February 1804, Anne, daughter of Benjamin Wyatt, esq., 
of Lime Grove, county of Caernarvon, and for many years lived at Plasgwynant, 
near Beddgelert, an estate which he purchased in that county, and where he 
died on the 17 th January 1844, aged 73. 

His tastes and occupation lay chiefly in farming and planting. In his earlier days 
he took a leading part, as a member of the Caernarvonshire Agricultural society, 
in promoting the making of roads, planting trees, and reclaimiDg land in that 
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countj, in which he was himself a saoceA^nl competitor. He wms buried at 
' Middlewich, where there are monuments to his lather and mother (the latter 
lived to the age of 93, dying on the 20th 3£areh iSs4), and to his half brothen, 
Peter and Richard^ and to his half si«ler. Sarah Darrell, all of whom died un- 
married. He owned also a large estate in the parish of ^fiddlewich, put of 
which he sold, and purx'hosed, from the late lord Kenjon, Toshin^iam ball, near 
AVhitchurch, Siiop, now the residence of his third son, Beajamin LieweUrn 
Vawdrer, esq., formerlr, for manj Tear<, a solicitor at Middlewich. He left 
three sous, of whom the elie*:, Daniel Tawdrer. M^. late fellow of Bnae- 
nose college, Oxford, is now rector of North Dariej, near Matlock, baring ex- 
changed for it the reelorr of Stepcer. one of the benefices in the gifi of the 
college. His seov.>nd !H>n, Williain Seanxan Tawdrvr, A.3I., is Ticar of Pannall, 
near Harrogaite, and patron ot the same. » 

His youngest son, before referred to, sends me the following note on the pedigree 
as it is giyen in Burkt'** Z^dd^d G^a:r^ : — ~ You will find in Burke's History 
oftk4f Lauded Gentry, p. 14-2. ed. 1S46. a correct account of the family, except

FrodsbamUodsDn, eldcrsoDotthoIUT. a.Hodson, M.A. (who woa only aOD of tba 
Ber. George Hodson, rector of Thuratoston, in Cheshire, who married Eliiabctb, 
aldnt daughter and coheir of Thomas Frodsliam, e«]., of Elton, in the parish of 
Thomton-in-t he-Moors, in the same county), and bis wife, Eliubelb, onlj 
daugbler and heiress of tbe Ber. R. Xightingnle, of AUington, Lancashire, waa 
bom on the 7th June 1770, and baptized at S. Thomas's church, Liverpool. Ha 
waa Dominalixl to a school etliibition in 1787, and proceeded to BnsenOM col- 
lege, Oiford, where lie graduated B A. on the i4tb January 1791, succeeding to 
one of Hulmc'i eihibitions in May of tbe same year. In the following jeor 
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he gained the chancellor's prize for English prose, the subject being '* the influ- 
ence of education and gOTcrnment on national character." Haying been elected 
fellow of the college, he proceeded M.A. on the loth October 1793, and wis 
soon employed in the tuition of its junior members, was selected to discharge the 
important office of a public examiner in the years 1 803-4, and reappointed for the 
years 1 808-9-10. The earliest public examinations at O^tford were in 1802; 
and of the first examiners and colleagues of Frodsham Hodson, one alone still 
surrives, the venerable bishop of Exeter. Early in the year 1808 he was pre- 
sented by the college to the rectory of S. Mary, Stratford, Bow, on the death of 
Samuel Henshall, M.A. (for whom see pp. 29-31 ante), and married at Cambe^ 
well, on the 30th June, Anne, eldest daughter of John Dawson, esq., of Moesley 
hill, near Liverpool. 
On the resignation of the principalship of the college by Dr. W. Cleaver, then bishop 
of S. Asaph, Frodsham Hodson was elected in his place in 1809 (thereby vacating 
his London benefice), whereupon he took the degree of D.D. on the 30th October, 
having proceeded B.D. on the 23rd March in the preceding year, and during thir- 
teen years presided over that ancient and illustrious society with great ability, 
courtesy and success. The class lists of the university, during the years in 
which he filled the offices of tutor and principal of Brasenose, show that more 
than a fair share of public honours fell to the lot of the students of that college. 
These were indeed the palmy days of Brasenose. In the year 1 809, at the Easter 
examination, the first class in Literis Humaniorihua was monopolized by Brase- 
nose men ; in the corresponding term of the next year, out of forty-seven suc- 
cessful candidates for honours, no less than twelve were students from the old 
favourite Lancashire college, and in subsequent years a similar result may be 
traced at the public examinations. Not one year can be found during his Oxford 
life in which the college did not gain high distinction in the classical schools. 
In 1 8 1 8 he served the office of vice-chancellor ; and, on all occasions, took a lead- 
ing part in matters connected with the welfare of Oxford. Hitherto his fame 
had been chiefly confined to that limited sphere ; but he now began to attract 
notice in the highest quarters. In 1820 he was appointed by the prime minis- 
ter, lord Liverpool, as successor to Dr. Van Mildert (then consecrated bishop 
of Llandafi^, in the regius professorship of divinity, which carries along with it 
a canonry at Christ church, and the rectory of Ewelme, in Oxfordshire. By 
this promotion he attained to the highest position tenable in the university; 
his fame was spreading far beyond the limits of England's greatest school of 
learning; in classical and theological attainments alike he was r^arded as 
deservedly claiming a place in the first rajik of the best of scholars; and his 
friends had ample reason for their hopes that he would yet be called to higher 
distinction and wider spheres of usefulness. But it was otherwise ordained. He 
died in the prime of life, after a short illness, on the i8th January 1822, aged 
51. He was buried in the antechapel of his college, where he is commemorated 
in the following elegant monumental inscription, written by his former pupil, 
Edward Cardwell, D.D., afterwards principal of S. Alban halL In it there ia an 
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expression which intimates that he was marked out for yet higher promotion, 
and is founded, I beliere, on this fact, that, when a few months after his death 
the archbishopric of Dublin became vacant, lord Liverpool said: "The man 
whom I had destined for this post is dead."

He was succeeded in the headship of the college by another of Mr. Lawson's pupils, 
Dr. A. T. Gilbert, the present bishop of Chichester (for whom see Register anno 
1800), from one of whose letters to my father, written very shortly after Dr. 
Hodson's decease, I have extracted the following very interesting passage : 

*' The death of our much valued friend was so sudden, so striking under all the 
circumstances of his recent preferment, his future hopes, and the birth of a son, 
10 evidently forcfelt and provided for by himself, so unexpected to his friends ; 
producing such a chasm in society, under all the aspects in which he was useful 
to it ; affecting intimately so many individuals, and the public interests in so 
many forms ; abruptly veiling a splendid character, while the general admiration 
was full upon it, and terminating a career so favoured by the wishes, the appro- 
bation, and the kindness of those who were able and willing to have made it, if 
prolonged by the will of Providence, as illustrious as it had always been deserving : 
the death of such a man under such circumstances could not fail to excite the 
attention of all, the regret of the good, the deep and lasting sorrow of his friends 
and family. The letters of lord Liverpool, of lord Ghrenville, of lord Sidmouth, 
of many other noblemen and gentlemen, whose approbation is praise, and of some 
of whom the favour is fortune, were most gratifying ; nor have bia firiends the 
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least occasion for bclieying that his public worth was not at length as truly 
Talued in the highest quarters, as all his qualities were admired by them" 
selTes.*' 

Dr. Hodson published at Oxford, in 1796, a short treatise, pp. 81, 8to., on Th^ 
eternal Filiation of the Son of God asserted on the evidence of the Sacred Scrips 
tures, the consent of the Fathers of the three first centuries^ and the authority 0^ 
the Nicene Council. This had been his probationary exercise as a fellow of Brase- 
nose college, and was published in deference to the wish of the principal, then, 
bishop of Chester. It was a refutation of certain statements in the negative con- 
tained in a work by Mr. Hawtrey, called QidifOpwroSf in other respects highly 
commended by him, and especially as ably vindicating the Divinity of our Lord. 
This treatise has become very scarce. It was, I have been told, afterwards sup- 
pressed. Dr. Hodson's only other literary effort committed to the press is A 
Sermon^ which he printed for private circulation (Oxford university press, fol. 
1804), preached on the 15th January 1804, on the presentation of colours by 
his royal highness prince Frederic William of Gloucester to the first regiment of 
Royal Liverpool volunteers, commanded by colonel Bolton, of which regiment 
he was dhaplain. In after life his command and choice of language, both in 
writing and conversation, is said to have been singularly elegant and appropriate. 

In 1795 he had been elected lecturer, and afterwards became chaplain, of S. 
George's church, Liverpool, the old corporation church. He is mentioned 
in Brooke's Liverpool (see pp. 52 and 53) in terms which leave a strong 
impression that he was not personally popular in his native town, but regarded 
by many persons as haughty in his demeanour, and as courting the favour 
of ** great men." His unpopularity may, in some measure, have been caused 
by his continuing to hold the office of cliaplain at S. George's after his suc- 
ceeding to the principalship of Brasenose, which prevented anything beyond 
an occasional visit to Liverpool, and the vicarious discharge of the duties which 
he had himself, on his election, undertaken to perform. Mr. Aspinall, in a little 
book before referred to (see p. 108) has given the greater part of one chapter to 
a finished portrait of " one of the most remarkable men whom Liverpool has ever 
produced," premising that there "he was neither known, valued, nor appreciated. 
He visited chiefly, when amongst us, with the corporation, and those who met 
him came away with the impression that they had spent their time with a veiy 
agreeable and pleasant person, a jovial companion, with great conversational 
powers, and, for a bookworm, wonderfully at home on every subject started and 
spoken of on every occasion. This was the opinion generally formed of him, this 
and nothing more. Our municipal magnificos, while condescendingly patronising 
and listening to their chaplain, never seemed for a moment to feel that Jupiter 
himself was among them in disguise. But let us change the scene to the univer- 
sity of Oxford Magnificent in his manner and bearing, princely in 

his tastes and habits and notions and ideas, a scholar in every sense of the word, 
thoroughly acquainted with, at home in, every branch of literature, and famiUar 
with all the mysteries and working of the human volume, he was exactly the person 
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to peHbrm A in"^' pirt wherover his lot of life lioii been caal." (p. I2j.) At the 
dose of this interwling memoir, we hares glimpse into tbe priraW life of i grett 
public Hum, BO bright luid charming, that to omit it framtliii brief notice of one of 
the iDOit distinguished »cba1arB of the Bchoal, n-eru to rob hiti eharactv r of its belt 
Md troect fealnrei. " It wm u jiOEiitirc treat to He him, with nil ibe pomp and 
pride of the ouMr world throvn off, ia tlie bosom of his familj. Nerer was 
there so kind and affectionate a husband ; nerer to fond, and tender, and indul- 
gent s father. In his borne, surrouoded b; those whom he la*ed and who loTod 
him, he M«med at onci> la forgot all things beyond, and to leave behind him all 
the aspimtions and longings, pabs and pleasure, sweets and bitters of ambition. 
You had thought him, perbaps, a cold and caleiiloting eompetitor in the race of 
iatrigoing riTals for promotion. You bad watched with pleasuro his splendid 
career at college and in the uaircrsit;. You had admired him aa a schobU', beea 
dauled bj his lilcrarj attainuieuts. or struck hj his tact and bearing as a polished 
and finished eouttier, a obaraclcr on wbieb be kid such stress lliit it was a fre- 
quent saving with him that, ' in bis estiinBiion manner was rrergthUg, ncit to 
nligion.' But it was in the eujojment of his home that Joi were at onec startled 
■nd delighted b; seeiDg him in tbe best and most amiable point of view. Here 
the exquisite nature of tbe man was beheld in all its glory, affectionate, gentle, 
and earnest, with a heart overllowing with eTcrf klndlj feeling and domestic 
firtuc. All selfislmMS was there renonneed. His bsppincss waa in the happiuese 
of those around, and that those moments, stolen from his actire and proud 
career, were the sweetest and moat delicious of hia life it was impossible to 
do<abt." (p. 127.) 

A portrait of Dr. Hodwn, sitting in his academical robes, painled by Phillips, 
hangs on the wall of Ibe hall of Binisenose college. An cngraTiug of tbe same, 
by Fittler, foi., a private plate, and now scarce, may be seen in Muncbealer 
Orammar school. 

Dr. Hodson was steward of the anniversary meeting of old scholars in 1797, with 
Mr. Edward Cbesshyre as his colleague, when there was a large attendance of 
Bnsenose graduates. His name appears also among those present in 1811. 

He left four daughters aud one son. The eldest daughter, Ann Eliza, bom at 
LiTerpooI on the ijth June 1S09, married in iS40 captain Mortimer, and died 
in 1S61. The second, Qeor^sno, bom at Liverpool on Ibe 18th October 1810, 
married on the I7lh Juno 1K18 A. M. 3haw, esq., E.I.O.S., second son of miyor 
general Sbaw.

John Starkey (the eldest son of an honest and successful yeoman, who died t^ 
Whitley on the 30th August 18 10) was appointed to a school exhibition in 1787^ 
and admitted a commoner of Brasenose college, Oxford, on the 23rd May 
that year. He graduated B.A. on the 14th January 1791 (succeeding to one ^ 
Hulme*s exhibitions early in the following year), and M.A on the loth Octobe^c^^ 
1793. [He took holy orders, and married Miss Elizabeth Smith, of Stockton- ^^* 
upon-Tees, a lady with a large fortune, whom he surrired, dying 8.p .at Stocktoicz^Mn 
on the 28th April 1823. Ho was at the time of his death perpetual curate ofc: ^f 
Carlton and Faceby, in Yorkshire. He was a good preacher, and an excellent^^' -t 
reader.

His younger daughter married Mr. Thomas 
Birchall, deputy clerk of the peace, of Preston. 

Richard Rainshaw Rothwell, the scholar here entered, was bom at Sharpies hall, 
on the 27th January, and baptised on the loth February 177 1. On learing 
school he was admitted to Brasenose college, Oxford, but did not take his BA. 
degree till the 22nd April 1799 : ^^^ ^^ ^^^ 3°^^ ^^7 ^ ^^® J®'^ following 
proceeded M.A. 

On the death of his father in 1 801, he succeeded to the yaluable rectory of Sefton, 
near Liverpool, and held the benefice for the long space of sixty-two years, dying 
there on Easter day, 1863, at the age of 92. He is buried in the chanceL 

He was never married, and lived a very recluse kind of life, and, although some- 
what popular with his parishioners, associated but little with any of the neigh- 
bouring gentry. He was reported to be one of the best and most eloquent 
rtaders of the church prayers, and half a century ago people used to flook in 
great numbers, I am told, from the neighbouring towns and villages on a Sunday 
morning, to hear him read the liturgy. He was fond of all manly and athletic 
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ipoits, in which ho greatly excelled, and, had his undergraduate days been three 
quarters of a century later, would probably have carried off more than one prize in 
the annual contest between the junior members of our two uniyersities. He was a 
first-rate swimmer, and after he became an octogenarian used regularly to indulge 
in swimming at Crosby. He was also a boxer, and Crib is said to have been a 
visitor at the rectory. For many summers he mowed half an acre of grass with 
his own hands ; a feat which he accomplished in the summer previous to his 
death. Many years ago his house was broken into by burglars. There was only 
one staircase leading to the upper part of the house, and on the top he had an 
embrasure so contrived as to command the whole flight of stairs, and shoot any 
intruder. Fortunately, he never had occasion to use it ; but an architect, em- 
ployed to value the dilapidations on Mr. Kothwell's death, pronounced its 
construction to be on the most scientific engineering principles ! 
He died a very wealthy man, and lived in the latter part of his life in a most penu- 
rious manner. He was chaplain to the late lord Palmerston.

This scholar (bom July 1775) succeeded his father at Hopton, living a quiet un- 
uneventful life as a country squire. He served as high sheriff of the county of 
Derby in 1822 ; and in 1 824 received from the university of Oxford, the honorary 
degree of D.C.L. He married G^orgiana Anne, daughter of Nicholas Nicholas, 
Esq., of Bowbridge Field, and his only surviving child and heiress, married on 
the 4th March 1828, W. P. Thomhill, esq., late member of parliament for North 
Derbyshire. 

Philip Gell died at Hopton, which is not far from Matlock, on the 25th January 
1842, aged 67. His younger brother was sir William Gell, A.M., F.E.S., F.S.A., . 
the author of well-known works on Grecian antiquities.

CTbis aon of Mr. Thomas Bnrritt, tho MnDchpster antiquary, died youiig, sod Us 
only Rurriving half-stet^tr aullieit her father's D&me. The interesting notice of 
Banitt in Che Maaeheiler Cotleeiat%ea,vo\. i-pp- 140-^8, may be BUpp1ement«d bj 
the foUoving note written in i8]i : "Mr. Astou was Buritt'i eiecutor, whoM 
prinripal wealth consuted in Ids booka, MSS. and curionities, nil of which the old 
man eipressed a wish should be bought by the Che'lluim fBotfeca and be preserred in 
tbo library, but the price flsed by Ihc family wBfl considered Biorbitant, and only 
tome of the MS. pedigrees were purchased by th« feoQees. Barritt wu ilmoit 
lelf iDaghl, but be had hocn, when a boy, at the old Orammar school, and wu 
always a regnlat attendant at the Collegiate church on EuDdays and holidays. 
Hia friends and patrons were colonel Jobo Chadwiok, and Lis hju Charlca Cliad- 
wiek, F.S.A., sir Ashton Lever, Mr. Doming Ramsbothum, Charles White, Rer. 
Joshua Brookes, &c. The last named individual attended his funeral, perforuied 
the hut rites, nod recorded his death iu the Register book with this character, "ha 
was an honest nnd good nian." Barritt considered Dr. Whitater, of Whalley, 
an inilalor of his Qamesakc, the historian of Manchester, and had a higher 
opinion of the latter an an historian, thau he had of the former. He eeUed John 
Whilaker (who was a dark-compleiioned man) "the Manchester Diamond," 
from the clearaeaa of hia stylo and tbo beauty of hii composition. Mr. Aston 
dcwribed Ban-itt as a little, plain -looking man, with a strong proriDcial accent. 
He wore a WelHb wig, with horiiontal curia at the ears, a brown coat without 
a collar, and with large silver buttons. giTeD hiin by colonel Chadwick, yellow 
waistcoat, and leather knee breeches. Mr, Alton had in his posscssioD a small 
portrait of him, under which was inscribed, "magnum et venerabile uomen." 
His monuiDent is to be found, not in UanchesCer, but in Trinity aisle within 
Malteayn Ridware church, StaJTordshirD, which be filled with elGgies and sculp- 
tures. Ue was a mau of little real taste, and his eyes, as Dr. Whitakcr said 
of Dodsworth, seldom looked beyond a charter or a painted window ; but ho 
wu still au antiquary when the study of antiquities was not Tery fastiionable, 
and during more than half a century was employed in tricking armorial bear- 
ings, deiigiiing cipben for plate, ornamenting concert tickets, copying ancient 
deeds, as br as he was ablo to deoipher them, cutting figures in stone and 
alabaster, »kotcluDg old bouses, without knowing the art of perspeetiie, writing 
■logK'^l Teraes, and colteoting, in a small way, old books, coins and armour. Ha 
used to say if it had not been for his rttrl leg, be would hure trarelled all over 
Europe, hko Qoldsniitb, on foot, for the purpose of seeing old churches and booses. 
said, " the heart wanta somctbing to be kind to," and Tommy Barrllt waj 
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kincUo cats and white mice ! Mr. Aston had met colonel Chadwick at Barrit 
house. The tall, gaunt, attenuated old man, was said to be the best 
genealogist of his day, and at the age of eighty, had lost none of his youthf^^i^^ 
rigour and gaiety. He would rapidly quote passages from his favourite authoi 
sing a good song, and eyen join in the dance to the last. Barritt obsenred 
Charles Chadwick was not a humorist like his father, but reserved and scholari;^^ 
and one who always held Lawson in great veneration on account of his personi 
kindness to him when his pupil, and also on account of his great olaMical 
ments. Lawson used to say, *' What will please a boy will please the multitude — "^sb." 
Lcme. MS8. vol. zxv. 
Canon Wray knew Barritt, and said that John Watson, Hindley, Brookes, and th^cS^^f 
old church clergy generally, respected him for his aristocratic tastes, good 
ciples, and inoffensive manners ; but added, " he valued all his antiquarian ^ 
rubbish at far too high a price ; however, at his death the library got the 
©fit." Ibid, 12.]

Timothy Metcalf Shann (bom 28th March 1766), was afterwards of S. John's ool — 
lege, Cambridge, and graduated A.B, 1789 ; A.M. 1793. 

He took holy orders, being ordained, by the archbishop of York ; and was soon 1 
presented to the vicarage of Hampsthwaite, near Bipley, in the county of 
and at a later date to the vicarage of Wighill, near Tadcaster, of both which-- — 
benefices his father was the patron. He rebuilt the vicarage house at Hamps— ^ 
thwaite, where he resided (with the exception of a few years spent at Wighill in 
the early part of the present century) until his death on the 3rd June 1S39, re- 
taining the studious habits of his school and college life, especially in connection 
with the study of Hebrew. He was never married, and is buried at Tadcaster. 
There is on the North wall within the Sacrarium of Hampsthwaite church, a 
marble tablet to his memory. 

Among my father's papers I found the following verses, headed, '* Comiolaior, 
Epigramma elegiacum^ and endorsed, in Mr. Lawson*s handwriting, ** Shann, 

1784."

He was the second of a family of seyen children, three sons and four daughters, 
of remarkable longevity, only one of whom died before him at the age of 72, 
whilst all the others attained to or passed their 8oth year. 
Their father (bom 1726, died 1800), who married Mary, the daughter of Mr. 
Timothy Metcalf, of Bothwell, was highly respected both in his professional and 
private life. He was the only child surviving (two having died in youth) of 
Thomas Sbann, of Tadcaster, and liis wife, Grace (bom 1697, died 1747)9 
daughter of Mr. William Hill, of Oxton. The following notice of this Thomas 
Shann, grandfather to the scholar here entered, is taken from the York CouraiU 
of 8th October 177 1 : "Died lately, at Tadcaster, in the 74th year of his age, 
much lamented by a numeroujg acquaintance, Mr. Thomas Shann, sen., many 
years an eminent surgeon and apothecary in that town." He was the first of 
the family who resided at Tadcaster, and his marriage with the daughter of Bfr. 
HiU, a person of some standing in the neighbourhood, whose family is now ex- 
tinct in the male line, would be of material use to him on settling there as a young 
man. He is understood to have sprung from a respectable family in the neigh- 
bourhood of Methley, a village about seven miles from Leeds, but not much is 
known respecting them. When application was made some years ago at the 
Heralds* college for information on the subject, the reply was, that the claim of 
John Shann, of Methley, to bear arms, had been disallowed at one of the last 
Herald's visitations, and therefore no records of the fiunily had been kept. 
The elder of the brothers of this scholar, William Shann (bom 1762, died un- 
married 1843), lived at a house which he inherited from his father, called the 
Laholms, near Tadcaster. The younger of them, Thomas Shann (bom 1768, 
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died February 1S52), succeeded bis father as a surgeon at Tadcaster, and 
in 1805, Honor, daughter of John Kendall, of Hatfield, in the oountj of Torkc 
(who was maternally descended from archbishop Lamplugh), and left at his de- 
cease three sons, y'lz. : Thomas, M.A., of University college, Oxford, who soc^ 
oeeded his uncle as vicar of Hampsthwaite, which he resigned in 1855, and noi^' 
resides at Boston spa, near Tadcaster ; George, M.D., of Trinity college, Cam- 
bridge, fellow of the college of physicians, and senior physician to the York: 
county hospital ; and Charles, of the Inholms, a magistrate of the West Riding 
and captain of the 31st West Riding rifie yolanteer corps; of whom, only th^ 
second is married.

William Abbot, B.D., who was a native of Ramsgate, and became fellow and 
tutor of S. John's college, Cambridge (having carried off the honours of the senior 
wranglership in 1754), and died on the 15th January 1826, aged 94, being then 
prebendary of Fridaythorpe, in the cathedral of York. 

This scholar, Martin Abbot, died in March 1793. 

His brother, Roger Taddy Abbot, married Miss Marsden, and for many years held 
a clerkship in the Report office, one of the government law offices in Chancery- 
lane, London. In the Law lists his name occurs from 1809 to 1833 as senior 
clerk. In the latter year the office seems to have been remodelled, a cause per- 
haps, or a consequence, of his retirement. He died at Lewisham on the 31 it 
August 1838. 

ti. Thomas and William, sons of the late Thomas King, esq., Lough- 
borough. 

Thomas Xing, bom early in the year 1772, died at Ambleside, circa 1833. He was 
owner of an estate on the borders of Grasmere lake, the mansion on which is now, 
I believe, converted into a large hotel. 

William King, bom on the 14th April 1773, was of Merton college, Oxford, but did 
not graduate, as he joined the new Romney light dragoons whilst yet a student. 
He was afterwards captain in the Leicester militia ; and died at Sileby, in that 
county, where he was buried on the 9th Juno 18 10. This scholar, whose son, 
the Rev. Thomas King, is now rector of Ordsall, near Retford, Notts, is still 
remembered at Sileby as an upright and benevolent man, kind and charitable to 
the poor. 

Their mother Anne married, secondly, Thomas Jones Brigham, esq., of CossingtoUf 
and died there on the i8th October 1 821, in her 77th year. There is a tablet in 
Sileby church to her memory and that of her second husband. In the same 
church there is a vault where others of the family of King are buried. 

XI. Webster, son of Strethill Harrison, esq.. Cranage, Cheshire. 

This scholar and his brother Strethill, whose name occurs in this same year, weie 
the two elder sons of Strethill Harrison, esq. (who succeeded to the Cisnage 
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otote on the death of, nui! as hoir-Bt-law Co, Lie falher, Bamuel Hairiaon, esq.)) 
uid his wife, Harj, one of tlip Jaughters ind coheiresees of Richard Webster. 

In Holmes Chspcl there ire two monuments rolating lo Iho Uarrieon familj'. Oil 
one is recorded the domh of the father of these scholan (eee Bfgittfr, Tol. i. p. 
Ij6), and of their mother, vfho died on the 13th September 1817, aged 74; and 
of two sonn. aad fire daughter! of whom tvo died joung. Jane, the last «ur- 
riring daughter, died on the iithMaj i8j6,aged7i.

■re recorded the names of three other sons, of whom this loholat, Webster Har- 
riaon, is one.

Bickanls Inee, bom at Chesterfield on the 9th Notember 1769, and there baptised 
(his iDOtLer dring on the iStb Decomber in the same jeor), was vtieled to hia 
btber, at Wirkswortb, on the jotb June 1786. He was under-sheriff to Chuilea 
Hurt, esq., in 1797, and for nearly fillj jean clerk of the third district of the 
Nottingham and Newhnren road, and ae manj years clerk to the justices at 
Wirksworth. Though actively employed in profeaaianal business, ha yet found 
time to take part in the coll lo arma in the days of threatened danger to Englandi 
for bo serTed during sereral years as a lieutenant in the Wirkaworth Tolvsteen.

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to S. John's college, Cambridge, and graduated A.6. 1792, and A.M. 1795. He 
xnarried, on the 27th August 1801, Caroline, third daughter of the Rct. Dr. 
Azisheton, warden of the college of Manchester, and rector of Middleton. He 
"was presented to the yicarage of Clyro in Radnorshire, which he exchanged in 
18 10 with the late archdeacon Yenables for the yicarage of Warmfield, near 
Wakefield. By Dr. W. Cleaver, bishop of S. Asaph, ho was in 18 10 made pre- 
bendary of Llannefydd, called the chancellorship of the church. He was also a 
prebendary of Brecon. He died at Harrogate on the 9th August 1837, aged 
67 ; his wife having died at Kirkthorpe on the i8th February preceding. In the 
church at Kirkthorpe (a hamlet in the parish of Warmfield, where the church 
and vicarage are situate) there is a marble slab, erected by their two sons, with 
a Latin inscription, from which it appears that he resided at liis benefice : *' hujus 
eccUsia pcutorali munere per annosfere iriginta fideliter perfunctut?* 

During a part of his early life James Drake resided with Dr. Thomas Balguy at 
Winchester, who bequeathed his MSS. to Dr. Thomas Drake, vicar of Rochdale, 
who in *'i8i9 gave to the Rev. James Drake, the four Visitation Sermons, the 
Eighth Charge, and the Advice to an unmarried lady, which had never yet been 
published, in order that with the Sermons and Charges of a former volume, and 
the Enquiry concerning Faith, and the Divine Benevolence Asserted, which had 
been published in the author's life time, they might all together be presented 
to the public." This was done in 1822, the edition, in 2 vob. 8vo, being printed 
at Cambridge university press. 

James Drake was a man of quiet and retiring habits, and fond of literary and sci' 
entific pursuits. He published nothing, with the exception of one or two small 
pamphlets, beyond the works of Dr. Balguy above referred to. He was present 
at the anniversary meeting of 1794. 

He left two sons, the Rev. George James Assheton Drake, A.M., now living in 
Cheshire, but without any ecclesiastical preferment; and the Rev. Richard 
Drake, A.M., rector of Stourmouth, Kent.

His son 
Thomas, probably £.A. of Jesus college, Oxford, 1795, was curate to his father 
from 1806 to 1809, when he remoyed with his mother to Berth Llanbedr, near 
Ruthin (she was buried on the 14th March 18 16 at Derwen), and was instituted, 
on the 30th August 18 17, to thc rectory of Derwen. He married a Mias Price, 
of Rhicolas, near Bala, in the county of Merioneth (who smriTed him), and died 
s.p. on the i6th May 18 19, aged 48, and is there buried.

He matriculated as a commoner of Brasenoso college, Oxford, on the i ith March

5 John, son of Charles Armett, esq., Congleton, Cheshire. 

For his brother Thomas, see p. 1 36 ante. 

John Armett, of Exeter college, Oxford, died s.p., and was buried at Astbuiy, on 
the 26th February 18 17. 

Thomas Armett was called to thc bar, but nerer practised as a barrister. He lost 
his wife very early, and the shock of her death affected him so much that he 
retired from society. He died at Ashbourne, in Derbyshire, in 1845, and was 
buried on the 23rd July at Astbury, near Congleton. 

A younger brother of these scholars, Caesar Colclough Armett, bom 1783, whose 
name does not occur in the RegUtery was major in the 35th foot, and serred 
with the regiment for twenty years in Egypt, Sicily, France, and the Greek 
islands. Early in 18 19 he embarked from England to Cork with his wife (a 
Lancashire lady, whose maiden name ^was Postlethwaite) and four children, to 
join his regiment, then ordered for Canada. They were lost with the ahip in a 
gale of wind. 

A nephew of these brothers, the Rev. Edward Armett Powell, formerly fellow of 
Christ's college, Cambridge, is now rector of Toft, near Cambridge.

In the Manchester and Salford Directory of 1797, Edward Chippend&Il, attorney, 
is described as liying at 38, Princess street. [He was a partner in the well- 
known firm of "Duckworth and Chippendall," and "Duckworth, Chippendall 
and Denison,*' of Princess street, Manchester. C] In 1801 hia name first 
occurs in the records of the anniversary festivals, and in 1 809 he ocoapied the 
vioe-chair as locum tenens for Mr. Adam Whitworth.

This icboliir wbb the aon of Kalph Brodahaw, of Wigan, who married a, latlj named

■ sister, to Uto with their mntemal grandfather at Hoole. The tradition in the 
latter place reepcdiog hitn is that, whilst studying in London for tbe bar, be be- 
came weak-minded, and was broDglit down to Hoolc, where he remained during 
the life of his relatives ; after which he went to Tarlelon, but was buried at 
Boole on the 4th July 1834, aged 64. Some of his peeidiarities, oB they are still 
reported by the Til lagers, are such m might well be imitated by others of sounder 
mind; e.g., he is said to baTO read the daily aerrica at home eierj day. Had 
lb« parish church been open daily, no doubt he would hare gone there to attend 
tbc public worship of the Church, and this ought not td be accounttd s sign of 
want of intellect. On the other hund he would occasionally interrupt the offici- 
ating prieat, but always with politeness ; and >o great was his dreuil of anytbing 
in the shape of lui image., that he chipped the grotesque llgures under the beam 
«Dd> in the church [F the corbels] ; and as, speaking generally, churchwardens 
■t the beginuing of the present century were not the best specimen of .£dilea, 
be was allowed not only to mutilato the interior of the eacrEd building, bat to 
ornament the estrrior of tlie door of the aotith poreli with an iuBcription, pro- 
bably bia own composition, and which, I am told, may still be seen: 
Why Etanii ye prating here ? 

Pray enter in. 
This is the place 
Where men confess their sin. 
Edward, son of Peter Ashtou, steward to the Earl of Derby, Pres- 
cot. Lane. 
Tbe mother of this achohir was nurse to the thirteenth earl of Derby, K.O., 
F.L.S., who took much notice of her. treating her with great kindness in after 
yean. He procured for her son a commission in the army, hut tbe latter, I 
am told, tnmod out wild and dissipated, and came to an untimely end. [Xord 
I Derby always considered her a gentlewoman, called her "Molly Ashton." and 

! aaid "her mother was a Nowell, of Read." Peter Ashton was descended from 

Eearj Aihton, of Whistoo, (he confidential serraot of JamM, the serenth earl 
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of Derby, and of the heroic dowager countess. (See Memorialt of Jame*^ tevemih 
earl of Derbify by Canon Kauics, vol. ii. pp. cclii, cclxiii, cdxixii.)

July n. John^ son of Thomas Fenton, attoraey-at-law, Newcastle, Staf- 
fordshire. 

Thomas ffenton, the father of this schoUur, bom on the ist January 1737, married 
on the a9th June 1769 his cousin Elizabeth, daughter of the Eer. Robert ffenton, 
perpetual curate of Newcastle, Staffordshire (for whom see BegUter, toL i. p. 93), 
and became clerk of the peace for the county of Stafford. He died in London, 
where he was staying on business connected with the Newcastle election peti- 
tion, on the 29th Februarr 1791, aged 56, and was buried at Newcastle on 
the 8th March. A mural monument in the parish church of Newcastle bears 
the following inscription, which, if the style be a little inflated, and the praise 
excessiTe, bears testimony to a life worthy of imitation : " Firm truth, domestic 
tenderness, the manly openness of clear sincerity, the honest pride of principle, 
the lustre of unsullied character, these ask no panegyric, but imitation. Yet 
these in him were secondary to the Christian graces ; for religion was the basis 
and crown of his moralitT." His widow surrired to the 8th May 1826, attain- 
ing the age of S3 years. 

John ffentv>n, his eklest son, bom on the 17th and baptised on the i8th January 
1773, was educated partly at Newcastle grammar school, and partly at Man- 
ohtwter, Irom which he proceeded to Unirersity college. Oxford, where he gradu- 
atevl B..I. on the 13th February 1795. and M^. on the 19th Xorember 1800. 
He w^fts orvtaiued to the curacy of Wol^tanton, Staffordshire, and becmme rhaplain 
to the marquis of StaffL^rvl. and tutor to his son, the late duke of SatheriuML 
He was presenteil in the latter part of iSo i to the Ticarage of Torpenhow, in Com- 
berlaad^ to the Ti^*anige of Penrith iu i$33, and to the reccory of Ousby, near 
Ftorith» in 1^33 ; all three benefices being in the gift of the bishop of Caziisle.

Dymoka WcUa (or Wcllea, as the name ia spelt in the pedigree giren in Burke's 
Landrd Oentrs). tbe only son of KoberC Wells, D.D., rector of Willingbam and 
Springthorpe-in-Stow, and hia wife, Susannah, dnughter of John Clayton, esq., 
of Owemby, was bom on the iitb May 1771. and derired hia Cbrietian name 
from tbe connection of his family with that of Dymoke, of Sorirclsby, wbicb 
churned the hereditary cluunpionship of EnglaniJ. He auccceded hia father at 
Orabby hall, in the county of Lincoln (inherited through the Dymoko family) 
on his death, on the imd March 1S07, aged 73. He hod married in 1793 Anno, 
daughter and coheiress of Thomus Waterhouse, esq., of Buckingham hall, high 
aheriS* of Nottinghamshire in 1787. In 1S19 he preferred, uasuccesafoUy, his 
claim to the barony of Iilannion. 
He died on the nth August iSji, aged 60, leading three sons and one daughter. 
Hia etdeet sod died s.p. in tho following July ; his aseund son, wbo petitioned tbe 
ccown in 1S39 for the UrmiaatioD of the abeyance of tbe barony of Kyme, died

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8.p.; and his youngest son, Edmund Lionel Welles, esq., of the Grange, Vi'esW ^ 
Molesej, Surrey, is the present representatiye of the family. 

Augutt 5. William, son of John Satterfield, tanner, Wirksworth, Derbyshire— 

On learing school he joined his brother, the late Mr. Satterfield, then a linen .^ 
draper in 8. Ann's square, Manchester (whose son, Mr. Joshua Satterfield, now ^ 
lives at Alderley Edge, near Manchester), and died from the effbcts of scarlet ferer "* 
in the 22iid year of his age, and was buried in the Byrom chapel of the Collegiate 1 
church. 

Septem. i;. John, son of Thomas Darcey, farmer, Marton, Cheshire. 

This scholar held a school exhibition in the years 1790 and 1791 at Brasenose col- 
lege, Oxford, and graduated B.A. on the 14th January 1792, and M.A. on the 
14th October, 1794. He was elected a fellow of the college on the old founda- 
tion, and proceeded B.D. on the 23rd March 180S. He was nominated by Mr. 
Davenport, of Capesthorne, in 1806, to the snmll perpetual curacy of Marton, 
near Macclesfield, in the old parish of Prestbury, where he resided until his 
death on the loth June 1844, aged 75. In 18 12 he was presented by the college 
to the rectory of Tedstone Delamere, near Bromyard, Herefordshire, one of the 
most lovely spots in that rich and fertile neighbourhood, but hilly and difficult 
of access. Here he never resided. The picturesque little church of the pariah 
has been admirably restored, under the superintendence of Mr. G. Scott, by the 
present rector, the Rev. I. Gregory Smith. John Darcey was a churchman of 
what is called the old school, with a considerable knowledge of books, and much 
general information ; of u kind-hearted and genial disposition, held in esteem 
by his ncighboiu>s, lay and clerical, and beloved by the few placed under his 
pastoral care. His name appears only once in the records of the meetings of 
the old scliolars, viz. in 18 1 1, when his old schoolfellow. Dr. F. Hodson, principal 
of Brasenose, took the chair. 

He was twice married. By his first wife he had three sons. His two elder sons 
graduated at Brasenose : John, M.A. 1838, succeeding his father in the pastoral 
charge of Marton, and dying there, after an incumbency of twenty years, on the 
29th July 1864, aged 51, a kind and amiable man; the younger, Alexander, 
M.A. 1839, became a barrister, and died abroad circa 1844; Thomas, the young- 
est, is living. By his second wife, a daughter of Mr. Nickeson, banker, of Mac- 
clesfield, Mr. Darcey left a sou William, and a daughter married to Mr. Barber, 
of Sedgoberrow, near Evesham. 

In Marton church there is a memorial window to this scholar, and another to his 
eldest son, the successive incumbents of the chapelry. 

Novcmb. 7. Richard and John^ sons of Richard Holt, attomey-at-law, Roch- 
dale, Lane. 

[Mr. Richard Holt was one of the leading Eochdale solicitors of hia day, being 
clerk to the magistrates, and steward of the manor for lord Byron. He was also 
one of the trustees of the will of Robert Entwisle, of Foxholes, esq., dated 21st 
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April 1787, the testator bequeathing to him a legacy of 2000/., ** the silver watch 
which belonged to mj late uncle, Robert Entwisle, esq., at the time of his death, 
together with mj gold watch, seals, chains and trinkets, to be deliyered to him 
immediately after mj decease;" and he also devised to him in fee certain lands 
(described) being in or near Yorkshire street, in Rochdale, " he, the said Richard 
Holt, having been employed by my late uncle, and also by me, as agent and 
attorney to transact our business for twenty-five years and upwards, and for the 
more better enabling him to be nearer and more commodiously situated to attend 
to my business, and at my particular request^ desire and promise, he hath upon 
part of the said land built a good and substantial house.'* {Lancashire MSS., 
vol. i. p. 310.) Mr. Holt is not very pleasantly characterized in Tim Bobbin's 
Rockdale Attorneys : 

"There's B.[ichard] bold, plundering clerk of the peace, 
That's a man, with the help of old Sqljuintelm* 
The two sons of Mr. Holt, here named, died early in life, unmarried. Their 
sisters were: (i) Ellen, wife of Mr. Thomas Shaw (see p. 109 ante), son of the 
Rey. John Shaw, incumbent of S. Mary's, Rochdale ; (2) Alice, wife of Capt. 
Cutler, of York ; (3) Mary, wife of Mr. Holroyd. 22.]

This scholar proceeded to Brasenose college Oxford, with a school exhibition in 
1796, being admitted as a commoner on the 6th April, at the age of 19, and is 
described as pleb. Jil. He succeeded to one of Hulme's exhibitions on the loth 
January 1800 ; and graduated B.A. on the 14th of the same month, and M.A. 
on the i6th July 1803. 

He was the last and for many years the sole remaining fellow of Hertford college, 
Oxford. On the dissolution of the college, at the death of Dr. Bernard Hodgson, 
part of its property fell to the crown ; and in 1 8 1 8, letters patent passed the great 
seal, granting one portion to the use of Magdalen hall, but giving another to 
the university in trust to pay the dividends to an under-graduate, chosen " by 
free competition and public examination", after the death of the Rev. Richard 
Hewitt, according to such statutes as should be made by convocation. A statute 
was accordingly passed in 1834, establishing the Hertford scholarship for the en- 
couragcment of the study of Latin, and the first election made in 1835. 

In the Gentleman* § Magazine, under the date of 4th April 18 14, there is the fol- 
lowing record : '* Oxford. The Bev. Richard Hewitt, M.A., Tice-pxinoipAl of 
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Hertford college, nominated and admitted himself to the office of principal ; the 
officers appointed in the statutes to nominate and admit to the vacant headship 
haying, on the demise of the late principal. Dr. Bernard Hodgson, suffered the 
statutable period to supply the vacancy to elapse." He does not, however, ap- 
pear to hare been recognised among the heads of colleges in Oxford. 

In 1807 he superintended a new edition of Orotius de Veritate, Ac, printed at the 
Clarendon press in i imo. 

For an interesting account of the origin and dissolution of Hert hall and Hert 
college, see Ingram's MemorieUs of Oxford, toL ii. pp. 9, 10. (Magdalen hall.) 
There is, however, an error in the note to page 10, where this scholar is con- 
founded with another graduate of the same name and the same college, who. 
became D.D. in 1824, and died on the i6th March 1852, being then rector of 
Westhorpe, Suffolk.

and, secondly, to Felicia Bell in 1797), became a grocer and tallow-chandler in 
Manchester. He married at Prestwich, Miss Batcliffe, by whom he bad an only 
child, who married a Wesley an teacher in the Stafibrdshire potteries, Benjamin 
Brough ; and their son, a teacher in the same sect, now owns the property. 
The scholar here entered met with a very tragic end a few days after the deeease 
of his father, who was buried at Lymm on the 9th January 1 805. He had been 
oyer to Lymm to take possession of his patrimony, and was riding back to Man* 
Chester. "He left this village about seven o'clock on the evening of the 23rd 
iust., and at eight was found dead at Dunham town : he was killed by falling 
from his horse."

William Michael, son of the Rev. Edmund Lally, vicar of White- 
gate, Cheshire. 

The father, who graduated a junior optimo in 1766, became a fellow of S. Peter's 
college, Cambridge, and was vicar of AVbitcgate from 1772 to 1826, on the pre- 
sentation of Thomas Gholmondeley, esq., of Vale Royal. He died in 1826. 

His son was a gentleman commoner of the same college, LL.B. 1803, and was after- 
wards incorporated of S. John's college, Oxford, and took the degrees of B.C.L. 
on the 19th November, and D.C.L. on the 26th November 1829. He held for a 
time the vicarage of Little Missingden, Bucks, which he resigned in 1809. For 
the long period of nearly sixty years, he was rector of Drayton Bassett, near 
Tamworth, having been presented in 1799, and dying there on the 15th June 
I ^57 1 ^^ ^i* There is a monument to him in the church, '* erected by the 
Parishioners." 

He was twice married. His first wife. Miss Cooper, by whom he had four sons 
and three daughters, died on the i8th October 1838. He married secondly, on 
the 2nd July 1840, at S. George's, Bloomsbuiy, Susanna, widow of F. CSowper, 
esq., and daughter of William Cookesley, esq., who is still living.

"was held in high estimation, and was the leading attorney of the place, holding 
the appointment of clerk to the magistrates, the deputy lieutenants, the commis- 
sioners of taxes, and to the turnpike trusts. He died on the 29th January 1831, 
and is buried at Ormskirk, having married in 1798 Catharine, youngest daughter 
of Mr. John Parr, merchant, of Liverpool, by whom he had three sons and two 
daughters. He was succeeded in his practice by his eldest son, Robert Wareing, 
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for whom and his brothers, James and William, see Register , anno 1816. His 
eldest daughter, Catharine, died when 7 years old ; and the younger, Azme Jane, 
married on the list March 1832 Mr. William Lax, surgeon, of Ormskirk, and 
died on the 5 th November 1834, leaving one only daughter, now living. 

januiy II. Robcrt, SOU of William Porter, yeoman, Haigh, near Wigan, Lane. 

As an exhibitioner of the school he was admitted to Brasenose college, Oxford, in 
1792, and succeeded to one of Hulme*s exhibitions in 1796 ; graduating B.A. on 
the 14th January in that year, and M.A. on the 24th October 1798. 

He held the rectory of Draycot-le-Moors in North Staffordshire for thirty-two 
years, dying there, at the age of 64, on the 25 th March 1838, and is buried in 
the churchyard. To this benefice he was inducted on the 8th June 1 806, on the 
presentation of Catharine Porter, of Ormskirk, in the county of Lancaster, 
spinster, who had purchased the assignment of the advowson from Robert Bill, 
esq., of Farley, in Staffordshire, for the residue of a term of fourteen years. He 
was ordained deacon in the chapel of Brasenose college, on the 6th Februaiy 
1799 (on> nomination to the curacy of Bury, Lancashire), by Dr. William Cleaver, 
bishop of Chester, and at that time principal of the college; and priest at 
S. G«orge*s, Hanover square, London, on the 17th February in the same year, by 
Dr. H. R. Courtenay, bishop of Exeter, at the request of the bishop of Cheater. 
Letters dimissory for so speedy a second ordination are indicative of days of past 
irregularity. During his incumbency an exchange of land was effected with the 
owner of the Draycot est-ates, by which all the glebe lands are brought within a 
ring fence immediately round the rectory. 

He married Mary, one of the daughters of the Rev. H. Thomas, curate of the 
neighbouring parish of Leigh. 

Hb name appears at the anniversary meeting of 181 1, when Dr. F. Hodson was in 
the chair. 

^ Richard Wickstead^ son of the late Bev. James Thomas, Lancaster. 

He entered Queen's college, Oxford, as a commoner on the loth November 1790, 
and graduated B.A, on the 14th January 1794. 

The father was curate of Lancaster, and afterwards incumbent of S. John's ohurch 
in that town, and vicar of Bolton-le-Sands, and held both these appointments till 
his death in 1824. The son took holy orders, and became incumbent of Poolton' 
le-Sands (now Morecambe) previously to 18 13, and died there in May 1824, 
being buried on the 15th. A sister of this scholar married the Rev. Dr. Thomaa 
Mackreth, now rector of Halton, near Lancaster.

The only surviTing child is Maiy, wife of Thomas 
Baxley, esq., now member of pai*liament for the city of Manchester, to whom she 
was married in 1828. Mr. Nash subsequently retired firom business, and died 
at his residence, S. John*s wood, London, in November 1847, haying married 
secondly Mary Anne, daughter of Samuel Dixon, esq., of London, by whom ha 
had no children. 

Mary Anno Barbara, eldest daughter of major Sebastian Nash, who was in one of 
the regiments of Bengal light cayalry, is the wife of lieutenant-oolonel J. W.

At the general elec- 
tion of 1826 he was chosen for the borough of Ilchester, but was nnaeated on 
petition. In February 1830 he was elected for the borough of WinoheLsea, vice 
H. Brougham who resigned in order to stand for Knaresborough, and was re- 
elected in 1 831, and sat till the end of the parliament then summoned, when 
the borough was disfranchised. Mr. Williams frequently took part in the debates 
in the House of commons, but the subject in which he chiefly interested himself 
was that of legal reform. In the memoir before referred to, he is said, in con- 
junction with Mr. M. Angelo Taylor, to have *' denounced the abuses of the 
Court of chancery, and to have prepared the way for the improvements which 
since that time have been efiected." The part which Mr. Williams took wis as 
follows : In June 1823 he brought forward a motion for '*a select committee to 
inquire into the arrears of business in the Court of chancery and in the appellate 
jurisdiction of the House of lords, and into the causes thereof," and was defeated 
by 174 votes to 89. He renewed his motion the next year, and upon lord lavei^ 
pool's government promising to appoint a committee, he withdrew it. The com- 
mittee then appointed would appear to have presented their report in 1825 ; and 
the next year sir John Copley brought in a bill, founded on the recommendations 
of the committee (Mr. Williams taking part in the debates), which apparently 
perished in the massacre of bills which marks the close of each session of par- 
liament. Legislation on equity practice was then suspended by the Roman 
Catholic relief and reform bill debates, and, though several minor reforms in 
equity practice and jurisdiction were from time to time efiected, there was no 
general legislation on the subject until an act passed in 1840 for ''facilitating the 
administration of justice in the Court of chancery," and in 1841 for "making 
further provision for the administration of justice." The despatch of business

Her atloracy-goni'™! becflnio loni -chancellor (lord Brougham and Vaui) j her 
toUcitor-general, lord chief-juitice of the king'a bent^h (lord Denniiui) j two of 
her eounsel, justices of the commoa plena (air Nicholas Tindol and air Thomaa 
WUde) J and a fourth, one of the judges of the ectleuifstiraJ courts (Dr. 8. 
Luahiogton). In February 1S34 he became one of the barons of the eichequcr, 
and, haTJag sat in Cbnt court only one tcnn, waa trsnuferred to the courts of 
king'a bench, where ho remaiued until hia d«ilh, " If he did not display," eaja 
the wnter of the memoir iu the OeHllt-man'a Magasinr, "in that distinguished 
pOflition, Ijdents and attaiiimentB of the very highest order, ho at least brought 
to the discharge of its onerous and important duties great integrity, a eincero 
uid earnest desire to adminit^ter justiee in eiaot oaDformity with the ciiating 
■tate of the law and the acknowledged principles of British juriBprodenoe. It 
i* well known that sir John Williams appeared to considerable adTantoge m a 
judge in criminal cases ; and that be laboured onceasingly, in CTcry cam that 
came before him, to reconcile his strong sense of justice with, perhaps, hia 
strotiger feelings of mercy." 

He married Harriet Katharine, only daughter of DaTim DaTenport, esq., of Capes- 
thome, near Con^letoU} member of parliament for Cheshire, and died tqtj sud- 
denly, s-p., on the i;tli September 1846, at his reaidenee, LiTcrmorc park, near 
Bnry S. Edmunds, at the age of 69. He was buried in the vault of the Temple 
church appropriated to the benchers of the Middle temple; his coffin being da- 
posited underneath the coffin of lord cbancellor Tburlow. His widow died at 
Rocberille, France, on tho 28th September 1S61. 

His latheri who held also the incumbency of Mold, in Flintshire, came to Bnnbui; 
in 1761. He married at Bunbury, 011 the ijth January 1776, Esther, doaghter 
of John and Ann Bichardson, of Beeston, in the parish of Buobuiy. They hod 
but one child, the scholar here referred to, who erected a marble tablet to their 
memory on the wall of the north aisle, bearing this inscription : " Underneath 
■re laid the remains of the Rev. William Williams, who died October the igth, 
AJi. 1S13, in the Soth year of his age ; and also of Esther his widow, who died 
June the loth, A-D. 1S33, in her E6th year." 

On the south aislo of the church, directly opposite to this mounmcnt, is another 
tablet, oommemoratiTc of their son, beormg this inscription: "Sacred to tho 
memory of the Honouniblo Sir John Williams, En.', for many years one of H. 
Majeatj'i Justices of the Court of Queen's Bench, only son of the Rei. William 
Willianu and Esther bis wife. He died on the 14th day of September, and was 
bnried in the Temple church, london, on the 13rd, 1S46. 

" tthii tablet wsa erected as a tribute of regard and esteem for his memory by 
detii« of hii sincere friend and retntirc, the late John Rielinnlf^on " 
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be hod two eons and two ilHughten. Both his eons, Sebrutian and Juhn, « 
in tho IndiRD armj, aCtainmg rcapei^iTu'lj the rank of njsjor uid captain, and 
aening in KiTeral vngagemetits. Both died in India. His oldcet daughter, iin. 
Bpeakman, is also dead. The only Barriring child is Mary, wife of Thomas 
Bazlej, esq,, uow member of parliament for the dtj of MaDchi.-eter, to nhom sh> 
waa married in iSi3. Mr. Nash aubaequtiatl; rctiied from business, and died 
at his rssidence, 1^. Joliu's wood, Londun, in T^orember 1S47, hafing mBrriMl 
seeoudl; Mar; Anne, daughter of Samuel Diion, esq., of Loudon, by whom be 
had no children. 

Mary Anno Barbara, cldoat daughter of nwjor Sehnsliiin Nash, who wm in oae of 
tbe regiments of Bengal light eaTalry, is tbe wife of lieutenant -colonel J. W. 
Brjstowe, of the Bengal stolT corps, the deputy cuuimissiouer at JLelum, in Uu 
Punjaub. 

A younger brother of this scholar, hie junior by some Bre-and-twenty yean, vbo 
wont to India at tbe age of ij, is the present major-general Nash, a retiwd 
oScer in the Indian servic<3, and still residing abroad.

Bodorgan in Anglesea, Fully conscious of the oceount he must giie of the souls 
eominittcd to his core, ho discharged his duties with uuremiiting zeal for uenri; 
bttj Jean. His bequests to Taria us societies for the relief of the poor were Urge 
■nd extensile. He was a man of olasaical and genera] learning, Hii priTald cha- 
racter was marked b; strict integrity and upright priuciples. He bore an illness 
of three jears with fortitude and religious tesigoatioQ. Ha departed this life 
May 17, 1S41, a^ed 66 years. Bcquiescat in pace," 

Among his legacies appears one uf looof. to the Societj for promotitig Chnitim 
knowledge, to which ho also left the residua of his persooall;. amounting to np- 
wards cf 6]oo/. He left lo^ for the repair of the couununiou plate at CoTenbami 
and the chuliae bears an inscriptiou as his gift. 

He waauDnmrriod, an eccentric man. and left some peculiar legacies, of terj question- 
able benefit, compared with the bequests mentioned aboro. One woa of )oal., to 
be iiiTeeled in three per cents,, and tho interest to bo divided as follows : il. 10*. 
to be given annuallj " to the joung woman under thirtj jeare of age and uuinar- 
ried, who in the opinion of her friends is the bundgoniest, and has been most dis- 
tinguished for her good behsTiour atuhurch during the preceding twelve months; 
tod tlie remainder to a spinster not under siitj, distinguished for tho like quali- 
ties. These rewards U> be given publicl; on the middle daj of S, Peter's fair, at 
twelve o'clock, bj the churchwardens of Holswortbj." "The distribution of 
thoee hequeati," sajs the clergyman now in charge of the parish of Ilolawortbj, 
"is practicallj in my hands, tha chnrcbwsrdeos to whom the choice is left not 
geoerallj agreeing on the recipients. I have not jet summoned a juij of young 
inen to decide on the rehitiva claims of the applicants, as the will would seem to 
direct ("in the opinion of her friends"), but havo gone on the old adage of 
" huudsome is that handsome docd." 

He lodged at Louth whilst officiating at Covcnham S. Uar; (to which he was pre- 
sBDted in 18 lo by lord ohancellor Eldon), riding over on Sundays, but did not 
stay there long, nnd wont to reside in Cornwall. lie is still rBmomhcred at his 
md upright in person, benevolent to the poor, but eccentric 
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The four sisters of this scholar (see p. 103 ante) all died unmarried, and haring all 
passed the age of 80 years. The last surriying, Anne, died in March 1867, aged 
88. They were all buried at Hols worthy.

John Jasper Chimett, the second son, bom in 1775, married in 1805 Elizabeth, 
eldest daughter of Richard Craven, of Stoke hall, who purchased the manor of 
Stoke, by whom he had four sons and four daughters, all of whom died before 
him, except his eldest son, Gkorge, who survived him four years, dying s.p., and 
John Jasper Gkumett, his youngest child but one, who now resides at Stoke, near 
Nantwich. 

He resided during several years at Nantwich, being a banker and partner in the 
firm of Broughton and Garnett. In 1826 he went to live in London, and re- 
mained there until 1 840, when he returned to Nantwich, and died on the 6th of 
June in that year, and was buried on the 13th in the family vault at Acton, 
aged 65. 

The Rev. William Bishton Qnmett, M. A, elder son of William, a younger brother 
of this scholar, who was rector of Tilston, in Cheshire, lately succeeded to part of 
the estates of Beriah Botfield, esq., M.P., and has assumed the name of Botfield, 
and lives at Decker Hill, near Shiffnall, Salop. Anna Maria, the eldest daughter 
and coheiress of Thomas Garnett, the eldest brother of this scholar, married Mr. 
Serjeant Clarke, late judge of the county courts of Staffordshire and Worcester- 
shire, recorder of Lincoln, Northampton, Newark and Walsall, formerly fellow 
of Christ's college, Cambridge. 

Miss Ann Garnett, sister to this scholar, married on the 3rd July 1798, Mr. Thomas 
Atkinson, of Manchester, merchant, who afterwards resided at Maple Hayes, 
near Lichfield. 

August ij. Henry, son of the late captain Charles Wood, Bowling hall, near 

Bradford, Yorkshire. 

The father of this scholar was a very distinguished naval officer, who died of wounda 
received in action on the 9th Ootober 1782, leaving by his wife Caroline, daugh- 
ter and coheiress of Thomas Lacon Barker, esq.', of Otley, in Yorkshire, two sona 
and three daughters. His eldest son, Francis Lindley Wood, succeeded to the 
baronetcy conferred upon his uncle Francis, on the death of the latter s.p., and 
was father of the present Lord Halifax, better known as sir Charles Wood, hart., 
formerly M.P. for Halifax, and sometime chancellor of the exchequer. 

Henry Wood, the scholar here entered, was mi^or in the 3rd dragoons when he 

retired from the service, and resided for some years at Bushey, near Watford, 

Hertfordshire. He subsequently lived abroad, and died at Boulogne, unmarried, 

in September 1846.

Iu the Oett/Ieiiion'* Maga- 
liHf occurs thi* record : "7tb March, 17S9, die<l, at Manchester, Margaret, the 
wife of Pctrr Drinkwater, e»q., and siitet of tba late Mr. scijeaut Bolton i" and 
in the jear 1797, "Married, i7tU April, at Prcstwicb, John Pemberton Hay- 
wood, (tq., of Lincoln's inn, to Margaret, daughter of FeCer Drinkwatcr, esq,, of 
Irwell bouse, near Manchester." The joimgar sister, Ellia, married colonel 
D'Aguilar, deputy adjutant-general, Dubltu. 

Thomas and John Drinkwater were in earl/ life putners as cotton cpinnen ud 
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merchants in Foimtain street, and married two sisters, daughters of Nathan 
Hjde, esq., of Ardwick : Sarah Hjde, the fourth daughter, married Thomas 
Drinkwater; and Ellen Hyde, the youngest of six daughters, married John 
Drinkwater. The eldest sister, Elizabeth, became wife to Thomas Wilson •Patten, 
esq., and was mother to the present chancellor of the duohj and oountj palatine 
of Lancaster, who has been upwards of forty years member for the said county. 
Mr. John Drinkwater, the second son, who served the office of constable of Man- 
chester in 1809, left the town about 18 19, and resided for many years at Sher- 
borne, near Warwick, the church of which has recently been so well restored and 
richly decorated. He was a magistrate of the county; and his only child, 
Sophia, married the present sir H. W. Dashwood, hart., of Kirtlington park, 
Oxfordshire. He frequently attended the anniversary meetings of the old scho- 
lars, and was junior steward in 18 13, as colleague to Mr. Q^orge Case, of Liver- 
pool. Mr. John Drinkwater is buried in the churchyard of Sherborne, dying on 
the 19th February 1856, aged 79, his wife surviving him only to the and of 
March following, and attaining to the age of 63. A grave-stone simply records 
their names and ages, with the additional words : " In their death they were not 
divided."

eihibitions. From Braaenoao ho was elected to a fellowship at Oriel college, 
where he took the degree of M.A. on the 6th June 1798. His e^ibsoqucnt career 
did not, I fear, oorrcsponi! with this auspicious comtnencemant ; but I have not 
been able to trace, with anj eiactncss, the remainder of his life. He b said to 
hare been a friend of Dr. John Dean, his schoolfellow, afterwards principal of S.

The family was connected with Bolton for nutnj years. The grandfather of thi*

His clde«t son, Moses, 
died onmarried in Jamaica, and his second son, William, emigrated to Australia, 
and ia married. Mar;, the eldest daugbtor, married William Fletcher, esq., for 
the last thirty-six yearH manager of the Lirerpool branch of tbe Bunli of England. 
The other daoghters are married. 

Hoso Benson wda a West India merchant in Lirerpoot, and in 1803 held a eap- 
lainej in colonel Bolton's regiment of volunteen, hnt did not take an; other 
aoliTO part in the public atTairs of the town. He died on the ist March 1837, 
aged 57, and was buried in the family vault at 9. James's church. 

The Honble. Frederick Forbes, son of the late Earl of Granard, 
Dublin. 

The third son of Qeorge Forbes, Jtfth earl of Granard in the peerage of Ireland 
(who died on tbe i6lh Aprd 17S0), half-brother to tbe sixth earl, oho was 
created a peer of tbe United Kingdom as baron Qraanrd, of Castle Donningtan, 
in tbe countj of Leicester. 

Fivderick Forbes vms bom on the 7th November 177^1 and aorrcd for Sana time 
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in the narj, and died at Sligo on the 2nd Fehmary 1817. He married in 1796 
Mary, only daughter of William Butler, esq., from whom he was divorced. 

February 7. Robert James, son of the late Bichard Hogan Talbot^ esq., Malla- 

hide^ Dublin. 

The fifth Bon, and horn in 1776. For his hrothers, see pp. 68, 69, 124, emU, 
He was nominated to a school exhibition in 1796, and held the same for three 
years. He graduated at Brasenose college, Oxford, B.A. on the 17th March 
1801 ; M.A. on the 4th February 1802 ; and was called to the bar of the Middle 
temple on the 29th April 1803. He married in 1828 Arabella, second daughter 
of admiral sir Chaloner Ogle, hart., and widow of the honourable Edwazd 
BouTcrie; and died at Hampton court palace on the 17 th March 1843, at the 
age of 67. 
He published in 1835, 8yo (Smith, Elder and Co., London), The FofuH of Oodke^ 
attempted in English rhyme by the Hon. Bobert Talbot. In the ad?ertisemeiit 
to the book, which is dated "Hampton court, June 1834," he says: ''The pre- 
sent writer has endeavoured to collect the spirit of the author's meaning, wiUionk 
confining himself to a mere Tcrbal interpretation, or attempting to furnish an 
exact echo to the almost endless variety of measures employed in the original." 

7. John, son of John Orred, gent., Weston, Cheshire. 

This scholar (of an ancient family long settled in that part of the county of Chester 
where his father resided) was the only son of John Orred, esq., lord of the manor 
of Weston, in the hundred of Bucklow, and his wife, Jane, coheir of Matthew 
Aloock, esq., of Runcorn, and great-grandson of Stanley Orred, lord of the manor 
of Tranmore, in the hundred of Wirral, in the county of Chester 1 and was the 
male representative of the second branch of the family. He proceeded to Brase- 
nose college, Oxford, where he graduated BJl. on the 14th Jantiary 1799, and 
M.A. on the i6th June 1802. Though heir to a good fortune and estate, be pro- 
ceeded to the degree of B.M. on the 23rd April in the year following, with the 
intention of practising as a physician ; but he was cut off in the 27th year of hii 
age, and in the lifetime of his father, closing a very promising career, lumarried* 
on the 23rd June 1805. His name and death are recorded on the £unilj monu- 
ment in Runcorn parish church. 

The estates, being entailed on heirs male, have descended to Gborge Orred, eeq., 
now of Rookesbury park, Fareham, Hants, whose grand&ther, Fletcher Orred, 
esq., was a younger brother of the £ftther of this scholar. Mr. G^rge Orred*! 
second sister, G^rgiana, married the right honourable Robert Lowe, M.P. 

Mr. Orred says, in a letter which I have received from him : " The derivation of 
the name of Orred may interest you, as I find it in very early charters in Nor- 
mandy, before the Conquest, viz. in the Cartulaire de VAbbaye 8t. Vincent de 
Mane in Normandy, p. 1 35 {Biblioth^que Imperiale, Paris, No. 5444) ; and in 
the celebrated Moreau Collection of Charters and Diplomas, voL xxx. p. 107. It 
is there assigned to a date between 1067 and 1073. The name it Scandinavian 
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or Aii{;lo-SaioQ. Or and Ord Bignif; iuitium aut origq ; Bed, aa a prefli or 
pMtSi, denote* iwtinael, pnidcDca, ogacitj, as .^Srlred (Ethelred), noble to 
eounMl; Mildred, milii m counsel; Uihred (Wihuvd), irise in coiinBel; thna 
Ordnd, OrTtred, ur Orrrd, the bejjinnjng of coudboI. Hence tbc rolloning dis- 
tich:

"Jul; 10, iSio, oa the pliins of Almaids. st the brad of eight iquodrana of 
the 14th ttod [jth light dragoons, while gnllaDtlj charging the French CDTabj, 
supported by three hondred of their infantry, l(.-co!onel Tulbot. The French 
&rtd, and killed tvo subalterns of the ijtb aiid aboat ten priTatcii both the 
fotelegB of colonel Talbot'a boiw were broken ; the nnimal plunged forward and 
fell; and the colonel fell oTor tua head on the bajoneLs of the encmj, who 
instantly deepalfhed him. He wee born at Molabide castle, and brother of B. 
W. Talbot, esq., U.P. for the countj of Dubiin," (See p. 6g, ante.) 

Jolia, son of Thomas Everard, esq., Randilsto^m, Ireland. 

The eldest son (bom in 177S) of Tliomns Eterard, esq, {the represeotatirc of an 
ancient Boumn catholic family lon^ ecst«d in the county of Mcath, and posiesned 
of tho Bandilstoirn estate from a remote period, the bead oC which. John Everard, 
eeq., grandfather of thin scholar, conformed to the Estahlished church abont the 
tniddle of the eighteenth century), and his wife Sarhars, daughter of Jamea 
O'Beilly, esq., of fiollinlough castle, Weitmeath, and sister to tho first baroDOH 
Talbot de Molahide. (See p. fiS anie.) This scholar and his brothers, whose 
iiKnes occur subsequently io the Rfgifler, were oonsequentty first cousins to the 
avren sons of R, W. Talbot, esq., all of whom were educated at the sehooL 

John Everard entered the army, serred iu India, and attained to the runic of colonoL 
He succeeded his Cilhcr at BondiUtown, haTiug married his eouiin, Barbara. 
daughter of sir Hugh Nugent, bait., and died in Italy, s.p., and was buried in 
Kilberry churchyard, in tho county of Menth, On thei list October 1K45. aged 67, 
I 13ui ETorard maDeioii houie is at Randilstown, near KaTan. in tho county of Meath. 
The remains of a private chapel aro still to be seen there. The head of the family 
i* patron of the ricarage of Donogbpatrick and rectory of Kilberry, forming the 
union of Donogbpatrick. in Meath diocese. There is an altar tomb of the Ererard 
fiunily in £ilherry chnrcbyard ; and a flat stone iras recently brought to light by 
Dr. U. Brady, rector of Donogbpatrick, which lay concealed by the earth, in tho 
old chancel of the now ruined churuh of Kilberry, and a simihir flat atono in the 
cborohyardofDouoghpatrick. The bioriptioni, wliieh reUte to member* of the 
VOL II.

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family prerioua to 1730, are defaced by time, and the tombstone is apparently 
neglected. The parish priest of Kilberry has in his possession a pixis of silyer, 
bearing this inscription : " This pixis, given to y* parish of Kilberry t.o hare y* 
soul of M' Thomas Joseph Brerard pray*d for, who died on y* 20^ of June 1757." 

Mar^ 5. John, son of the Rev. George Hodson, Liverpool, Lane.

John Hodson was baptised at S. George's church, Liverpool, on the 5th May 1775, 
and there buried, having died <m the 8tb July 1801 at LirerpooL

Trejorwerth is in the parish of Bodedem, near Holyhead. 

This scholar, bom in April 1776, graduated A.B. of Christ's college, Cambridge, in 
1798, and A.M. of Emanuel college in 1820. He took holy orders, and was a 
very fortunate man with regard to the ecclesiastical preferments which fell to his 
lot, for ho was appointed in 1 8 1 3 to the chancellorship of Bangor cathedral ; in 
1 8 15 to the yaluablo rectory of Aberfraw, in Anglesey, which is in the patronage 
of the crown ; and by the bishop of Bangor, in 1820, to the stiU more yaloable 
rectory of Llantrissaint. These appointments he held to the time of his death, 
which was in December 1849. He was also a deputy -lieutenant and an active 
magistrate of the county for nearly fifly years, and chaplain to the late marquis 
of Anglesey. Ho was the author of one or two pamphlets On the Planting of 
Treee, of which he was a strong advocate, and in which he set a prominent 
example. 

He married in 1 800 Mary, daughter of John Jones, esq., of Bodedryfed, by whom he 
had nine children, of whom four only now survive. His eldest son, Hugh Wynne 
Jones, A.M., was rector of Meivod, in the diocese of S. Asaph, and died B.p. in 
1848. His second son, John Wynne Jones, M.A., of Trejorwerth, is arohdeacon 
and canon of Bangor and rector of H^n Eglwys, in Anglesey. His third son, 
Henry Wynne Jones, M.A., is perpetual curate of Penmynydd, Anglesey, and 
rural dean ; and his fourth son, Robert Wynne Jones, M.D., is now in praotioe 
as a physician at Beaumaris, and a justice of the peace. 

August 7. Christopher, son of John Swainson, calico manufacturer, Preston, 

Lane. 

To the eldest son of this scholar I am indebted for the greater portion of tha fol- 
lowing notice. 
Christopher Swainson was the eldest son of John Swainson, of Pretton, and 
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h hit wife, daughtur of Charles Inman, raq., of Laneu'er. snd of Kings- 
ton in thg inlniid uf Jamnica; of an anaient famil}', onrc tho poaseiifora of braid 
lands ID Kelbcrdalc, and who stLSered sercrely for tbuir loYolt; in the Civil worii 
of Ibc partiamunt. 

His greiidbther waa the Bci. Chrlatopher Swainsoa, wbo mnrried Eliubctb, 
daughtoi" of Anlhony Liatpr, eeq., of Qiggleawicli, and ims aiiooeMiTcly Ticw of 
Qi^tnwick aad rector of Slxel;, in Yorkshire, and incuiabeDt of Copp and 
Ooosnorgh, ia LancaBhiro. 

Christopher, the aoholar here recorded, WM bom on the Uth Jiilj t^^s■ HsTing 
been nominated to a arhool exhibition in 179J, ba vaa admitted a member of 
S, Jobn'a college, Ciun bridge, in April, and went into Teaiil^nce in October of the 
aame je«r. In Oetober 1795 ho left C'ambriilgo and enU-red Worcester college, 
Oxford, where he took the degree of B.A. on the i3tb Fcbmoijr 1797, and of 
M-A. on the iind Norembor 1799. He vas ordained dokcon id tSoo, and 
pri»t in 1801, bj Dr. F. H. W. Cornwall, bishop of Bristol. 

Boon after leaving college be wiu appointed tutor to the aota of the second lord 
Qite (created eorl of Povis), and aocompanied bis pupils to Eton in 1798. He 
obtained this appoinlmeat from bis conneclion with the Wilions of Eihtun boJl, 
in Crecen. Two of bis grent-uuclea, brothers of his grandfather, marriMl two 
sisl«rs of (hat fnmilj. Their ucphex, Uatthen Wilsdu, of Esbton, eipoused tllA 
aistcr of tbe first and great lord Cliro. In April iSoi be was inducted to the 
Ticunec of Hawkesburj, in Gloucestershire, on the presentation of lord Lirer- 
pooL This living he held in commendam for the son of tbe patron. It was in 
this year (180a) that he sold the adrowson of the ricarago of S. Micbael'a.on- 
Wjire, in Lsnculkire. a Elunilj living. An csrljr gucccuion to its isoumbenc; 
•eenwd impossible, and be bod good prospects of ccclesiaatical preferment in 
other quarters. In 1805 be was presented to tbe Ticarage of Clun, in fihrop- 
■hire, b; tbe earl of Powis. About this time, or early in the spring of 1806, and 
near the close of Mr. Pitt's last adroinistrstion, the oorl of Powis wai otTereil 
the lord-lieuten&ticj of Ireland, and it was arranged that Mr. Swaiuson should 
•ccompan; him as bis chaplain -, but vhilst the earl went to London to receive 
tbe eppointnicut fhim the king, and Mr, SwslnioD cnme down into Lancsdure 
mother, Mr. Pilt died, and the appoiatmt^nt did not take plooe. In 
■ Hr. Swainson was appointed to the prebendol stall of Cubliugton, in the 
_^ ilof Hereford; and in the following year (1S09) he married, on tlie jrd 

I 'JfllptM, EliHbetb, sole daoghter and beirew of Tbamas Lowe, esq., M.D., of 
Tmton, by whom be bad two sons, who lurvived bini. In 1816 lord Lirarpool, 
then prime minister, offered him tbe crown living of the rectory of Lttttwworth 
once held by WycUlTe, " tbe morning star of tbe lUformntion." lit. Bwaiiuon 
was not, however, inducted to Lutterworth, having effected an amiDgeinant for 
an eiobange with the rortor of Wistanatow, in Shropshire, about nine miles 
distant from the virarsge of Clan ; and he wis appointed to tlutt rectory in the 
lame year, on the presentjition of the eurl of Craven. 
JJariat the duke of Wellington's administration (in 1819- }o) the dnko of North- 
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umbcrland, who married lady Charlotte CliTe, the daughter of the first and 
sister of the second earl of Powis, was lord-lieutenant of Ireland. It is stated 
that at that time Mr. Swainson had the oflfer of an Irish bishoprick. Howerer 
this may be, it is very probable that he may hare been recommended for high 
ecclesiastical preferment, seeing the estimation in which he was held by the 
Clive fiimily and by the duchess of Northumberland, whose instructor he had been 
in the dead languages at the time he was tutor to her brothers. The duchess 
was a woman of strong sense and ability, and was appointed gOTemeas to the 
princess Victoria, our present queen. If a positive offer was made, it is equallj 
probable that his natural diffidence would have induced Mr. Swainson to shrink 
from the acceptance of a post of great prominence and responsibility. 
" His character," as described' by an intimate and much-valued friend, the Rev. 
Christopher Bird, rector of ChoUerton, Northumberland, " was shy and retiring. 
The qualities of his heart were far more estimable and distinguished than the 
acquirements of his head, yet he was a sound and accurate soholar» and did 
honour to the school in which he was educated and valuable service to the pupils 
at Eton who were intrusted to his care. He was far from doing justice to him- 
self. His attainments, both intellectual and moral, were much higher than his 
own claim upon others, or his estimate of himself. By those who knew him 
well he was esteemed a person of sound judgment, good acquirements, and both 
in principle and practice a sincere Christian, but, not having those demonstra- 
tive talents which the world loves and admires, his worth will only be seen when 
the secret« of all hearts shall be open." 

The portraits of Christopher Swainson, in his early manhood, show that he had 
a handsome countenance of refined and regular features. He was tall in figure, 
and his manners were peculiarly pleasing and courteous. He died at Wistanstow 
on the 19th December 1854, and his widow only survived him two days. His 
eldest son, Edward Christopher, M.A., of Worcester college, Oxford, the present 
rector of Wistanstow, succeeded his father in the possession of that living, of 
which he had bought the next presentation (the advowson he himself purchased), 
and also inherited from him a considerable landed estate in the county of Salop. 
His second son, Charles Lowe, of Qrappenhall, Cheshire, succeeded to property 
near Chorley, in Lancashire, derived from his mother's family, in whose possession 
it had been since the time of Edward Y I. 

The family of Swainson were, from an early period, located in districts of Craven, 
in Yorkshire, and in the hill country about the sources of the Kibble, and inter- 
married with the G-randorges, Carrs, Listers, Wilsons, Coulthursts and Qtr- 
forths, the principal families of that neighbourhood. 

Roger Swaynson de Staynforth, of this family, fought at Flodden under the banner 

of Henry lord Clifford. (Vide Battle Boll of Flodden^ at BoUon Abbey.)

The following sketch of tbe erentfiil life of thia scholar, the first portion of which 
wu eitrocted from tbe Cape Argut, appcat'ed in tbe Itaite^eiter Comriar of Hay 
1864: 

" The (uaerol of this gentlcmoti took place towards tlie end of last month, and 
as lie had long held an important position in our cutonial aooietj, and naa greatly 
respected by all who knew him, a large coneonrao followed his remains to the 
grave. Samuel SQiertboni Bsdey, M.D., retired euigeon in the royal nary, -was 
bom St Malmcabury, in Wiltshire, on tbe jth of November 1778, was educated 
at the celebrated grammar school of Manchester till be was 15 years old, when 
he waa articled to Mr. Lyucli, one of the aurgeona of the Manoheeter inSrmary. 
In his iind year he entered the royal navy as oaeiatant-aurgcan on board H.M.9. 
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' Thetis,* and was present at the taking of Egypt in March 1801. In yowember 
1804 he passed his examination as surgeon, and was appointed surgeon to 
H.M.S. ' Raren.* This ship baring been sbortlj afterwards ordered to cany out 
to admiral sir John Orde, then stationed off Cadiz, and admiral lord Kelson, 
then off Toulon, tbe declaration of war against Spain, be sailed in ber from Eng- 
land on tbe 27 tb of January 1805. Seren days afterwards tbe 'Raren' was 
totally wrecked in a gale of wind off Cadiz, with tbe loss of fourteen men and one 
officer, the remainder of ber crew being made prisoners by the Spaniards. Alter 
being in prison some months they were allowed to take tbeir departure, and Dr. 
Bailey got a passage on board an American ship bound to Malta, where he was 
fortunate enough to meet tbe fleet under lord Nelson, and was ordered by tbe 
boarding officer to join the * Yictory,' lord Nelson's ship. After a court-martial 
bad inquired into the loss of the * Raren,' lord Nelson informed Dr. Baikj that be 
could proceed to England, but that if he wished to remain in the 'Victory' he 
would be taken care of. He decided upon remaining with bis lordship, and in 
about a month afterwards he was appointed surgeon to the ' Juno ' frigate, com- 
manded by captain Richardson, and was present at tbe battle of Trafidgar, the 
' Juno ' baring been stationed on the quarter of the ' Victory.' Shortly after the 
battle of Trafidgar Dr. Bailey's health began to gire way, and be was allowed to 
risit England, where, aft;er a residence of two or three months, he reported him* 
self again readj for duty, and was immediately appointed surgeon to the * Inde- 
fatigable,' in those days tbe largest frigate in our serrioe. In September 1809 
the 'Indefatigable' joined lord Ghjnbier's squadron, then lying off L'Orient, 
contemplating the best way of destroying a large French fleet then in Basque 
roads. This was erentually accomplished, the 'Indefatigable' being the second 
ship in action, and in the beat of the engagement all day. Dr. Bailey was next 
appointed surgeon to tbe 'Astrea,' ordered to tbe Cape station, and arrired here 
on the 31st of December 1809. Aft;er liauritius had fallen, tbe 'Astrea' sailed 
for Madagascar, and on the 20th of May 181 1, when off Tamatare, they fell in 
with three French frigates which, after a desperate and protracted flght of eight 
hours, struck with a fearful loss, the loss on board the 'Astrea' being oompara- 
tirely small. In September 181 3 Dr. Bailey proceeded to England, and after 
remaining there a few months be obtained leare to return to tbe Cape on half- 
pay. Here he married and commenced practice. Soon after his arriral in the 
colony he appears to bare been struck with tbe great want of a hospital or some 
place of reception for sick seamen of tbe merchant serrice, and in the early part 
of 1 8 16 he submitted his riews of building a Merchant seaman's hospital to lord 
Charles Somerset, the then goremor. Lord Charles admitted tbe great necessity 
for such an establishment, but urged that tbe goremment bad no money. To- 
wards the end of the same year, howerer, he succeeded in getting a grant of tbe 
piece of ground where the old Somerset hospital now stands. He built the hos- 
pital at his own expense, and was afterwards forced to sell it to tbe Burgher 
senate at a serions and almost ruinous loss. Dr. Bailey, therefore, well deserres 
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to be remembered u ooe mho largelj benefited the commuoitj to tbe detrimeat 
of liimM^lf. 

" Dt. Bailey continued the pnu'tice of his profeAsion till viChia a few monthi 
of hia death. The writer >vbo senits this saw him IQ 1861 perform an operatiaa 
npon a mui's eje with a steudj hund that a jauagcr man in his prafeasion 
might enTj. The doctor was ■ atiirdj eiiurehmao, siid iti a moment of difllcidty, 
in iSj9, he •otiuite(>red lo ierre ■■ churchwarden at S. John's ohnrch, Wjnlwrg. 
When not a little talh or opposition arode from the eflbrta of the biahop of Cnps- 
town to place the Engliah church in its integrilj before the people, the old doctor 
would bo beard to aaji, 'Call that Popish, or this Puaejite ! Wbj, bless mj aonl, 
[ ncTCr uw aerriae performed difibrentlj when I was a boj' at Manchester gram- 
mar school, long before Paaej, or Newman, or four biabop, were bom ! ' For 
Dr. Bailej's aerrices in the aatj he got a medal with three olasps, aoe for Egjpt, 
one for TamntaTr, and one for Bueqiie Boeda."

He graduated 
S.A.. on the 14th Januarj 1797, and at his father's death immediately succeeded 
to both appointments, dying s. p. on the 14th September iSii, at the age of jS. 
Ha was succeeded by his brother Samuel. The only aurtiTiiig brother of this 
scholar is Mr. Henry Steel, who lately retired from the manHgoment of the 
LiTerpooI gaa company, with a handsome allowacce for life, after many years

Edward Grime, before esteriag Manchester school, was for some time at the Gram- 
mar school of Wiuriogton, then under the care of that ripe soholar the Bar. 
Edward Owen, M.A., the translator of J«ve%iil. 
Ib the year 179J he woa admitted to Drascno^ ooUege. Oxford, with a school 
etbibitioD, and graduated B.A. on the ■4tb January 1799, and on the same day 
receiTed hie appointment to one of the Hulmtan exhibitions. On the lotb Octo- 
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ber 1 80 1 he took the degree of M^., and he further proceeded to the degrees of 
B.D. and D.D. on the 22nd June 1820. 

From the time of learing Oxford, when he took holj orders, he officiated as curate 
of Warrington till about the year 181 1, when he became one of the curates of 
the hon. and rev. George Bridgeman, rector of Wigan, who afterwards presented 
him to the perpetual curacy of Hindley, in the parish of Wigan. He held that 
curacy about two years, and, just on the completion of a residence there, built 
for him by subscription, the earl of Cork presented him to the rectory of Marston 
Bigot, in Somersetshire. This he vacated (having taken the degree of D.D. in 
order to enable him to hold a plurality of liTings), when he became, through the 
patronage of the same nobleman, yicar of Ballingarry, rector of Kilfinnon and 
incumbent of Darrah, in the county of Limerick. He held these benefices 
for a very short time, dying at Ballingarry on the 4th November 182 1. There 
is on the south wall of Ballingarry church a simple tablet to his memory, which 
states that his grave is in the south side of the church-yard. 

He had married in 1805 the third daughter of Thomas Hall, esq., of Llanigon, in 
Brecknockshire. Mrs. Bridgeman (the second wife of the rector of Wigan) and 
her sister, the countess of Cork, entertained a strong personal attachment to 
Mrs. Grime, whence Dr. Orime found a patron in lord Cork. 

Dr. Grime is remembered as a good reader and a popular preacher, and had the 
reputation of being a fair classical scholar. He published, at Warrington, A 
Pindaric Ode to the immortal memory of Lord Nelson^ soon after the battle of 
Trafalgar. His school and college friend was Richard Rainahaw RothweU, for 
whom see p. 130 ante. 

Dr. Grime's eldest daughter, Ann, married in 1825 Revell Phillips, eeq., barrtster* 
at-law, of the Middle temple, by whom she had three sons and one daught^. 
Mr. Phillips died, aged 72, on the 22nd February 1866.

The pedigree of the family of Cradock is given in Burke's Landed Chntrff, edition 
1848 ; but does not appear in that of 1863. 

The scholar here entered succeeded his father on the 12th June 18 14, who died at 
the age of 73, having married Elizabeth, daughter of Christopher Wilkinson, 
esq., of Thorpe-on-Tees. He was bom on the 27th September 1777, and gradu- 
ated at Trinity college, Cambridge, A.B. 1799, and A.M. 1809. He was colonel 
of the North York militia, and represented the now disfranchised borough of 
Camelford in parliament from June 1822 to 1832, having been first elected in the 
whig interest as colleague to Mr. Mark Milbank, vice the earl of Yarmouth who 
succeeded to the peerage as marquis of Hertford. 

He died unmarried, and was buried in the family burial place, which he had erected, 
on the 27th February 1852, aged 74.

The mother of this scholar married, seoondlj, Mr, William Atherton, who was the 
•on of a silk mercer, at Preeton, and went out ta Jamaica aa the overeeer of 
plantaCioDa in that island. On ber death, a.p., he returned to Preston, and mar- 
ried as hia second wife. Miss Elizabeth Sepbton, of Onnsku-k, who erected a very 
handsome mDnument to his memory in Preacot cburoh, by tbe elder Weatmaeott, 
«on>ideKd to be one of bis best works, the Latin inscription on which (not the 
purest specimen of lAtinity), is Bajd to haTe been written by justice air Jamea 
Allan Park, who married a niece of Mr. Atherton. 

Mr. William Atherton died very riob, on the ijtb June 1813, iearing personalty 
to the amount of nearly [do,ooo/., and large estates in the West Indies, which 
were divided amongst the daughters of hia brother, Heni^ Atberton, and hi* 
nephew, oolonel Atherton of Walton hall, brother to lady Park.

January 17. Joluij 8011 of Alexander Taylor^ physician^ Manchester^ Lane 

This scholar was bom at Paisley, where his father resided before he came to Man- 
chester. For some years his father, residing at No. 11, Mosley street, wis 
one of the surgeons of the Manchester infirmary. His professional reputation 
ranked high, more especially as an operator for lithotomy. He operated snooeis- 
fully on two boys, and brought them, one in each hand, before the board at the 
infirmary, when they came to return thanks. He afterwards resided with his 
son John at Liyerpool, where he died, in his 75th year, in 18 18. 

John Taylor, his eldest son, was originaUy intended for the medical profession, but 
was so shocked by the sight of suffering which he witnessed when once taken by 
his father to the infirmary, after some dreadful accident, that he thenceforth gare 
up all thought of a surgeon's life. He became a cotton merchant in Manchester, 
but, though aotiyely engaged in mercantile pursuits, he did not neglect to prose- 
cute those literary studies of which the foundation was laid at Manchester school 
At the time of his death (on the 9th December 1857) there appeared in the 
Liverpool Mercury an interesting sketch of his life and character, (for a copy 
of which I am indebted to my friend and schoolfellow Dr. W. H. Bellot, now of 
Leamington Priors,) whence the following particulars hare been extracted : 

"Apart from Mr. Taylor's public character, his memory challenges, amidst the 
general regret, a more than passing notice at our hands. A profound scholar, 
and accomplished gentleman, he afforded another proof, such as the Rosooes of 
the world haye given, of the perfect compatability of commercial pursuits with 
the widest scientiGc attainments, the deepest culture, and the most refined 
literary tastes. He was, we beliere, the eldest son of a large family, and com- 
pleted his education, as far as scholastic learning goes, at the grammar school in 
Manchester. He subsequently removed to Liverpool, and married Elisabeth, 
daughter of Mr. Marshall, whose wife was a Miss Hale, of Damhall, Cheshire. 
He was for more than half a century a cotton broker in this town, ever noted 
for his intelligence and integrity. His geniality of heart, the bold originality of 
his views, and the li*ank independence of his character, made him a general 
favourite, and there is no countenance more sorrowfully missed from 'change. 
We hnve, however, to regard him in another and more interesting light, for the 
deceased was distinguished alike as an astronomer, linguist and poet. His 
scientific acquirements were wide and varied, and he corresponded for many 
years with the most eminent astronomers in Europe. Arago and De Yigo were 
amongst his constant correspondents, and he was on terms of the doseet inti- 
macy and wannest Mendship with pro£MMor Silliman of the United States, with 
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(ir Jamea South of this cauutrj, and other dietuiguiBhed men. He wsi » good 
Greek kUoUt, a thorough Lstinbt, and veil acquainted wilfa mmt of the modeni 
langUBgrt. Ai a pact, Us priadpal vork uoneutB of a truiBUtton of Orid'a Fatli 
into Engluh yerae, vrith Terj copious lutronomical notes. There ore oUo his 
Claidiax Siflchn, uddreiied to hia wife, who puBted beautifall; in oil, and to 
whom he aUudee thus ;

"In politics Mr. JohuTsjlor, without being n rioleut pari isan, was an sdraDoed 
liberal, one of tbow honoured few, of whom wo have but one Or two velerans 
remaining, nlio in adrei-se times did not fear to avow themselves the champions 
of civil and religiom freedom, and fought atnl J ohloquj Ihe bard battle of reform, 
long before progressive principles were papular. He was. wo bolicTc, u warm 
friend and aasociule of Mr. Egerton Smith, the founder of this paper, and for 
man? years -i ft-equent contributor to our raliimns on art criticisms or subjects 
of literary intei'esl. his communicationa bearing tha initials of cither T. or J. T. 
" He was remarkable for his quick sensibility and profound hulred of every 
thing which bore the semblance of oppression ; and bis private charities, though 
OnobtmsiTe, were Iwth discriminating aud extensive. He was possessed of a Tery 
eitraordinary memorr, and it may be mentioned as a i^eeuliarity that he not 
only read, hot bougbl, rvery book which bos been published on the French 
revolution. He leaves bebinit him a most eileaslvo library. Of this worthy, 
excellent, and leariied man, ia ail probabiUty, a more eiteDded memoir will 
shortly be published," 
r. laylor was present at some of thoantuTerMryfaatiTali between iSoSand 1S14.

He matriculated at Brasenose college, Oxford, on the 13th April 1799, at ^® ^ 
of 19, held one of the school exhibitions from 1799 to i8oa, succeeded to one of 
Hulme's exhibitions earlj in the jear 1803, and graduated B.A. on the 14th 
January 1803, and M.A. on the loth October 1805. Having been ordained 
deacon by Dr. Tomline, bishop of Lincoln in 1806, and priest in the following 
* year by Br. M. Sutton, archbishop of Canterbury, he was appointed president 
of King's college, in ISToya Scotia, in 1807 (on the sudden death of the Be?. 
Dr. Cox, who had held the office for the short space of one year), graduating 
B.D. on the 9th June in that year, and held the office for thirty years. He was 
also for twenty years rector of S. James's, Newport, ISToya Scotia. In his absenos 
frx>m England, the degree of D.D. was con£arred upon him by the unirersity of 
Oxford on the ist June 18 16. He died at S. Leonard's, Exeter, on the a5th 
ISToyember 1864, aged 85, and was buried at Alphington church, near Exeter, 
where there is a marble tablet with a short Latin inscription, '* oonjugis libero- 
rumque pietas.** 

He held a curacy near Oxford, after his first ordination, and was for a short p^od 
Tice-pnncipal of S. Alban hall, Oxford. On the 9th June 1808 he married 
Eleanor, third daughter of the honourable Michael Wallace, one of the oldest 
and most respected inhabitants of Halifax, and a leading member of the gorem- 
ment, by whom he had four sons and four daughters. All his sons are dead, 
three of them having preceded him to the grave : Charles Eirbyi in holy orders ; 
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Hiflhif 1 Walluw, ■ clerk in tlie ordnnuro drpartmcnt: ; sod Tbomu, vho died 
in hii joutb, and are all buried with their father at Alphington. His eldeit aon, 
Be^nald Barelaj. who hpld aa appaintmcat in Xora Scotia, BurriTcd his fatber 
tnAj foDTtevn mouths. Of hie datigUten one innrried ia NoTa Sootia, and is 
now ivsidetit there ; the others, of whom one is B vridow, rviido in Eieter, ivhcro 
thsir mother still fnirriTee. 
Di. Oharles Porter waa yery wanulj attached lo the school, and rariirited the well- 
rementbercd ipot iodii after his return to England. During hit resideooe abroad, 
the portraiti of Mr. LawBon, Dr. F. Hodwn, and bishop Cleaver hung in bis 
■tudy, and helped to keep bIitc, in all their rigour, his natural feclioga of affection 
for the home of his early years. He was an eiwllent classical scholar, and (jreatly 
eltcemed for bis moml irorth and high character « a cle^yman and geDtleman. 
In the Salifax Bfjiorler of December ijtb 1S64, appeared a notice of Dr. Porter, 
from which I bare extracted the following interesting passage : 

"In addition to bis acknowledged aecomplisluneals as a scholar, the referend 
dootor wu greatly admired for tbe rich and mplodious tones, by which, in the 
dan room, he delighted oren tbe enrs of unwilling etudents, when reriting from 
Oreak or Latin tomes of antiquity — the teclure of the day — or when, from tbe 
aacred desk, by hia correct and harmonious intonations, he did Justice to tbe 
beautiful iorrice of the church of England. It is not often that such a reader 
has been beard in tbe old country or in tbe new. When Dr. Porter retired to hia 
native land, be carried with him a Tery warm tostimonial to his worth from the 
goremors of (he college, who wore aniious to hare retained him, if theirmppled 
resources had permitted. 

" Although removed from the scene of his labour*, he did not forget it, bat in 
Tarious ways evinced his interest in the institution. So lately as 1863, he trans- 
lated into beautiful and cbusic Latin a poetical epistle from the Ser. J. H. Clinch, 
now of Boston, addressed to his ahna mater which was printed, though not pub- 
lished, at the time. Indeed, it has been said, [hat so thorougldy classical did his 
tastes continue, although for thirty years a stranger to the professor's chair, that 
be atill amused himself in his walks around Eieler (the place of bis residence) 
by composing and committing lo memory some I«tiD and Qreck rcrsificatioas. 
Th« visitor to King's college Ubrary, may see an excellent portrait of the doctor 
liy Field, (who flourished hereabout 18 n or 1812), which was a tribute of res- 
pect from his pupils ; a similar testimonial having been pretiously given to bla 
rercrend colleague, Dr. Cochran, whose picture by the same artist, bangs on the op- 
posite waU. Tbe generati on which enjoyed tbe advantages of educational training 
from these two distinguished masters is fast passing away ; bat it is right, that 
tba Dames of those who enriched their minds with the treasures of sound secular 
and religious knowledge, should be held in grateful Temombranec." 
^Die parish of which he had charge in Nova Scotia, wb« distant fourteen miles from 
his residence, and tbe exposore to cold in long drives during tbe winter months, 
brought on an afieetion of the throat and chest, which necessitated his letum to 
England, aa the only chance of restoration to health.. 
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In addition to the Latin poem referred to in the preceding extract, I hare now 
before me another similar specimen of his knowledge and taste as a classical 
scholar, and a remarkable instance of clearness and rigour of mind in one so ht 
adranoed in years, for he was, when he wrote it, in his 85th year. It is entitled, 
SpUtola Foetica ad amieum ; auetore V.R. Alvredo OUpin^ A,M^ e Coll. Reg. 
N.S.f LcfHni oontena V.M. Carolo Porter, S.T.F.y efutdem CoUeffii olim Pranii, 
and was privately printed in Kora Scotia. The poem, for correct and elegant 
yersification, will bear comparison with any similar examples of scholarship in 
our days.

The rer. Nicholas Mosley Cheek, who was nephew to sir John Parker Mosley, bait 
(for whom see Register^ yol. L p. 25), succeeded to the rectory of BoUettOD, in 
Staffordshire, on the death of the rer. sir John Mosley. bart., on the a9th Sep- 
tember 1779, and held the benefice for ten years, resigning it in 1789 in &TOQr 
of the rer. John Peploe Mosley. (See Register, vol. i. pp. 167-8.) 

Mr. Cheek afterwards resided in Manchester, and built S. Stephen's church, Salford, 
at his own cost " aided by the sale of the pews." He was also perpetual curate 
of Chorlton and chaplain of the Kew Bailey. S. Stephen's church was conse- 
crated on the 23rd July 1794, and Mr. Cheek was appointed the first minister. 
He died on the 1 8th July 1 805, and was buried at S. Stephen's, where may be seen 
a tablet to his memory, which calls upon its readers to imitate the remarkable 
yirtues which he displayed in his public and prirate life. His widow, Alice 
Gilbert, daughter of Bobert Bannister, esq., of Antigua, died at Sidbory, nesr 
Sidmouth, on the 14th Koyember 1825, aged 79. 

Solomon Cheek, the second son, was bom at Warsop, in Notts, on the 19th April 
1779, ^°d ^^ ^^ Bridgewater on the 26th January 1838, aged 59 years, a 
widower, and s.p. 

Edward Cheek, bom at Bolleston on the 30th June 1780, married Helen, widow of 
Pr. O'Connor of Mallow, Ireland, and died at Albany barracks, in the Isle of 
Wight on the 9th April 1821, aged 40, and was buried at Carisbrook. He wss 
lieutenant in the 20th regiment of foot, and had seen much aotiye serrioe in the 
Peninsular war, and was highly esteemed by his brother officers, who, I am told, 
erected a monument to him on the north wall of the church. 

William Henry Cheek (who was bom at Bolleston on the i8th July 178a, and 
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mrtwled to hi« eldtat brother, John Moslej Gilbert Cheek, attorDpr, of ETesbom, 
in WoreeBtenhire, od tbe ijtb October 1796 for &to ji'acs), appear* in the Man- 
ekeitrr and SalJUrd Dirfetori/, o! liog, as an att^me; reaiding ia Masio; street, 
Salford, Id iSi 1 the name is Dot Ibiuid.

Marplein 1781. 

The second and third sann, Henry BrndshaiFC. and John, Isherwood, do not appear 
in the RtgUUr, but both most probably were edueated at the school. The 
latter, in the opinion of the family, was certainty a papil of Mr, Lawsoo. John 
Isherwood, who married the eldest daughter and caheircta of the Sct. Thomas 
Bancroft (for whom see Segitfer, to], i. p. 103-^), was high sberilT of Cheshire 
in iSiJ, and boriod at Marple, dying on the 13rd May 1839, in his 63rd year.

James Bnulshawe Isherwood, after spending eight years at the scboal, proceeded 
with an eihihition, to S. John's ouUege, Cambridge, and graduated A.B. iSoj. 
and AH. 1807. In the Utter year ho was appointed as one of the 
fbr the purpose of erecting a monument to the mvmoT; of Mr. Lawaon. 
bvquently attended the anniversary meetings of the old scholars, but his n 
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does Dot occur later than 1812. In 1807 he was the junior steward, as eolleagne 
to major Henry Hulton. He was never married, and of no profession, but lived 
on a small estate, near Marple, which he inherited as a yoimger son. When 
John Isherwood succeeded to the family estates, in 1801, he took his brother 
James to lire with him at Marple hall, until his own marriage in 181 2, when 
James took a house at Poynton, and resided there till his death, on the i8th 
August 1828, at the age of 47. He was buried with his ancestors at Stockport, 
and his name is recorded on a monument in the chancel of the parish church. 
He left his small estates to his nieces, daughters of Q«orge and Henry Salyin, esqs. 
The father of these brothers died on the 2nd March 1788, aged 73, when they were 
young, and their mother occupied a house in Manchester, which still belongs to 
the family. She died on the i8th May 1797, aged 57.

He was an able, but somewhat sordid attorney, and once dismissed from 
the town clerkship for alleged corruption. But party spirit then ran high. 

His son, John, failed in an effort to succeed his father as town derk in 18 12, bat 
practised as an attorney in Congleton till his death in 1824, learing a son and 
daughter. William Smith, grandson to this scholar, lires at Cutileford, in Odd 
Bode, near Congleton.

to Elizabeth, onlj daughter of Mr. William Waterworth of Manchester and 
Clayton, calico printer, bj whom he had two daughters, of whom the elder died 
joung, and two sons, John Henrj, attorney, of Manchester (for whom see Regu- 
ter, anno 1828), and William Dayid (see anno 1829) who was drowned when a 
youth at school, whilst bathing in the Irwell at Ageoroft bridge, on the 20th 
July 1832, and was buried at the Collegiate church. By his second wife, Mary, 
third daughter of Mr. Robert Dalton of Manchester, manufacturer, (to whom 
be was married at S. John's church, Manchester, on the 4th May 18 15), he 
left five children surviring, two daughters and three sons. 

Mr. John Law died, in his vist year, at Clarkesyillc, Crumpsall, on the nth Octo- 
ber 1852, and was buried at S. Luke*s church, Cheetham hill. He relinquished 
his profession some time before his death, residing partly at Crumpsall, and 
partly at Woodwell, near Silverdale, in the Lake district, a place to which he 
had become much attached, now the residence of his surriying daughter by his 
first wife. Miss Eliza Law. 

[Mr. Law first appears as a Manchester solicitor in the Manchetter Directory for 
1804. The line he took was principally tliat of an adyocate, and he was a shrewd 
and cleyer one. He possessed that moyeable face which is so yaluable to those 
whose profession calls upon them to extort the truth from persons who are un- 
willing to part with it. Against the brow-beating of one face a witness may 
possibly be hardened, but against that of half a dozen faces in suocession who 
CEui contend ? Mr. Law was decidedly a character, with a spice of the humourist, 
and was better known as " Jack Law " than by any other denomination. In his 
profession he was successful, and he died rich. He was the only person I eyer 
met with who wore a shabby coat on principle. ** Sir," said he to me once, " I 
should neyer haye been worth anything, if I hod not always made a point of 
appearing in a yery old coat, and of constantly complaining of poyerty." Cer- 
tainly he presented a contrast in lus outward man to some of his brethren, to 
Mr. William Sergeant and to Mr. Edward Chesshyre, whoso glossy and unim- 
peachable black and powdered heads left nothing to be desired in professional 
decorum, and to Mr. Samuel Edge, whose buckskin breeches and top boots were 
condoned in fayor of his goodly person, to which they seemed to haye a natural 
and necessary relation. Mr. Law was proud of his connection as a scholar with 
the Manchester Q-rammar school and Mr. Lawson. He had not forgot his Latin, 
and had many stories to tell of the old days of his scholarship. He took great 
interest in the proceedings in reference to the Lawson medal, of which, I am 
told, he was the originator, and acted as honorary secretary to the committee,

Janoar; iSoi ; M.A. OQ th« 10th October iSoji and B.D, on tbe iKth June 
1811. He was elected fellow soon altar taking hia B.A. degree, and, whca his 
aoboolfellow Dr. Hodson became principal of the college, was appointed to the 
office of college tutor. He was one of thepro-proctora when the allied sorereigna 
risited Oiford in 1S14. In tbe foUotting jcar he accepted the rectorj of Cotting- 
bam, ID Jforthamptonshire, a beoeQce in the gift of the college, which ha held for 
fifty years, residing there to tbedaj of his death. On resigning bis office aa tutor, 
he reeeiTod from his pupils a splendid present nf silver plate alludsd t« in the 
foUowing letter of Dr. F. Hodson, dated June 6tb i8i(> : 

"I bare recoiTed jour resignation, aa I ought, with sincere regret on public a* 
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well as private grounds, and am quite sure that I am losing an assiduous tutor, as 
well as a faithful friend. But as it must take place, I rejoice that it has been 
executed under such circumstances; amidst a flood of glorj burst upon one 
pupil,* and with a splendid tribute of affection from them all." 

His success as a college tutor caused him for many years to be much sought at 
Cottingham as a tutor for joung men preparing for the universities. 

He married on the 22nd Norember 1822, Marj, youngest daughter of the Ber. 

G-eorge Hodson, rector of Lirerpool, and sister to the principal of Brasenose. 

His long ministerial career at Cottingham, like that of many another £uthful 

parish priest, was unmarked by any striking events, but he lived and died very 

popular and much respected both by rich and poor. He was appointed to be 

rural dean by bishop Davys of Peterborough, but resigned the office some years 

before bis death. Long after his advanced age might well have excused him, he 

was very particular about attending visitations and other diocesan gatherings, 

and very unwilling to seem in need of the care due to an old man. His wss a 

bright, genial, happy old age, entering into the feelings and pleasures of his 

juniors to a degree rarely seen. Horace never had such a picture before him 

when be wrote his well known description of one past three-score years and ten : 

" Dilator, spe longus, iners, avidusque futuri, 

Difficilis, querulus, laudator temporis acti 

Se puero, censor oastigatorque minorum." 

Mr. Clayton retained a strong love for bis old college, and was always glad to see any 
of the fellows at the rectory, without the slightest spark of what is so common, an 
old man's jealousy, and dislike of a probable successor, and would speak with 
cheerfulness of the improvements likely to be made "wben he was gone." 

He lived to the age of 89, retaining his faculties to the last, and witb strength so 
little impaired, that a curate was unnecessary to him till within two years of his 
death. He was a friend of my father, and I received more than one kind letter 
from him, clearly written, and excellently expressed, so late as the year 1863. 
He assisted at the celebration of holy communion on Christmas day, 1865, and 
said family prayers as usual on the evening of Sunday January 14th 1866, a 
few hours before he was called to his rest. His wife predeceased him on the 4th 
October 1865, and they rest in the same grave on the north side of the chancel, 
marked by a large stone cross bearing a simple inscription. He left surviving 
him two daughters, Frances Sarah, and Mary Jane Elizabeth, of whom the latter 
married on the nth December i860, the Bev. Arthur B. C. Starkey, B.D., rector 
of Bygrave, Herts, and formerly fellow of S. John's college, Oxford. 

Mr. Clayton was present at the anniversary meeting of the old scholars in 1812, -i 3, 
-14, and steward in 18 15, as colleague to Mr. Thomas Drinkwater.

Robert Farren, son of Jonathan Cheetham, flour merchant, Stock- 
port, Cheshire. 

Haring been nominated to a school eibibltion, which be held &om 1796 lo 1799, 
he went to Oiford, and graduated at BraacnOHc OoUogo, Oiford, B.A. on the 
14th January iSoo. 

He published, by lubacription (and among the aubacribera were many Mancbeater 
Kholiin), on the ere of leavlDg icbool "for the mine- wreathed banla of Isis," 
Odet aad Mitcellanirs, Stockport, iimo, I79£- The volume, which was printed 
bj J. Clorte, and has the merit of good paper and clear type, is dediesl«d to 
Mr. Lawson, and oontaina many school exercises , cbially of English poetry, with 
two Latin decUmationa at the end ; and is embeUished with some wood engrar- 
ings, probably by Bewick. It wiu Terj fuTuunibly noticed in the GenlleBian'4 
Maffi-:i<K, 1798, p. 973. 

He was a scholar of much promise, and cut off at an early ago, TBry soon afl«i 
taking hii first degree at Oiford. He died at Stockport, on the i Jtb Januvy 
iSoi, in the 14th year of his age. 

[Sereial of his poems appeared in the magasines of the day, before they were col- 
lected in their pabUshed form. Hia " Ode to Health," is written in a desponding 
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strain, on quitting the school for Oxford, and he clearly anticipated an earlj 
grave, 

" Unless Oxonia's breeze this wasting frame renew." p. icx>. MJ] 

[The volume above mentioned was preceded by a small collection of Cheetham's 
poems, beautifully printed by G. Nicholson, in a diminutive size, entitled, Ff>em» 
by MaBrtrriSt 1795) 37 pp>i with tail pieces by Bottomley.

Bedhead, now of Springfield, Seedley, Manchester, a magistrate of the county 
of Lancaster, F.L.S., &o. (for whom aee BeyiHer, anno 1840).

Thomas Dean, in 1797, kept the Three Tuns inn, in Long Millgate. This old

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house, long since pulled down, was exactly opposite the old residential bouse of 
the high master of the school, and in mj very earlj days (when no one dreamed 
of railways), was in much request on market-days by the driyers of the old- 
fashioned wagons, laden with cotton or other goods, which rambled between 
Manchester and the neighbouring towns. I well remember the pleasure which 
it gare on Tuesday and Saturday afternoons, to watch from the drawing-room 
windows the well-harnessed teams of ponderous black or gray cart-horses, which 
waited patiently, for an iinreasonable time, whilst their drirers refireshed them- 
selves with repeated draughts from the " Three Tuns." 

James Dean, "son of Thomas Dean" (see Register of Matriculations at Oxford), 
bom on the 26th March 1785, was appointed to a school exhibition in 1804, 
and succeeded to an Hulmian exhibition early in 1808, graduating at Brasenose 
college, Oxford, B.A. on the 14th January 1808 ; M.A. on the loth October 1810. 
In the latter year, and again in 1822, he was present at the anniyersaiy meeting 
of the old scholars. Ho was recommended to lord Scarsdale as prirate tutor to 
his sons, Alfred and Francis Curzon, when they wont to Eton. Both his pupils 
distinguished themselres at Oxford, the younger gaining a double first daas, and 
also the prize for Latin Terse in 1822. By lord Scarsdale Mr. Dean was ap- 
pointed, in 1 8 19, to the perpetual curacy of Worthington, in Leicestershiie, 
and by sir George Crewe, in 1838, to the donative of Caulk, near Derby; both 
of them appointments of little value. In later years he was curate of Osmaston- 
juxta-Derby, and died at Derby, on the 4th November 1863, aged 79, and un- 
married. He is buried in Kcdleston churchyard, near Derby, where there is a 
simple tombstone, bearing a short inscription. 

He published in 1844, Derby, 8vo, MeUgionj an essential element ofSdmeation:

In 1797 he is described in the 
Manchester and Salford Directory as of " the Unicom tayom and punch house, 
42, Smithy Door. The house was pulled down soon after, and the ''dub,' 
staggering under the double blow of John's death and the tavern's demolition, 
mournfully migrated to another house, but in the same locality* (See Harland's 
Manchester Collectanea, vol. ii. pp. 10, 11.)

Abraham Chamberlain, who marriod Miss Foster uf Rilitone, near Ekipton, a co- 
heireiB, entered inti^ no profession but lired as a eountrj eentleman, djing at 
Bilgtonein 1840} bis brother Thomas haTing predeceaacd him some tenor twel»B 
jears. Abraham Chamberkin left a son and daughter. His son, Thomas Foster, 
who married the only daughter of the late rer. James Slade, yicar of Bolton-U- 
Moors, is an hononLry canon of Manchester cathedral, and vicar of Limber 
Magna, in Linoolnahire, haiing lately eiehangi>d for it the rectory of RuSiud, 
near Ormslurk. His daughter Ann married Lo GDndrDStarkie,esq., of Hontmyd. 
The family of Chamberlain huTe resided for some generations at Skipton, and in 
that parish church are many monnmenta relating U> them. 
George, son of George Glover, farmer, Standiah, Lane. 
George Qlo<rer was nominated to a school exhibition in 1798, on procmding (o 
Brasenose college, Oxford, but he did not hold one of Holme's exliibitious. He 
graduated B. A. on the 14th KoTember iBoi, M. A. on the tjth Jone iSii. 
Shortly after taking his first degree he was selected, on the recommendotion of Dr. 
Clearer, bishop of Chester and principal of the ooUegc, to be tutor to lord Nugent, 
second son of the first marquess of Buckingham, n-ith whom he continued for 
seren years, when his pupil entered Brasenose college. Mr. OloTer, who was a 
good sflholar and a man of ability, subsequently bicame chaplain to his royal 
highness the duke of Sossei, who gave him a beautiful bronie bust of himself, 
and held the appointment until the duke's death. He was thrice married. Bj 
his first wifi', to whom he was married in 1804, Miss Daniel, of Bocking, in 
Essex, he hod four sons and sii daughters. In 1837, he married, secondly, at 
South Bepps, the widow of Dr. Beete, a physician. His third wife, now U*ing,

In 1S04 he nu presented to tbs rector; of South Beppa, in Norfolk, one of the 
benefices in the gift of ihe duohj of Lnncaater, vrlinrv lie resided \iDti] bis death, 
ou the 4th May 1861. By Dr. Hcnrj Bnthiirst, bisliup of Norwich (witb wbose 
opinious OQ miillers conuectod with religion and politiea idike he generally iM)n- 
curred), he was nominated, on the net July iE>l, aruhdeiwon of Sudbury, und 
held the office for tbJrtj-eigliC jean. The archdeiconry of Sudbury, by on order 
in ouuncU, dated 19th April 1K37. wu traosEerred to the diooose of Elj. 
He vu in the commisaion of the peace for the countiei of Buckinghitn and Noi^ 
folk, an active magistrvte, aud on one occsaioo signaUy diitinguiabed himself. 
In the riol< which prevailed in the ugrieultutBl districts on the Qrst iutrudaetiou 
of nuchineij for Chraahing com, hia own neighboiira participated. Hearing 
tbat a mob was oa its way to North Walsham, be mounted hia horae, overtook 
the rioten upon tbe road, and, ridiug into the uiidat of them, with bu own 
band csptnrcd the riuglender, who was scoured, and token to North Walsham, 
and so dispersed tbs mob. Uo was a strong, energetic moo, and by bis coungeous 
promptitude on iJits ooeosioQ, probably saicd the neigbbourhood from great 
destruction of property. 
Tbe arcbdeaeon was one of the guests BMcmhled at Holkham, in Norfolk, when, in 
a shooting eicursioo, two woodcocks wore klllcit at one shot by Chantrey, the 
great seulpior. A marble monument in the library at Hoikfaaro, by the suns 
■kilful bund, and one of his favourite works, represents the birds oa tbp; fell, and 
bear* a plain inscription by Chantrey, telling the fact. The archdeacon, vrith 
many other persona, wrote veraea on the occaeion. About ton jeara ago theae 
weis ooUeoted into an Svo volume, Wmged Wotdt on Chanlmi't Woodcock*, 
edited by Mr. Jamc« P. Muirbsad, M.A,, and iaaned \a a rather eipensirc 
■Ijla, b; Hurraj, of London. Verses bj the arcbdejicon appear at p. 66 :

The lune translated into English ;

Tbe archdeacon was not without ambition, and bad it fallen in his way, &om 
political or other influence with the whigs then » freqUbntly in power, would 
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gUdlj hxrt exchange tlie title of TmenUe for thai of ri«fat rererend. The 
foUowiug ftmosin^ stoir u current at Ounbnd^e. In a large paity of ladies and 
gentlemen at C^mbndga, ike ardideaeon came in looking ratlier grand, and one 
of his ladr acquaintances immedtatdT addressed him, ^ Beallj', arehdeaoon, joa 
Jo look Uke a tnahop to-daj ; but, I suppoee, as bisliops are just now so madi 
at a dbeoont in tlie ere of the worid (tlie radicals and their papers were handling 
the church and hbhops Ytrj rouf^dr at the time) and it b rather dangerous to 
be a behof^ particularlr in a ervwd, tou doa*t mind the thing now?" ** Sis- 
dam.^ said the archdeacon rising to his taOest height, " I oonri tnaxh danger." 

He published io 2 toIs. Srot.. iS$% A Comrme of Serw^oms^ adapted to the Sundays 
of the Chrtscian jvar, which hare the reeosaneadatioa of being both short and 
platn^ and was the aothor of sereral pamphlets on political and other subjects, 
including a charge deiirered to the arehdeaconrr of Sodbarr in 1S37. In the 
latter he adrocates church reform and the abolition of church rates ; bnt, whilst 
willing to lessen the number of the eaaonries iu the cathedrals^ stroBf^j recom- 
mends that the archdeaooos should aiwars be canott» ! He was also great as SB 
ornithologist, haring long studied the habits of British birds, and was often 
appeafed to for information on the sabfeet. His maauscnpt notes ob this branch 
of natural history being incomplete, hare not been p r inte d. 

There ba brws to the memory of the archdeacon, who attained the age of S4, on 
the chancel iixTr of South Bepps church. A portrait of him, given to me bj his 
widow, hangs on the waE of the old jchooL

became curate to Dr. J. H. Monk, bishop of ^oucester and BrbtoL who held 
the rectory of Pbkkxrk-cum-€Hinton, near Peterborough. Thb he re sig ned in 
1S50, and, with the exception <}£ about a year s aesxstsnce grren to a friend, did 
not sgain take any curacy. He went to restde at P ete r bor ou ^ in 1S55, ami died 
tisare on the 5th December I S62, and was buried at P^akxrk. Hb a^ was 77. 

He had the reputation of batng a good Tjtfrin, €rrsek, and Hebrew scholar, and b

Nathan AJcock SliewcU derived his second name, Alcock, from hia maternal unole, 
Thomu Aloock. Al.A,, Tiror of Runoom, who claimed, as I hare been informed, 
to be lineally deeeended from John Alcock, D.D., BUcccasively bishop of Boohes- 
tcr, Worcester, aod Ely (1471-^1500). The vicar, to whom there is a moDtt- 
ni^nt in BuDCora church, died s.p. on the 14th August I79^> lenving a consider- 
able portion of his Runcorn estate to this scholar, who married Anne, lUughter 
of Biehard Perry, eeq.. of Holt hill, and eistcr of W. Waring Peny, esq., of the 
same place, who succeeded lo the property of this scholar in Lancashire and 
Cheshire. 
Kathan Alcock Shewell (or ScweU, aa both he and his father latterly spelt the name), 
lived the quirt life of a country gentleman, and died at Brooklanda, Hoit hill, 
near Tranmere, Cheshire, in 1839, a.p. 
[It wa* an obviouB mistake to claim " lineal descent " Jrom a celibate prelate, who 
was BO strongly opposed to the marriage of the clergy, that he wrote, after he

Hie fiilher of these schalan, Gve of whose brothers vere educated at the school 
(sM Segittar, vol. i.), though his own name does not appear in the Regiiier, 
was the eldest aon of Mr. Samuel Wright, attorney, of Enutaford, and died there 
on the 8tb Jime 1 S09, aged 64. 

Samuel Wright, the yoonger, waa'also an altorney, reaidad for aome time at Man- 
chester, and married Misa Anno Allen, of a Derbyahire family. His only sister 
married Henry Norris (Norreys), esq., of Daryhulme. He greatly asusted lord 
I Wilton in raising one of the regiments of vblnnteers, of which be wa« major, and 

•erred with the regiment in Ireland for some years. He reeided daring the latter 
put of his life at Chester, whore he died. He had fonr sons, all of «hom adopted 
a military or naval life. 
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The elder of the brothers here recorded was bom on the 9th June 17S1, and hit 
stay at the school must have been very short. He died, a lieutenant of the 3i8t 
regiment of foot, at S. Lucia in consequence of a wound receiyed at the capture of 
that island, on the 7th November 1796, aged 16. The younger brother, Joseph 
bom in 1784, became a lieutenant in the royal nary. He was wounded at the 
battle of the Nile, and again wounded on taking a French price off Jamaica, of 
which he was sent to take command. He died at Port Royal, in the island 
of Jamaica, of yellow feyer, on the 7 th September 1803, aged 19. 

Another brother, whose name does not appear in the BegisUr, Peter Wright, i 
lieutenant in the royal engineers, was killed at the attack at New Orleans by his 
majesty's forces under sir Edward Pakenham, K.C.B., on the 30th December 
1814, aged 22. He had served in the Peninsula, being on lord Hill's staff, and wai 
regarded as a young man of great promise. At Almarez he was wounded, and 
thanked by lord Hill, in his dispatches, for the gallantry and ability with which 
he led his men. He was present at the siege of Badajos, at Salamanca^ Yittoria, 
and Toulouse, being wounded at the last three engagements. At the dose of 
the Peninsular war he returned to England, but when the disastrous expedition 
to New Orleans was planned, he volunteered his services, and aocompanied 
colonel (afterwards sir John) Burgoyne. Scarcely had they landed, when hs 
again volunteered to reconnoitre, and, taking with him two orderliefl, was shot 
dead. 

The youngest brother, John Wright, was a lieutenant in the navy, and died drea 

1850, leaving four sons, two of whom, after the example of preceding genenitioBi, 

have distinguished themselves in the military profession.

Joseph Dale (whose father occupied the rectory house of Cheadle, during the non* 
residence of the vicar of that period), was, in 1804, appointed to a school exhi- 
bition, and admitted to Brasenose oolldge, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. on 
the 14th January 1808, and was nominated to one of Hulme's exhibitions on the 
23rd of the same month. His M.A. degree was conferred on the loth October 
1 8 10. He married, in 18 16, the eldest daughter of the rer. ThomM Uoyd, 
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tlien Ticar of Albrighton, Salop, who is now liTing. He had no children. An 
unmarried sister of this scholar, Miss Sophia Dale, now resides at Albrighton. 

He appears in the Clerical Directory of 1817 as rector of Donington, in Salop. 
This \m a mist-ake for curate, llie rectory of Donington was held by the lat« 
and is now held by the present dean of Lichfield, Aid consequently is, for the moet 
part of the year, in sole charge of a curate. 

There is a tablet in the church bearing this inscription : 

** In memory of Joseph Dale, bom a.d. 1786 ; the belored curate of Doning- 
ton from A.D. 1 81 1 to A.i>. 1849. Died vicar of Bolney, in Sussex, a.d. i860. 
H. E. H., H. H." 

The initials are those of the present dean of Lichfield and Mrs. Howard. 

In 1849 he was presented, by his former schoolfellow Dr. Gilbert, bishop of Chi- 
chester, to the Ticarage of Bolney, in Sussex, where he died on the i^rd August 
i860, at the age of 74. 

There is a monument to him at Bolney church. His name occurs onoe in the 
anniTcrsary dinner book, riz : in 1807.

His son John was the younger of two sons, and baptised on the 17th May 178 1. 
From the school he went to Brasenose college, Oxford, with a school exhibition, 
and in due course succeeded to one of Hulme's Taluable exhibitions. The fol- 
lowing are the dates of his degrees ; B.A. on the 14th January i8oa ; MJL. on 
the loth October 1804; B.D. on the ist June 1815 ; D.D. on the xoth March 
1825. He was elected to a fellowship, and, in 1822, presented by the college to 
the vicarage of Oillingham-cum-Lidsing, in Kent, where he resided till his death, 
on the 3i8t March 1867, aged 87. In the OentlematCs Magazine of 1806, p. 793, 
there is a drawing and descripti6n of Oillingham church, as it then was, a yery 
curious old church, of early Norman, if not Saxon, architecture, without aisles, 
and with a tower rising from near the centre of the naye. 

His brother William, D.D. of Christ church, Oxford, was for soma few years high 
master of Westminster school, which office he resigned before his death, at Ox- 
ford, on the 28th September 18 19.

Mr. James Ains worth, who was bom in Manchester on the 5th March 1783, became 
a distinguished surgeon in Manchester, and was elected, in 1806, as one of the 
surgeons to the Royal infirmary, and held the office for many years. He resided 
in King street, and yery frequently attended the meetings of the old scholars (bii 

• last appearance being in 1844), and was one of the stewards in 18 17. For hii 
son, Ralph F. Aiusworth, M.D., see Eegitter, anno 1827. 

The following particulars are extracted from the Manchetter Qnardiam of Norember 
2nd, 1853: 

" After leaying the school Mr. Ainsworth was a priyate pupil to the eooentrie 
but able teacher, the rey. Joshua Brookes. About the year 1798, ydien he wti 
only 15, Mr. Ainsworth went to the infirmary as an apprenticed pupil ; there being 
an express stipulation in his indentures that he should be allowed a portion of 
the day to go and take his lessons. This time he deyoted to the study of the 
Latin classics, — a taste for reading which he retained to the dose of his life* 
After completing his apprenticeship he was for some time a derk at the infirmarf 
and acted as house apothecary for nearly a year, during » period when ferer wif 
raging to a fearful extent. He took the complaint, which nearly proyed frtal to 
him. At this time the eminent Charles White (whose biography has yet to be 
written), was one of the surgeons to the infirmary, and amongst Mr. Ainswoftli'i 
most intimate acquaintances and friends were Dr. Ferriar and Mr. Benjsmin 
GHbson, and later in life Mr. Ainsworth was appointed executor and gnardin of

Olid he maj therefore bo regarded as the originator of what has Bince become the 
Bojal school of medicine and surgery, Pine street. It is worth; of notice as one 
of the'smaU beginnings,' tlmtMr.Ainewarth converted the ha j loft OTer his stable 
into a lecture theatre. He was most indefatigable and enthnsiastio in the ponoit 
of professions! knowledge, and an eieccdingl; skilful manipulator. Some of bis 
preparations, we are assured, are not to be surpassed, eren at the present time. 
As an instance we ma; mention au injected preparatioD of s targe mastiff dog, in 
whioh all the principal arteries of the body (vrilb the sole eiception of the aorta) 
had be«D successfully secured by ligature, without destroying the animal's life, and 
which, it is belie<ed, was the first instance of the internal iliac artery being 
sncoeitfullj tied. Mr. Ainsworth was elected a mctnber of tbe Manchester Lite- 
rary and Philosophical society in January iEdj, so (hat he had been enrolled 
Drarlj half a century, and was, with one eicsption, tho oldest of its aurrlTiog 

[or this scholar it may bo said, with truth and ju.<itice, that a more thoroughly 
honest practitioner, or one mora completely eiompt from the sordid thirst for 
gain, and the miserable jealousies which sometimes Lnlluenoo its members, the 
medical profession nerer saw. Kind, social, genia!, liberal, hospitable, he was 
nniTBrsoll; and most deservedly popular in Manchester society, and was one of 
tha great supports of those plnisant institutions, the John Shaw's, tbe Social, and 
tbe Cheetbam hill bowling-green clabs, where, according to old usage and tlio 
traditions of other days, some of the leading men of Manchester were accustomed 
to meet, and in two of them still continue to meet, in agreeable companionship. 
Of the Natural History miiseum. and the Botanic gardens at Old Trafford, hfl 
was one of the Srst promoters, and bis aasist^nce was moat Toliublc, as be bad 
Dultirated the departments embraced in each with peculiar care and attention. 
Indeed bis aid was never wanting in support of any institution which had for iti 
object the intellectual or social advancement of his native city. Bis strong rom- 
mon sense, sagacity, and quickness of perception, combined with a large and 
varied oiperieDcc, placed him in the highest rank in the general practice of hii 
profession, while, as a skilful operator, he is admitted to Iibtc been equalled bj 
few. I well remember the glowing terms in which tbe late Dr. Edn-ard Ilolmp, 
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a most capable as well aa a most discrimisating judge, and by no means lariab of 
his praise to professional merit, was accustomed to speak of his friend and neigh- 
bour, wbo will always find a place in tbe list of distinguished men by whom the 
medical character of Manchester has been honourably illustrated and sustainedt 
while the kindly qualities of his heart, which endeared him to them when aliTe, 
will never be forgotten, when the name of James Ainsworth is recalled to the 
memory of his contemporaries. 
He died on the 28th October 1S53, aged 70, at his house, Cliff point, Lower Brough- 
ton, to which he had remored from King street. His portrait, painted by tbe late 
George Withington,esq., was presented, after his death, to the Manoheater Royal 
infirmary, wifh which he had been so long (and so greatly to the adrantage of 
that institution) conned ed, in the first instance as one of its surgeons, and 
ultimately as its consulting surgeon. C]

Charles Harrison entered the army, in the early part of the year 1804, as ensign 
in the 32nd foot by purchase, from which regiment he was promoted, in the 
following year, to a lieutenancy in the 53rd regiment without purchase, and 
subsequently became captain in the same corps. Early in the year 1809 he 
sailed from the Core of Cork in an expedition under the command of (then) 
lieutenant-general sir Rowland Hill, consisting of the 7 th, 48th, 53rd and 62nd 
regiments, and landed at Lisbon. From this time he served in the army under 
the command of sir Arthur Wellesley (afterwards duke of Wellington), until 
the breaking up of the army in 1814. He was present in the 53rd regiment 
under the command of lieutenant-colonel Bingham at the battle of Busaco in 
September 18 10, and at the battle of Fucntes d'Onor in May 181 1, besides several 
other minor affairs. He was afterwards on the staff of the island of S. Helena, 
daring the whole period of the detention of Buonaparte ; and retired from the 
serrice by the sale of his majority in 1833, after a period of 29 years' serrioe. 
He was presented with a medal and clasps for his distinguished services es- 
pecially in the Peninsula, having, unlike many of his brave companions in arms, 
lived long enough to receive what he merited, and the government delayed un- 
gratefully to confer, on the 8th February 1849. 
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In 1834 he married Miss Anne Parry, by whom he had two sons and two daughters 
His elder son (the other died in infancy) captain Edward Harrison of the 4th 
regiment of foot is now serving in the expedition to Abyssynia. 

Major Harrisoa died at Gresford, near Wrexham (where his widow now resides) 
on the 2nd July 1866, in his 84th year, and was buried in the churchyard on the 
9th July — the hist of his generation. His name is engraven on the family 
monument in Holmes Chapel, where many of his family are buried.

This scholar graduated at Lincoln college, Oxford, B.A. on the 17 th February

Brother to the preceding scholar. Ho appears to have been nominated to one of 
the school exhibitions at the same time as his brother. In the register of S. 
John's college, Cambridge, he is said to have resided for three yean at University 
college, Oxford, and then to have removed to Cambridge, where he took the 
degree of A.B. in 1804. I found the two following notices of him in the Genile- 
matCs Magazine: "August, 1805. The Bev. M. A. Parker, curate of Louth, 
married to Miss Early of that place.*' *'Died, 23 May, 1830, at Warborough, 
Wilts, the Bov. M. A. Parker, 16 years curate of that parish. He was preparing 
for church when a paralytic stroke terminated his life in half an hour." 

Their father was instituted, on the 31st July 1792, to the rectory of S. Mary, in 
Castlegate, in the city of York, vacant by the death of William Dade, clerk, on 
the presentation of his majesty king Qeorge III. His incumbency ended in 
1815. 

Septem. 14. William, son of the late Richard Hogan Talbot, esq., Phoenix

The youngest of seven sons, all educated at the school. He obtained a collector- 
ship in the West Indies, but did not remain there long, emigrating to Tan 
Diemans land, where he died much respected, and possessed of a large landed 
estate, to which he gave the name of Malahide, after the title of his father*s 
residence, Malahide castle. His father's Christian name was Bichard only.

Amongst other eonttihutions of mine wai a Terj interesting letter of sir 
Thomiu Browne, which I was loth to part with, as it is one of the rarer cla«a of 
notographs, and everj scrap relating t« the fsiQOUS author of the Si/driotapkia, 
is eagerly sought al^r. In rain, on being urgentlj applied to, I daitaed to retain 
it, Bi having mjself edited a small editioQ of the work referred to, and as being 
almott from boyhood an ardent admirer of that eitraorditiary writer. Oafla 
eavat tapidem, and in an unguarded moment, under the neror ceosiag solicitations 
of mntuat friends, who had no bowels of compassion for the reluotanco I enter- 
t*ined to part company with the knight's hicroglyphio, for such all his letters are. 
my Talced relic was transferred to Joshua's eitensiTe collection, and bound up, u 
if for perpetuity, with Ram Mohuu Roy's, general Bolirar's, Ftuntleroy's, and 
hundreds of other worthies, which it was eipeotod would ultimately find a resting 
place on the sbelves of some great Lancashire depository. But such was not 
their fate. After the worthy owner's decease, his hbrary and very large eollectioa 
of autographs, come under Mr. Fisher's hammer, in December 1 854, and then or

The chapter of the Collegiate church, faithful to tieir duty as patrons, refused 
to elect Mr. Hall, who a little time before had pviyoaelg oicitted, when chaplain 
\o the Uanchester rolunleers and curate of 8. Aun'a church, to say the Atba- 
oasian ereed, left he should offend the weak consciences of any diseenters present, 
membera of the volunteer corps. 
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The rev. Samuel Hall died at Mancbetter, on the 22iid September 1813, and hi* 
widow at Cbeadle in 18 15. 

Samuel Hall, bis eldest son, held one of the school exhibitions at S. John's college, 
Cambridge, and took his A.B. degree in 1804, being the serenth among the senior 
optimes, and was elected a fellow on the Piatt foimdation. He graduated A.M. 
in 1807. After taking bolj orders, and assisting his father for some time at 
S. Peter's, be became perpetual curate of Billinge, in the parish of Wigan. How 
long he held this iucumbency I do not knbw, but he resigned it, after adopting 
extreme Calyinistic opinions, which he subsequentlj exchanged for others of an 
opposite character in the direction of the Uniyersalists, beliering that none can 
possibly perish. In the latter part of his life he resided in London (having 
married in 18 14, Laura Matilda, youngest daughter of A. G-. Kave, esq., of 
Highbury grove), where he died on the list October 1858, leaving three sons 
and two daughters.

In the Gentleman* 8 Magazine of January 1798 there is the following sad record, 
which doubtless refers to these two brothers : 

" Dublin, January 7th. — No account has been heard of the Viceroy Liver- 
pool packet. Letters received yesterday from Liverpool give up all hope of this 
unfortunate vessel : the general opinion is that she has sunk at sea. Two sons 
of colonel Clements (the eldest about 16) were among the sufferers."

This scholar, son of John Dawson, esq., of Mossley hill, near Liverpool (who died 
at Bath in 181 3), and grandson of Peter Baker, esq., who died whilst mayor 
of Liverpool in 1795, and whose sister Anne married Dr. Frodsham Hodson (see 
p. 126 ante)^ attained the rank of major in the service of the late hon. East India 
Company, seeing good service in India, but retiring from the ai*my before the 
stirring events of recent years, and died at Brussels, s.p., in 1842. The family 
of Dawson is said to have come originally from Cumberland, and to have been 
represented from an early period by substantial and respectable yeomen. Two 
brothers of this scholar, but not educated at the school, died in India : Peter, 
an officer in the 21st dragoons, who died before Seringapatam ; and Henry, a 
lieutenant in the royal navy. The youngest sister, Fanny, married admiral 
H. B. Tremlett, a distinguished naval officer, of whom there is a biographical 
notice in the Gentleman* s Magazine of December 1 866. For a younger brother, 
Frederick Ackers Dawson, M.A., now rector of Buscot, Berks, see Register anno 
1811.

Mathias, son of Thomas Everard, esq., Randilstown, Ireland. January n. 

He was the fifth son, and succeeded to the family estates on the death of his eldest 
brother, John, in 1845 (see p. 169 ante). He entered the army, and saw much 
foreign service, being greatly distinguished on more than one occasion. At the 
time of his death, on the 20th April 1857, at Sonthsea (where he resided for 
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some years, after retdring from the army), he had attained the rank of major- 
general. He was unmarried. 
In a Southsea newspaper, of April 1857, there appeared the following brief notice 
of his brilliant military career : 

" A great and good man has passed away from us. Major-general ETerard, 
C.B., K.H., who after a life of unsurpassed bravery, unbounded philanthropj, 
and untarnished honour, closed it by a serene and peaceful death, on the morning 
of the 20th April, at his residence, Southsea. This gallant and distinguished 
officer commenced his arduous and brilliant career as an ensign in the 2nd or 
Queen's Boyal regiment, in 1804; was promoted to the rank of lieutenant in 
1805. In February 1807 he led the forlorn hope at Monte Video, haying Tolun- 
teered this arduous duty. The party under his command consisted of thirty 
men (whom he had been allowed to select from about one hundred of his country- 
men, natives of Ireland), and of these twenty-two were either killed or wounded. 
For this service he was promoted to a company in the 14th regiment, in April, 
1807, before he reached the age of 18. For his patriotic conduct on this memo- 
rable occasion, he was presented with a sword by the patriotic fund at Lloyd's, 
and honoured with the pi*esentation of the freedom of the city of Dublin, in 
1809. The 2nd batalion of the f4th was employed in the expedition to Wal- 
cberen, and the siege of Flushing. On the i2tb of August the two flank 00m- 
]^>anies, one of which he commanded, supported by the regiment, stormed one of the 
Dutch enti'enchments, in co-operation with a detachment of the king*s German 
legion, carrying the entrenchments, capturing one gun, and thirteen prisoners, 
and establishing a lodgement within musket shot of the walls of the town ; for 
which service the regiment was thanked in general orders, and the flank companies 
in divisional orders. He also served during the same year at the battle of Coranna. 
He commanded the 14th regiment at the siege and capture of Hatras, in Feb- 
ruary 18 17 and 1818, and was promoted to the rank of major in 182 1. In 1826 
he commanded the 14th regiment at the siege and storming of Bhurtpore, for 
which service lord Combermere stated in his public despatch: *I have the 
pleasure to acquaint your lordship that the conduct of every one engaged, was 
marked by a degree of zeal which calls for my unqualified approbation, but I 
must particularly remark the behaviour of his majesty's 14th regiment, com- 
manded by major Everard, and the 59th commanded by major Fuller: these 
corps having led the colunms of assault, by their steadiness and determination 
decided the fate of the day.' The divisional order by major-general sir Thomas 
Keynell states : * Major-general Beynell congratulates the troops of his dirision, 
European and native, engaged in the storming of Bhurtpore this morning, on 
tlie bi*illiant success which attended their gallant exertions. It is impossible for 
him to convey half what he feels in appreciating the conduct of his majesty's 
14th regiment, that led the principal storming columns. It has impressed his 
mind with stronger notions of what a British regiment is capable of, when led 
by such officers as major Everard, major Bishop, and captain Mackenaie, than he 
ever before possessed. The major-general reqaests that major Ereimrd will ao' 
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it the ofBcfTB nnd loldiera of tho 14th regiment that tbe7 more than rciilized 
III) eipeotJitioiu.' For thh BerticL- uiujor Evurnrd nm promotpd to thp rank of 
liputcnsnt- colonel 011 the 19II1 .laimar; iSz6, he wai mada colonel on tho ijrd 
NoTpmbcr 1841. snd major-geneml on the nth Nortmber iKji. Her mnjcsly 
waipleaMil, aa the rfoommrndation of the late Reld-manhall Tiscount Hardin ge, 
commander- in-chief, to confer on Imn loal. a year, aa a reward fof diatinguished 
■errioea. Bj hU death the cjueen lo«cs a brave nnd devoted urvant, and tbe 
counlrj a mOBt worth; and diatiaguislied officer, vtiilsl tbli loealit}' In piutienkr 
wiil long lament the remoTal from amiongat them of a diapenaer at Lhnae conatsnC 
and muniQernt charities, the extent of which can scsrcelj be fullj known." 
On general Evarard'a death, bin neit brother, Georgi", who 

in the Regliler, auceeedcd to the famil; estate. He was of Trinity college, Dub- 
Ln, and lAok holy orders in 1813, and became incumbent of Donoghpatrick 
union from 1843 to iSfij, and wa5 buried in Kilbeny churehyard on the lotb 
December 1K61, aged 71. Hisyoun<^t. brother, Kiehard Nugent, then inherited 
the evtateJ, and dying in London waa buried at Kilberry on tbe 13rd February 
following, whose son atid heir, Nugent Talbot Eyerard, ia now at Harrow School.

A. notice of this snecessfu! scholar appeared in tbe Maachraler Cvnrier of March 
1863, immcdialely after his deceasp, which occurred at Brougbloo New hill, 
onthe9(h Mareli 1S6], 

Mr, Jaraea Collier Sarter was a very remarkable inatanoe of one who by hu 
joduatry, ability, and habits of businoaa, earned for himself great wealth, and by 
hia blamelei* characler, honourable princijiles, and nnceoaing munificence, roia to 
the higheat position among his fellow townsmen. Few among the merchant* and 
nunufacturera of the town have at any period been more reipccled both on 
pnbtic and priTate grounds, Unlike so many lucoesaful tradumen, he did not 
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hurry away from the neighbourhood where his wealth had been accumulated 
for some less smoky and more attractire part of England, but, so long as 
life was granted, devoted his best energies to the public institutions of the 
town, and was on all deserving occasions a liberal giver, conscious of the res- 
ponsibility of riches. With the Royal infirmary his name will be for ever 
connected. For fourteen years he acted as treasurer, and, through his exertions 
mainly, the building was on two occasions greatly enlarged. Whon he resigned 
that responsible and influential office through declining health in 1862, the 
trustees at a very crowded meeting passed a resolution expressing in veiy 
strong terms their sense of his long and valuable services. His portrait, painted 
by sir Watson Gtordon, R.A., at the expense of his fellow townsmen, hangs in 
the board room. 

Mr. Harter was connected with many other of the public charities of Manchester, 
and at the time of his death was a feoffee of the Grammar school, and of 
Chetham's hospital, and deputy-lieutenant of the county. In the art treasures 
exhibition, held at Manchester in 1857, he took a warm interest, and was unani- 
mously chosen to preside, when the presentations were made by the executive 
committee. 

His name is first found in the Manchester and Sdlford Directory of 18 15 as a 
drysalter, and as residing at No. 3, in Salford crescent. In 1821 he removed to 
Leaf square ; and some years later to Broughton New hall, where his hospitable 
reception of his friends and strangers visiting the town will be long remembered. 
In 1833 he served the office of senior churchwarden of Manchester, but does 
not appear to have discharged the duties of any municipal office. 

His name is found among the former scholars present at the anniversary meetings 
of 1 816, 1822 and 1844. He was nominated junior steward for 1826, but did 
not attend, his place being supplied by Mr. William Tate. 

He married a daughter of his late partner in business Mr. G^rge Ghurdner, of the 

Priory, Pendleton, and left a daughter and two sons. His eldest son George 

Gardner Harter M.A. of Trinity college, Oxford, was, until recently, rector of 

Cranfield in Bedfordshire, of which his father purchased the advowson. Mr. 

Harter was buried at S. John's church, Broughton, being in his 74th year. His 

wife, who is buried at the Cathedral, predeceased him many years.

John's college, Cambridge, being 
placed tenth among the wranglers of that jesr. Ho was elected to a fellowship, 
and graduated A.M., 1813; B.D., iSia; D.D., 111391 and was promoted by the 
college 10 the rectory of Fulbcut^ acar Cambridge, in 1 816, where ho died on 
the iSth NoTember 1866, aged 78, learing a daughter and thrra sons. He was 
an uiuuccessful candidate on two distinct occaBions for thu lady Margaret's 
and for the rvgiiw professorship of dirinity.

Co*tidgred, iimo. ; The Srrors of Iht Apocrypha, Sto. ; A Lftler on Ihi De- 
futirt Stale of Tkrologieal InatmelioH in the Unirerwily of Cambridge, 8to.

and several controTersial tracts. He was also the author of some poetical 
pieces which appeared in local newspapers, and added bis contribution to the 
continually increasing heap of Paalme and Myiant for public worship.

Mr. John Thorpe died at bis house in King Blroet on the lod July 1833, aged 69, 
haring been one of the aurgeona to the JnHrmory for li jcan. 

Bobert Thorpe wu educated for the same profession a« his father, and from the 
SSanchatrr and Sal ford iJireclory Sot 1819 and 181Q, bothfalher and fan appear 
to hate held ti^ther the office of surgeon to the Manchester in&rmarj and 
Ijing-in hospitaL Robert Thorpe joined his former sehoolfeUows at the anni- 
Torsarj dinnora from 1811 to 1845, with aomo few exceptions, and was the junior 
stenard in 1831. He died on the ii^t January iSji, in tbe 6}rd or 64th year of 
bis age, at his house in FicoadiUy, and was interred at BlacUej. For his younger 
brother, Edward Hull Thorpe, aee Efgiater anno 1S04. 

" Ur. John Thorpe, [he father of this scholar, was himself on enunent snrgeOD, 
and resided in Kiug street for a number of years. Uia son became a pnpH with 
his father, and baring passed through the uaual course of iostruction in London, 
and the ordeal of examinations iu a manuer that gained him many compliments, 
be subsequently returned to Maueheater, and commeaced the ptaotioe of his 
profession.

further, that indispensable requisite for an operating sorgeon, an iron nervf 
a ateodiat-ss of manipulation never exceeded. Ever careful not to iiiflic 
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neoeuarj pain, onre assured Lbat nothing but an operation remained. il« migni- 
lude iierer Appalled him, nor did its momontonaDMe cunsB him to fultfir. This 
deciiion, and sircngtb of nerrp, combined with rertointj of ejc and hand, 
rendered hini most succeBsful, and (pread his fame even in London. So solid 
was ita basis that, among bis professional brpthren in Manchester, his word bad 
almost the authorit; of law, and his decision was looked for with dcferenDe. A 
fact we have heard illustrates this in a striking mnnnar. At the Royal infirmarj, 
when on operation appears to be □ecesBary, it becomes a matter for consnltatian 
among tbe medical stalT before it is undertaken, and the decision depends upon 
themajoritj of votes recorded, commencing with tbe youngest member and ending 
witb tbe aenior, Mr, Thorpe could not always attend these oon sulfations, and 
it bna happened tbst a patient, aboot whose case he had not boon in ivnsnltation, 
when arranged on tbe openiting table, had been remoied because he (Mr. Thorpe) , 
after eiamination, eipressed bis opinion that it would bo belter to wait a short 
lime. 8ucb a fact is perhaps tbe strongest proof we can cite of tbe deference paid 
to bis skill by hit coUeogviei. In priTate life Mr. Thorpe was distingnisbnl by 
tbe bonoTolenci! of his chnmoter, and by Iho unostentatious manner in which he 
distributed his means amoD); those whom ho believed lo be requiring and de- 
serring of aid." {Mancheilrr Con n>r, January ijlh, iSji.) 

(Robert Thorpe was so fino a specimen of the medical fmtemity that I f 
re&ain, hating known him well, from adding a few lines to the preceding n 
In penoQ he was toll, manly, and stTiking. Sparing of speech, indeed little gifted 
with rhetoric, and rather bniaq«t in manner, ho was the reverse of those showy 
practitioners whose tongue " drops manna," and in whose Materia Mnllca pla- 
cebos play so important a part. But hia merit was sterling, his acquirements 
solid, his knowledge eiact. and his professional treatment sound and judie 
The mnSdenee that was once pbeed in him was nef cr shaken. In private life no 
one enjoyed with more geniality the company of his friends, and with all hii 
occasional roughness of manner, or rather perhaps tbe appearance of it, no ona 
could have a kinder or tenderer heart. It is gratifying to look back at siicli 
contemporBricB as James Ainsworth and Robert Thorpe, nativis of the same city, 
edncBlod at tbe fame school, attached so long to tliu same noble i^ 
parsuingin friendly a«eouiation the same honourable and unblemished profeuional 
career. If the "medical ethics" of one who maj bo styled the father of the 
Bcicnoc ID Mancbester needed any illustration from indiridnal reference, it might 
be supplied from tbe practice of these two able and eicellent men, and if, in that 
practice, they failed to acquire tlie large fortunes which others hare fmcceeiied, 
with not greater opportunities, in amassing, they at all erenta left behind them 
names to whieh the shadow of reproach or imputation of greed has never attached, 
and examples, which all who follow them in cultirating th^ healing science which 
Ihey understood so well, may be proud to emulate.

The rev. Benjamin Hill, rector of Flumpton, Northamptonshire, died aged 56, in 
December 18 15. 

His son Benjamin matriculated at Brasenoso college, Oxford, on the 13th Mtj 
1807, at the Qge of 21 (verj shortly after Mr. Lawson's death, at whose burial 
he was present, and whose memory he held in grateful respect), and is described s$ 
son of the rev. Benjamin Hill, of Little Billing, in co. Northampton, graduating 
B.A. on the 5th December 1811; M.A. on the 17th May 1815. He was or- 
dained deacon and priest by Dr. H. Marsh, bishop of Peterborough, his title to 
holy orders being the curacy of Collingtree, near Northampton, a benefice in the 
patronage of the family, to the rectory of which he succeeded in 1820. He held 
also the rectory of Plumpton in the same coimty. He married Sarah, eldest 
daughter of Mr. Harris, of Wellingborough, by whom he had ten children, of 
whom fiye surnTed him. After a quiet pastoral life of many years, and resident 
among his few parishioners, he died, a man of very retiring habits, on the i8th 
October 1855, aged 70 years, and is buried in the chancel of CoUingtree chnrdi, 
together with his^wife, who died on the 7th January 1858, aged 66. Their sod, 
tlie rev. G-. B. Hill, who succeeded him as rector, has placed to their memoiy a 
memorial window of stained glass.

On the death of urchdeacon R. Churton, in 1S31, he suceee<led to 
the rectory of Middleton Cheney, near Bnnbiiry, the adroirson of which wiw 
giTen to the college by Dr. Thomas yote, the great principal, and "tertiuH 
tantutn non fandator" of the college, as stated in his epitaph, which may bi' 
seen in Brasenano cloister, close by the chapel door. IMa bencEoe he held for 
twentV'two years, being also rural dean, and died there on tbo 15th May iSj3, 
■t the ago of 66. He nas also cbaplaia to bis royal highness the dulie of Cla- 
rence, afterwords king William IT. There ia a monument to Mr. Hall on the 
south wall of the south chapel in Middleton Cheney church. 

He married on the 6th Beptember iSjj, at Wakefield, Anne, daughter of John 
Holdsworth, esq., by whom he left surviilng bim three sons, Seymour Gilbert, 
Bgerton Frsncis, and James Edwani. 

Mr. Hall greatly improrcd the rectory bouse at Middleton Cheney, and made the 
grounds at a coiisiderablo outlay of his own money. But the ehuocel of the 
parish church was left mean and badly arranged, and fitted with iquare pews, 
aftfT the fashion of the eighteenth century. Nor is this parish church a solitaiy 
instance where the old oak open seats were remoTed, so late as 1 840 
room for the farmers to erect their nleeping boies of thin and cheap deal, and to 
alaim as their freehold, aud to let or sell at their pleasure, what they paid two or 
three pounds for. Dow little did the clergy who allowed such things realise tlio 
strife and bad blood which they left as a legacy to lh«ir snecessors !

&.8hhurst Turner Gilbert, eoq of Thomas Gilbert, esq., Ratcliffe, 
Buckioghamahire. 

After passing Gtc years at the school, under Miv Lawaoo's cai'e, A. T. Gilliert was 
nominati<d to a school exhibition, and admitted to Brasenose college, Oiford. 
At the Hicbaelioa* eianiination of rSo8, preriousl.T to taking hir B.A. degree. 
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he was pUoed in the first class in lAterU Hunutmioribus^ one of his four com- 
panions in the cUws being the hite sir Robert Peel, hart., who alone gained the 
same distinction in XHsciplimis Mathematicu et PhyncU. He graduated B.A. on 
the 1 6th January 1809, and succeeded to one of Hulme's exhibitions on the 8th 
March following. Haring been elected to a fellowship, he took his M.A. degree 
on the loth October 181 1, and proceeded B.D. on the 20th Febmaxy 181 9. He 
was actirelj engaged for many jears as college tutor, and in 181 6, 1817 and 18 18 
was a public examiner. On the premature death of Dr. Frodsham Hodson, in 
1822, he was elected principal on the 2nd February, and took his D.D. degree 
on the 30th May. For twenty years he filled that distinguished post, and 
watched successfully over the interest of the society with unremitting care, dis- 
charging the duties inseparable from his office with courteous dignity, and 
unfailing kindness. During the years 1836-40 he was vice-chancellor of the 
university. On the death of Dr. Otter he was nominated by the duke of Wel- 
lington to the bishopric of Chichester, and consecrated on the 27th Febmair 
1842, at Lambeth palace, and is now, therefore, in the 26th year of hb episcopate. 
The diocese of Chichester is one of the smallest in England, and not, like some 
other dioceses, beyond the power of any one bishop to guide and superintend, 
but to the oversight of his diocese Dr. G-ilbert has brought the same zeal, and 
energy, and kindness which had previously marked his university career, and 
has, at various times, shown himself ready to defend the doctrines of the English 
church, and to support his clergy, when the one have been misrepresented, and 
the other unjustly attacked. 
On resigning the principalship of the college, with which he had been connected 
for thirty-three years since his election to a fellowship, and where he had been 
resident during that long period, with the exception of three years towards the 
commencement of that connection, Dr. Gilbert received from the fellows and 
graduate members of the college a splendid and costly service of table plate. 
On a lai^e salver were engraved the arms of the college, the arms of the see of 
Chichester, and the bishop's private arms ; and the following inscription :

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In his reply to the address then presented to him the bishop said : 

" The seyerance of a connexion of so long a standing could, under no circum- 
stances, fail to excite strong emotions. But you haye been pleased to express 
opinions of my endeavours to promote the interests and welfare of the society, and 
to manifest towards me sentiments which, far as I am conscious they exceed any 
deseryings of mine, yet increase the intensity of those emotions. They are most 
precious and grateful to my heart. They are, indeed, a rich reward for my poor 
efforts, and such as I can never forget. 

'* With respect to this magnificent gift with which your (generosity has pre- 
sented me, it obtains its value in my eyes as a memorial of the happiness I have 
enjoyed here, and of the esteem and affection it expresses towards me. It will 
always remind me of those whose advice and assistance were never wanting in 
the hour of need ; whose talents, and attainments, and virtues, have combined 
to sustain our beloved college in its long established and just celebrity ; and 
whom, collectively and individually, it will always be my highest gratification 
and my pride to call my friends.'* 

The name of Dr. Gilbert appears in the records of the anniversary meetings in 
1819 (when he was in the chair), 1831 (the jubilee), and in 1858. 

He married on the 31st December 1823, Mary Anne, only child of the rev. R. 
Wintle, B.D., vicar of Culham, near Oxford, by whom he had two sons and nine 
daughters, one of whom died in infancy. Mrs. Gilbert died at Chichester on 
the loth December 1863, and is buried there. 

For his brother, William John Gilbert, see ReffiHer, anno 181 1. 

The father of Dr. Gilbert subsequently resided at Henley-upon-Thames, in Oxford- 
shire. On the south side of the chancel of the parish church there is a slab, 

bearing the following inscription :

This scholar, the second of six children (viz. four eons and two daughters,) of 
Thomas de Quincey, who lived at Greenheys, Manchester, and died therein 1793, 
and whose widow removed with her family to Bath in 1 796, was bom on the i5ih 
August 1785, and for three years and a half before the removal to Bath received 
the rudiments of his classical instruction from the rev. Samuel Hall, incumbent 
of S. Peter's. In his Confession of an English Opium Eater, Thomas de Quinoey 
has drawn an amusing description of his tutor, S. Peter's church and congregation, 
and of the misery which he endured in being compelled to give each Monday 
morning an abstract of the sermon of the previous day, though the discipline he 
acknowledges to have been beneficial, pp. 18-24. On leaving Manchester, he was 
sent during the next three years, first to the grammar school at Bath, and then to 
a private school in Wiltsliire. At the end of these three years, he found himself 
again in Manchester, and by the advice of one of the guardians of the family wss 
admitted to the school, hoping, after the required residence of three years, to pro- 
ceed to Oxford, with the aid of an exhibition, wrongly stated in his narrative to 
be tenable for seven years instead of four. Mr. Lawson, after an examination, 
placed him in his first class. Of his days of pupilage, embittered by bad health, 
which he attributes to Mr. Lawson's keeping his scholars too long in school 
before their breakfast, and allowing them no time for exercise, and to the igno- 
rance of the apothecary who drenched him with physic, he has given a detailed 
account in the Confessions before alluded to. His dislike of school restraint, 
though he had indulgences to which other boys were strangers, and the conceited 
opinion which he had formed of his own abilities and attainments, as already 
knowing at least as much as his teachers, ended in his running away at the expiration 
of eighteen months. To Mr. Lawson's character and attainments he has not done 
justice, although in his last revision of the narrative he has modified many of the 
expressions. Of his schoolfellows he speaks in high terms of praise. The tone 
of the school, and of the high master's house, must have been good, when he 
could thus write of his schoolfellows' discussions on literature : " Here it wts 
I learnt to feel a deep respect for my new schoolfellows, and a larger experienoe 
has made it deeper. I have since known many literary men ; men whose pro- 
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ID wtu literature ; and who someCimea had vJtb K>me odd special 
litLle DDot of literslurB an loquaiiitance crjtiosllj minuto. But Bnit 
men I have found but throe or four who hud a knowledge which 
what I should consider FomprahenaiTB knowledge, ba teMj eiiatod among those 
boys collBoCiTclj." Mr. I«w8on has alwajB had ths reputation of being a 
master, aod Mr. Cbcsehiro, in hit Orammar Sehool Song, has immortfihaed "the 
pray mare" which was renerred for duooea and idlers, but De Quincej records it 
" as hoDoarible both to masters aad upper bojs, through whom onlj such a result 
wui poaaible," that ia bia achool dn;s all corporal punishment bad fallen into 
disuse, " discipline being maintnined through the sfslf discipline of the aeniorboja, 
and through tbe e^i^aaj of their example, combined with their Bjstem of rules.'' 
Surely such a state of things redacts no little credit upon the aged

His literary works, "dc rebus omnibus et quibusdam aliia," were published bj 
Hogg and Sons. Edinburgh, in 14 vols, and re-iaaoed with a new toL, the ijth, 
by A. and C. BLick, Edinburgh, in iSfij. A copy of the portrait which 
accompauied the Utter edition, hangs on the wall of the old school. 

Tbonias de Quincey was a mau of remarkable natural gifts. He had a fine imagina- 
tion, and a powerful and subtle intellect, whteb, with proper training, would 
have made him a tridy great nuin. Opium takeu, as witb Coleridge, in the firat 
instance to allay psin, became the means of Toluptuous eioilcment. Like Cole- 
ridge too, Do Quincey eiousod hia ticb by flagrant untroths, and eitolled hii 
faroarite drug as a harmless oud serrlccable auiiliary to his intelloctua! efforts. 

There are few of his works that do not appear to be more or less deformed by the 
effects of this Ticious eicess. Opium enabled bitii to be brilliant and subtle with- 
out accuracy, depth, or continuous eflbrt. Wlmt lie wrote may bo read og it was 
written, without much moatnl exertion; and if the reader ia wearied, it is often 
by the personal maundering und idle gossip, in which be delighted to expatiate. 
He belonged to that chisa of men, whose sublime eadownienla were in a great 
measure frittered away iulo useless ciercitatiou, for want of sound moral diicipUus 
and rigorous concentration of study. Has be left oue oompleta or truly edifying 

Bo died at Edinburgh on the Slh December iSj9, aged 74. 

[Thomas de Quincey, the scholar, was the fourth of sight children, Til., four sons 
and four daughters, not the second of six. His father, who died on the lEth 
July 179J (not in 1791), carried onaxcry considerable business, according lo iha 
modest computation of thoao days, as a West Indian merchant, in Market street 
iane, in Manchester, in s warebouse which was bia property, and which was 
absorbed ia the improrcment of Market street undrribe Acto[ iSii. Very little 
il known of his Origin beyond the slight facts recorded in the somewhat diacuraivo 
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reminiscences of his talented son. He was, howoyer, unquestionablj a man of 
considerable enterprise, and died in his 39th year, leaving, as his son sajrs, " an 
unincumbered estate producing exactly 1600/. a year.** Whether he ever wrote, 
or having written ever published, the volume of .travels attributed to him by his 
SOD, is somewhat doubtful. A painstaking search for the book, extending over 
many years, has not been successful, and a perusal of the second codicil, as holo- 
graph, to his will, giving directions to his executors as to the conduct of his 
business, justifies the belief that he did not possess the ability necessary for the 
production of such a work. He was buried at S. Ann*B church, in Manchester 
(where all his children were baptised), on the 22nd July 1793. His son Thomas 
was bom on the 15th August 1785, and was baptised at S. Ann's church on the 
23rd September following. In the year 1797 Mrs. Quincey removed with her 
family to Bath. Amongst her son Thomas's schoolfellows at the Manchester 
grammar school was one whom he has indicated by the letter G. (Dr. Gilbert 
the present bishop of Chichester), for whom he entertained the highest adoiini- 
tion and respect to the latest moment of his life. He was married on the 15th 
February 18 17, at the parish church of Grasmere, where he had long resided, to 
Miss Margaret Simpson. For many years prior to his death, which took place on 
the 8th December 1859, he resided in Edinburgh and the neighbourhood, and was 
buried at S. Cuthbert's church in that city. The family mansion, of which he so 
often speaks in his Confettiona and Autobiographic Sketches as being situated at 
" Grcenhay," was erected by his father in 1791, and was standing, sadly shorn 
of its former beauties, in the year 1852, when it and its surrounding grounds, 
about three acres in extent, were razed, and became the site of hundreds of 
miserable dwellings, bounded by the modern Pigot street on the one side, and 
Embden street on the other. There are few more beautiful passages in the 
language tlian his description of the mournful and anxious suspense with whi<^ 
he and his infant brothers and sisters here awaited, on a bright and glowing 
summer evening, and far into the night, the sound, over the still and silent 
country lanes, of the footfall of the horses and the rumbling of the carriage 
which they too well knew bore their father to his home, dejected, emaciated, 
and dying. S.'] 
[Dr. Maginn introduced Thomas de Quincey in a magazine now rarely to be met 
with, and of which only six numbers appeared, called the John Bull Magasine^ 
1824, amongst what were styled "The Humbugs of the Age," in which series 
De Quincey figures away as No. i, and is attacked with all the Dr.'s amusing 
bitterness of satire. " He is humbug even to his name ; he has no right what- 
ever to the Norman De. His father was an honest shopkeeper who lived and 
died Quincey, and his son might just as well designate himself Mr. Quin Daisf 
as Mr. De Quincey." With regard to the De the son has made his own defence 
in one of his papers. VcUtat quantum. As respects the father, styled merchant 
in the Register^ the following curious advertisement, which I copy firom his 
autograph, may be interesting, as it shows the nature of his business. It was 
sent to Harrop's Manchester Mercury for insertion :

The death of the father (who at one time was partner with the Drst sir BoberC Foci, 
but., aa a honker in Manchester, under the firm of Peel, OreaTci and Co.), on the 
loth Doeember 1S15, at HighBeld, near Manchester, i* recorded in the OtHttr- 
man't Magazine: "Agentlemiu of genuine worth and high reapertabilitj." Hii 
older aoo, the scholar here entered, was born on the 1 jth April 179J, and for 
manj jean reaided in Leaf aquare, Pendleton, acting as a magistrate of the county. 
He WM present among the old scholars at the jubilee meeting in tgji. After 
hia retirement from the bank, which he condurted after hie father'i death under 
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the firm of John Greares and Co., he chiefly resided at Irlam hall, near War- 
rington, where he died, unmarried, in July 1 849, and was buried at Ecdes. He 
was a deputy-lieutenant and miyor of local militia. 

[His valuable collection of old oak, of the early Tudor period, and his Ubraiy, 
which contained a most extensive series of tracts, views, plates and broadsides 
relating to Manchester and Liverpool, were sold by Messrs. Capes and Co., in 
May 1865. C] 

His brother Thomas died unmarried in 1824, and his only sister Mary, who sur- 
vived him to the i6th March 1865, also died unmarried, and was buried at 
Eccles. She and her brother John gave by deed, dated 15th November 1841, 
certain lands to Irlam, towards the erection and endowment of a church, which 
was there consecrated in 1866. 

Mr. John Greaves visited the United states and Canada, and was presented with a 
gold snuff-box by Mr. and Mrs. Le Breton, of Kingston, as a mark of their 
gratitude for saving their only daughter from drowning in the river S. Lawrence. 

The bank was known in subsequent years under the firm of Scholes, Tetlow and 
Co., and Scholes and Co., and was wound up in 1847.

John Lingard held a school exhibition at Brasenose college from 1804 to 1807, and 
after graduating B.A. on the 14th January 1808, succeeded to one of Hulme's 
exhibitions. He took the degree of M.A. on the loth October 18 10, and of 
B.D. on the i6th June 1820. He served the curacies of Cbadkirk, Marple, and 
S. John's, Liverpool, and died on the 14th January 1833. On the fly leaf of 
the register of S. Michael's church, Liverpool, there is the following memorandum: 
"Died, aft;cr a protracted illness, at Dover, the rev. John Lingard, B.D., curate 
of S. Michael's church, Liverpool. (Liverpool Courier.) " He had been appointed 
curate to the rev.

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7 tho church was robuill., and a paraomge housB, and large daj and 
Siindaj' schools were alao biiilt.

Robert Tajlor, born on the 1st May 1791, died at Lircrpool, on the joth January 
1S31. Ho held a lieutenant's commisaion in the army, but lold out vrbeu quite 
young in consequence of failing health. He is aaid. Hie bis elder brother, to hare 
been a good claasieal scholar and linguist, with considerable poetical talent. 

In the notice of his elder brother. Join, which appeared in the Licerpool Mrrevty 
of December i8j7, (aee p. iBo. aale) Robert Taylor is thus referred lo : 

" It is perhaps worthy of mention, that Ha brother, Mr. Robert Taylor, of thia 
town, who died many years ago, also aluired in poetic grace, and has loft behind 
him a great number of fiigitire pieces written ohicflj in ihc anacreontic style. 
They have nerer been printed, although posseased of mnch local intereat, relating 
as they do to characters and events in Lirerpoal man; years ago." 

James Taylor, the youngest son, who was an eihibitioner of the school from 1 SoS 
to iSii, and nominated lo a Hnlmian eihibilion in November iSu, entered 
Braaenole college as a communer, on the 14th March i8o3, and graduated B.A. 
□u the jtb December 1811, and M.A. on the 27th October 1S14. He took 
honours in his final ciamination, being placed in the third class in Lit, ffuni., 
and whilst at college gained as n prize a splendid copy of the Holy Scriptures, 
printed at the Clarendon press, folio. Returning from Oiford to Manchester he 
caught a severe cold, which settled on hia lungs and terminated fatally. He was 
present at the anniversary of 1 S i j.

This scholar I conclude to be the son of the scholar recorded in toI. i. p. 141. 
His father had nothing to do with Billericay spiritually. At the beginning of 
the present century non-residence was very prevalent in that part of Essex. The 
clergy believed their parishes to be aguish and otherwise unhealthy, and migrated 
to Billericay for the sake of its elevated and bracing situation. At one time, as I 
am credibly informed, there were upwards of twelve clergy thus living in Billericay. 
Probably the rev. John Meadowcroft was one of this select company.

On the 15th June in the last named year he obtained a commission as ensign in 
the 48th regiment of foot, and was killed in the spring of the next year at the 
siege of Badajoz, at the early age of 24. 

The following extract is taken from a letter of colonel J. Wilson, commanding the 
48th regiment, and which has been< treasured up in the feunily, bearing goA 
honourable testimony to the character of this young officer, both in a private 
and military point of view. 

" Sickness detained him in the march from the north to Badiyoz. His anxietj 
to join his regiment, when actively employed, was evident from his exertions on 
the journey. He arrived two or three days before the assault on the place, 
and immediately requested his commanding officer to apply for leave to head the 
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forlorn hope, but as the arrangements for the attack did not admit of Tolunteers, 
the general commanding the brigade desired he might be thanked for his hand- 
some offer. On the night of the attack every officer and soldier of the 48th 
regiment who had an opportunity of seeing him, will bear testimony to his braye 
and gallant conduct, which, on the following morning, all spoke of with loud 
exclamations of admiration, and concern for his fate. He was most forward in 
the attack, and among the first to mount the breach, and had nearly gained the 
top when a musket ball pierced him through the body, and he fell like a brare 
and gallant soldier. The regiment, one and all, lament his loss, as his priyate 
Tirtuee, his attention and good conduct as an officer, and talents which he pos- 
sessed in a high degree, rendered him an ornament to his profession, and a great 

acquisition to his corps."

This scholar I conclude to be the late perpetual curate of Chorlton-cum-Hardy, to 
which he was appointed by the dean and chapter o{ Manchester in 1836. He 
took part as a senior scholar, in the public speeches in 181 2 and 181 3; and in 
after years his name occurs occasionally at the meetings of the old scholars. I 
beliere that he had the degree of B.D. granted to him in 1 834, and of D.D. in 1 840, 
as a ten-year man, or quasi member of Trinity college, Cambridge. He died, aged 
48, on the 27 th December 1842, leaving two daughters. On his grare there is a 
flat stone, which records the date of his birth, yiz. June i8th 1794. 

The ten-year men, created by the 9th statute of the university of Cambridge, (anno 
12 Elizabeth) are abolished by the recent act. The statute was as foUows :

January la. Bichard, SOU of Frankland Coates^ supervisor, Salford^ Lane. 

Tho father afterwards became a brewer and partner in the firm of Law, Coates and 
Walker of Strangewajs, Manchester, the senior partner being the father of Mr. 
John Law (see p. 187, ante). This scholar was an attorney at Manchester, and 
partner with Mr. John Law, and died, in his 51st year, on the 8th January 1847. 
He was a member of the Manchester Literary and Philosophical Society, and an 
occasional attendant at the annirersary meetings of the old scholars between the 
years 1830 and 1837. 

[Studious and attentiye whilst a pupil of the school, he carried the same pains- 
taking application to the study of the elements of his future profession, and not 
living at a period like the present, when treatises upon almost every division and 
sub-division of jurisprudence are explained and illustrated, smoothing the path 
of the modem tyro, and leading him with comparative ease to a knowledge of 
the rudiments of his profession, he early accustomed himself^ peterefonieM^ to 
grapple with the abstruse and intricate expositions of lord Coke, and the eariy 
abridgers, reporters and jurists, gleaning firom them, if more slowly and labo- 
riously, yet probabl/ more solidly and indelibly, the sound legal principles 
which eminently characterised his opinions and practice in his future career, 
and well prepared him to take the principal and responsible part in the veiy 
varied and extensive professional business in which in his partnership he was 
for many y^ars engaged. 

With a thorough knowledge of the principles of the law of real property and ooq- 
veyanoing, he united a learned comprehension of the intricacies of common law 
pleading, which he was accustomed to describe as a system of pure logical 
deduction and accurate reasoning, and the study of which formed the best 
training for a lawyer. But perhaps, with his professional friends, his most 
popular acquirement was his extensive and accurate acquaintance with the prin- 
ciples and practice of the bankrupt law, in which he was largely engaged as a 
solicitor and as an acting commissioner of bankruptcy, it being the practice ia 
his lime to associate a solicitor with two barristers to act as oonunissioner at 
each meeting, and before whom the proceedings were conducted. 

His clear head and cool judgment, and a peculiar appreciation of nice and gubtls 
distinctions, combined with his early training and extensive practice, and a oaie- 
ful reading up of the law reports of the day, caused his opinions on the variad, 
and often difficult and intricate, questions arising in important bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings to be received by his colleagues of tlie bar, as well as by the practitioners 
in bankruptcy, with an attention and deference rarely accorded to members of 
his own branch of the profession. 

He possessed a good and well selected general library : historical works, and those 
in reference to the elucidation of history, to the study of which he was much 
attached, holding a principal place; and notwithstanding his pressing avoca- 
tions, he for years continued to be an extensive reader. Nor did he ever finget 
his classical literature, some fiavourite author always bemg near at hand, and in 
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reference to which he often spoke with affectionate warmth of the ancient school* 
and of his old master, Mr. Elsdale, under whom he had laid the foundation of 
his classical knowledge, and of whom he was wont to say that, notwithstanding 
his many eccentricities, he was one of the best and soundest of teachers. 
His geuial, kindly temperament, his sound views, and his readiness at all times to 
offer to his pupils and to his friends the benefit of his reading and experience, 
which he bad a happy and unpretending manner of conveying, combined with 
his social and hospitable disposition, secured to him the regard and esteem of all 
with whom he was on terms of intimacy ; and the few who yet survive him, and 
who remember him in his best and happiest days, will deem him worthy a place 
in the memorials of his old school, and of the branch of the legal profession 
of which he was for many years a highly respected and able member. T.}

Robert, eldest son of Robert Parker, attorney, of Bury, and his wife Alice, was bom 
on the 30th August 17941 educated at the school, and afterwards articled to hii 
£sther. He subsequently practised as an attorney in his native town, where he 
died a bachelor, and was buried at S. John's church on the loth October 1829, 
aged 35. He had three brothers and four sisters, of whom only two sisters (both 
married) survive. The only representative of the large family of Robert Parker, 
senior, now living in Bury, is a daughter of Mr. Tempest Parker, (brother to this 
scholar) who married the rev. J. P. Yeo, now curate of Bury.

This scholar became a lieutenant in 
the navy, and died on the 26th May 1821, on his return firom Madrid. He was 
present at the anniversary meeting in 18 19.

He was the youngest of three sons, and settled in London as a merchant,-and soon 
afterwards got an appointment as king's messenger, in which capacity he was 
deservedly trusted, and which he resigned in consequence of failing health, after 
several years employment. He died a bachelor several years ago, at the house 
of his eldest brother, at Newcastle, Mr. Ralph Clewee, recently residing there at 
upwards of 80 years of age. 
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March 5 Thomas Henry^ son of James Holgate^ muslin manufacturer, Sal- 
ford, Lane. 

With an exhibition from the school in 1808, he was admitted to Brasenose college, 
Oxford, where he graduated B.A. on the 14th January 181 1 (haring been placed 
in the third class in Lit. Hum., at the Easter examination in iSic), suoceeding 
shortly afterwards to one of Hulme's exhibitions. He was ordained, and elected, 
on or about the ist January 1817, second master of Grantham grammar school 
(the school of sir Isaac Newton), having been for the previous three months an 
assistant on trial. He held also the curacy of Sproxton and Saltby, Leicestershire, 
under the rev. William Mounsey, from February 18 17 to November 18 18. The 
villages are about eleven miles distant from Grantham, and, as the vicar was resi- 
dent, Mr. Holgate's services must have been restricted to Sundays. He died at 
Grantham, and was buried in the graveyard at Little Gonerby, where a tombstone 
was erected to his memory at the cost of the rev. prebendary Potchett, then vicar 
of Grantham. The stone has the following inscription :

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I find in the Cfentleman^s Magazine of 1825, p. 475, the following notice, which, in 
all probahilitj, refers to this scholar ; Glossop hall, now the residence of lord 
Edward Howard, heing the property of the duke of Norfolk, to whom a large 
portion of the town belongs : 

*'Died, 14th November 1825, Gkorge Calvert, esq., surgeon, aged 30, third sur- 
viving son of the late Charles Calvert, esq., of Oldham street, and of Glossop hall, 
c6. Derby. The death of this gentleman will be a loss to the profession which 
he had chosen, and of which it was anticipated he would have become a dis- 
tinguished ornament, firom the talent displayed in his recently published treatise 
On Diseases of the Rectum; in his translation of the AfuUomie gin^eile par 
M. Biohat ; and by the rare circumstance of the Jacksonian prize of the Boyal 
college of surgeons having been adjudged to himi for three years in succession.*' 

By inquiry at the Boyal college of surgeons I have learned that Mr. George Calvert 
was admitted a member of the college on the 6th December 18 16. He on three 
occasions obtained the Jacksonian prize, viz. in 1822, for his dissertation On 
Diseases of the Rectum; in 1823, for that On TSungus Hamatodes; and in 1824, 
for that On Tic Douloureux. In the list of members of the college for 1824, he 
is described as resident in LamVs Conduit street, and his name does not appear 
in subsequent lists.

The father of this scholar was steward to the earl of Derby, and left, at his decease, 
a good property to his only surviTing child, Daniel, who married Kate Jordan, 
one of the daughters of a Virginian loyalist, who lost his property in the war 
of independence, bat, through the death of a distant relative, inherited a small 
estate at Knotty Ash, near LiverpooL Daniel Alty, Jan., had sereral children, 
one of whom, William, became an extensiye planter in Demerara, and was a 
member of the Legislatiye Council there, and died about six years ago. 
John Alty, the scholar above recorded, bom in 1790, received the early portion of 
his education at Frescot school, whence he was removed to Manchester. Ac- 
cording to Stapylton's Sion School LitU^ p. 5 1, he was elected on the foondation 
at Eton in 1805, but never went there. At the examination for the A.B. degree 
at Cambridge, in 1 8 1 1, he attained the high honour of being placed fourth among 
the wranglers, and, having taken his A.M. degree in 18 14, was admitted fellow of 
Jesus college (of which he had been an undergraduate), at the beginning of 18 15, 
and was cut off very soon after by an attack of fever, thus prematurely closing 
a career which gave promise of future distinction. 
He died on the loth March 18 15, not having taken holy orders, and is buried 
in the chapel of the college, where there is a monument bearing the following 
elegant inscription :

William^ son of William Hughes^ grocer, Chester. March i^- 

WUliam Jones Hughes, bom on the 8th August 1788, and an exhibitioner of the 
school in 1809, was admitted a commoner of Brasenose coUege, Oxford, on the 13th 
February 1809, being described as the eldest son, and graduated B.A. on the 26th 
November 1812, and M.A. on the 27th June 18 17. He was ordained to the cu- 
racy of Moreton Say, Salop, with Reginald Heber, afterwards bishop of Calcutta, 
and married in 18 17 Selina, daughter of Mr. Gtoorge Corser, banker, of Whit- 
church, by whom he had two sons and two daughters. Both his sons are dead ; 
George dying in 1839, aged 13, and William Jones, the elder, who was of no 
profession, on the 13th October 1867. Both were buried at Cardington. 

Mr. Hughes became, in 18 19, vicar of Cardington, near Church Stretton, Salop, 
and held the benefice for the long space of forty -six years, dying there the 19th 
September 1865, aged 77. There is a monument to him at Cardington wi£h a 
short inscription.

He entered the medical profession, and, after graduating M.D. at Edinburgh, prac- 
tised with some eminence at Warrington. His thesis for his degree, " de sanguine 
mittendo,'* was printed at Edinburgh in 18 12. He died at Warrington on the 
14th December 1839.

This scholar was the second son of John Hadfield, porter, who appears in the 
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Manchester and Sdlford Directory of 1809 as liying in Back Cross street, Sal- 
ford, and whose wife was a noted cliaracter in Manchester. She, carrying on 
the trade at her husband's death, had a number of porters in her serrioe, and 
got her liying by hiring them out to any of the warehouses where extra assistance 
was at any moment required. Her beat was in S. Ann's square, and she might be 
seen any day in the week for years, in rain or sunshine, standing on the pare* 
ment midway between S. Ann's church and Mr. Sowler's shop. Her eldest son 
was one of her staff, and sometimes supplied her place in the square. 
John Hadfield, jun., the scholar of 1806, became an attorney in Manchester, and 
in 1825 had his office in Winter's buildings, S. Ann's street, and lired at 4, Cross 
street, Salford. He was present at the anniversary festivals of 1824, 1828, and 

1832, and died I think, unmarried, some twenty-fiye years ago.

Mr. John Bill, the father, resided in Mosley street, and was one of the surgeons to 
the Manchester infirmary. He was the younger son of the rev. John Bill, AB. 
of Christ's college, Cambridge, 1748, who held the rectory of Drayoot-!e-moon 
in CO. Stafford for upwards of fifty years, dying on the 2nd May 1806, aged 
80, and to whom there is a monument in Alton church, near Cheadle. He 
succeeded to the Farley estate in that parish as the next heir to his uncle, Charles 
Bill, esq., and after learing Manchester resided at Farley hall, attaining the great 
age of 90 y^ars, and dying on the 6th April 1847. He was blind some time 
before his death. 

His son John, the scholar, was educated as a barrister, but did not graduate at 
either of the universities. He had an elder brother, Bobert Bill (whose name 
does not appear in the Register), who graduated B.A. of Oriel college, Oxford, 
in 1 8 10, taking the honours of a second class in Lit. Hum., and M.A. in 1S12. 
Bobert was also a barrister, and died in the lifetime of his father, learing 
daughters only, so that Farley hall came into the possession of this scholar on 
the death of his father. John Bill married his cousin, Sarah, daughter of Mr. 
Humphreys of Manchester, by whom he had two sons and one daughter. His 
elder son, John, who is described on a monument in Alton church as ** a youth 
of great promise," died at Harrow, after a short illness, on the 2nd February 
1856, in his 17th year. His daughter, Louisa (now a widow), married — — 
Cotton, esq. ; and his younger son, Charles, now resides at Farley. Mr. John 
Bill is remembered as a kind and amiable man, but rather eccentric. His monn- 
mental inscription bears testimony to his ** probity, worth, and kindness of 
heart," and that he was " a friend and benefactor to the poor.** He died at 
Farley on the i6th February 1853, in the 58th year of his age. 

He was somewhat of a traveller, and published in 1850, in i2mo, 557 pp., London, 
the journals which he kept, under the title of The EngUih Party's Exemrnom to 
Paris in Siuter-week 1849, to which is added A Trip to Awtsriea, &o.y &o. The 
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Tolnou, which is dedioalad to C. B. Adderlej, esq., M.P., wilhont any olaim to 
literary merit, is an amusing, gossipy record of the sights vrliich hr saw, and tha 
people whom he enwimtered. In it there t* a short ttccoimt of queen Adekide'l 
Tiiil to Alton towers, thi- scat of the earl of Sbrewsburj', in Julj 1 140, when Mr. 
John Bill was one of the party of neighbonring gentry who were invited to meet 
hor majesty. There is an amusing story current oonn(icti>d with this visit. In 
the eTening JUr. John Bill was introduced, and remarked to the queen that hi* 
wife was thought not unliko her majesty in features. " Indeed," said the qi 
"pray point out the lady to me." Ur. Bill did so. " Oh 1 that lady is mudi 
jonnger than I am." " Yes," replied the husband. " sbo has the advanlage of 
your majesty in that mpoct." The lord in waiting deemed it pmdent 
Ibrward, and go on with thu introduotions. Queen Adelaide liked his plainneia 
of manners and harmless eceeutricities, and, when the Alton towers party rode 
out on the following momiog, tummoned Mr. Bill to ride bj her side,

The lather, who was B. A. of Magdalen hall. Oiford, 1790, was eiVca iSio chaplain 
to the cacalry bsrrorks and to the New Bailey prison, and for seroral yean ourata 
of S. John's eliurcb. He died in iSji, and wns buried in the churabyard of 9. 
John's. His son John {who took part in the public spceohes Ironi 1S14 id 1S17) 
wu appointed master of the lower school iu 1819, on the resignation of the rar. 
TboEoas Qaskell (for whom leo p. 5] ante), aod al^rwarda was ordained. Hia 
bald the maslenhip for many years, and resigned in December 1S44. On leaving 
Uanehesler Hr, Dallaa becanie onrste-in.cha[^« of the parish of IjaiBold, near 
FrmmliDghom, SoU'oik, to the vicarage of which ha was presented in iSjo, and 
where he is now resident. Of five surviving children, his second ton, Seymour, ia 
now classical master at 9, Mark's college, Sydney, New South Wales. The nams 
of John Dallas occurs in the records of the anniveraary meetings from 1819 to 
rSjS, with one eiception.

The changes in the description of this scholar's subsequent csrMr, u they may be 
traced in the i>ir«;foriei, are more curious than satisfactary. In 1S19 heappean 
as scbooliuaster, and lives in Byrom street. In itii his academy is dignified 
with the title of " Salford grammar school," and at p. loS, his " academy of arta 
tad sdenoea," licensed as a meeting house, follows in the wake of the cburohea 
and ohopels. In 1S15 hia '^elusaical and commercial academy" flourishes in tho 
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same locality, King street, Salford, his residence is in the terrace, which bears 

the happy title of '* Paradise yale," and the rev, J. 6. Strettles is the preacher 

to a congregation assembling in a building called ^ Christ church/' Salford. The 

same description meets the eye in 1 843. Probably he has long ere this gone to 

his rest. Manchester school has sent to the world many good churchmen, as 

well as good scholars. John Booth Strettles failed to become one of the former, 

whatever his rank among the latter. Perhaps his days at the old school were 

but few.

This scholar graduated B.A. at Brasenose college, Oxford, on the 2nd December 
1 8 14, haying at the previous Michaelmas examination gained the honours of a 
first class in Lit, Hum., and M.A. on the 28th December 18 17. He was a bar- 
rister of Lincoln's inn (his name appearing for the first time in 1820 as equity 
draughtsman), and appointed judge of the district court of Liverpool, residing 
on the Cheshire side of the Mersey, which he crossed daily on his way to the 
court in Liverpool. On the evening of the 31st March 1850, when returning 
home he fell overboard, and was drowned ; his son Henry nearly perishing in his 
efforts to save his father. William Lowndes was the author of a work in 2 vols., 
entitled A Treatise on the Law of LegacteSf London, 1824, and also of A» Euaf 
on the Life and Writings ofFlaio, which latter was printed for private circulation 
only. He was a man of gentle nature and studious habits, fond of poetiy (Milton 
and Spenser being his especial favourites), and the collector of a valuable library 
of books and engravings, in which he took great delight. He married Elizabeth, 
daughter of Mr. Byerley, who was at one time a partner with the Wedgewoods. 
She was bom at Etruria, in the potteries of Staffordshire. Her fiither dying at 
a time when the potteries were much depressed, she and her siateri conducted a 
school at Warwick, and afterwards at Stratford-on-Avon, which became in their 
hands a very flourishing institution. A younger sister, Catharine, married the 
late Dr. Anthony Todd Thomson, of London, and is dead ; and another, Mrs. 
Parkes, is mother of Dr. Parkes, an eminent physician of the present day. 
Both these sisters were authoresses. William Lowndes lefb four sons and two 
daughters. His eldest son, Kichard, is now a leading average adjuster, in 
Liverpool, and author of a book entitled The Philosophtf of Primary Bdief; 
another, Henry, is surgeon to the Liverpool Northern hospital. 

[Mr. William Lowndes was an able lawyer, and held the office of judge of the 
Liverpool court for the recovery of small debts for some years before his lamented 
death. Hb Treatise on the Law of Legacies is a respectable evidence of his attain* 
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jt he was not merely a lawyer. He was a ripe 
scboUr snil & good one, uud & vtrj Etcconiplisbed man. His curious and Talunble 
libnuj, of wliich lie «aa thoroughly master, which wbj eitalogued and di»- 
penrd by WinslatilcT', in October iSjo, nfibrda Fome idea o! Ibe Tsriety and 
nteut oF his resesrcbee ioto recondite literaton; (cf nil kinds, and hia Eifg 
on Plate, though but a prolusion, will well repay ths render who consult* 
it. Ha had b«n a pupil of the re>. W. P. QreswoU, and was a frieud of Dr. 
Parr, who entflrtained a rery high opinion of his Bcquirementa and powers. In 
the society of Lis intimate friends he waa a delightful companion, the merriest 
and the pleasantent of men. The well-remeoibered ring of his laugh eounili in 
mj ears, after the lapse of twenty years, as if I had heard it but ytatorday. If 
his friend had a crotchet how amusingly would he avuU it, with what sly humonr 
wottld he bring out its absurdity, und with what obstreperous glee would he make 
his final charge upon it. In displaying the tn^afiires of bis library how agree- 
ably «x)ttld he descant upon each Tolume as it presented itself, touching upon all 
the salient points of its literary and bibliographioul cbaracter, and how ha would 
indicate, by a peculiar twinkle of the eye, when he considered that, in some late 
purchase, he had stolen a march upon a brother collector. With a keen sense of 
the ridiculoi^s, he had in many things all the simpliaity of a child, and was not 
without some of those little eccentricities which hare adhered to scholan in all 
■ges. and which, though mere formalists and men of the world may object, lit 
well and obaracteristieally upon them. One, and surely it was a Tery harmless 
one, of my friend William Lowndes was this, that oven when presiding as the 
host at dinner, he considered it as a paramount duty to verify any lilernry point 
which was challenged, by an immediate roferoncr to authorities. Notwithstanding 
that the turbot or the salmon was plaeed before him, and his guests, with keen 
appetites, in expectation around, lei but a mistimed doubt be irjected or a mis- 
take alleged in the course of eoniersatioo, anil at once uprose the master of the 
feast, bnried himself for a time in the inmost recesses of his libnuy, and at last 
emerging, with perhaps Bayle or Brucker in his hand, triumphantly addressed 
himself, with a delighted conntenance, to the solution of the doubt, utterly 
nnoonscious that the fish nas irretrievably spoilt, and his friends rerging into a 
(tite of open rebellion against his anlhority. To [hem it was immaterial at such 
a moment to know what precise doctrines Pompouatius held, or what was madame 
Bonrignon's detemunation as to the form of the primitire Adam, or how far 
Feriionius had anticipated Ibe theories of Niehnhr. Taught by eiperience, hii 
friends at last learned the wisdom inculcated by Dr. Johnson, when questioned 
by a lady at the meal to which he always did such ample justice: " Keep your 
doubta, madam, till after dinner ; we deal here with certainties." But nKHmm

Of his father, who married in 17S8, Suianns, the only sarriTing daughter of Mat- 
thew Doheon, esq., M.D., F.R.S., of Lirerpool, and afterwards of Bath (a 
physician and author of some distinction), and who di^ed at Edgehill, near Lirer- 
poot, on the Sth October iSoi, aged 49, there occurs the following notice in tbs 
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Otmil^mam's Magazine of iSoi, p. 1056 : "He held for opwwds of thirtj 1 
an office of much trust in the Liverpool customs, and deroted his leUme h 
to litenurj studies, and was well acquainted with the best 1g«gi«i» aoibon, and 
a critic of some reputation.'* 

Fefanl^ 14. Felix, son of William Seddon, attorney, Pendleton. 

Felix John Vaughan Seddon (for whose elder brother, Legh Watson, see pw 166 
amU), was one of the fourteen children of Mr. William Seddon, who married 
Miss Penelope Watson, and bom in 179S. 
He went out to India as a writer, and whilst there made himsdf wdl aequainted 
with sereral oriental languages. Through failing health he rstumed to England, 
, in 1830, and was present at the anniyersarj meetings of old scholars held in that 
year. He was elected, on the 1 2th July 1833, professor of oriental languages at 
King's college, London, and published in 1835, 8to., Am Address delivered ta 
Kinfft College, London^ introdnctonf to a couree of Leetmret om the Lamgmage 
and Literature of Amj but this I believe was hu onlj publication, though he 
assisted in translating the Holy Scriptures into some Eastern languages. In 1837 
he again went out to India, intending to found a college at Lucknow, a project 
in which king William lY. took much interest, but Mr. Seddon was not success- 
ful in this undertaking. Whan he arrived in India he found that the king of 
Oude was dead, and that his successor was opposed to the plan. Tha death of 
the ambassador on the journey out, and the death of William lY. about the same 
time combined to make the difficulties greater, and the college was given 
up. Ho was afterwards appointed preceptor to the nawab Kizam, and for his 
serf ices received a pension. During the latter part of his life he resided at 
Moorshedabad, where he died, unmarried, on the 25th November 1865. 
Among my father's papers I found the following resum^ of Mr. Felix Seddon's 
studies and attainments as an orientalist ; probably the copy of some testimonial, 
or application from himself when candidate for the professorship at King's col- 
lege, London : 

^ Mr. Felix Seddon resided in India fifteen years, during which period he 
made the eastern languages an exclusive study. 

"In 1 8 16 he commenced the study of Persian with the assistance of Meena 
Sayyid Alee, a learned native of Sheeras, whom the rev. Henry Martyn employed 
to correct his translations of the Gospels and the Psalms of David. 

"In 1820, having acquired an intimate knowledge of the Hindoostanee and 
Persian tongues, ho was appionted registrar at Bungpore in Bengal, afier passing 
the usual examinations before the revenue board. 

*' At this station he acquired a thorough knowledge of the Bengalee, the ver- 
nacular language of the country, and which is computed to be spoken by twenty- 
five millions of people. 

" Hero he also closely studied, and obtained a proficiency in the Sangserit 
language under the tuition of a native Brahman. 

" At the breaking out of the Burmese war he aooompanied the army to Aswii, 
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then in poeseaaioD of tho Burmese, wbpre the knowledge of these foot Inn- 
guugei reciiiniaondpd bim to tUo gart^roniDiit aa a,n eligible penoD far the 
office of Innslaior and nceouDtaat to the agent of the Goremor-geiierol on Iho 

!nor(h-ei«tern &ont.ifr, nnd likeviia for teaming and preparing grammara and 
Tocabularie* of tho written languages unknown to Europeanii, in vthioh the 
otficial correepondfDEe of the Bgency ms conducted, 
" He it, moreover, the first Eurupeui who has BCquircd a critical Bud intimBto 
knowledge of the MuHpoorce language, then of the most immediolA importance 
OD that frontier. 
"Mr. Scddon tranelftted the articles of war and artillery eiercise into that 
tongue for tho uac of tho Mnripoorcan levy, and the Sjlhet local corps composed 
of Muripooreeunsi ; and wait engaged also in Assam in preparing a grammar and 
dictionaiy of that language. 
" Through the Muripoorec Mr. Seddim acquired the Burmese with the aid of 
DotiTeB of Ava and others bom in that countrj of Muripoorccan porenta; who 
wore equally conTeraant witii both iangoages. 
" He bas aleo some acquaintance with the Shyamefc, which he learned from 
learned natitoa of Mogown. 
"He has been accuslomad to speak tho Sangscrit language with the natires, 
and to correspond in it, und found it of the utmost use in acqniring the Assamese 
aod Muripoorea tlirough Pundits of those countries skilled in the soored laugusgo 
of the Hindoos. 
"He Lbs also paid considerable attention to the stroeture and Blomentnry 
, principles of Arabic, so as (o render that language of oomparutively easy attain- 
ment to him, also to different dialects of the Hindoostanee, both the Oordoo, or 
ooDTt language, having the Arabic and Fersiau for its basis ; and the Hindoo- 
■tanee. formed from the Sangscrit in its dialeete of Khano, Bolee and Bry Bhuibo. 
"Mr. Seddon was latterly engaged in preparing n ComparaliTt Foli/glol 
DuJtionary of three languages— -the Muripoocee, Shjamesc, and Burmeic, with 
Cclumua for the introduction of others, but was compelled to leave India from 
tho state of his health, and return home,"

Benry Halliwel], B.D. 

[Henry, loa of the rtr. WiUiain HslUwell, M.4., nnd onUs wife Marj, daughter of 

Holgatf, nSB bum aud baptised it liunile;, on tke ijLli August, 1765. The 

ikiher vas boud miuter of the ancient giammiu' achool of Burale;, and inuumbeut 
of thu amttll chapBl of Holme, tho aiicestrftl and foudlj-cherialied home of Dr. 
Wliitaker, the htstorinn. From some uf Mr. llalliiri'll'B aermaua lately publisheil 
ID a locid print, Holme t^eeoa to have been fuvoured with aa earnc»t-mind«l and 
learned paator (1760-1796), nor were llie pulpit lesBOna of the father cDnGned to 
Bolme, u there is proof that his mora diiitiuguialied auu reproduced and en- 
forced them in his church of Kejmer. 
Henry HaUiwell receired the eorlj part of hit education at Bumlcj achool, but 
Lawsou'g lame aa a classical teacher aud perbaps the nulmian advantages 
nittacted him to Manchester (aa appears by a private memorandum) in the year 
1780, where he u^quired accurate acliolardhip. 
On the iSth January 17K3, he was matriculated of Braacuose college, where, on 
the I Sth December 1786 he graduated B.A., aud on tho loth Ootober 17K7 was 
Dominated Hulmiu) exhibitioner. He proceeded M.A. loth June 1789, nnd B.D. 
on the lod April 1803. Ha waa elected a fellow of his college in 1790, and on 
the 10th December 1796 wmaUo elected dean and lie brew lecturer of Bnuenoae, 
being at that time one of the tutors. 

He became, through the interest of the rev. Dr. QrilGtli, who was one of the 
fellowi of the collegiate church, M:iacliesler, an asiistant chaplain of that ojUege 
in 1794, where he Irequently preached {as appears from notes on hid MS. eer- 
noiu) between that year and the year iSoS. Ill iSoi, ho preached the ai 
aary sermon on Whitmonday, In the collegiate church, to the aaioeiiled Sunday 
achoola. Hia sermons there, and also at S. Mary's, are HiTOorable a; 
the orthodoi and temperate style uf theology of that period. Ho lingered ibr 
Bome time about Manchester in the hope of succeeding to a coUegiato fcUowahip, 
but bis hope was blighted, and on the ist June 1303, he was preaented by hi* 
college to the rectory of Clayton- cum-Keymer, near Ditchiing, in Suisei, wtien 
ho resigned aU hia college officca and honoura. At this time ho waa priTatfl 
tutor to lord Oeorge Qrenrille (aecond son of the marqnis of Buukiugham) who, 
on the death of hia mother, bncame lord Nugent, and waa afterwards lord high 
commistioner of the Ionian Isles. 

Shortly aA«r auccaeding to tiia ti<iug he formed an attacboieDt tv Miaa Eomiby, 
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bat wasdoflmedtodiaapparaiBeBt. H« was jxhed bf Uie Uhf . and Ae maRied 
lier fiwtBttn. From aa iniSnnitT or pctmHantr in his put Mr. HaUnrdri m- 
kriqwi at Oxford wa» "^ Dr. Toe," and tiie foOjwiBg admhiM^ epigram 00 tha 
■anro^. hj Beebald Heber (for be masi be re^svded acumt all 
the Tcritabte aotliar), will hoog be remembered :

This poem was first printed in Bl^aekwooifs Maffosuuf^ in July 1S43 (Sol 53;^ pp. 
ict>4), when tbe original smarting^ as well as tbe rietim, bad pamed swaj, but 
tbe whipping bad never been for got te n by '^ Dr. Ttje.** Ther* waa too modii m 
common between Heber and HaOiwelU both of wbmt bad personal tracfitions of 
LAaarasbire. and tbe latter of Mandiester scbooL to soppoae that tbeae good 
and spirited eiRisiontf of tb« jonthful poet haid in them, a partes of aeerbitr. 
and jet it most be told, that notwitbataniirng tiieir gaiide 
fenunine ridit.'itle^ they were not regarded as being eitiier fisvolfiua or 
by the grare tutor of Braeenoee. 

On the 6tb September iScS Mr. HaQiweU was marnaii* at Bolton4e-maorv by bit 
Old schooIfBflow and BraaanMe &rimd» tbe rev. Thomaa B m i ciuft ^ tiw vicar, t9 
IIiaibetik»dBiighfiHrof Mr. Cacfifa^of teuyhfllt naar^attoVB. Hatpsttbe 
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remainder of his life at Clayton, as an hospitable parish priest of the old high 
church type, and died there hopefully and peacefully, being buried in the church- 
jardf with the following inscription on his tomb : 

" Here are interred the mortal remains of the Rev. Henry Halliwell, B.D., 
late Fellow of Brasenose college, Oxford, rector of Clayton-cum-Keymer for 
nearly 32 years. He died 15th January 1835,* in the 70th year of his age, 
much esteemed and regretted. Elizabeth, his relict, died January i8th, 1837, in 
the 58th year of her age." 

rhe rector of Clayton was a man of decorous and scholarly habits, and was always, 
like his excellent successor, archdeacon Q-arbett, an '* example to his flock," but 
like his contemporary, Dr. Parr, he considered that every clergyman ought to 
possess *' a well stocked cellar of wiuc," and it can hardly fail to startle an ex- 
cellent northern dean of the present day to hear that in March 1835, more than 
otte hundred dozens of "fine old port wine," some of it described as being '* rich 
flavoured," some of it " full flavoured," some as " curious," and all as *' excellent," 
were advertised for sale at Clayton rectory ! There was also advertised at the 
same time a good library, cousisting chiefly of classical and theological works, 
including a copy of Strabo's Geography ^ in Greek and Latin, with a manuscript 
English translation, said to be by Mr. Halliwell himself. This book was sold 
with the rest of the collection, and Mr. Crossley has pronounced — and who 
more competent? — that the library and the cellar alike indicated the excellent 
taste and judgment of their owner. 

Iif r. Halliwell was a sterling English churchman, and we may hope, n loyal subject. 
He subscribed 20/. towards erecting a statue of George IV. at Brighton, but so 
strongly was he opposed to what was called " Catholic emancipation," that after 
the king had passed the act of 1829 he could nob tolerate either the statute or 
the statue ; and said, with much vehemence, that he would cheerfully give 50^. to 
•ee the latter pulled down. And about the same time Carr, bishop of Chiches- 
ter, and a party of clergymen dined with him at Clayton on a public occasion, 
when, in a marked manner, he omitted to propose the king's health. The bishop 
mildly called his host to order and himself proposed the usual to.ist ; but Mr. 
Halliwell, in a dignified manner, and like a small impersonation of the church 
militant (he was a short, stout, florid man), decHned recognizing it, and boldly 
observed that the sovereign who had violated his coronation oath and betrayed 
the church was no longer worthy of the subjects' allegiance. It does not appear 
that any public notice was taken of the rehelj although the act of rebellion was 
chronicled in the newspapers. 

He took a discouraging view of the political state of the country towards the close 
of his tranquil life, and once observed : " I know that my cellar has a name, and

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that mj judgnwnt of wine is of «oaie Taloe ; bat I vill bur no more, since men's 
principles are changed, and the coontrr has gon« mad, so that then will be none 
left to drink it bat mdieaU — and they cannoc appreciate it ! ^ Was this old- 
worid wisdam, or did it indicate the repining of *" crabbed age ^? ^^ do not 
onderstand Mr. HaUiwell's logic. Surelj to check the general labefaction of 
principle, a larger infuMoo of the grand cooserratire specific was onlj the more 
necessarr. C" 
He b still remembered at Clarion as a singolarlr hamane and benerolent man, 
somewhat cardess about his temporal possessions bat alwars ready to do battle 
for those of the chorch. The old clerk relates manr characteristic aneodotee of

him, some of which ought noi to be forgotten. Sereral poor persons in his 
parish and neighboorfaood who had recetred for manj years 5/., 10/., and one lol- 
annuaUy. discorered, for the first time after his death, who their anonymous bene- 
£Ktor had been. And one honest parishioiaer who had failen into diflicalties had 
100/. giren him by the rector, who thu^ and in a manner wbieli enhanced the 
rahie of the gift, rescued him from his temporary embarrassment. It ought to 
be named that the liring of Clayton was Soo/. per annum. 
Mr. Halliwell was a bene&ctor to Christ's hospicaL London, and probably to other 
public (Clarities. He died without issue and intestate^ and his property (ell to 
his nephew, Henry Halliwell Fishwick of Bo^dale, esq., son of Mr. James 
Fishwii^ (whose fiUher was the rer. James Fishwick, BA^ incumbent of Fkdi- 
ham), who had married at Burnley, on the icth August 17S9, Anne, only daugh- 
ter of the rer. William HaUiweQ, M.A^ of Holme, i?.] 

Joeepli Beeston. 

I find this name among the sch<^ars preMnt at the meeting called by sir Thomas 
Egerton, hart., in 17S1, when it was decided to establish an «"■—*! festiyal 
commemoratire of their schooIdaTs* and again in the ncords of the eariier anni- 



Joseph Beeston was, in 1797 (see MamekeHer amd Safford Directory), a merchant 
and che«^ manufKturer, residing at 42, George street, and baring his warehouse 
in Back George street. He took his part among his fellow townanen in dis- 
charging the duties of some public ojfices, for he was one of the diardLwardeos 
from 17S5 to 17S7, and in 17S9 he was senior constable. 

Thomas Starkie. 

This name occurs among the old scholars present at the anniTersary meeting of 
17S6. and other occasions, down to the year 1792. In 17S9 the stewards were 
John Arden, esq. (the elder brother of lord AlTaaley), and Thomas Starkie, esi}. 
He was brother to Nicholas and William Starkie, for whom see Seyitier. toL L 
pp. 1 1 and 3S. On the death of his brother Nicholas, s.p.. he soeoeeded to his 
estate at Frenchwood, near Preston. He married Christiana^ sixth and youngest 
daughter of Edward Downes, esq., of Shrigley, and sister of the wile of his 
younger brother, William Stai^ie. I conclude that he lired in Mandfeatcr, ss 
he serrcd the office of senior conatabfe in 1777, and of biitinighrfff a 17S6. 
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Thomas Sonler. 

Th? following notiiv of Hr. Thomas Sowler, from Ihe pen of the prmident of thn 
Cbethnin nneiity, appeared in the Ma»chftter Courier of iStb NoTcmbpr iSj7. 

" The lati' Ur. Sowler was too remarkable a man ta bo allowed to pMS to tho 
gQent graTH without anj notice oicept in the brief oolnuins of au obituary. As 
the succeaeful founder and eglablisber of a journal nbich baa now oontinned for 
npwards of thirty ;ean a lending organ of the great conserratiTe part}-, and aa tba 
father of the book trade in Manchester, he deserres a record amongit tlie worthies 
of hia natiro ritf . in wbicb no one vibe more goncrallj kno»n or more siucerelj 
liked and respcotud. Uia father, Mr. Thomas Sowler, enrried on business as a 
printer, in Mancbeater, in partnership with Mr. Samuel Rnssel, ander the firm of 
'Sovlcrand Russel,' and manj publications issued from their press, some of ■ 
more ephemeral, and others of more important natiu^ ; amongst the latter of 
which maj be numbered a large Bible, and a rather rolumiuoiu llixlory of lie 
lat* War. Thomas Sowler, the son, whose mother's maiden name wu Maij 
Ainsworth, wan bom in Deansgatfr. Manchester, on the md Jul; 17S9. He was 
sent in due time to the grammar school, OTcr which Mr. Iawsou then presided, 
and he erer afterwards entertained a sincere respect for tliat distinguished precep- 
tor and the time-honoured tuatitatiou of which he was tbe gOTcming spirit. Fow 
hare taken more intoreat in those pleasant meetings, the Omomiar school dmnera, 
which bring together tbe ' old familiar faces,' and tbe memories of earl; days, 
than Mr. Sonler always did. From thence he was romoicd to a school kept b; 
Mr. Stolterfurth, at Chester, and whilst he remained there he attracted tbe notice 
of Dr. Majendie, who was llien bishop of Chcst^'r. On leaving school be 
was placed in the very eiton>i»e establishment founded bj the energy of Mr. 
James Lackington, whose autobiography most of our readers will be acquainted 
with, in Finsbur)' square, then curried on under tlis appropriate name of 'The 
Temple of the Muses,' by Moasrs. Laekinglon, Allen and Co. Wo well recollect 
ftTiait paid to that 'monster' bookselling eatubliahme at in our early days, and cer. 
tAinly 'the trade,' with all the appUojiees and enterprise of this period of progreai, 
bare nothing in the great metropolis so imposing aa the Erst eatronee into that 
gligontic book 'temple' presented to a stranger. In 1E14 Mr, Sowler came down 
to establish bimself in bis native town. On 3. Thomas's day in the some year 
be married Helen, daughter of Mr. John Black of Manchesler, biatoricol engraicr. 
to whom ho was most sincerely attached, and in memory of whom ho put up a 
Tetj handsome memorial comportment in the east window of 8. Andrew's church. 
His industry, persereranoe and systematic habits ensured him aucecss. and for 
moaj years be devoted himself to the Tarious branches of his huiiuess with an 
increasing measure of prosperity. In iStj, tbe great want of an orgau to express 
tbe opinions of tbe conservative party in Manchester, indaeed him to try what 
might well oppeor a bold eiperimcnt. The 3f<i«c*«rtrr GMardia», which hod 
been Sve years in progress, and was acquiring great iDfluenoc and a very extensive 
cirenlation from tbe support given 10 it. originally by the rndieal and afterwards 
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by the whig party, and the ability and power with which it was edited, seemed 
to render necessary some more able and rigorous exponent of oonstitational 
principles in church and state than could be met with in the Manchester tory 
J3umals of the day, conducted altogether on the old system, and with little regard 
to the increasing requirements of the times, and those caused by the formidable 
local competitor which had appeared in the arena. Accordingly, on the ist 
January 1825, the first number of the Manchester Courier appeared, the pro- 
prietor being Mr. Sowler, and the first editor Mr. A. A. Watts, a writer of ready 
talent, but who will be remembered rather from his pleasing poetry than his prose 
contributions to periodical literature. From the commencement of the Courier 
to his dying day Mr. Sowler neither changed his own principles nor the principlei 
of his paper : 

* Unpractised he to fawn or seek for power 
By doctrines fashioned to the varying hour.' 

" Whether the fortunes of his party were under cloud or sunshine his adhe- 
rence was equally Qrm, and it is truly gratifying to know that he had his reward 
in seeing his paper u( tain a podilion and acquire a degree of success far trans* 
conding any expectations he could originally have formed. To this saooess it 
is scarcely necessary to say how much, in the earlier part of its career, his sound 
judgment and constant attention to the various details whicb, taken in the aggre* 
gato, exercise such influence upon the destiny of a newspaper, must be admitted 
to have contributed. For some years past he did not take any active part in 
management of the Courier in any of its 'departments. But it was not by the 
establishment of tho Courier alone that Mr. Sowler promoted the interests of 
the conservative party. His personal efforts and labours might always be reUed 
upon, and tliosc who remember the South Lancashire Conservative association, 
and the various county and borough contests in which he took so active a share, 
cannot fail to appreciate his claims to the grateful respect of the party with 
which he was associated. 

" Within the last two or three years his health had evidently been declining, 
and the loss of a favourite daughter, under peculiarly painful circumstances, had 
inflicted a severe blow upon his nervous system, which accelerated the progress 
of disease. It became obvious to his friends a short time ago that ho was gra- 
dually sinking, but the conclusion was nearer than had been anticipated. On 
Wednesday morning week, while a medical friend was making a call at his house, 
at Bowdon, Mr. Sowler was taken suddenly worse, and almost immediately, on 
being assisted upstairs to his bedroom, expired, apparently without a struggle. 

" After what has been said it is almost needless to observe that Mr. Sowler 
was a sound conservative in politics, and a sincere member of the established 
church, attentive to its ordinances, and fully embued with the enlarged Christian 
spirit and feeling which it inculcates and promotes. Perhaps a kinder man never 
lived. A hundred instances might be produced of his readiness to assist and 
relieve others, but it is surely superfluous in a community where he was so well 
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known, and whore his cliaricteT "u to tliorouglil; undcrabiiid. Friendlj, aDaial, 
uai (Ktrnpanionable, lie poisMSFd the art of Bltuchiiig otlicra to binuolf ia an ciai- 
nfttit degroe, and whea jo\i saw him at Iho bead of hU own tablo be Heemad the 
rerj imperaoimtioii of liberal and gonial hoipitalit7. So wonder that such a 
man ihould be popular, and few men hare been more ao amoag hi« townsmen, 
ot that lie ahould bo looked up to, as he was, willi fond aS'eotion bf ererj inoniber 
of bis family. Uii knowledge of Mincheatcr and Mancbeator men 
passed, and it is lamentable to think how manj a pleasant anaedoto and striking 
sketch of character, which has called foMh manj a burst of merriment, will die 
with him. He was, id fact, one of the few remaining links which connected the 
new ganoralioD in Manchester wilh the old, with the pupils of Lawson, with ths 
members of the Pilt club, with the more homely but perhapa not less enjoyable 
days — wben major and corporation were in the womb of time — when 'tha 
borougbreere ' was a reverential title, and the otHce of churchwarden remained 
intact ■ in full-blown dignity.' Change, howerer, as it will, and eipanc 
this grand corameroial emiwrium will not soon aae amongst its s 
estimable man llian him we are now commemorating, aud whose life may supply 
no unimportant moral as to the raluable results of oonaisteut principle, sterling 
inMgrity, and kindly, social feoling. For, without concealing at any time bis 
oonscientiouB convictions, wbicb no on? gave eipresaiou to more openly, or 
truckling to the opinions of others ; and with all the oocessities of diffeTeoM 
which party conflict incTltably entailed, and no one more actiTely sought to 
promote llie interests of his party ; and ia the prominent situation for mom 
tlioo thirty years of his life of proprietor of a leading politick journal, and 
affording, as such, a mark far jealousy aad irritability to foiten upon ; he has now 
passed away from amongst as, not only without leaving ao enemy, but without 
eroQ one discordant sound to mar the uuirersal sentiment of sympathy, respTOt 
aud regret." 
It may bo added that the father of this scliolar, came originally from Durham. 
Amongit the publications which issued from the press of Sowler and Ruasel wa* 
the groat folio Bible, edited aud annotated by the rev. Mr. Osterwald of Neuf- 
cbat«l. This work is bcnulifully and profusely illustrated by line engraringi, 
most of tbem designed and engraved by Mr. John Slack, whose daughter Helen 
became the wife of this sebolar. They published also, in folio, a largo Prober 
Book, and Bunyan's Fllgrim'i Proi/reas. These works were issued in numbers, 
and travellers went tliruugli the north of England cantassing for subscribers. 
Hieir trade increased so much that the old wooden presses, then iu general use, 
were insufficient to supply the demand, and Thomas Sowler, senior, was the first 
man to introduce iron presses into Manchester and tbo north. Their introduotion 
cost him his life, for in assintiag to remove one of them he met with an injury, G^m 
the effects of which he died shortly allerwards. lie nus the eliler brother ol 
Mr. George Sowler, an eminent surgeon, wbo practised for many years at the east 
and of London, and with particular anocess as an a<!GoacbeDr, and was a gi««t 
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collector of rariouB articles of rertd, and died at S. Leonards-on-sea, Sussex 
(whither he had retired to spend the latter years of his life), on the i6th August 
1855, at the adranced age of 87 years. One of the daughters of Mr. George 
Sowler married the eldest son of this scholar, Robert Soarr Sowler, esq., Q.C. 
(for whom see Se^Uier, anno 1826). Thomas Sowler left by his wife Hden 
daughter of Mr. John Slack, hutorical engrayer, who lived in a large house in 
Grayel lane, Salford, close to the west end of Trinity chapel, three sons and one 
daughter. Mrs. Sowler died on the 17th January 1839, aged 50, and was buried 
in a vault, under S. James's church, Manchester. 

No old scholar took his place among his contemporaries and juniors at the anni- 
Tersary meetings more regularly than Mr. Sowler did, and he was frequently 
called upon to sing Mr. Edward Chesshyre^s Gnunmar school song. His name 
appears for the last time in 1856. 

He resided at Bowdon during the latter years of his life, where he died, on the 
1 8th November 1857, aged 68, and was buried in the churchyard, leaving three 
sons and two daughters. His eldest daughter, Frances (the only surviving one), 
married James Thomson, esq., of EUerthwaite, Windermere. His second daugh- 
ter, Mary Helen, died unmarried on the 6th June 1855, in London, and is buried 
at Bowdon. His youngest daughter, Harriet, who married the rev. Bevis Green, 
son of Mr. B. E. Green, a partner in the great publishing house of Longman, 
Ghreen and Co., of London, died at Bromyard, Herefordshire, on the 27 th Feb- 
ruary i860, and was buried at Bowdon, her husband not long surviving her. 

For his sons, Thomas and John, proprietors and publishers of the ManckeHer 
Courier, which has now become a daily paper, and is still the conservative organ 
of the city, see anno 1828. 

Thomas Fleming. 

It is curious that amongst the omissions in the Begitter should be that of the name 
of one who has himself been styled " the most exact and careful of men.*' The 
following notice of Mr. Fleming, from the pen of the president of the Chetham 
society, appeared in a local print on the 8th July 1848 : 

'* The late Mr. Thomas Fleming, so long actively connected with the improve- 
ments of Manchester, and whose services in so many public undertakings will 
long be gratefully acknowledged, was descended from a family which established 
itself in this city in the early part of the last century. His grandfather, Mr. 
Thomas Fleming, the son of the rev. Thomas Fleming, incumbent of Haslingden, 
became possessed of the means used to extract the colouring matter from orchella 
weed, and, aided by his own chemical knowledge, was enabled to improve the 
process. He came to Manchester, and purchased property on the banks of the 
Lrwell, near the present Albert bridge, and established his manufitctory thwe. 
The same property is now in the possession of the £unily. His son, Augustine 
Fleming, continued the orchil manufactory, and built the house in Water street, 
occupied by the late Mr. Thomas Fleming till 1820. At the time of its erection, 
Dr. Hall's house in Deansgate, and the gardens belonging to it, extending to the 
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site of the ciistiDg gits works, and irbem there tsb a summer house, i 
principal objects from it : opaa field* entending in the direct line of lbs present 
Bridge street to DponsgHtc, with an uniateirupted HnJk along what is now Water 
street to ■ Hue avenue of trees on the tongue of land betireea the Medlock and 
the Irwell, near Uulmo hall. The house still exists, orcniiied bj Mr. Qoiigh, 
and was bailt upon the edge of the rock, and accordingly Rock houao was the 
name gireo to it. Au^ustini- Fleming died in 1796, leaving one son, the late 
Thomas Floiaing. oho vm horn on the i6tli September I7<i7. Ho was educated 
first at the QrammiLr achool, during the Tnaaterahip of Mr- Lairson. and ftfter- 
wards under a well-kuomi teacher in Salford, uf tlie naiae of Clark. He com- 
menced business in tbo first instance, we believe, in Loedii. but subseqnentlj 
Oontinued the manufactorj in Wnter street, anJ fixed his residence in Manchester- 
Endowed b; nature with great bodil; and mental energy, an porly riser at all 
periods of life, orderly and sjsteiuatie in his habits, he soon found that, 
without neglflcting his own profitable occupation, from which he ultimalelj 
realised a considemble property, ho could afTord to give to his fella n-townsmcn 
the benefit of a Ini^e portion of his time, and carry into full effect an early deter- 
mination which he appears to have formed to be useful to the society ia which 
he was placed. With an eicellent knowledge of the details of publio improve- 
ment*, strong practical sense and resolute perseverance, he soon took a leading 
part as one of the commissioners of poliec, and eurvejors of the highways of 
Hanchesler. Of the latter board he became, and continued till his n 
fiTnn it in 1E18 to be, the guiding and directing soul. Ihe great improvement of 
Uarket street and itji braoches, which was accomplished under the act of tSio, 
out of the bigL«a; fund, was, as is well known, his oonccption in the first 
instance, and was carried through aud worked out m^nly by his perseteranee 
and xeal. And when, bom the heavy charge on the highway rales, a new prin- 
ciple of provision became necessary to enable the local improvements to proceed 
with vigour, when no corporate fund existed, his sagacious mind saw the vast 
importance of appropriating the gus works to the public, and raising from thence 
a reienue which should be appUcable continuously as an endowment fund, to 
complete the great work which was begun. We are fully aware 
Siilory tif Lancathire, aud in one or two other authorities, tbe prominent part in 
secoring the gas profits for public purposes is given to the tal« Mr. Qeorgo William 
Wood. We shall uotr, however, do injustice to the memory of that gentien 
which needs no unfair attributions, if we say, as we do, advisedly aud after ■ 
fiill examination of the question, that infinitely tbe lai^;est share in the 1 
oocomplisbiag that master-stroke for Manchester is the property of Mr. Fleming ; 
an honourable property, and one thai; his deseendiinta will know how to value. 
and should jealously guard. After the gas act wua passed, Mr. Fleming became 
one of the most active members of the Gas directory and the Improvement com- 
mittee, under which, from the gss profits, the various important alterationa aud 
enlargements of the public thoroughfares were m&de, till the period when U 
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Chester became a municipal borough, and the management of loeal affidrs waa 
transferred to a new set of men. Besides these constant calls on his time and atten* 
tion, Mr. Fleming took an actire and incessant interest in the bridges, canals, and 
tnmpike trusts of Manchester and its neighbourhood. Whererer he came his 
presence was a pretty certain guarantee that the details of business would be pro- 
perly worked up, and the expenditure well looked into and examined. On tudi 
occasions he was, like all thoroughly good workers, no great talker. He did cot 
obstruct the transaction of business, like many clerer men whom we hare known, 
by an inability to hold his tongue. He nerer spoke but to say something pertinent 
to the question under discussion, and his remarks bore all the impress of his sound 
judgment and excellent common sense. His memory was exceedingly retentiTe, 
and of all matters connected with the alterations in Manchester during th« kst 
sixty years an inexhaustible depository. There are few who hare erer met him in 
public who will not recollect the little pocket books which he frequently referred 
to, which contained, in a digested and analysed form, the accounts of many of the 
public bodies in which he took an interest, and his own personal accounts during 
the long period of his life. Small they were in size, bat marrellous was the 
multitudinous stream of figures and facts which proceeded from them. They 
remind us of the elastic contents of the old man*8 pocket in * Peter SchlemihL' 

" Nor was his attention deroted exdusirely to the public objects to which we 
hare referred. There were few indeed of the institutions of Manchester, in the 
formation or conducting of which he had not had a share. Of the Katuial 
History society and the Botanic gardens he was one of the most active founders. 
In the Blind asylum and the School for the Deaf and Dumb he took also a strong 
interest. His raluable aid was, indeed, never withheld from any board where 
his long experience and systematic business talents could promote the well-being 
and success of the foundations of his native town — a town which he lived to see 
pass through all its gradations — a more curious or interesting spectacle no man 
could wish to contemplate, and which have closed in its becoming a city, the seat 
of an episcopate, and second only in importance to the metropolis. 

"With the exception of weakness of eye-sight in the early part of life, and 
which induced the constant use of spectacles, he enjoyed, till within the last 
three years of his life, uninterrupted good health. His frame, indeed, seemed of 
granite, and built to last for a century. To a serious fall he sustained some years 
ago might probably be traced the injury which produ<!bd the affection which ter- 
minated in death. During the last two years he underwent much aeuto suffering. 
His intellect was, however, dear and undouded to the last, and he still took a 
deep interest in the public improvemente whidi had always occupied to mnch of 
bis attention. Almost the last subject of a worldly nature which anxiously 
engrossed his thoughts, was the removal of the impediments in the way oi 
opening Blackfriars bridge to the public, and, when this was finally accomplished, 
he expressed his satbfaction to the friends around him in the strongest terms. 

*' His person and appearance were striking, and such as, once seen, could not 
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easilj.be forgotten. There is no portrait of him, that we are aware, in any 
of our public institutions, and with respect to him, and those who, like him, 
have dfiserred well of our Sparta, it certainly seems a matter of regret that no 
gallery has yet been originated for containing the likenesses of the remarkable 
men of Manchester. In such a gallery the portrait of Mr. Fleming would have 
merited a conspicuous place. 

" His habits had all the regularity and exactness of the old, and may we not 
add, having had an opportunity of comparing both, the best school. Always 
punctual, and always expecting punctuality in others, never delaying or neg- 
lecting what was required to be done, and never tolerating delay or neglect in 
those around him, he kept the machine of public business in constant and active 
motion. After the engrossing pursuits of the day, he seldom failed to enjoy the 
cheerful society of a few select friends in the evening. Dr. Johnson would not 
have characterised him, as he styled sir John Hawkins, '' an unclubable man." 
He supported on principle the class of clubs of which our great moralist was so 
fond. The * Sociable ' he presided over ; and for very many years was a regular 
attendant at the meetings of the club which still exists — almost the only link 
which connects without break the social habits of old and modem Manchester — 
under the name of * John Shaw's.* 

** Of his private character and excellent qualities we might say much, but on 
the present occasion we somewhat unwillingly check our hand. Our business 
here is with Mr. Fleming as a worker for the public and a benefactor to his native 
town. In that character it is his peculiar merit that he took up the cause of 
public improvement earlier, and fought under its banner longer, than any indi- 
ridual who has yet appeared in Manchester ; — that at the time when it was 
about to take an immense leap forward, as a centre of commerce and manufac- 
tures, he struck out the principle and pointed out the means of improving its 
streets, increasing its communications, and aiding, by external advantages and 
conveniences, the enterprise and energy of its manufacturers and merchants. 
When, therefore, we look around us, and see on every side the effects of the 
spirit which has been called into life, and which have given almost a new charac- 
ter to our city, we must not forget in the present outburst who it was that first 
opened the channel, nor cease to remember that the individual who has the best 
claim to be considered as the herald and originator of the system by which 
l^Ianchester has been so magically transformed, was, beyond all question, the 
late Thomas Fleming." 
[Mr. Fleming, who for twenty year^ had rarely been absent from the annual festive 
meeting of the gentlemen educated at the school, and was appointed senior 
steward in 1S33, and whose signatmre, in a tremulous hand, appears for the last 
time in 1843, died at his house at Broughton View on the 26th June 1848. He 
vras interred in the chapel annexed to the Asylum for the blind and the Deaf 
and dumb institution at Old Trafford, his funeral being numerously attended 
by his private friends, and other gentlemen connected with the different public 
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institutions, companies and societies of which he had been so useful and aetite s 
member. He left one son William Fleming, esq., M.D. now of Rowton grange 
near Chester, who was at its commencement and for some years after the hon. 
secretary of the Chetham society, and to whose indefatigable exertions much of 
the success which it has experienced is attributable. He left also a daughter who 
died unmarried. 
A fine marble statue from the chisel of E. H. Baily, R.A which is considered 
to have been one of the most successful works of that eminent sculptor, has since 
been placed in the cathedral, close to the window terminating the south aisle. It 
is rather above life size, and is attired in the costume of erery day life. It con* 
veys a very futhful idea of the man, who will be instantly recognized by any one 
who has ever seen him. The following is the inscription on the pedestal of the 
statue, the cost of which was defrayed by Dr. Fleming. 

" Sacred to the memory of Thomas Fleming, esq., bom at Manchester, Sep^ 
26, 1767 ; died at Broughton View, Pendleton, June 26, 1848, aged 80 yean. 
During a long life, ever remembering that man is not made for himself alone, he 
devoted an extraordinary degree of mental and bodUy energy to the improTS- 
ment of his native town, in which those who survey its valued inatitutiona and 
spacious streets, will find few, which do not bear tokens of his disinterested, sue- 
oessful and long continued services. Amongst the benefiMStoni of Manchester, his 
ardent zeal, enlightened public spirit and determined perseverance, evidenced by 
the labours of half a century and particularly by the measure which secured a 
princely revenue to the town — the appropriation of the gas profits to public pur- 
poses — entitle his name to be permanently recorded ; and amongst the examples 
which it has produced of a consistent and conscientious diMharga of all paUie 
and private duties, of sincere and imobtrusive piety, and of a devoted attachment 
to the Church of England, the one which he has afibrded will not soon be for- 
gotten." C] 

William Tate. 

[William Tate, the son of a father of the same name, was bom in Manchester. 
He married Elizabeth Tate, his cousin, and died on the 27th June 1836, having 
completed his 73rd year. He became the agent of the Phoenix insurance com- 
pany on ifcs first establishment in Manchester, in 1782 or 1783, and on his death 
he was succeeded in that situation by his son, William James Tate, the present 
agent, the agency having thus been continued in the family for three-fourths of 
a century. Mr. William Tate had been boroughreeve of Salford, was chairman 
of the Exchange committee for several years, one of the commissioners under 
the act for widening Market street and its approaches, and held other local 
offices, devoting considerable time and attention to the public impiovements and 
affairs of the town. When colonel Sylvester's regiment of volunteers wms formed 
he became captain of grenadier company in it. He was universally respected 
by his fellow-townsmen, and was a member of the John Shaw's dub, tha Cbeel- 
ham hill bowling-green club, and the other societies of Manchester, in whidi 
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frimdlj interaoune aod sound prlnciplci id churob and atata wer« trdtiTatod 
and luunUJDed. Hs nis ■ regular altcoditDt of tbe G^mmsr school dinner*, 
and for some jojirs before hia deatt his health was aJwajs propoaeH m the 
fkther of Ihe sohcxiL Besides his son, Mr. Willinio Jomes Tate (for whom see 
SMgulir, anno 1819), he left three daughters, of vrham the eldest was mairied 
to the re*. JoahuA Lingard (see p. 106 ante), and the jonngost la Fel«r Baa- 
botham, esq., jooDgcr son of colonel Fcter RaBbotham, of Bireh. (for vbom *ee 
SegUUr, ToL i, p. 163), and grandson of Doming Eaabotham, esq., tlie historian. 
The lerond daughter is Btiil unmarried. C.J 

William Tate was bom at hia father's bouse, in Deausgate, on or adjoining ths site 
of tbe Star inn, ohich bod then a fair garden and orchard at the back, oa the 
»ith Juno 1763, and was the jounger of two sons. In tbe jear 17S1 a uurob«r 
of wealthy merebanlH in Bristol established the Phic nii fire iniuranoe company 
wid the ofler of the agency for Manchester was maile to Mr. Tat«, and, by his 
eoargy and indostry maiidy, that office rose to importance. At the disbanding 
of aolnnel Sylrestar's regiment, in which ho was captain of grenadiers, he banded 
Orel the aggregate of bis pay during permanent duty (upwards of Eol.) to the 
Manchester iaSrmaFy, saying that he " scrred for patriotism, and not for pay." 
He was an old-fnahioned tory, and member of tbe Manchester Fitt club, and 
president of tbe Social club. From 1797 to 1S3J he was one of tbe most regular 
•tUnduits at the annirersiry meetings of the old scholars, was selected as senior 
steward in iSiS, and on two or three occasions ofidated as vice-chairman for 
absrnt stewards. 

Hia elder brother, John (whom we may reasonably supp ose to ha»e been an alumnus 
of tha school, though bis name is not found in the SegUtrr), born in [7J9, 
went in early life to the West Indies, and settled in the island of Grenada, where 
he attained to wealth and honour, and was appninted one of his majesty's 
bapourable conned in that island, A Jamaica paper thus records bis death : 

"On the joth August 1755 died the bouourahlo John Tata, an eminent roer- 
ebant of Qrenada, and one of his majesty's council for that island. As a merchant 
he possessed great probity, candour and inl«f rity, which was erincod la all bis 
dealings. His engaging disposition and pleasant deportment endeared him to all 
wbo bed tbe pleasure of his acquaintanee, and left in erery one with whom be ooa- 
fersod a desire of further intimacy. He died after a few days' illneai, a Tietim 
to the climate, in his 36th year." 

Joaathan Dawson. 

Of Mr. Jonathan Dawson (wbo may possibly be tbe scholar entered at p. 166 as 
Join Dawson) there is a brief notice under bis brother James'a name, for whom 
•ee p. so ante. In 1797 tbe Mancketter and Salford Dirretory contaiiu tbe 
firm of "John, Thomas, and Jonathan Dawson, merchants and maaufactarers, 
iti, Blackfriars." Mr. Jonathan Dawson was one of the churchwardens of 
Hancbester in iSij. but he does not appear to hare wrred any other prominent 
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public office. He resided at Ardwick green, and was the senior steward at the 
annirersarj of 1822, and was a member of John Shaw's club. 
[Wliat has become of his famous painting which was for some time the show 
painting of Manchester ? Has it yanished into thin air ? C] 

John Barlow. 

Mr. John Barlow, another " church and king " scholar of the ancient type, whose 
name often follows next to that of Mr. Dawson or Mr. Fleming among the sig- 
natures of the dinner book, was junior steward in 1833, and down to the year 
1843 generally took his place at these festivals. He was not only a member of 
John Shaw's club, but had the honour of being poet laureate to that ancient and 
respectable body, to whom Iiis rhymes and choruses were, at least at their festiTals, 
as welcome and pleasurable as Wordsworth's or Tennyson's would hare been. 

For his son William, see BegUier anno 1828. 

[Mr. John Barlow's name appears in the Manchester Direciaries from 1804 for 
many years subsequently as "cotton manufacturer" and "cotton dealer," hia 
residence being for the greater part of his life at Ardwick. He was a worthy 
and estimable man, took an active part in the loyal and tory demonstrations of 
his day, and was an useful member of various committees connected with the 
municipal affairs of Manchester before it became a corporation, when the working 
of its important requirements went for the most part into other hands. Few 
inhabitants of Manchester were better known or more generally liked and res* 
peoted than Mr. Barlow, who was one of the agreeable component parta of its 
clubs and societies, where amongst the " familiar faces " seen were those of Mr. 
Thomas Fleming, Mr. Edmund Buckley, Mr. James Oonsterdine, Mr. Robert or, 
as he was generally called, " capt€un " Hindley, Mr. James Ainsworth, and others 
whom it is needless to mention. At these social meetings Mr. Barlow claimed 
the post of poet laureate, being, as he styled himself, 

** Barlow John, 
The rhyming mon," 
but as his poetry was always extemporaneous, it would be as unfair to criticise 
as to attempt to revive it. If not quite equal to Tennyson's, it sometimes 
occasioned effects which we have no record of that " mighty master's " ever having 
accomplished. We have seen a confident whig orator checked in mid volley by 
two or three rhymes hurled at him on the instant by Mr. Barlow, and so effec- 
tually subdued as to retire in confusion and discomfiture. Could the music of 
Timotheus have done more ? 

Mr. Barlow, whose father's name was likewise John, left a family, one of whom, 
Mr. John Barlow, jun., practised as a solicitor in Manchester, and was a partner 
in the successive firms of '* Kay, Barlow, and Aston," and " Barlow and Aston," 
but has now retired from the profession, and is resident in the neighbourhood 
of London. His collection of paintings, which contained some very fine ones, 
was sold in Manchester previous to his leaving. C]

John Bennett. 

Mr. John Bennett, bom on the nth Februaiy 1788, was admitted to the school in 
1797 or 1798, and on the ground of bad health remored from it about two jears 
later. He was the eldest sou of Anthony Bennett, timber merchant, and himself 
subsequently carried on the same trade, residing at Ardwiok, where he had pro- 
perty. He married Elizabeth, daughter of John Marsland, cotton spinner, of 
Charlesworth, Derbyshire and by her (who died in 1855) had three sons and 
one daughter, all Uring. His eldest son, James Marsland Bennett, has twice 
serred the office of mayor of Manchester (1863-5), ^^^ ^^ recently the unsuc- 
cessful oonserratiTe candidate for the representation of the borough in parliament. 
His second son, eaptain — Bennett, of Nelson house, Chorlton-upon-Medlock, is 
a magistrate of Manchester, and his youngest, Thomas Randle Bennett, M.A. of 
Oxford (see RegUter anno 1835), is a barrister. 

Mr. John Bennett is still liying, in his 81 st year, and occupies Willaston hall, near 
Nantwich. 

(For further notice of the Bennett family, see p. 63 ante.) 
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Page 21. — William Huthwaite, 

To Thomas Close, esq., of Nottingham, J.F. and F.S.A. (for whom see 'RegwUr^ 
anno 181 1), I am mainly indebted for the following interesting particulars respecting 
this scholar and his family. 

The family of Huthwaite is one of the oldest in the town of Nottingham. Tho* 
mas Huthwaite was mayor in 1655, and di£ferent indiriduals of the family haie 
held the same office since that time. William Huthwaite, the father of this scholar, 
bom in 1729, was three times elected mayor, viz. in 1779, 1785, and 1791. He 
married a daughter of lieutenant-colonel Douglas, by whom he had two sons and 
three daughters. The eldest son, the scholar here entered, bom in 1763, on learing 
the school was initiated in business at Manchester, and then returned to Nottingham, 
whore he was engaged in mercantile pursuits for many years, without being tcij 
BuooessfuL He married Miss Stretton (aunt to two distinguished officers, both colo* 
nels, in the army, one of whom married a daughter of lord Castlemaine, and the 
other a daughter of lord Kingsale), by whom he had a large family. He died in 
1824, and was buried in the Stretton vault at Lenton, near Nottingham. 

The second son of William Huthwaite, mercer, and the brother of this scholar, 
was general Henry Huthwaite, of the Bengal army, who was aide-deKsamp and prifats 
secretary to lord Moira, (afterwards marquis of Hastings) goyemor-general of India. 

On a monument erected by his widow in Hoveringham church, near Southwell, 
where he is buried, it is recorded that he served in India during a period of thirty yearS) 
was colonel of the Calcutta native militia, superintendent of the Mysore princes, and 
Persian interpreter to the supreme court. He returned to England in 1827, and died 
at Hoveringham on the 5th December 1853, in the 84th year of his age. 

The eldest son of this scholar, Edward Huthwaite, like his uncle, entered the 
service of the honourable East India Company, and has seen much active service in 
India, from the time when he first was engaged in the Nepaul war in 18 15-16, to the 
dose of the campaign on the Sutlij, and in the Punjaub in 1849, having been present 
at many engagements, and frequently decorated. He is now living, unmarried, in 
India, a major-general and C.B. 

Page 27. — John Barker. 

Anthony Auriol was his eldest son, and Frederic the youngest. He had two other 
sons : Henry, miyor in the honourable East India company's service, who u dead, 
and Arundel, colonel in the same service, who is living. 
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Page 34- — SIreyHsAam Master. 

His eldHt son, BrclideKxiii Bobi'rt M. Master, mentioned here, died on the lat 
July 1867, BgM7}. from theetTc^cta of a recent mil wivy Accident. Hia widow, France* 
Marj, eldest diughter of Ocorge Smitb, e»q. (brother of the Bnt lord Cartington), 
of Sfllsdon purli^ co. Surrcj', onlj- survived to the nth August following, uid died at 
Blackpool, nged 6i. 

Page S3. — re/er Ravenscro/t. 

Feter Brooke RiTenscroft wu the youngest bod of Thomae BaTenBcroll, esq., of 
Loftwich htW, near NorChwicIi, who was twice married. He la ssid to bare been 
■ yoaag maa of much promiae, aod was an otBccr in the 10th regiment of foot, and 
killed in action at S, Doaiingo, on the 30tb April 1794. He died uumarried, Hia 
eldest brother, Thomas Sighlord SaTeDScroft (nho led two tons, both of whom died 
■.p.), pulled dowa the old liall, and built Daronhain hall. His eeeoud brother, Qeorge, 
was in holy orders, and died without aarTiring isaua. A third brother had one aon, 
Valentine John, who nlao died s.p. Thus the family of Rarenacroft has now no 
representative in Cheshire, and all their eatotes have passed into other hands. This 
Bcholar's youngest siater, Franooj, married ^ Wettenhall, esq., aud her daughter, 
Eliiabeth Ediths (who kindly supplied the preceding particulars) married the rer. 
Henry S, Pigot, U.A., now incumbent of Horwich, near Bolton. 

Page 53. — Charles La-wfon. 

Oharlei Bourne Lawton was of Trinit; college, Oambridgc, AB. 179] ; A.If. 1797. 

Page 59. — John Dean. 

Thia Bcholar waa paiased O'er inadterteutlj at the time when I was preparing notes 
\o the year 17S0. There are other John Dmus in the SegUlir, and I tben thought 
that the principal of S, Harj hall, Oxford, was a scholar recorded at a later date. 

John Dean, son of Jamn Dean of Manchester, pleb. fil. (see Erguler of Matricu- 
ialiotu at Orfonl) was matricutated of Brascnoae college, Oxford, on the 1 jth January 
1791, at the age of 11. He graduated B.A. onthe loth October 1 7 94, eight jears before 
the class liatt were firat publiahod, ao that his name has not come dawn to us thus honour- 
ably diatinguiahed, but he has lelt the reputation of being an excellent classical aeholor. 
Hs was electedloafeUowshipatBrosenuseon the igtb November 1795. Hutook the 
dcgreeof M.AoQ the 14th Juno 1797, and was soon after appointed, bj bishop CleaTer 
(who Tery early remarked hia talent and always held him in the highest estimation), One 
of the tutors of the college, which post he held for neatly twenty years, in conjunction 
with bis friend and sehoolfellow. Dr. F. Hodson. It was during this interral that he 
was private tutor to the sooa of the bishop of S. Aaaph, for one of whom he held for 
a short time a stall at 9. Asaph, together with the preoentorship of that cathedral, 
and the sinecure rectory of Corwen. In 1S05 and 1806 he was One of the pubUc 
eiaminera of Che univereity, and in TS07 was nominated a select preacher. In ths 
tame year also be was senior proctor, his colleague being Atr. Copleston, afterwards 
proTOst of Oriel aod bishop of UandaS'. On the 19th April iSoS he prooeedad to 
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the degree of BJ>., and continued as a tutor and fellow of Brasenose till 1S15, when 
he accepted the rectory of Old, or Wold, in Northamptonshire, one of the coUeg9 
heneficeSf racant by the death of the rer. Thomas Wright, and shortly after, upon 
Dr. Pett's becoming canon of Christ church, was nominated by lord Grenrille, the 
chancellor of the unirersity, to the prindpalship of S. Maiy halL On the 24th 
January in the following year he took the degree of D.D. 

Dr. Dean, who was a man of genial temperament and pleasant conversation, fre- 
quently attended the anniTersary festirak between 1S07 and 1S33, and was ^pointed 
junior steward in 18 14, as colleague to Balph Benson, esq., M.P. He died at hii 
lodgings in S. Maiy haU, Oxford, on the 12th April 1833, and was buried in the dianoel 
of 8. Mary's church on the 17th. 

On a flat stone on the south side of the sacrarium of S. Mary's church, there if 
the following brief inscription :

The subjoined estimate of his character appeared in the Oeutleiman^s Magaame of 
1833: 

*' Dr. Dean was a man of excellent natural abilities, improred by early application. 
He was an admirable clasdical scholar, and a sound divine. In conversation he pos- 
sessed a ready flow of wit and humour, and was a keen disputant, and not averse to 
literary and political discussion. Never, however, was he known to utter an iU-natured 
remark, nor, however much pressed and apparently warm in argument, could he 
be tempted to forget his natural kindness of disposition, nor provoked to wound the 
feelings of his antagonist. It was not possible to be in his company and not to admire 
his talents, nor to perceive that by his acquirements he was a well informed and 
accomplished scholar, and in his ideas a perfect gentleman. Dr. Deaa*s benevolence 
knew no bounds. It would have been well for him had he possessed more discretion 
and less generosity " 

He is remembered as especially a good Latin scholar, and fond of quoting happy 
illustrations of any topic under discussion. 

There is a portrait of Dr. John Dean, in oils, at the lodgings of the principal of S. 
Mary HaU, Oxford ; and a photograph of the same, improved by an artist in whose 
hands I placed it, may be seen among the portraits of distinguished alumni which 
adorn the walls of the old school. 

For his nephews John Dean Drake, and James Thomas Drake, see Beffitier annis 
1826 and 1830. 

Page 60. — George Potter. 

He was the son of George and Hannah Potter, and bom on the 7th Eebmaiy 1770, 
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md assumed in 179^ the name and arms of Eaton, on the death of his great ancle,' who 
lired and died at the Pole, Antrobus, in the parish of Great Budworth, Cheshire, an 
BBtate for some generations in possession of the family of Eaton. From the school he 
vrent to Brasenose college, Oxford, bat did not take any degree. He was twice mar- 
ried ; first in 1797, to Elizabeth, daughter of Mr. William Orrett, of Warrington, who 
was partner in Wildcrspool brewery with Messrs. Lyon and G-reenall, by whom he 
had children, of whom odc only, a daughter, is living; and secondly in 1802, to Catherine, 
daughter of William Turner, solicitor, of Warrington, and his wife, Mary Tipping, of 
ICanchester. His eldest son, by his second wife, the rev. G-eorge Eaton, M. A., is now 
resident at the Pole ; one of whose brothers is an attorney in Liverpool, and another 
a colonel in the royal artillery. Mr. Eaton, who was in the commission of the peace, 
lived as a country gentleman, taking pleasure in rural pursuits. He was the senior 
steward at the anniversary dinner in 1808, having also been present in 1793. He died 
on the 12th November 1849, aged 78. 

It is related of his school-boy days, that having to take part in a play, acted by 
the senior scholars, which required the character assigned to him to wear a red coat, 
and his mother having only recently died, he compromised matters by the addition of 
hlttck buttons to his unfimcreal military attire. 

For mention of the family of Eaton, see Ormerod's Cheshire. 

Page 65. — Edward Clarke. 

In 1796 he was elected M.P. for the (now disfranchised) borough of Wootton 
Baasett, Wilts, one seat for which was in the patronage of the earl of Clarendon. 
He retired at the general election of 1802. 

Page 70. — James Roberts. 

The following extract from the register of matriculations at Oxford seems to iden- 
tify this scholar : 

" 1790. Martii 26. ) Jacobus Wrigley Bobertts, 21, Edwardi de Liverpool: Com. 

Coll. jEn. Nas. ) Lane. Gen. FiL" 

He graduated B.A. on the loth October 1793. 

Page 74. — Richard Kittson. 

None of the family are now living at Carrick-on-Suir. " A [? grand-] niece of 
this scholar inherited the family property, and married Mr. Cavagh, of Dublin. Both 
are dead, and their children are possessed of the Kitson property here, and in 00. Kil- 
kenny." (Letter of T. B. Wilson, esq., agent to the family, Carrick-on-Suir, 33rd 
BCarch 1867.) 

Page 74. — John Edwards. 

The following extracts from the QentlemaiCe Magazine refer to this scholar and 
his father : 

**Died, 29th May 1816, in his 74th year, John Edwards, esq., of Kelsterton, co. 
Flint, a magistrate and D.L. He was high sherifi* in 1786."

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"Died, on 14th August 1867, aged 77, Louisa Anne, widow of the reT. Joba 
Watkins, of Llanfair hall, near Caemarron, and eldest daughter of John Edwards, 
esq., formerly of Kelstcrton, Flintshire." 

Page 104. — Joseph Hodgkinson, 

His sister, Jane, who married the rer. John Barnes, Yicar of Huyton, brother to 
Dr. F. Barnes, master of S. Peter^s college, Cambridge, died at Prescot, on the aist 
November 1836, aged 73. 

Page 106. — Thomas Lingard, 

The date of the death of this scholar was /^h October 1843. His son, the wf. 
Joshua Lingard, M.A., died on the 30th November 1842. 

Page 109. — William Massey, 

' The elder and only brother of this scholar was Boger Massey, AM., a wrangler of 
1783, who became archdeacon of Barnstaple, rector of Cheriton Bishop, Devon, and 
of Lawhitton, Cornwall. 

Page 112. — Feier and Thomas Coupland, 

Their sister, Mary, wife of Dr. S. A. Bardsley, died at Ardwick, on the i8th 
March 1840. 

Page 112. — William and Randall Gossip, 

These were the two sons of Robert Gossip (who died in 1776), third son of 
William GK)ssip, esq., of Hatfield and Thorp Arch. William, the elder son, bom in 
1770, succeeded to the estate of Thorp Arch, on the death of his uncle, Wilmer 
€k>ssip, and resided there for many years. About 18 14 he gave up the house to his 
brother Bandall, preferring to live at York, where he died on the 21st August 1833^ 
but was buried at Thorp Arch. He was twice married, but died s.p. Bandall GK>asip, 
the younger son, bom on the 5th February 1774, was for many years an officer in the 
3rd dragoons, and held a staff appointment at Canterbury. He left the army abont 
1 8 14, being then lieutenant-colonel, and went to reside at Thorp Arch, where he lived 
till his death, which happened whilst visiting in the neighbourhood of London, on 
the 29th September 1832, aged 58. He is buried in the Fortrie family vault, at North 
Fleet, where his wife Leah, daughter of the rev. John Curry, rector of North Fleet 
(whom he married on the 30th November 1798), had some connections. He left 
several children, of whom the eldest, Bandall, took the name of Hatfield, by royal 
licence, in 1844, on succeeding, by right of his wife, to the estates of her brother, 
William Hatfield, esq. (originally Marshall), of Newton Eyme and Laughton. 

The mother of these scholars lived to the age of 91, and is buried at Thorp Arch, 
dying on the i8th October 1825. 

In the nave of Thorp Arch church there is a memorial tablet to several members 
of the Gossip family, on which are recorded the names of these two scholars. 

The pedigree of the Gossip family may be seen in Burke's Landed Qttntry^ edition 
of 1863, under the head of Saifleld. 
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Page 125. — Thomas Talbot 

For a good description of the Talbot settlement, see also The British Dominions 
in North America, bj Joseph Bouchette, esq., London, 1832, p. 104. 

Page 133. — /oAn Rhodes, 

He was bom on the 5th April 1773, and baptised at Bolton. He is said to haye 
been, for a short time, one of the assistant masters of the school, and to have died on 
the 22nd September 1793, and buried in S. John's church, Manchester. 

Page 140. — James Watson, 

John Watson, the father of this scholar, came from Darwen, near Blackburn, and 
settled in Manchester as an apothecary, having a dispensary in Hanging Ditch, and 
died whilst his son was young, to the great misfortune of the latter. 

His son, James Watson, commonly called in after life '* the doctor," was appren- 
ticed in 17S9, on leaving the school, to a fustian manufacturer, in the township of 
Little Hulton, and, at the expiration of his apprenticeship, returned to Manchester, 
and became bookkeeper to a cotton merchant, and so continued till his father's death, 
when his mother summoned him to assist in the apothecary's shop. But all this was 
not to James Watson's taste, and, regardless of filial duty, he left the mixing of drugs 
for the society of stage-actors and jovial companions, to whom his ready wit and 
poetical talent rendered him a welcome ally. Through the influence of some friends 
he was appointed librarian at the Portico, an office for which his knowledge of books 
and literary taste in some degree fitted him, and for a time he conducted himself 
steadily and decorously. But his indolent habits, love of company, and growing intem- 
perance were a bar to the satisfactory discharge of his duties, and he absented himself 
from his post till he was ashamed to return. He next became usher in a school kept 
at Altrincham by Mr. Henry Race, and was going on well, until some of his former 
Manchester /fi^Tkif enticed him back to his old intemperate habits, and he thenceforth 
became houseless, and dependent upon the casual alms of others, leading an useless 
and miserable life, glad oftentimes to wear the off-cast clothes of those who knew his 
talents and pitied his vices, and to shelter himself from the cold and rain of the night 
Tinder the portico of S. Peter's church. 

He was found drowned on the 28th June, in the river Mersey, having on the 24th 
gone to Didsbury, after which he was not seen alive. He was buried at Didsbury, at 
the expense of two gentlemen who had known him. 

Specimens of his wit and poetry were published at Manchester in 1820, entitled The 
Spirit of the Doctor, 8vo, with a lithographic portrait of ghastly aspect, under which 
ebriosus might be written as a fair description of the person represented, and a short 
memoir of his life, from which the preceding facts have been gathered. The memoir 
bears the initial signature of " D. W. P.," and is dated Hulme. The author is David 
William Paynter, for whom see Setter, p. 229 ante. [Paynter's memoir of this in- 
genious but improvident man is an interesting one, but the accompanying lithographic 
portrait might well have been spared, — it is a hideous caricature. It ought, perhaps, 
to be stated that James Watson was the author of a weekly theatrical review, entitled 
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The TowrumaHt and was principally concerned in a monthly periodical which extended 
to two vols., The Manchester Magazine. His best title to be remembered is, howerer, 
as the editor, selector, and in a small degree author, of a publication which came oat 
in numbers, in the years 1805 and 1807, and was completed in six closely printed 8to 
Tols., with illustrations, under the title of the Gleanery first and second series, and the 
Harvest Home. It is the best selection of short tales, anecdotes, sketches, &c, that has 
yet been made, and well do I remember the delight it afforded me in my early days, and 
the eagerness with which I went for each number as it appeared. Even now I nerer 
pass Bury street, Salford, where it was printed at Cowdroy's press, without a feeling 
of respect for the place which produced a work so delightful, and in thia sentiment 
I shall, I am sure, hare as a sharer a distinguished noTelist, to whom perhaps it 
afforded the first impulse which led him to that career in which he has been so suc- 
cessful. It is now a very scarce book, having never been reprinted, and the copies 
having been literally worn to pieces by the constant duty they had to perform. C] 

Page 142. — Edward ChippendalL 

The name of Joseph Chippendall (probably the father of this scholar), attorney, 
of Manchester, appears among the subscribers to Thyer's Butler* s Remains, in i759> 

Page 150. — William M. Lally, 

The father of this scholar was also, at the time of his death, rector of Clopton, 
Suffolk, to which he was presented, in 1769, by T. Gupe, esq. Mr. Lally died at his 
son's, Famham, near Knaresborough. 

Page 162. — John Jasper Garnett, 

The Father of this scholar died at Nantwich in 18 14, aged 80. 

Page 192. — George Holt, 

This scholar, I conclude, to be the assistant master of that name, who was I know 
educated there. He is said to have been ordained to the curacy of S. Michael's, and 
in the Manchester and Salford Directory of 18 17, appears as an assistant master of 
the school, and living in South parade, S. Mary's. In 18 19 his name is not foimd. 
In the records of the dinner book he generally appears from 1805 to 18 17. 

Page 201. — Richard and John Withington. 

R. J. Withington was bom on the 12th May 1786, and died on the 5th September 
1823, unmarried. His brother John Fitzwilliam Withington, was bom on the 6th 
September 1787, and died, unmarried, on the 28th October 1809. 

Page 206. — M, A, Parker. 

The father of this scholar was also vicar of S. Helen's, York, and died in 18 15. 

Page 211. — Edward Withington, 

Edward Milne Withington (his father married Alice Milne, bom on the nth 
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September 1766; died 20th Noyember 1829), was bom on the i8th May 1789, and 
died, unmarried, on the 26th May 18 17. 

Page 214. — Thomas S, Stott 

The signature of Thomas Stott, major in the nth Madras native infantry, appears 
among the old scholars assembled in 1836. 

Page 217. — Thomas Withington, 
He was bom on the 29 th December 1790. 

Page 230. — Thomas SUele, 

There is a memorial tablet to this scholar in Littleborough church/ bearing this 
inscription : 

** Sacred to the memory of the rey. Thomas Steele, A.6. twenty-scTen years the 

faithful and beloved pastor of this chapelry. Obiit 30, Oct. 1844. SX, 59. 
*' This memorial of esteem and affection is placed in the scene of his labours, by his 
son-in-law, William Balfour.*' 

Page 239. — Henry Withington, 
He was bom on the i8th March 1793. 
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Page 5. — Joseph Allen, 

Joseph Allen of Manchester, merchant, who married Alice, daughter of John 
Bidings, of Bidings' court, Manchester, died ist March 1769, aged 70, and is buried, 
with several of his children, in S. Ann's churchyard. 

Page 5. — Robert Barlow, 

This name occurs in the Manchester and Salford Directory of 1772 as "gentle- 
man, Salford cross [Greengate],'* and also among the subscribers to Thjer*s BuiUt'i 
Remains. 

Page 8. — John Chrichley, 

His father was serjeant-at-mace in the citj of Chester. 

Page 9. — Montague Booth, 

In the Medical UegxHer of 1779 appears the name of Montagu Booth, esq., 
among the members of the corporation of surgeons. 

By inquiry at the Boyal college of surgeons, London, I learn that this Montagu 
Booth held, in 1765, the office of steward in anatomy to that corporation, and that he 
was a pupil of Mr. Hunter. This is all the information there attainable. 

P^. Montagu Booth presented a skeleton to the Chetham Libraxy, to which 
risitors were introduced in the first instance on opening the door, but which, with 
the crocodile, hairy man, alligator, porpoise, &c., was some years ago transferred to 
the more congenial locality of the Salford museum. It seems to have come in place 
of another skeleton, presented by sir Balph Assheton to the library in 1697, but 
which was in bad repute as the skeleton of a witch, and, as might hare been expected, 
its *' uncanonized bones " were found one morning missing from their well-cemented 
case, by the horrified librarian and his assistant, in making their accustomed peram- 
bulation. What a scene to be described by Barham, and delineated by Cruik- 
shank!!! C] 

Page II. — William Twyford, 

In the admission register of S. John's college, Cambridge, he is described as the 
only son, and as bom at Glossop. He was admitted as a sizar on the loth October 
1740. 
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Page 16. — James Tipping. 

" Thomas Tipping and Sons, yarn merchants, Hanging Ditch.*' {Manehesler and 
Salford Directory ^ 1772.) 

Page 16. — JbAn Ridgeway, 

"John Bidgewaj, attoraej, Marsden square.'* (Manchester and Safford DireO' 
tory, 1772.) 

Page 28. — R. and J, Mansure. 

"For some monumental inscriptions relating to members of this family, see Man- 
Chester Foundations^ -vol. ii. p. 337. 

Page 38. — Robert Bromley, 

Among the school exhibitioners of 1754 and 1755 there is the name of Bromlej, 
probably this scholar. It is not found again, nor among the graduates of Oxford or 
Cambridge. 

Page 49. — John ShaWy 

John Shaw, junior, was buried in S. Ann's churchyard on the 23rd January 1763. 
His mother, Ann, on the 27th March 1752, aged 34. 

Page 52. — John Entwisk, 

In the Gentleman^ s Magazine for 1802, p. 285, there is the following record: 
"Died, 3rd March 1802, John Entwisle, esq., major of the ist battalion of the 
Manchester and Salford yolxmteers." John Entwistle, merchant, resided in 1797 in 
9, Norfolk Street. (Manchester and Salford Directory.) He was probably unde to 
Bichard and Thomas Entwisle, for whom see Segister, yol. ii. p. 77. 

Page 53. — Henry Bates, 

[Dr. Henry Bates, who had a strong Yorkshire dialect, was a regular fortnightly 
attendant on the bench at the magistrates' meetings at Mildenhall, Suffolk. In those 
days the justices dined together ¥rith their clerk, at the dose of the proceedings, at 
the White Hart inn. Mrs. Wilde, the hostess, always used during the game season 
to proTide the doctor with a beefsteak pie, with a brace of partridges in it, which he 
always warned her to put noith their breasts down on the beef. Mr. Pitt is said to haye 
promised him a bishopric, but died before a yacancy occurred. Dr. Bates went to 
condole with the rey. J. Hand, of Ousden park, near Newmarket, on the death of his 
wife, and, whilst staying there, was found dead. U. W."] 

Page 54. — James Shaw, 

He died in December 177 1| and was buried in S. Ann's churchyard. 

Page 56. — Thomas Johnson, 

His mother, Susannah Wareing, " was a lady exemplary, in the highest sense^ for 
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unaffected pietj, social cheerfulness, and active charity ; and Lancashire tradition still 
speaks of her as one of the fairest brides, mothers, and widows that appeared at three 
successiTe returns of its periodical and once famous festival, the Preston guild." 
(Ormerod*s Parenlalia^ privately printed, 1851, p. 15.) 

Page 58. — /oak Bates. 

His portrait is in the possession of the Sacred Harmonic society, London. An 
engraved portrait of him, by Daniell, from the painting by Dance, is in the old school. 

Page 62. — Cyril Jackson, 

It is not generally known that the great dean -of Christ church purposed to send 
forth an edition of Herodotus, of which a very small portion was printed at the Cla- 
rendon press. The rev. William Falconer, rector of Bushey, Herts (for whom see 
anno 18 15), writes : '* When in Oxford as an undergraduate I used to receive paroeb 
enclosed in sheets of the first book. My father, [see Register, voL ii. pp. 11 4-1 19.] 
to whom I showed the sheets, informed me that the dean's work was never published; 
on the contrary it was suppressed by his friends after his death. I have now before 
me some of the sheets above mentioned, with manuscript notes from another entire 
copy, with the following note in manuscript at the beginning by my father : * Has 
notas descripsi exemplare, quantum scio, unico superstite : reliquorum achedis hue 
illuc per Academiam Oxoniensem sparsis a Bibliopola quodam, qui suos quos rendebat 
libros solebat involvere, un& intcrdum schedi, interdum pluribus non iterum in tomum 
colligendis, atque in Editoris amicorum jussu et judicio Ua emendatis. T. F.' " 

In reply to an inquiry the rev. John Ghriffiths, registrar of the university, has 
thrown additional light on this interesting subject. His letter to me is dated 15th 
November 1866: 

" In a former letter you asked about dean Jackson's Herodotus. There are very 
few now in Oxford who remember. Our present bookseller is great-nephew to the 
original Parker. But I have learned that the dean really did begin au edition of 
Herodotus, and that about a third of it (not more) was actually printed. It was not 
a critical edition : the notes were chiefly, if not wholly, extracts from modem travels 
and histories in support or illustration of the statements of Herodotus. All this was 
done, and ended, while he was still there as dean. It is not known whether any 
friend advised him to discontinue the work. One person, still living here, received 
books from Parker's wrapped up in sheets of it, and kept several of the sheet-s till 
within a few years." 

Page 62. — Richard Sandbach. 

He was matriculated of Brasenose college, Oxford, on the 27th February 1758, at 
the age of 20 (see Register of Matriculations). In Corry's History of CongUton (see 
page 223), among other extracts from the books of the Corporation are the following 
which, doubtless, relate to this scholar : 

"May 2nd 1772. Philip Antrobus, mayor. Whereas Bichard Sandbach, cunte, 
daims the freehold of our chapel of Congleton, and insists upon it, that no person 
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hath anj right to burj their dead in our said chapel, or to erect any monmnent in 
said chapel or chapel yard, and hath taken of the representatives of the late Bichard 
Webster, alderman, the sum of 10s. 6d. for his consent to bury the corpse of the said 
Bichard Webster in the said chapel, contrary to the usage and custom, which we look 
npon as an encroachment upon our rights and privileges in the said chapel. Ordered, 
that no person shall bury their dead in our said chapel, &c., without our licence and 
consent, and that the said Bichard Sandbach shall have notice of this our order, and 
that a counsell's opinion shall be had thereon." 

"April 12th 1776. Thomas Tearsley, mayor. B. Sandbach, minister, haying 
refused to visit sick people, and privately to baptize weak, sickly infants, the mayor 
and justices for the time being are appointed a committee to manage, prosecute, and 
carry on a presentment against him in the Ecclesiastical court." 

It is not added what was the issue of these contentions between the chaplain and 
the corporation. 

Page 65. — Hinton Maddock, 

Thomas Maddock, the father, married Mary, daughter and heiress of John Hinton, 
of Tarporley, and purchased the manor and estate of Horton-by-Tarvin, and died on 
the 19th December 176 1. His widow died on the 26th October 1780. 

Page 67. — Samuel Dean, 

Is this scholar the rev. Samuel Dean, who was elected to the head-mastership 
of the Grammar school, Blackburn, on the 5th January 1787, which he resigned in 
1792? 

Page 72. — Peter Snow, 

In Lysons' Cheshire^ p. 629, there is the following passage: 

" Lache, or Leech hoU, which was garrisoned by sir William Brereton during the 
siege of Chester, was the seat of the late Peter Snow, esq. ; his family purchased it of 
the Mauley's, to whom it had belonged for several generations. Mr. Snow, who died 
in 1807, has bequeathed it to trustees for the benefit of his natural children." 

Page 75. — John Houghton, 

[He was generally known as gentleman Houghton, and married the widow of 
John Wright, esq., of Croxton, who survived him, and was burnt to death upwards 
of fifty years ago. JE. W,"] 

Page 79. — Alexander Barker, 

He married Elizabeth Bossley (who died on the 27 th May 1810, aged 66),- and 
died at Tabley on the 8th February 1822, aged 77. They had six children. 

Page 84. — Robert Barker, 

He died at Astley. For his sons, John CK)mster, and Thomas, see Register anno 

1779. 
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Page 84. — Ashworth CUgg, 

This name occurs among the members of the Manchester Literair and PhiloeO' 
phical society in 1785. 

Page 88. — George Case. 

Yor his sons, James and George, see Beffiater anno 1811. 

The monument to this scholar, alluded to in the brief note to his name, is a brass 
on a large marble slab, and lies at the west end of the south aisle, under a tctj ugly 
flight of stairs, leading to a gallery. The inscription is as follows : 

'* In memoriam GFeorgii Case, qui obiit ij** die Norembri anno D'ni XDCCCZXXn. 
Etiam uxoris sued Mariip quss obiit xrj* die Januarii A.D. mdcccxxxy. Credo 
quod Bed'ptor mens Tiyit, et in noTissimA die do terr& surrecturus sum, et in 
came me4 yidebo Deum salT*rem meum. Miserere mei secundum nmgnam 
misericordiam tuam." 
It is not recorded by whom the monument was erected. 

There is incidental mention of the family of Case, and especially of Oeoige Glue, 
** for many years leader of the tory party in the ancient town council, and, without 
exception, the best chairman of a pubHc meeting erer met with," in Liverpocl afev 
yean tittce, hy an Old Stager [the rey. J. Aspinall], 1852, p. 33, Slc. 

Page 91. — IVilliam Bankes. 

He was also a feoffee of Chetham's hospitaL 

Page 94. — John GilUr. 

This name occurs as the chairman of a meeting of the Salford society for pro- 
tecting liberty and property from republicans and lerellers, held at Mr. T. Hardman*s, 
Crown and Cushion, on the 5th July 1793, when a Tote of thanks was passed to the 
rer. John Griffith, M.A., J.P. (for whom see toI. i. p. 142), for his exertions as % 
magistrate on the side of law and order. 

Page 92. — John Fenton, 

He was ordained deacon by Dr. John Egerton, bishop of Lichfield and Corentry, 
at Eccleshall church, ou the 23rd September 1770. In his letters of orders he is 
described as " eirilian, of Hertford college, in Oxford. ** On the 24th of the same 
month he was licensed to the curacy of Woolstanton, co. Stafford, and on his license 
is an endorsement, signed *^ B. Lich. and Cor.," authorising him to perform the office 
of a priest in the same church, and dated 28th February 1774. 

He was inducted to his London rectory on the 28th NoTcmber 1775, on the pre- 
sentation of Brownlow, lord bishop of Worcester, Toid by the cession of John Young, 
clerk, M.A. 

The following extract is taken from a letter of this scholar to his cousin, *' Tho- 
mas ffeuton, in the Square, ^Sewcastle, Staffordshire," dated i6th Norember 1760, 
which has been preserred : 

" I am in y* third class under Mr. Pumell. The books wa learn are 
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the Greek Grammar before break&st and Testament after. In the afternoon two 
lessons in Lucius FloruSy which we shall have finished in a fortnight, when we are to 
go into Vtrffil. At a night we make Latin out of Tooke^s Pantheon : all my exami- 
nation was making some Latin, and construing a little in Virgil. The boys in the 
head form are to act Cato at Christnmss in the theatre, when we lay by, which will be 
Wednesday three weeks Tour affectionate cousin, J. ffenton." 

Page 97. — Thomas Bromley. 

" March 1 748. Baptised Thomas, son of John Bromley, of Standishgate, Wigan." 
(Parish Register.) 

Page 99. — George Lloyd. 

Mr. George Lloyd was major in the Manchester volunteers raised in 1782, of 
which Mr. T. B. Bayley was lieutenant-colonel conmiandant. Mrs. Lloyd presented 
the corps with colours worked by the ladies of Manchester. Mr. Lloyd's name appears 
at the head of the "liberal '* requisition for a public meeting in 1795. (See Harland't 
Collectanea^ vol. ii. p. 127.) 

Page 104. — Thomas Bancroft. 

Mr. Bancroft's widow, Elizabeth, died at Little Bolton, aged 84, on the 4th May 
1846. 

Page 106. — David Paynter, 

There is in Dale church, near Milford haven, Pembrokeshire, a tablet to the 
memory of this scholar, who died on the 13th January 1802, aged 52, and of his wife, 
Mary, who died on the 29th May 18 15, aged 60. 

Page 107. — James Taylor. 
His nephew's christian name was JameSy not Joseph. (See also p. 157.) 

Page 109. — John Morewood. 

The ancestors of this scholar and his brothers were, at the time of the Com- 
monwealth, small freeholders, farming their own laud, in the parish of Fairfield, 
Derbyshire. They then came down in the world, and were (and within the last few 
years descendants of the family still were) tenants of a farm near Buxton. And it 
was on this farm that Andrew Morewood, the father of this scholar, was bom, who 
settled in Pendleton in 1755. 

John Morewood, his eldest son, joined the firm of Longsdon and Morewood, but 
afterwards, in 1778, established a mercantile house in S. Petersburgh, and, at a later 
date, in Manchester and London. Retiring from the active pursuit of business, he 
trained at his residence, Thombridge, near Bakewell, a number of Derbyshire boys, 
and sent them forth into the world with a code of laws for their conduct in life. Of 
these the late Mr. John Harrison, of the extensive firm of Leech, Harrison and 
Forwood, merchants, of Liverpool, was an honourable example. 
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John Morewood acquired a knowledge of the Latin, Greek, French, Gkrman, 
Italian, and Russian languages. He was bom in 1754, and died at Thombridge, netf 
Bakewell, in 181 1. 

Page 113. — Robert Wright. 

Li Knutsford church tliere is a monument to the father of this scholar, bearing 
an inscription as follows : 

" Here lieth the body of Samuel Wright, gentleman, who died the aoth day of 
January 179 1, aged 8a, leaving Ann his widow, six sons, five daughters, and 
several grandcluldreu. 
'' He was a great promoter of the building of this church, consecrated 24th June 
1744, and afterwards frequently declared that he considered his having been 
such as one of the happy events of his life. 
"Ann, wife of the said Samuel Wright, died December 28th, 1796, aged 79." 
Of Mr. Samuel Wright's daughters, Anne married Hugh Ellis of Caernarvon (see 
note to the name of Richard Ellis, p. 284), and their eldest son, Hugh, died whilst a 
student at S. John's college, Cambridge, on the 22nd November 1805, aged ao; 
Frances died on the 3rd August 1837, aged 87 ; Elizabeth died on 29th October 
i^33> <^d ^2 ; ^^^ Margaret died on the 26th February 1818, aged 62. 

Page 114. — William Bowness. 

He married, I believe, a daughter of the rev. John Watson, rector of Stockport, 
for whom see Register y vol. i. pp. 12-15. 

Page 117. — John Porter, 

He married Mary, bom 1760, youngest daughter of Joseph Smith, gentleman, 
and his wife, Margaret, of Coltishall, Norfolk, by whom he had five sons and three 
daughters. His eldest son, John Grey Porter, LL.B., is now rector of Kilskeeiy, 
rural dean and prebendary of Clogher, and joint registrar of the united dioceses of 
Armagh and Clogher. His third son, Charles Porter, B.D., now vicar of Baunds, near 
Thrapstone, Northamptonshire, was formerly feUow and tutor of Caius college, Cam- 
bridge, having been third wrangler in 18 19. 

There is a monument to this scholar on the south side of the aisle of Clogher 
cathedral, near the south transept. It consists of a white marble tablet surmounted 
by a pyramidal slab of white marble, bearing in front a sarcophagus, on which rests 
a cushion, mitre, and crorier, with this inscription : 

" Sacred to the memoiy of the right rev. John Porter, D.D., formerly professor of 
Hebrew in the university of Cambridge, and late lord bishop of this diocese, 
who died on the 27th July 18 19, in the 68th year of his age, and 45th of his 
ministiy. Deeply versed in sacred learning, he xmited the scholar with the 
gentleman. Firm in his trust, and inflexibly attached to Truth, in his inter> 
course with the world he feared GOD more than man, and in every situation in 
life in which the Providence of GOD placed him, he sustained the conduct and 
character of a righteous man. This monument is erected by hia nfflieted 
family, in testimony of their affbction and his merit." 
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Page 118. — Henry Penny, 

Henrj Penny, apothecary, married Elizabeth, daughter of Thomas Brooke, esq., 
of Astley, in Lancashire, and died on the 29th August 1778, aged 63, his wife haying 
predeceased him on the i ith April 1775, at the age of 46. There is a monument to 
them in Knutsford church, and also to their son, Thomas, who died on the 38th 
January 1791, aged 29. Another son, Brooke, died at the age of 15, on the a3rd 
October 1768. 

In the same church there is a monument to the widow of the rey. James Penny, 
yicar of Chreat Budworth in 1681 1 
*' Ann Sanders, widow of James Penny, clerk, yicar of Great Budworth, and of 
Thomas Sanders, of Acton, gentleman, died on lath April 1747, aged 86." 

Page 122. — John Law son. 

See Memoirs of the Manchester Literary and Philosophical Society, 181 3, 2nd 
series, yol. ii. pp. 414, &c., for a paper entitled '* A Demonstration of Lawson's QeO' 
metrical Theorems, by the rey. Charles Wildbore." The pamphlet referred to was 
A Dissertation on the Geometrical Analysis of the Ancients , with a Collection of 
Theorems and Problems, without soUttions, for the exercise of young students^ 17449 
and known to be by Mr. John Lawson. 

Page 132. — John Bagshaw. 

William Bagshaw, the father, was great-grandson of William Bagshaw, ''the 
apostle of the Peak," bom in 17 14, and died in London in 1798. His son John, the 
scholar, married Martha Pierpoint, the daughter of a clergyman. No descendants 
now suryiye. 

Page 134. — Peploe Ward, 

His father was for forty years rector of S. Ann*8 church, Manchester, and died at 
Neston, Cheshire (of which parish he was also yicar), on the 9th October 1785. 

A younger brother of thb scholar, Thomas Ward, also a fellow of Queen's college, 
Cambridge, A.B. 1777 (being seventeenth senior optime), and A.M. 1780, succeeded 
his father as yicar of Ncston, and was also rector of Handley, prebendary, and y ice- 
dean of Chester. He died at Neston, at the age of 7 1, in 1827. 

Page 134. — Thomas Winstanley. 

The date of his death is 2nd September 1823, and his age 74. 

Page 135. — Thomas Wright 

His widow died on the 4th Noy ember 1838, aged 67. Both are buried at Knuts- 
ford, with four infant sons. (See monumental inscription.) 

Page 135. — Peter Penny. 

The note to this name is incorrect. From a monumental inscription I haye 
ascertained that Peter Penny, of Nether Knutsford, surgeon^ son of Hairy and 
Elixabeth Penny, died on the 12th August 1796, aged 42 years. 
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Page 136. — John SyddaU. 

John Srcldall, gentleman, n?sided at Slade ball in 1772. {Jiamckefier and Satford 
Directory.) 

Page 140. — JoAn Heicitt, 

? Hatriculateil commoner of Brasoiose college, Oxford, on the i8th December 
1769, and graduated B.A. on the loth June 1773. 

Page 142. — John Griffith. 

lie, and his father, who resided at Hunt's bank, were magistrates fat the Man- 
chester dirision of the eoontj. 

Page 144. — W'dUam Ashion. 

William Henry Assheton, baptised at Bowdon in 1757 (see IParxA RegiaUr), wti 
son of Thomas Assheton, esq., of Ashley, who was descended firom the A^bft^ms of 
Middleton, and who inherited the manor of Ashley, from the marriage of an ancestor 
with Catherine, coheiress, with her two sisters, of William Brereton, esq., of Ashky. 
(See Ormerod*s Chtshirt^ roL i. pp. 41S-19, and Burke's Lamied Gentry,) 

In Bowdon ehun^ there b a monnment commemorating both Cither and soo. 
The in:«cription is as follows : 

^ In a vault near this place are interred the remains of Thomas Aasheton, of Ashky, 
esq., on the 9th of July, aged 64. And in the same rault, Harriet Asehetoo, 
who died at Manchester, January 1773, aged 74. Also the remains of Thonas 
Assheton Smith, of A<hley, esq^ son of the abore Thomas and Harriet, who 
died April 16. 1774. aged 49 years. To whose memory William Henry Asehetoa 
Smith, esq., erxvtod this monument. Quis desiderio sit pudor aut modus feaoi 
cari capitis ? 
*' Al:«o the remains of WiUiam Henry Assheton Smith, esq., youngest son of tha 
abore Thomas Asi^heton Smith, esq., who died a: Hailoy, in the comity of Ox- 
ford. March 4th. 1S39, aged ti years.'* 
[His singular and erentful life has met with a recent biographer. B.2 

Page 1 44. — Jamis Prim^, 

"* This entrv should have been torn of James de Lt Printe. In the mid<ilf aisie of 
S. Paulas church, SheiEeid, there is a stone to the memory of the mother of this scboIaTf 
' Elizabeth, wile s.^( James de la Prime, who died October, 1766, aged 36,* and of xhset 
sons« who ilied iu in&ncy. 

'* I hare uo hesitation in appropriating him as one of the descendants of that 
worthr man, Abraham de la Prrme, of whom tou will find an account in Hunter's 
^^.'.i Y.riMirjf, toI. L pp. 179-S1.'' (Letter of Mr. William Swift, SL Jaoitt'i

Page 144. — Lazcrcnce Wright, 

He was bom on the 14th July, 1753 a.#., and died oa the i6tk JiBBHy 1&42. 
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His brother Thomas (whoso widow died at Lea Hall, Cheshire, on the 6th October 
1844, aged 85) was bom on the ist NoTember 1756. Their onlj daughter, Jane, 
married, in 18 14, Captain John Blakiston, second son of the late sir Matthew 
Blakiston, bart. Their eldest son, Henry Wright, succeeded to the entailed fjEunily 
estates on the death of his uncle Lawrence. The other estates went to their second 
son Thomas. 

Page 145. — William Henry Wright 

Bom on the 2nd September 1753. He was a man of most retired habits, and is 
said to haye dined out only once during his incumbency of twenty-eight years, and 
to haye slept out of his own bed not eycn to that extent. 

Page 145. — Jofm Withington, 

His wife, Alice, daughter of Richanl Milne, was sister of John Milne (see p. 163), 
Bobert (see p. 178), and Tliomos (see p. 184). She was married in 1784, and died 
in 1829, leaying seyeral sons. 

Page 146. — John Barrotv. 

John Barrow was an articled clerk to James Whitaker, attorney, of Salford (see 
p. 48), and was afterwards for nearly fifty years an attorney at 79, Bosinghall street, 
London, and died at Antwerp in 1836. His second daughter, Ellen Pierpoint, married 
George Morewood, for whom see p. 182. 

John Barrow married Sarah, daughter of William Bagshaw, and sister to John 
Bagshaw (see p. 132). 

Page 147. — John Daniel, 

This scholar (who was one of a family of twenty-one children, sixteen of whom 
liyed to maturity), married Ellen Bancroft, daughter of a furrier, and was grandfather 
to Mrs. Q-. LinnoMis Banks, authoress of QotVe Providence House. The marriage was 
clandestine ; — the young lady, only 16 years of age, Imd been sent in a sedan chair to 
her dancing school, but, instead of arriving at her supposed destination, she found 
hor way to church. 

John Daniel was a small ware manufacturer like his father, and had a considerablo 
trade with America for braces and umbrellas, which were then made of bright 
coloured gingham. He was a proficient in manly exercises and athletic sports, such 
as swimming, fencing, boxing, and skating. His excellence in the last accomplishment 
nearly cost him his life. Whilst tracing the letters of the alphabet on the ice of 
Ardwick Gh>een pond, the ice gaye way, and he was submerged all but his head, his 
chin resting on the ice. He remained so long in the water that total blindness 
ensued. On the authority of Mrs. Banks, I add the maryellous sequel to this 
d'*ngerous immersion : — '* He was blind for a length of time, and then his skill in 
swimming came to his aid. Under advice, he swam from Liverpool to Birkenhead 
(a boat following in his wake, and there being no steamers to run him down), and by 
the time he gained the opposite shore his eyes were opened." 
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Page 147. — Daniel I^hoh, 

Bichard Nicbob (his fiither\ gentlemm, of WarriDgton, married Marj, onlj 
danghtor of Daniel Vawdivj, esq., of Middkwieh. She died on the nth Maj 1S04. 
(See Burkc*8 Laml^i O^try — Pedigree of Tawdrey.) 

Page 148. — Amfrrtv Aform\\\i^ 

Tho fourth sou, bom in 1759. He was managing partner in the firm of Longsdon 
and Moivwood, manufacturers and merchants, of Manchester, was enrolled among the 
Toluntcers of his daj, and married Mair Buir. He lired at Ardwick Qreen, and died 
in 17S7 al KUinoi^r. 

Page 14S. — Th**mas Jn/nu,

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Page 157. — 'Robert IVroe. f 

Charles Boe, the father of this scholar, and brother to the rcT. James Roe, 
curate of MaoclesfieldKfor whom see p. 168), was a natiye of Derbyshire, and sou of 
the rev. Thomas Boe, Ticar of Castlcton, and bom in 17 14, and settled in Macclesfield 
about the middle of the i8th centuiy. He erected the first silk mill in that town in 
1756, and was in 1770 the first person to set up a priyate carriage. During an 
excursion in Wales, he discovered a copper mine in the Isle of Anglesea, and, in 
conjunction with seyeral persons, employed miners, and had the ore conTejed to 
Liyerpool, and thence to Macclesfield, where he established a smelting house. 
He oonceiyed the idea of opening communication bj canal between Liyerpool and 
Macclesfield for the conyejance of the copper ore, but a bill for efiecting this, which 
had passed the Commons' house of parliament, was thrown out by the house of Lords 
through the influence of the duke of Bridgewater, whose canal had been opened a 
short time before. The copper smelting business was discontinued soon afterwards. 
(See Corry's History of Macclesfield, pp. 64 and 12 8- 131.) 

Page 158. — Domville Poole Halstead. 

D. H. Cud worth Poole, esq., died at Marbury Hall, on the nth January 1867, 
aged 79. 

Page 160. — Peter Wright, 

His eldest son, Henry, solicitor, of Knutsford, died there on the 14th June 1853, 
aged 48. 

Page 163. — John Cross, 

^ John and Thomas, twin sons of Thomas Cross, of Nether Knutsford, shoemaker, 
baptised May amd, 1758." (See Pariah Begiater,) 

The father probably exchanged the last for the tankard. 

Page 163. — John Milne. 

The eldest son, was bom in 1759. ^^ married a Miss Hibbert, of Marple, 
Cheshire, and died in 1817, leaving one son, Randall Milne, who has since deceased 
s.p. John Milne resided at Whitle, Derbyshire, and was buried at Marple. 

Page 163. — Thomas Podmore,

scholar, the peruke maker, author, and friend of Dr. Deacon, see Chetham publications, 
Ixyiii. pp. 336-9. 

Page 164. — /ohn GcUliff,

He wrote also the following treatUe, Dissertaiio medica inauguraUi de C^ffuumike 
Trcuiheali^ a copy of which he presented to the MAnchester Literary and Philosophical 
society. His son's death is thus recorded in the GetdlemaiCt Magazine : *' Died, loth 
Fehmary 1866, at Dalesford, Cheshire, aged 75, captain John White, a celebrated 
Meltonian, and one of the most popular sportsmen of the old schooL" 

Page 166. — Wiiliam Harrison, 

" Ho became yicar of Botherham, to which he was inducted on the 8th May 1783, 
and died unmarried, on the 12th June 1794, aged 32 [?]. His father, who was some- 
time a surgeon at Sheffield, and afterwards of Orgrave, married Elizabeth, daughter 
of John Dickson, of Damall, by Sarah, daughter of Edmund Swift, of Damall, gent, 
whose heir Mrs. Harrison eventually was." (Liformation of Mr. William Swift, of 
S. James's street, Sheffield.) 

Query: A.B. of S. John's college, Cambridge, 1778. 

Page 167. — Thomas Swinnerton, 

Mr. Peter Walthall, who married his daughter Mary, was educated at the ichooL 
(See Tol. ii. p. 47.) 

Page 168. — Thomas Morewood, 

The sixth son, and bom in 1762. He settled, when a youth, at S. Petersburgh, 
and resided afterwards, as a merchant, at New York. At the latter place he died, 
unmarried, of yellow fever, in 1798, at the age of 36. 

Page 173. — Robert Fielden, 

The monumental inscription to this scholar and his two wiyes may be seen in 
Booker^s Bittory of Didahury Chapel (Chetham publication), p. 37. 

Page 177. — Edward Chesshyre, 

He wrote a song for John Shaw's club, of which he was the poet laureate^ whidi 
may be seen in Harland's CoUectamea^ vol. ii. p. 27. He died on the 30th Norember 
1 831, having been the recorder of the dub for forty years. The estimate of his 
character recorded in the annals of the club will receive approval from all who 
remember him : *' He was a gentleman whose urbanity of manners, sociability of 
disposition, attachment to his king, his church, and his country, was equalled l^ £bw, 
exceeded by none." (See p. 19.) 

Page 178. — Robert Milne, 

The second son, and bom in 1761. He married, in 1785, Miss Jane Heyes, and 
had two daughters, the elder of whom died, unmarried, in 18 15. The younger 
daughter, Mary, married, in 1821, Mr. John Bedhead, attorney, of Manchester (for 
whom see Seffisler, vol. ii. p. 192), for whose only son, Biohard Milne Bedhaid, see 
Beyiwterf anno 1840. 
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Page 182. — George Marewood, 

The Beyenth son, and bom on the 3rd October 1763. He joined the yolnnteer 
morement of his younger days, and afterwards resided as a merchant at S. Peters- 
bnrgh, New York, Manchester, and London. At the latter city he manried Ellon 
Pierpoint, second daughter of John Barrow (for whom see pp. 146 and 279), and was 
one of the jury at the celebrated trial of William Hone, author of the Every Day 
Book, for parodying some portions of the Book of Common Prayer. Hone, it will be 
remembered, was acquitted, on the ground that the publication was merely political. 
He died at his residence, Thombridge, near Bakewell, on the i6th March 1854, at 
the great age of 91. 

In Harland's Collectanea, toI. ii. pp. 174 et seq., are some yery interesting recol- 
lections of Manchester, more especially with reference to the school and its high 
master, which were furnished orally by this scholar, when arriyed at the close of his 
ninth decade, in full possession of both mental and bodily strength. In the possession 
of his son-in-law, Mr. James McConnel, of Bent hill, Prestwich (to whose kindness 
I owe the facts relating to these members of this highly respectable family), are seyeral 
amusing and yaluable letters written by this scholar whilst at S. Petersburgh, con- 
taining frequent allusion to the yolunteers of the day, and to his ootemporaries, many 
of whom had been with him at the school. 

Page 182. — /oAn Drinkwater. 

"1762. July I ith. Baptised John, son of John Drinkwater, surgeon, Latchford."

Page 183. — James Harrop, 

A large silyer urn, of elegant design, which is now in the possession of Bichard 
Milne Bedhead, esq. (for whom see Begister, anno 1840), who married Maria, eldest 
suryiying daughter of John Harrop, esq., of Broughton hall, near Eodeshall, Stafford- 
shire, was presented to Mr. Joseph Harrop, in 1777, by his friends, ** as an acknow- 
ledgement of the seryico he has done by his early and useful intelligence." (See 
inscription.) 

Two daughters of Joseph Harrop haye died within the last few years at their 
residence in the Crescent, Salford. These ladies were weU known in Manchester, 
and the youngest, Maiy, celebrated as a beauty. They were said to haye refused in 
their day matrimonial offers from law, physic, and diyinity ; the younger turning a 
deaf ear eyen to the flattering proposals of an heir to an earldom ! [There are few 
more pleasant reminiscences than that of haying, as frequently I haye had, in the old 
Assembly rooms, in Mosley street, the happiness of sitting next to this lady, who still 
retained, at an adyanced age, the beautiful complexion for which she was distinguished, 
and, while we looked on at the gay scene before us, hearing her describe the lian- 
cheater belles of an earlier day. C] 
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Page 184. — TJiomas Milne. 

ThomaB, the third sod, and brother to John (see p. 163) and to Robert (seep. 
178), married Miss Hejsham, of Carlisle, by whom he had one daughter, who died 
jonng, and one son, Thomas Jones Milne, now liying. Thomas MUne died in 18 10. 
For his son Thomas, see Eeffister anno 181 3. 

Page 184. — James GcUliff, 

For *' the incumbencj of Didsbury chapel,** read " the incombencj of Thomases 
chapel, Heaton Norris, in the old parochial chapelry of Didsbuiy.'* 

Page 185. — J, E. Heathcote. 

For " Sir Gilbert Heathcote,'* read " lord Ayeland," by which title he was called 
to the house of Lords in 1 856. 

Page 186. — John Bennett. 

This scholar died on the 2 1 st December 1 8 1 9. Both father and son, with nomeroiu 
relations, are buried in Trinity church, Chester. 

Page 189. — James Heath. 

He was a son of Bobert Heath by his first wife, and father of Ashton Marlow 
Heath, surgeon, of Manchester (for whom see "Register 1812), and half brother to 
Robert Heath (for whom see Register ^ yol. ii. p. 208). 

Page 197. — John Latham. 

His eldest son, John Latham, D.C.L. died 30th January 1853, in his 66th year. 
His third son, Henry Latham, esq., died 6th September 1866. 

Page 203. — Richard Ellis. 

The rev. John Ellis, father of this scholar, was archdeacon of Merioneth, and an 
antiquary of some distinction, and was twice married. His first wife. was Miss 
Lloyd, heiress of Trallwyn, near Pwllheli, and of Penralt, and by her he had two sons 
Hugh and John. John died unmarried. Hugh became an attorney at Caernarvon, and 
married Anne, daughter of Samuel Wright, esq., of Knutsford ( see p. 276 an^), to 
whose father he had been articled, when preparing for the legal profession, and their 
son, John, assumed bis grandmother's name, as John Ellis IJoyd, residing at Trallwyn, 
an actiye and respected magistrate, who served the office of higli'sheriff of Caernarron- 
shire in 1 8 1 7 . He died about ten years ago. The archdeacon, by his second wife Miss 
Williams, had two sons, Richard and Thomas, — the scholar here entered being the 
elder. Richard was admitted afterwards at Trinity college, Cambridge, and graduated 
AB. 178 1, being seyenth senior optime: and A.M. in 1784. He took holy orders, 
and held for a time the yicarage of Aysgarth in Yorkshire. He was then presented 
to the rectory of Llanengan, near Pwllheli, which he exchanged for the rectory of 
Llandwrog, near Caemaryon, the latter parish being nearer to his residence, Dinas, 
near Caemaryon. He married an Lrish lady, Susan, eldest daughter and coheireBt of 
Langford Meade, esq., and died s.p. in 1807. His widow married again. 
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HIb brother Thomas was edaoated at Baogor school, and the only boj who did 
not wear a wig. He became chancellor of Bangor cathedral, residing at a mansion, 
called Tanrallt, behind the bishop's palace at Bangor, and built by his father, the arch- 
deacon. Thomas Ellis married late in life, and liyed to an advanced age. 

Page 208. — William and Joseph Pickford. 

The sister of these scholars, Mary, widow of Captain Joseph Starky, of Boyton 
hall, married Dr. J. D. Macbride, principal of Magdalen hall, Oxford, and died on 
the loth December 1862, in her 92nd year, being buried in the cemetery, Holywell, 
Oxford, where there is a monument to her memory. Dr. Macbride died on the 25th 
January 1868, aged 92. 

Page 209. — Janus Haworth, 

In the note to this scholar there is an error respecting the Baddiffe trayelling 
fellowships. The Oxford uniyersity commissioners in 1854 changed the original two 
fellowships, tenable for ten years, and with a stipend of 300Z. a year to each, into 
three fellowships, each of the annual yalue of 200/., and tenable for three years only. 

Page 212. — William Bawdwen, 

His son, the rey. Walter Bawdwen died at Fleasington, on the 27th May 1867, 
aged 59. 

Page 212. — David Ellis, 

The father of this scholar, of the family of Ellis of Bodychan — to one of whose 
early ancestors tradition assigns the hereditary office of bearing his soyereign's crown 
and putting it on the monarch's head, after the ceremony of anointing had been per- 
formed by the bishop of Bangor (see the truly Welsh pedigree in Burke's Landed 
OetUrtf) — when a young clergyman in Caemaryonsbire married Catherine, heiress of 
the rey. Bichard Nanney, Cefndeuddwr. His son Dayid, the scholar here recorded, 
graduated B.A. of Pembroke college, Oxford, on the 5th February 1782, and was 
called to the bar in 1787. He married Henrietta Watts, daughter of the yicar of 
Uffington, Berks, (see p. 172. ante) but died s.p. He became attorney-general of 
North Wales, and on the death of his maternal uncle, assumed the name of Nanney, 
and is still remembered under the title of councillor Nanney : at his decease he waa 
possessed of the estates of Gwynfrin, Bodychan, and Cefndeuddwr, which he left to 
his nephew the present owner Jones Ellis Nanney, esq., the third siuryiying son of his 
sister Elizabeth who married, on the 4th May 17 81, the scholar whose name appears 
next in the Begister. 

Page 212. — John Jones, 

His father resided at Brynhir, near Criocieth. His son, John, went to Oxford, 
and, after his marriage, as stated in the preceding note, liyed as a quiet oonntiy 
gentleman on his estate at Brynhir, where he died, leaving three sons and four 
daughters. All the daughters married ; the two elder sons, one of whom was in the 
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Eyre, Charles Wolfe f. Anthony Foun- 
tain, 110.
